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PREFACE. 


TH E charader of the illuftrious Prince, 
who is the fubjedt of thefe memoirs; 
the vaft expectations conceived of him 
in his own time, equal to thofe formed of 
Marcellus and Germanicus by the Roman 
people; and the univerfal admiration of him 
tranfmitted to the prefent age by the concurrent 
teftimony of all the writers of the laft : thefe 
confiderations left me in no doubt that a work, 
which could in any competent degree do juftice 
to his memory, would be a prefent highly ac- 
ceptable to the public. 

I • • • 

Upon this view I undertook it, tempted by 
the perufal of no inconfiderable colledlibn of 
original letters, written by him, or addrefTed to 
him, among the Harleian manufcripts in the 
Britifh Mufeum y which letters once belonged to 
Sir Adam Newton, Bart, the Prince's Tutor, and 
afterwards Secretary, and defcended to his on- 
ly fon Sir Henry Newton Puckering, and were 
at laft purchafed by Robert Earl of Oxford, 
Lord Treafurer, of Mr. George Paul of Jefus 
College in Cambridge, and the learned Mr. 
Thomas Baker of St. John's College in thq fame 
Univerfity, But with the advantage even of 

this 
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. this coUeflion, I ibon found it impoffible to gijs^e 
fo connedted a detail of his Highnefs's life, as 
the form of a juft hiftory, or the dignity of the 
fubjea, would requira For though ktters arc 
tjie moft folid foundation of hiftory; yet if 
there be wanting a complete fedies of thfim, fome 
chafms muft be left, whiph can only, be fupr 
plied by odier authentic memorials. It w^ my. 
cafe not to be fufficiently provided in either re- 
fped. Many of the Prince's papers, and pro-s^. 
bably thoie the moft curious, were committed, 
to the £ames, in purfuance of his^. dkat^ion gi^i 
yen juft before his death ; and the accounts of 
him, which have been publiftied, want extent 
and particularity. That piece, which pro&lSjbs 
to be an account of the Life and Death of 
Prince Henry^ though written by Sir Charles 
CornwalliSj whofe fituation in his court, as 
Treafurer of his Houfhold, might have ena- 
Ued him fully to inform himfelf ^fid pofterity 
concerning his Royal Mafter, isa mere pam* 
phiet, extremely fuperficial and unfatisfadtory 
on almoft every head; what relates to the 
Prince's life amounting to but a few pages, an4 
the remainder :Containing only the cux^umftances 
of his iaft ilckne^ and charaifter ; which laft 
indeed, in that and another di&ourfe by the 
fame hand, is drawn with force aod predion. 
It wer^ to be wiflied, that this taflc had been 

executed 
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executed by Sir Adam Newton, who was beft 
qualified for it, both by his talents as a writer, 
and his intimate knowledge of the fubjedt. But 
as he neglo^ed to di&harge this debt of grati'^ 
tude, I have endeavoured to make the heft ufe 
in my power of the colledion mentioned above^ 
as left by him ; and to incorporate fuch partis 
culars, as I could feled; from them> with other 
fcattered paflages in print or manufcript, w'hich 
my former reading and later refcarches would 
fiqjply me with *, and to digeft the whole into 
as much order and connection, as the nature of , 
fuch materials would admit. The difficulty 
of attaining, in a tolerable degree, the feries 
junSuraque recommended by Horace, is (carce 
conceivable by any but thofe, the only 
proper judges on fuch an occafion, who have 
made fbme trial of this kind. 

The refult of my inquiries and labour is now 
offered to the intelligent reader, whofe candour, 
it is hoped, will excufe the unavoidable defedts 
of this eiTay, for the fake of many fads, which 
he will unqueftionably be pleafcd to learn, and 
which I was unwilling to conceal any longer 
from the public view, relating both to the Prince 
himfelf, and feveral other eminent characters 
occafionally introduced. Nor will it be ex- 
pected, that the hiftory of a Prince who lived 

but 
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but eighteen years and eight months^ and nc-^*' 
ver aimed At any (hare in the conduct of public 
affairs, fliould contain any very great adtions, 
or great events. It will be fufficient, if it fhall 
furnifh the promifes of the greateft, and unfold 
the gradual openings of a mod exalted and 
accomplifhed mind, preparing itfelf for the du- 
ties of the higheft ftation, and qualified to have 
exhibited an example to all fuccceding Kings, 
if the awful dilpenfations of Providence bad not 
otherwife determined. 
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PRINCE OF WALES. 

HENRY Prince of Wales, eldeft fon of King 
Janies, the fixth of Scotland and firft of Eng- 
jland, by his Queen, Anne, fecond daughter of Fre^ 
jderic II. and fiftex to Chriftiern IV. Kings of Denmark, 
wa^ l^oro ^bove four years after their marriage % m 
^he caftle of Strlveling or Sterling in Scotland, about 
three jn the morning, on Tuelday the i pth of Feb- 
ruary, 1 5 94- 5 :**. His baptifm was deferred for above 
fix months, the King having thought proper to fend 
Ambaffadors to feveral foreign Princes and States, to 
invite jtherti to fend their Ambaffadors to be prefent 
jat that folemnity. ' Mr. Peter Young, who had been 
preceptor to his Majefty, in conjunftion with George' 
•Buchanan, w?^s fent to the King of Denmark, and to 
,the Dukes of Brunfwick and Mecklenburg^ the latter 
pf jvhom was great-grand- father to the young Prince 
' ;•, ■ ' by

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by the mother's fide *. But thefe two Dukes were 
difpleafed, that th6y were not treated with fo much 
refped, as to be thought each of them worthy of an 
exprefs embafly. 

The Laird of Eaft Weems obtained the commiflion 
both to France and England, having occafion to 
^o to the former of thofe fcingdoras, being fervant to 
Henry IV. of France ; who neither made a prefent to 
him, nor fent any Ambaflador .to Scotland. Queen 
Elizabeth was once refolved to have dwie the fame, 
till flie was advertifed by her own Ambaflador in 
France*^, that Henry IV. was determined to fend 
nont to Scotland. This negieft of the French court 
induced the Queen to a new refoiution, and determin- 
jsd her, though after a long delay, to appoint for her 
Ambaflador, a man of very high rank, Robert Earl of 
Suflex ^ of the ancient and noble family of Hadcliffe, 
in order to convince Scotland, that (he would always 
be a ready friend to that kingdom, 'whenever France 
Ihould (hew any backwardnefs or reluftance «. 

Sir William Keith, of the King's bed-chamber, was 
fent with Captain Murray, Provoft of St. Andrew's, 
to the States General, who nominated Walrave de 
Brederode, Baron de Vianen, and Jacob Vakke, trear 
furer general of Zealand, Ambafliadors to Scotland^ 
not only to be prefent at the Prince's Baptifm, but 
like wife to endeavour to renew the ancient friendftiip 
between that kingdom and their own country, and to 
perfuade the King to enter into a general alliance

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againft Spain K The Amblaffadbrs fent by the King of 
Denmark, and tht Queen Dowager his mother, were 
Chriftiern Barnicow, and Steno de Bickilde ; and Adartt 
Crufius came in that capacity from Julius Duke of 
Brunfwick, and Joachihi Bralfewitz from Ulric Diike 
of Mecklenburg *• 

The nobihty of Scotland were likewife invk'ed to 
attend the Baptifm, which was at firft appointed for 
the 15th of Auguft ; but oh account of rebuilding the 
chapel at Sterlings and the abfence of the Englifli 
Ambaflador '^j it was put off till the ift of Septem^ 
ber ; on which day the banquet began at the c^ftle of 
Sterling. Howiever, the Earl of Suffex not arriving 
till the evening of the 4th, the Baptifm was again 

deferred

** declare unto ttie King, that you will not prefunrte to come 
** into Scotland, confidering the purpofe of your journey is 
** already determined and at an end. And yet you ftiall tarry 
*' at Berwick, untill you have further direftion from hence 
*^ upon fuch an anfwer, as you Ihall receive from the Am- 
** baftador ; But, if the Chriftening be not fo, but fo deferred, 
*^ as you may come to the fame-j then you fhall continue 
^ your journey as before," 
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deferred till Friday the 6th ^; in the afternoon of 
which day it was performed with unufual magnifi'* 
cence. 

The infant prince being brought from his own 
chamber to the Qyeen's chamber of prefence, and 
laid in a (lately bed, the AmbaiTadors centered into 
the chiimbesr ; and the Countefe of Mar, accompanied 
with a number of Ladies toqk up the Prince, and de- 
livered him to Lodowick Duke of Lennox, who pre- 
fented him to the Amhafladors. The Earl of SuUex; 
being %ft in rank, received him, and carried him in 
his ar^s to the chapel, the reft following in their pro- 
per order ; after .whom came the Ladies of honour, 
the chief nur/e, and others of inferior quality. Before 
them w€nt the Lord Home, carrying the ducal crown ; 
Lord Levingfton bearing the napkin, the Lord Seaton 
the bafon, and the Lord Semple the laver. Over the 
Englifh Arabaffador was carried a canopy fuppprted 
"by the Lairds of Cesford, Buclugh, Duddope;, and 
Traquaire ; and the Prince's train was held up by the 
Lords Sinclair, and Urquart. Such was the proceflion 
to the chapel, a guard of the youths of Edinburgh, 
well drefled, ftanding oh jeach fide, and the trumpet? 
founding. 

Upon their entrance into the chapel, the King rofe 
from his feat, and received the Ambal&dors at the 
door of the choir; who were condu<ited to their plaices, 
which were ordered in this manner*". 

Before his Majefty was placed a chair adorned with 
the arms of France. On the King's right hand was

Ambafladors. Behind the Earl of Suflex flood the 
Lord Wharton and Sir Henry Bromley, Knt. no other 
Eu^iQimen being admitted into the chapel, Upori the 
King's left hand fate the two AmbafFadors from Den- 
mark ;; and next to' them the Ambaflador from the 
Duke of Mecklenburg. Upon the entrance into the 
chapel, the Prince had been delivered by the Earl of 
Suilex tO' the Duke of Lennox, and by the Duke to 
the Countefs of Marj by whom the Prince was held* 
till the titne ofbaptifm". 

The ceremony began with a icrmon preached in 
the Scottifli tongue by Mr. Patrick Gallowiay ; one of 
the King's ordinary minifters; which being finifhed, 
David Cunningham, Bifhop of Aberdeen, difcourfed 
in 'Latin upon the (ame text, in^ order that the fubjeft 
of the fermoh might be generally underftood'by the 
Ambaffadors. After which the Biftiop preparing fo 
adtniilifter the ^crament of baptifm, the Earl of Suflex 
arofe, and followed the King, the reft proceeding in 
order towards the place where the Bilhop ftood ; the 
Duke of Lennox carrying the Prince in his arms; 
and having delivered him again to the Earl of Suflex, 
the Bifliop alked the King, if he did prefent that child 
to be baptifed, and to be ingrafted into the myftical 
body of Chrift. His Majefty anfweriag yes, the Bifhop 
then recited the creed in Latin ; and having afked 
the name of the child, and the King replying Fre- 
derick Henry ^ and Henry Frederick^ the Bijhdpy baptif- 
ed him in the name of the Father, Son, and Holy

the names three times ; which-were then proclaimed 
by the Heralds^ with the found of trumpets. 

This being done, the Lords, who had carried the 
laver, &c. retired out of the.chapel orderly under the 
Prince's pall, fupported in the manner, mientioned 
above. After whofe departure came in two gentlemen 
of England, with a bafon, ewer, and ^napkin, and 
went up to the Earl of SufTex, who immediately arofe 
in the prefence of the King, and,, m the words of the '• 
MS. in the Cotton library cited above, *^did all to 
*•* wafli his hands, and fat dowa:in his feat again : 

which; was thought ftrange by the mukitude and 

Nobility.''^ 

The Bilhop then afcended the pulpit, and feturned 
in Latin thai?lgs to God for the benefit of the facra- 
ment jiift adminiftered, and to all the Ambafladors 
for their Affiftance, beginning with the Earl of Suflex, 
After whicl^ they went back from the chapel in or- 
der to the Prince's chamber, where in their prefence 
he was crown'd, and created Prince and Great Stew- 
ard of Scotland, Duke of Rothefay, Earl of Carrick, 
Lord of the Ifles, and Baron and Knight of Renfrew. . 
A confiderable number of Knights Were then made % 
and filver and gold coins difperfed among the people 
from the window. The Ambaffadors with their train 
and the noblemen prefent were royally feafted and en- 
tertained for feveral days with plays, running at tih, 
and other f\ich exercifes p. 

At theclofe of the ceremcflny of the Baptifmthe 
Ambafladors made theif prcfents. The Earl of Suf- 
fex'sgift, in the name of the Queen his Miftreis, 
was a cupboard of Plate curioufly wrought % and 
elleemed worth 3000 A flerling^ That of the King 
of Denmark was two gold chains, one to the Qjieen, 
and the other to the Prince. That of the Duke of

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Bninfwick was two chains inriched with precibus 
ftones, one to her Majefty, and the other to his High- 
nefs • to whom the AmbafTador of the Duke of 
Me<:klenburg prefented a beautiful table adprned with 
diamonds and other ftones, and to the Qyeena chain 
of gold inriched in the fame manner '. But the moft 
valuable prefent of all was that of the Dutch Ambaf- 
^Xadors, efteemed worth twelve thoufand four hun- 
dred crowns % being two cups of fine gold, with a 
box of the fame metal, all weighing about four hun- 
dred ounces, and in the box a prefent from the States 
General to the Prince, of an annual penfion for his 
life of five thoufand florins, to be paid to the Confer- 
vator of the Scotis nation at Campveer in Zealand ". 
The Prince was foon after, by the King's appoint- 
ment, committed to the cuftody of John Erlkine, 
Earl of Mar, fbn of that Earl, who had been chofen 
regent of Scotland in 157 1 , on the death of Matthew 
Earl of Lennox, and filled that important office but 
thirteen months, dying of grief on account of the dif- 
ficulties, which he met with in the management of 
the public affairs, on the 28th of Odober, 1572 ^. 
The Earl, his Ion, had in 1582 joined the difcon- 
tented nobility, who feized the King at Ruthvea. 
caftle, and petitioned his Majefty to remove Captain 
James Stewart, who then ftiled himfelf Earl of Ar- 
ran, frpm his councils, as a perfon of evil fame, diC- 
afFeded to the public peace of the kingdom, and an 
inftrument of difcontent between the King and his 
Nobility. But the manner of this qnterprife being 
afterwards adjudged treafonable, the Earl was ob- 
liged to give up his command of Sterling caftle, and

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tranfported himfelf into Ireland. Tliencc ht came 
over into England, and joining the Lord Hamilton 
and others, who had been outlawed during the re- 
gency of the Earl of Morton, returned with them 
in 5585, to Scotland, where he obtained the King*» 
pardon, and Wasreftored to his government of Ster- 
ling eaftle, received into a more than ordinary fhafe 
of his Majefty's favour, which he never afterwards^ 
forfeited », and was now honoured with the poft of 
Governor to the Prince^ 

He ^^as alfifted in this charge by his mother An- 

liabelta, Countefs Dowager of Mar, and daughter of 

William Murray of Tillibardin, paternal anceftor 

of his Grace the prcfent Duke of Athol. This Lady 

was intruded with th^ chief care of his Highnefs*s 

perfon by his Majefty, to whom fhe* had likewife 

been mirfe : and though the feverity of her temper, 

as well as the duty of her office, would not permit 

her to ufe any indulgence towards the Prince, he 

ftiewed no lefs aflfedion than revererxe for her ; nor 

did he behave with lefs regard to the Earl of Mar, his 

Governor, whom be embraced with great tendernefe 

and even tears, when his Lordfliip parted from him, 

tfpon his going to England y. 

- But the Queen in the year I595^ being influenced 

by fome perfons^ who envied the Earl of Mar his 

credit and- authority at the court, and ambitious herr 

fetf of formitig a party in the kingdom of her own 

creatures, endeavoured to ftrengthen it by procuring 

the Prince her fon to be removed from the fiarFs 

cuftody into heir own. In this de-fign (he had engaged 

John Mait^atjd^ Lord Thirleftaine, wlio had b«eo 

Chancellor of Scotland from the year 1585, together

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with feveral others df the council *. The King, 
tlieri at Falkland, being inforrned of this intrigue, 
went to the Queen at'Holyroodhoure in Edinburgh, 
where, having prohibited any of the council to come 
Jo hini till he i*hould fend for them, he dealt ib effec* 
tuajly with her Majcfty, that he diverted her froni 
the courfe, which (he had refolved upon^ and pre- 
vailed upon her to go and refide at Sterling. Imme- 
diately after her departure from Edinburgh, he fent 
for the Chancellor, and fuch others of the Council, 
as were fufped^d of. having encouraged her in* her 
d^fign ; and expreffing high indignation againft them 
on that account, followed her to Sterling ; where he 
did not ftay long^ but returned to Falkland, leav- 
ing with the Earl of Mar a warrant written with hi$ 
own band in thefe terms : 




** My Lord of Mar, . 

BEcaufe in the furety of my fon confifteth my 
furety, and I have ccwicredited unto you the 
charge of his keeping, upon the truft I have of 
your honefty j this I command you out of my own 
^* mouth, being in the company of thofe I like other- 
^^ wife, for any charge' or necelSty, that can come 
** from me, you (hallnot deliver him. And in cafe 
" God call me at any time, fee that neither for the 
*' Qiieen nor Eftates their pleafure you deliver him

The fenfe of the King's difpleafure made fb deep 
an impreffion oh the Chancellor's mind, as threw him 
into a languifhing diforder, which put an end to his 
life on the jd of OAober following, though his Ma- 
jefty wrote a letter with his own hand to him, to com- 
fort him in his ficknefs -, as he afterwards regretted 
his death, and honoured his memory with an epitaph 
in verle*. 

The Prince continued under the care of the Coun- 
tefs of Mar, till he was about five or fix years bf 
age, when the King thought proper to appoint him a 
Tutor, making choice for that purpofe of Mr. Adam 
Newton ^ a native of Scodand, advanced to the 
Deanry of Durham in 1606 j which dignity, though 
not in Orders % he held till 1 620, when he refigned 
it, being in April that year created a Baronet. This 
gentleman was thorou^Iy qualified for the office aP 
ugnedhim, both by his genius **, andhislkill in the 
learned and other languages, and was diftinguiftied 
by the neatnefe and perfpicuity pf his I-,atin ftyle,

his Highnefs's Bed-chamber, Sir David Murray, Knt. 
aflifted by feveral Lord$, Knights and Gentlemen ^

the King, in 1599, compofed for his ufe the beft per- 
haps of all his works, being, in the judgment of Lor4

them. As for the other fort, follow forth the 
courfo, that I have intended, in planting colonies 
amongft them of anfwerable inlands fubjefts, that 
within ftiort time may reform and civilite the beft 
inclined amongft them ; rooting out or tranfport- 
ing the barbarous and (lubborn fort, and planting 
civility in their rooms." But his caution to his 
fon with regard to marriage was a condemnation of 
his own proceedings afterwards* both in the cafe of 
that Prince and of his brother Charles ; to the . latter 
of whom a want of attention to that rule was, per- 
haps, the chief caufe of his misfortunes, and even 
ruin. *' I would, fays the KiHg \ ratheft have you to 
marry one, that were fully of your own religion, 
her rank and other qualities being agreable to 
** your eftate. For Slthough that, to my great re- 
*' gret, the number of any Princes of power and 
** account, profeffing our religion, be but very fmall ; 
** and. that therefore this advice fcems to be the 
•' more ftrait and difficile; yet ye have deeply to 
** weigh and confider upon thofe doubts, how ye and 
** your wife can be of one flelh, and keep unity 
'^ betwixt you, being members of two oppofite 
^* churches. Difagreement in religion bringeth ever 
** with it difagreement in manners ; and the diflen- 
'' fion betwixt your preachers and her's will breed and 
" fofter a diflcnfion among your fubjefts, taking their 
example from your, family ; befides the peril of the 
evil education of your children. Neither pride you,- 
that ye will be able to frame and make her as ye 
pleafe. That deceived Solomon, the wifeft King,

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*' tiwt ever was, the grace of perfeverance not being 
** a flower, that groweth in our garden.*' 

In 1600, the Prince being now advanced to his fe- 
venth year, took the opportunity of a voyage of Sir 
David Murray into Holland, on account of fome 
affairs of his dcceafed brother, to (end by him a letter ia 
French to the States General, dated at Sterling on the 
firft of September. In this letter \ which he obferves 
to be ki primices de noftre main^ he expreifcs his great 
regard for the States, and gratitude for the good opi- 
nion, which they had fo early conceived of him, and of 
which he had received an account from feveral perlbns^ 
and not long before from Col. Edmoades And though 
this opinion, he owned, was not merited, yet it w^s 
extremely agreeable to him ; and as it arofe from the 
friendftiip oftheirLordfliips,he thought hi oifelf highly 
obliged to them ; and defired them to make ufe of 
his intereft with the King, his Lord and Father, or 
in any other refpedt, wherein they might have occa- 
iion for it, till time and ageftiould render him worthy 
of their favour, and enable him to teftify his good-will 
and afiedion for them. 

The year following, 1601, he began to apply him- 
felf to, and take pleafure in, adive and manly exer- 
cifes, learning to ride, fing, dance, leap, fhoot with 
the bow and gun, tofe the pike ™, &g. being inflruc- 
ted in the ufe erf arms by Richard Prcfton, a gentle- 
man of great accomplifhments both of mind and 
body % and afterwards knighted, and at laft advanced 
by the King to the dignity of Earl of Defmond in 
Ireland. 

The Prince's early progrefs in learning appears from 
4 Latin letter of his, written op his ninth birth-day to 
the Kinjg % in which be take§. notice, that he had two

years before begun to write to his Miyefty, in order 
to make him a judge what proficiency he had then 
made in his (tudies, and what fince ; as well as to 
give him ibme teftimony of his duty. That it was of 
little confequence to have bc^un well^ if the end did 
pot anfwer the beginning. That he hoped, if God 
(hould continue his favour to him, he Ihould acquit 
himfelf in a proper manner \ and wilhed hm Majefty 
to entertain that opinion of him. That fince the King's 
departure he had read over Terence*s Hecyra, the 
third book of Phxdrus's Fables, and two books of 
Cicero's Sciedt Epiftles ; and he now thought himfelf 
capable of performing (bmething in the commendatory 
kind of Epiilles. But of this his Majefty would be the 
beft judge upon his return. 

Some months before the death of Queen Elizabeth, 
the Pope, Clement VIII. being defirqus of having in hi3 
power {o important a pledge as the Prince, wrote a 
letter to the King by Sir James Lindfey, offerii^ that 
if his Majefty would transfer the education of the 
Prince to his, the Pope's, appointment, he, Clement 
VIII. would largely aifift the King with fuch ftims of 
money, as might iecure and eftabUih him in the throne 
of England, The King thought proper to return the 
pope an anfwer, but excufed himfelf in that pointy 
alledging, firft, that it would be an unnatural thing 
for hjmfelf, whofe education from his cradle had been 
always to the contrary, to deliver over the chiki of 
bis body to be nourifhed in that doctrine, ** whereof, 
*' f^yi oe\ oijrfelves were never yet perfuaded. Sc- 
f* condly, that jf we would have aflepted to any 
** fuch thing out of any other private end ; yet he 

was not ours only, as ^ child of a natural lather ; 

but as an heir apparent to our body politic, in 
t' whom our eftate and kingdoms are efpecially inte- 
*' refted.'* This anfwer he fent by Sir James Lind- 
fey, whojfe ficknefs, together with the death of 
Queen Elizabeth, and die King's journey to England, 

prevcaited 
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l^evented him from gping to Rome till the latter end 
of the year 1 603 '. 

Sir WilUam Stewart, being difpatched to Denmark 
by the King about April 1603, the Prince fent by him 
to his grandmother, the C^een Dowager of that 
kingdom, a letter in Latin % the firfi which he wrote 
to her, dated at Stealing caftle on the 26th of March, 
He tells her in his letter, that being fenfible how 
nearly he flood related to her in blood, he was defirous 
of declaring, under his own hand, how much his own 
will and inclination concurred with the bonds of nature 
and the force of her virtues, in heightening his affedlion 
and reverence for her : and he rcquefted her to make 
the fame duty and affeftion known to his great grand- 
father and her father, who was an ornament to the age^ 
as well as to his own defcendants, among whom the 
Prince juftly confidered it as the highefl honour to be 
ranked. 

Queen Elizabeth dying at Richmond, two days 
before the date of this letter, and an accpunt of her 
deceafe, and the proclamation of King James as her 
fucceflbr to the crown of England, being brought to 
him at Editibui^, on the 27th of March % by Sir 
Robert Cary, brother of the Lpfd Hunfflon, and confir- 
med foon after by Sir Charles Percy, brother to Henry 
Earl of Northumberland, and Sir Thontas Somerfet, 
fon of Edward E^I of Worcefter, fent with a letter 
from the Lords of her late Majefty's Privy Council, 
the King immediately gave orders tor his jourijey to 
England. But before he entered upon it, he wrote a 
letter to the Prince, which, excepting the alteration of 
the fpelling, peculiar both to his country and himfelf,

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^hich would disfigure it, and render it almo(tunin* 
telligible tp a modern reader, was as follows •. 

'" My Son, 

" 'Tp H A T I fee you not before my parting, im- 
*' X pute it to this great occaiion, wherein time 
**' is fo precious : but that (hall, by God's Grace, 
*' be recompenfed by your corning Jo me fliortly, 
** and continual refidence with me ever after. Let 
*^ not this news make you proud or inlblent 5 for a 
King*s fpn and heir was ye before, and no more 
are ye now. The augmentation that is hereby 
hke to fall unto you, is but in cares and heavy 
'* burthens. Be therefore merry^ but not infolent :

The Prince in his Latin letter of congratulation to 
the King * upon this great event obferved, that though 
he had entertained no doubt, but that the people of 
England would call his Majefty to the throne of it, from 
a due regard to his great merits with refpeft to that 
State, to the, dignity of his family, and to the heredi- 
tary right of fuccelfioq ; yet he had received an in- 
credible (atisfaftion upon hearing, that this honour had 
been conferred on his Majefty with fuch zeal and una- 
nimity of the whole nation. But that being appre- 
henfive, left this fudden event might prevent his Ma- / 
jefty from having any opportunity of feeing him, 
which the Prince could have much wiftied for, he 
thought it his duty to teftify in writing his joy on this 
occafion. That if the weaknefs of his age would not 
permit him to do that fervice %o his M^efl:y, which 
he defired ; he would moft willingly perform what 
was in his power, by daily praying to God to give fiic- 
cefe to his Majefty's government, and that he might 
adminifter it fuitably to his own dignity and that of his 
anceftors, and to»the cxpedtations of all his country-, 
men i and he did not quefliion, but that from this ac- 
ceilion of dominion, himfelf fhould find an addition to 
his Majefty's former afFedion ; which that he might

Scotland), oa the removal of hi& diigraced fkvourite. 
Robert Ker, Earl of Somerfet, on the ad of Dejcetn- 
faer, ]>6 1 5,. whicb the Earl oi Mar difcharged tftt 
1630, when he refignedit, on account of his age and 
Hifirmities*, and, retiring to his feat in. the country^ 
died the i6th of December, 1637, being feveiity- 
nine y,ear£ old *. 

The feaft of St. Geoige being celebrated at Wind- 
&>x 00 the 2d of July 1603, the Prince was invefted^ ^

was over, being in his robes prefented to the Qgeen, 
Charles Howard, Earl of Nottingham, and the Lord 
Henry Howard, afterwards Earl of Northampton* 
highly commended him, in the hearing of Mr. Ed- 
mund Howes \ our Englilh chronicler of that age, 
for feveral of his quick witty ahfwers^ frincely carriage^ 
and reverend obeifance at the altar ; all which appear* 
cd very ftrange to them and the reft of the fpedators, 
confideHng his tender age, and hisbeidg, till then, 
altogether unacquainted with the matter and circum- 
fiances of that folemnity. 

The plague then increafing obliged the Prince to 
remove from Windfor to Otelands^ a royal palace 
near Wey bridge in Surrey ;. where, by appointment 
of the King, he took houfe by him&lf, and had fuch 
a number of attendants allotted him in every ofEce* 
as was (uitable to his age ^ 

One of the principal rfthefe officers was Sir Tho- 
mas Chaloner, who appears to have been governor 
of the- prince ^ ; apoft peculiarly fit for himonac*

Xhe eftabliftiment of the houlhold f^i: the Prince 
and his fitter the Lady Elizabeth *", at Otelands, by 
the firft book figned by the King on the 2Cth pf Jialy, 
1603, confifted of feventy fervants, , twenty two of 
v^hom were to. be above ft airs, and forty-eight below. 
But his Majefty, fome weeks after, enlarged their 
number to an hundred and four, fifty-one of whom 
were appointed for the chamber, and 'fifty-thrfee for 
the houfe. Thev were ftiU farther increafed by him 
before the end of the lame year, 1 603, to one hun- 
dred and forty-one, fifty fix above ft:airs, and eighty- 
five below. But at Michaelmas term of that year the 
Prince was removed from Nonfuch 8 in Surrey^ whir 
thcr he had gone from Ot^lands, to Hampton -court, 
where he rcfided chiefly till about Michaelmas x)f .the 
year following, when he returned to houfe- keeping, 
nis (ervants having in the interval been put to board- 
wages **.

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felf entertained fuch a notion, appears from the fol- 
lowing letter of his Majefty ; but the want of a date 
leaves us at a lofs to what time to affign it, or to 
what letter of his Highnefs to^ apply it.

I Am glad, that by your letter I may perceivct 
that ye make fome progreft in learning, al-

One 
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tDiic of the books, which was fbt into tHe Princess 
3»nds in the courfe of his ftudicsj being the ^^- 
4raimj ^written'in imitation of G?M*8 'd Jftidis by the 
celebrated Guy de 1^ aur de Pibrac, prefident of the 
parliament of Paris in the reign -pf Hienry IH. of 
jFrance, his>Highnefe writing *an EpgUfli ^J€tt?er t6«thc 
Queen his mother on new yearV day, £^'604, en- 
clofcd in it one of thofe ^/7/;%w»i, letting her Majefty 
4at the fame time inow, that, if this fhould prove 
acceptable to her, lie hoped, before the end of that 
year, to learn hy heart the ^atraifis of the whole 
book. Thefe ^atrains are (tiled admirable by a po- 
lite Frrhch writer*'^ \ and though chidfly defigned for, 
and much :taught formerly, the youth; yet, in the 
opinion of MonCPaftjuier™, the great lawyer and an- 
tiquary of ivrance, they deferved'to :be ^imprinted in 
the minds of men. 

It being now thought proper to biiild a finall veflel 
for slie amufcnient'Of the Prince, -^hd his inftruAion 
m the buiinefsf of flipping and failing, fcM- which iie 
.afterwards (hewed a (trong inclination, the Lord 
High Admiral, Charles How-ard Earl of Nottingham, 
fent orders to Mr, J&ineas Pett, <ttie of the King's 
ibipwrights ,at .Chatham, to prepai:e fuch a ve(lel, 
VKluch M^^s to be in length by the keel twenty-eight 
feet, and in breadth twelvefeet, adorned with paint- 
ing and carving, both within board and without. This 
was accordingly finiihed with all poiTihle expedition, 
and launched on Tiaefday the 6th.of March 4603-4, 
and on the 14th of tbait jnonth brought from Lime- 
lioufe, to^anchor right ag'cdinft the King's lodgings in 
the Tow^, his Majdly being there before tts riding 
through London. The Prince coming thither with 
the Lord Adnviral, an<J feveral other. Noblemen,^ 
(hewed great dcjight in viewing this fhip, which was 
fiirnilhed with ^nfign/s and pennants. It being brought

the 1 8th of March, orders were fent to Mr, Pctt <m 
Thurfday morniag the 22d by i the Lord Admiral, to 
be ready tQ.reoeive the Prince on . board thaj after* 
noon, who prefenily after dinner came, accompanied 
with his: Lordfliip and the Earl of Worceftp^, and 
divers other noblemen. They immediately weighed, 
and fell down as far as Paul's Wharf, under both 
top-fails and faref^il, and there coming to anchor, hi^ 
Highnefi, inthe.ufual form, baptifed the (hip with a 
great bowl of wine, giving her the name of Z)^ 
daitt. 

The Lord Admiral then prefented the builder of it, 
Mr. Pett, to the Prince in fuch term^ of recommen- 
dation, that his Highnefs imniediately received him 
into his fervice, . in. which capacity.

His Highileffe's known relifh for books, eviei of 
the moft feripu$ and important kind> now Induced 
Robert Lord Spencer,, who had entertained the Queen 
and Pripce, at bis feat at Althrope in Nortbamj^ton* 
fhirein their journey from Scodand to England?,- to 
fend him a prefent of the Mem6ir& of Philip de Co- 
mines, with a letter P dated the '24th- of April 1604,

The Prince returned an anfwer to the Colonel 
from St. James's on the 2 1 ft of May 1 604, thank- 
ing him for t)ie kind remenibrance of bis promife, the

^* mean parentage, but rather glory in themfelves, that their 
** merit hath advanced them aboTc fo many thoufands far bet- 
^ ter defceoded,'' adds the following reply of Col. Edmondes 
to a countryman of his newly come out of Scotland : who dex 
firing entertainment of the Colonel, told him, that my Lord 
his fether, and fuch Knight^ and G.entlemen his jcoi^fins, were 
in good health : upon wlych the Colonel faid to hb friends^ 
who were prefent, '* Gentlemen, beKeve not a word, that he

*.* a great man born/^ He was a .different perfon from Sir

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perfofmaQce of which would be. very acceptable ; and 
afluring him, that whenever a fit opportunity (hould 
be offered him of repairing into England, he (hould 
find him, the Prince, willing to requite the Colonel's 
afledion^ But Cobnel Edmondes did not live long 
icnough to .receive much advantage from the Princess 
regard for him; for on the third of March 1606-7, 
N. S. his Avidow, who figns herfelf Agneta Berck, 
^rote a letter to his Highneis from Utrecht, acquaint- 
ing hira with the death of her Hulband, who had 
procured a.iet of arms, which he had defigned to have 
prefoitcd to the Prince in April following, and at the 
fame time to have introduced his Ton to his Highneis. 

The Prince began now to be confidered by men of 
learning, as a proper patron of their works, not only 
fot his high rank, but likewife his relifti for them. 
Nor were wriiin^ on rjeligion thpugbt unfuitable to 
his tafte« tor which reafon the EnglKh tranilation, 
from the French original, of the difoourfe of Monf, de 
Mornay, Sieur dePteffis, qn the txvith of theChriftian 
reli^on, having been reyj(ed and correfjted by Mr. 
Thomas Wilcockis, a clergyman, and reprinted at 
London this year 1 604, in 4to^ h^ ^fl^reiled it to his 
Highnefs, in a dedication dated the 1 7 th of M^y- 
This tranilation, which was firit [M-inted at London in 
1587, had been begun^iy no lefe a man than Sir Phi* 
lip Sidney himielf, who undertoqk the taik, on account 
of the importance of the fubjeft and the charafter of the 
writer; and not having leiiure tofinifh it, procured it 
to be done by Mr. Arthur (5o|4ing, an eminent trani- 
iator of books in thatt ;age. 

Another Divine, wha about this tijne addrefled 
one or more of his works to the Prince, was that 
great mailer of the Hebrew language and learning, 
Mr. Hugh Broughton, who had preached before his 
Highnefs on the Lord*s Prayer, at Otelands, in Auguft 
1603, and in 1605, infcribed to him ^ fpiall piece 
in reply to Dr^ Thomas Bilfon, Biifaop of Winchefter, 
on a fubjed long agitated between theni, the defcent 
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of Chrift into Hades. He dedicated likewife to the 
Prince his Comment upon Cobekib or Eccl^aftes^ and 
his tranflation of the Lamentations of Jeremiah ; and 
fcnt to him a Latin lefiter S ftiling him Autms pra- 
fidium & ^Ice decui^ and accompanying his anfwer 
to an Hebrew Epiftle of : a learned lew, Abraham 
Reubeil, (ent from Corillantinople to England.; 
* The Queen, whoie tnclibations . to the cburch of 
Rome, as well as to the interefts of Spam^ ^ere not 
known to, or at leaft hot mentbned by any of the 
hiftorians of the lad: age, iixcpptXHuanus, who (L^ 
129. §. 15.) but juft hints at the former, began now 
to praiflife upon and infufe her owb pr<p\idiGes intothe 
Prince her fon \ though all her attempts of ithatkind 
proved unfucccfeful. ' Monf. de^Harlay, Count de 
Beaumont, Ambaffador firom Hchry IV. of BVange in 
England, having difcovered her Majefty's4e(^s, in- 
formed that King in a letter the 7thjof ^n^. 1604.% 
that the Spaniards were p^rfpaded, that they (hould 
be able by their intetiigewse with the Qsjcen »nd her 
confent to alter the religion in England* if (die crown 
Ihould fall to the Prince during hj? mjo^prity ; j^nd 
that (he endeavoured jo prejudice him m ^voi^r of 
S{)ain, and againfl: France, which ihc fai<J, fte ho- 
ped he wduld one day conquer like Henry V. In jan^ 
other letter df the a 2d of OBbber following N. S.^, 
the Ambaffador, aftdr taking* notice of theQueien'.^ 
immoderate ambition of governing, adds, thjat ' ihe 
ufed all her efforts to corrupt the inmd of the Prince 
by flattering his paiTions, diverting him 'from his ftuf 
dies and exercifes. reprefenting. to Wm^ out of con- 
tempt of his fatnel-,nhat learning wai hxconfiftent: 
with the charaiSter of a great General and conqueror, 
and propofing to him a marriage with the Infanta of

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rf December to the King of Denmark his uncle ; ano- 
ther in French on the J2th of January 1604-5, to 
the Dukie of Savoy, fent by the Marquis of LuUin ; 
another in Latin to Frederidk Ulrick, Duke of BrunP- 
wick, on the 7th of February-, and another toXJIa- 
diflaus, Prince of PolarKi, on the 13th of that month 
from Otelands. Biifc from this time his fetters written 
to foreign Princes, and received from them, became 
too numerous to be particularifed here. - - 

The King having refolved to honour the univerfity 
of Oxford with a Vrifit, and to enter the Prince a 
member of it, went thither with the Queen and his 
Higbnefs on the 27th of Auguft, 1605, from Wood- 
ftock, where he had repofed htmfelf for fome days, 
after a progrefs through the counties of Eflex, Hun- 
tington, Bedford,' and Northampton. Thomafe Sack- 
ville, Earl of Dorfet, Lord High Treafurer, was thep 
Chancellor of Oxfbird ; and the Vice chanccUcw was 
Dr. George Abbot, Dean of Wincheftcr, and Mafter 
of Univerfity College, and a few years after advanc- 
ed j firft to the fee" of London, and then to that of 
Canterbury. 

His Majefty, being attended by moft of the prrnci- 
pal nobility and great officers of ftate, and received 
with great (blemnity by the univerfity, had. lodgings 
provided for him and the Queen at Chrift-church, of 
which Dr. John King, raifed to the bifhoprick of Lon- 
don iiv 161 1, was Dean i who prefented to their Ma- 
jellies ahd to his Highncfs, in the name of the col- 
lege, a volume of coi^atulatory verfes. Magdalen 
College being prepared for the refidence of the Prince, 
he was accompanied thither by the Earl of Worcefter, 
Mafter of the horfe to the King, the Lord KnoUys^ 
Treafurer of the houfliold, the Earls of Oxford 
and Eflex, Vifcount Cranborne, fop of the Earl of 
Salilbury and other young noblemen. He was met at 
the entrance by Dr. Nicolas Bond, the Prefident, and 
by the Fellows ; one of whom, Mr. James Mabbe, 
.made a fpeech to hisHighnefe, to whofe honour verfca 

. . were 
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wttt affixed to the walls and gates of the college^ of 
which he was admitted a member, and as fueh matri- 
culated of the unlverfity, John Wilkinfon, B. D. then 
Fellow, afterward^ Prendent, of the cdiege, being ap- 
pointed his tutor 3P. The Ptince being c^nduded to hfs 
lodgings io the pwfident's'apartments, was entertaided 
here with difputatibns, in which Mr. William Sey- 
mour, fecond (on of Edward Lord Beauchamp^ and 
grahdfon of Edward Earl of Hertford,, performed the 
part of relpondent, and wa&oppofcd by Charles' Somer- 
fet, fixthfon erf" the Earl ofWorcefter, Edward Sey- 
mour^ eldeft fon of the Lord Bcauchamp, Mr.- Robert 
Gorge,.' Cm of Sk Thomas Qorgi^ by the Marehionels 
of Northamptwi, two ions of Sk Thomas Chaloner^ 
who had himfelf been educated in this college;^ and 
Mr. William Burlacy, fort of aKn%ht; alt of whom 
gave his Highnefs fo much fatisfaftionr by the ' readr- 
nefi of their wit, that, in teftimony of it„he gave them 
his band to kifs. He then returned to the King at 
Chrift-church, where the evening concluded with a 
Latin comedy entitled Vertumnus^ adled by the ftii* 
dients of that college. 

The next day was enapbyed in disputations in divi- 
nity atid civil law in St. Mary's. church, at which was 
prefent the King, with the Prince on hii^ kft hand, 
and on his right Chriftopher de Harhy,. Count de 
Beaumont, Ambaflador from thie Court of France^ 
and Nicolo Molino, Ambaffadbr from Venke. Tl^ 
two queftions in divinity were, " Whether feints andt 
" angels know the thoughts of the heart?" and 
*' Whether the paftora of churches are not obliged ta 
^ vifit the fick during ^ plague ?" The refpondent 
was Ik. John Aglionby, rrincipalof Edmund hall; 
^nd the opponents were Dr. Joha Holland, Regius-pro- 
feffor of Divinity, Dr. Thomfon, Deanof Wii^or, Dr; 
Field, Chaplain to his M^efty, and afterwards Dean of 
Gloucefter, and author of the learned treatife Of the 
Cburcifj Dr. Harding, Regkis-profcflor of Hebrew* .

Dr. Afhr 
worth of Oriel, tmd Dr. Cheyneirof .Corpust-Ghriftii 
The King, Qijeen, Prince, Nobility, and Ambafla-* 
dors, having been entertained at dinner by tht. Earl of 
Dprfet at New college, returned to St. Mary-s to- a 
difputatipn in pbiloloj^y, : in' which Mr. Richard An- 
drews, pf St Joha's cpUegei was Refpondeiit;, and the 
Opponents Mr* Lapworth of Magdalen toUege, Mr* 
Baikerville of Exeter, Mr. Clayton of Gloucefter hall^ 
Mr. Mpcket of All Souls, Mr. Pinkeof New ^oll^e^ 
and Mr.Bolton of Braien-nofe. Thc.queftions were^ 

*^ Whether 
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•* Whether gold can be made by act ?'* and " Whe- 
** ther the imagination can produce real efFefts?'* 
Thefe were followed by two pofitions in moral philo- 
ibphy, given out by the King himfelf j one, that it is 
greater to defend than to enlarge the bounds of an em- 
pire ; and the other, that juft and unjuft are not con- 
ftituted by law only, but by nature. Thefe were 
maintained by Mr. William Ballow of Chrift-church, 
and oppofed by Mr. John Barcham of Corpus-Chrifti 
college, Mr. Langton of Magdalen, Mr. King of Mer- 
ton, Mr. WinnifFe of Exeter, and Mr. Jucks and Mr. 
Thornton of Chrift-church. His Majefty clofed this 
difputation, as he had done all the former, with a de- 
termination of his own ; and, having given his thanks 
to the univerfity in a Ipeech, was conducted back to 
Chrift-church, whither the Prince having attended 
him, returned to his own college of Magdalen, where 
he was invited to fup. He (at afone in the midft 
of the upper table, the noblemen and courtiers in 
the middle of the hall, and the fellows and ftudents 
in their habits on both fides of it, whom, with great 
civility, he obliged to put on theii* fquare caps ; and, 
calling for a bowl of wine, drank to all their healths, 
profelSng his high regard for the college, and that 
he (hould always remember their kindnefs and hofpi- 
tality. Mr. William Grey, fon of Arthur Lord Grey 
of Wilton, then prefented to him, by the Prefident^s or- 
der, Pandulphus CoUenucius's Apologues ^ a manufcriptt 
elegantly bound, and adorned with gold and pearls, 
with a fpeech on the occafion. Another prefent was 
made by Mr. Edward Chaloner, fon of Sir Thomas, 
and afterwards Chaplain to the King, and Principal 
of St. Alban's hall, who gavehis Highnefs, in the name 
of the college, two pair of rich gloves; as Mr. 
Richard Worfeley did a book of verfes in foreign lan- 
guages, beautifully written. 

The fame night the Prince attended the King to 
St. John's college, where the members reprefcnted a 
comedy entitled Vertumnus^five Annus recurrens^ writ- 

D t^n 
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ten by Dr. Matthfew Gwynne, Profeflfor of Phyfic th 
Greftiam college, and Phyfician to the Tower ; which 
comedy, though it had the fame title .with that afted 
two nights before at Chrift-church, was very differ- 
i^nt from it both in the plot and execution. 

On the 4th day, Augiift 30, the King vifited the 
library lately founded by Sir Thomas Bodley, who:, 
after having fpent the former part of his life in public 
bufinefs, efpecially as a minifter in foreign countries, 
and refufed the poft of Secretary of ftate, devoted hii> 
latter years to retirement, and the forming and en- 
dowing that library, one of the moft magnificent of tlie 
laft or prefent age. His Majefty next viewed the divini^ 
ty-fchool, and that of arts, the colleges of Bfazen no(e. 
All-fouls, Magdalen, atid Qijeen^s ; 'while many of the 
noblemen aridperfons of diftinftion were created Maf- 
lers of art, and a tragi.comedy, entitled 'I be §lneen's 
jtrctidia^ was prefented to her Majefty and her ladies 
at Chtift-church, written by Mr. Samuel Daniel, the 
poet and hiftorian, who had been a commoner of 
Magdalen hall in Oxford, and was then one of the 
grooms of the Qiieen's privy chamber. After dinner, 
their Majefties and the Prince left the univerfity, the 
King expreffing how agreeable his four days reudence 
there had been to him, and giving orders for aug- 
menting the ftipend of his Pl^ofeffor of Divinity, by 
'annexing to that profefForfliip the living of Ewelme 
tod a prebend of Chrift-church. 

Mr. Ifaac Wake, who had a (hare in this folemnity 
as public orator, and was afterwards knighted and 
employed in feveral embaiTies abroad, having tlrawn 
up an exaft and elegant relation of this Royal vifit to 
the univerfity of Oxford, pi>bli(hedit in 1607 rn4to, 
under the title of Rtx Platonicus^five Mufa regnantes^ 
with a dedication to the Prince ; in which the author 
remarked, that the univerfity had feen fo much of his 
Highnefs's temper and genius, during his ftay there^ 
as anfwered their moft fangiiine wiflies. 

Not 
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Not long before the Prince went to Oxford, he re- 
ceived a letter from Henry Howard, Earl of North* 
arapton, then Lord Warden of the cinque-ports, and 
afterwards Lord Privy-Seal. This nobleman, who 
was much more eminent for his abilities than his in- 
tegrity, having a great (hare of the King's favour, to 
whom he had been highly ferviceable by his corrcfpon- 
denoe with the Earl of Mar, before his Majefty's ac- 
ceffion to the throne of England, Teemed now defiroui 
of ingratiating himfelf with the Prince. His letter % 
which is full of that aflfeaation of ftyle, by which all 
his compofitions, as well as too many others of that 
age, are diftinguiflied, begins with the following com- 
pliment : « Though the time will not be long, be- 
** fore that, to my comfort, I (hall behold your High- 
** nefe as a bright and chearful ftar in this heaven } 
** yet can I not forbear to witnefs, by fo (it a melfen- 
** ger, my dutiful acknowledgments of your gracious 
" favour to your humble fervant, who never looks 
** upon your eyes without an inward fenfe of this If- 
** land's happinefs, that may aflTure itfelf of fo rare a 
** heir apparent to fucceed {in plenit^dine tempcris) (b 
" dear a fovereign. By the fweetnefi of your blof- 
" foms I may ealily apprehend the full perfeaion of 
*' feafonable fruits, which the virtues of your mind 
and graces ci your princely perfon, will afFotd to 
thofe, that hereafter, by the hene(it of your golden 
days, (hall (ind fo great caule to blefs the memory 
of that (lately Royal cedar, which leaves fuch a 
branch, of more than ordinary jMxx)f, to profper 
" and fpread after him." His Lordfhip then ^ds* 
that his Majefty, thanks be to God, enjoyed that 
pci-fea health, (or which his loyal fubjeds prayed ^ 
" and was greatly pleafed, fays he, to find, by that, 
which I received laft from Sir Thomas Chaloner, 
• that your H^hnefs fpent the time of your laft being 
abroad with fo great moderation in all degrees, 
matching Mercury wkh Diana, and (ludy with ex- 
ercife, with (b good meafure, as very few can keep, 
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** that are as far above your years in computation^ as 
(hort of your difcrctipn in experience. His Majefty 
by this may fee a lively image of his own Royal 
•' mind, that did ever mix ufile dulciy and fo far re- 
•* gard the prefervation of health by exercife, as he 
•* never utterly neglefted thofe parts contemplative, 
** that made him rich pro republiid*" 

He next touched upon the defign of entering the 
Prince a member of the univerfity of Oxford, when 
his Highnefs was to accompany the King thither. 
*' Oxford, fays be^ is very glad, and I am a little 
•* forry ^^ that it^ftiall have the firft-fruits of your re- 
fort to the temple of the mufes in that mount ; al- 
though thejuftice of your princely mind, and the 
equity of your native difpofition, give hope to 
Cambridge her filler alfo, that, according to the 
laws of copartionery in this land^ like fifters, they 
Ihall equally be fhared in the comfort of your gra- 
cious afFedion, if they defexye equally. In the 
mean time my prayer fliall be for your preferva- 
tion, and my ftudy by all means to wkneft, that I 
will be ever, as in duty all men ought to be, your 
Highnefs's moft afFedlionate and humble fervant.*' 
The Prince being Duke of Cornwall, though not 
in aftual pofieffion of that dutchy, began now to be 
attentive to the interefts of it. This appears from a 
fetter to him from an officer of his, who rcfided there, 
Mr. Richard Connok^ dated the i2tii of September, 
1 605 *, who, in the beginning of it, obferves,, that he. 
had not been more troubled in the donbtfulnefs of 
his mind about any thing for many years, than whe- 
ther " Ufaysbe^ that am your poor fervacnt andoffi- 
*• eer, might prefume ta write ttnto you fo worthy a

*' you, admired by all men. But calling to mind, 
*' when I didlaft kifs your hand, thatyoiu* Highnefs 
*' commanded me to write unto you of the occurrences 
" happening in this poor county of Cornwall, I then 
** made choice rather thus, by writing, to hazard 
** your gracious cenfure of my errors, than by filence 
to break your commandments/* He then pro- 
ceeds to inform him, that the people in thoft weftern 
parts were infinitely comforted to hear of the excel- 
lent quah ties, with which his Highnefs was endowed, 
andofthevirtuesof his noble mind; but chiefly, and 
above all, of his. obedience, love, and duty towards 
their dread fovereign the King's Majefty, his Royal 
father, and of his. affedtion towards the council for 
the pains, which they took in the commonwealth to 
do his Majefty and his Highnefs feryice. That with 
regard to his affairs and bufinefe in Cornwall, all went 
on as his Highnefe could wifli, and would prove pro- 
fitable to him againft the time, that his Majefty (houl4 
be pleafed to deliver over that dutchy into his hands. 
But Mr. Connok feared, that Serjeant Heale would 
not live out the time, that the Prince (hould have a 
recovery againft him : but what could not be done 
againft him, might be performed againft his heirs. 

" My Lord of Salilbury, continues he^ by his vo- 
** luntary yielding up of the lands, which he pur- 
** chafed, doth owe great furtherance to your fer- 
*' vices here, and maketh the people belipve you 
** have good right to all the reft. 

** Touching your Highnefs's deanery of Burian, 
** which the King's Majefty and your Highnefs are 
*' willing to beftow upon fuch a one, as Mr. Newton 
*' fliall recommend ; fo it is, that, by Mr. Newton^s 
*' confent and liking, I have fent up one Mr. Parker 
*' for the fame. He is both learned, and honeft, a 
** difcreet gentleman, and a bachelor of divinity, of 
** whom 1 have wifhed Mr. Newton to make choice 
** before others, becaufe he. is this country-man, and 
well-beloved ofalolrts of men, efpecRilty of the

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** bilhop of this dioccfc ' ; (b as, in my opinion^ he 
is the mcctcft man, and bcft able to do you fer- 
vice for fettling and reftoring that deanery to its 
ancient juriOidion, the fame being yet cumbered 
with one Gayer, a turbulent perfon, who^ though 
unjuftly, claimeth the fame during his life. How- 
** bcit, for the allowance or difallowance of this 
•• choice of Mr. Parker, we wholly refer the fame to 
*• TOur Highnefe's confidcration.'* 

The Lady Arbella * Stewart, daiighter of Charles 
Earl of Lennox, younger brother of Henry Lord 
Darnley, the King's father, was not lefs dear to the 
Prince for her near relation to him, than for the acf 
compli(hments of her mind both natural and ac- 
quired ; and therefore he took all occafions of oblig- 
ing her. In confequcnce of thjs, and of the fuccels of 
her recommendation of a kinfman of hers to his 
Highncfs, fhe wrote him, on the 1 8th of OCtober, 
1 605, the following letter ^ which is given intire, as 
one of the few remains pf that ijluftrious but pnforii^- 
nate lady.

The difcovery of the plot for blowing up the par^ 
liament-houfe on the 5th of November, 1 605, when 
the King^ Queen, Prince, council, pohility, bifliops, 
iudges, and principal gentlemen fhould have been 
afiembled in it at the opening of the parliament* 
made fo ftrong an impreffion of religious gratitude 
upon the mind of his Highnefs, that, in memory of 
his deliverance, and in imitatbn of his Royal father's 
example, he would never after fufFer himfelf to be 
prevented by any bufmefs from being prefent at the 
lermon appointed to be preached every Tuciday, 
the day of the week, on which the plot was intended 
to have been executed ». 

The deteftion of this horrible dcfign aflforded fub- 
jeft to a very zealous proteftant divine to write imme-

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diately a Latin letter to his Highnefe K This divine 
was Leonel Sharpe, D, D. who had been educated 
at King's college in Cambridge, and Chaplain to the 
Earl of Eflex, whom he attended in the expedition 
againft Cadiz in 1 596, as he was afterwards to Prince 
Henry. He was minifter of Tiverton in Devonfliire, 
and redor of Malpas in Che(hire, and had the arch- 
deaconry of Berklhire conferred upon him about the 
time of writing this letter^to bis Highnefs, which pre- 
ferment he enjoyed till his death in 1630. He isaf-* 
firmed, by the hiftoria!i of the univerfity of Oxford *, 
to have been concerned in the treafbns of his firft 
patron the Earl of Eflex : and his zeal againft the 
meafiires of King James's court expofed him to the 
jealoufy of.it ; in confequence of which he was com- 
rriitted to the Tower in June, 1614, and confined 
there a whole year, upon, a charge of having fuggefted 
to Mr. John Hofkyns, afterwards Serjeant at law, and 
one of the Judges of Wales, an allufion to the Sicilian 
Vefper^ which Mr, Holkyns took occafion to introdiipc 
into a very free fpeech madjs by hini in the Hoijfe ,'<:£ 
Commons ^ Dr. Sharpe in his letter to the Prince, 
after fpeaking of the plol:, as the moft flipcking, that 
had been contrived fince the creation ' of mankin<4> 
exhorts him to . draw from it this threefold dodbrine, 
of humility, gratitude, and caution. Of humility, 
that, though he was the eldeft fon of a great King, 
he Ihould think modeftly of human h^ppinefs -, fince 
it might have been overthrown in 2^ moment by hu- 
man malice, if God bad not prevjented it. Th^t the 
age was a very wicked one ; and whoeyer dared to die • 
himfelf, would venture to deftroy another, and who- 
ever defpifed his own life, was mafter of another's. 
The Second ufe of the event was to excite gratitude, 
that he might ferve God, who had preferved him,

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£rft by moving the mind of the traitor to difcovcr 
(though obfcurely) the treafon by a letter ; and theij 
by fu^efting to the King, that fire was meant by the 
letter. The laft ufe was by way of caution, to beware 
of the Vipers, or, to fpeak freely, of the Jefiiits, and 
their folbwers. Dr. Sharpe difavows any intention 
to make all papifts odious to the Prince, fome of 
whom he believed to be faithful fubjedls ; but he 
meant thofe only, who were actuated by a jefuitical 
or rather diabolical fpirit. He was perfuaded, thaf 
fome Jefqit was the incendiary on" this occafion ^ 
the deiign being full of both envy and malice ; of 
envy, which is tormented by the good qf others, and 
of malice, which takes delight in their fufferings, and, 
what is more, in the (iifferings of the public. He 
then rans a parallel between the newly-difcovered con- 
(piracy, and tliat of the Earl of Gowry, on the 5th of 
Auguft 1600, reprcfenting the EngUfti as much more 
wicked than the Scots traitors. 

Frederick, Count Palatine, then but in his tenth 
year ^, who afterwards married the Prince's filler EH- 
zabeth, and accepted of the crown of Bohemia to the 
ruin of himfclf and his family, being at Sedan, pro- 
bably on account of his (ludies, when the account of 
the gun-powder plot w:as brought thither, wrote from 
thence on the loth of December in French to the 
Prinpe, to congratulate him on the deteftion of it"- 
He remarked, that he lhoul4 think himfelf void of 
all feeling, as well as wanting in all duty, if he were 
not fenfible of the joy, which the whole world received 
from the miraculous deliverance, which God had fent 
die Prince from Heaven, at the (ame time, that Hell , 
and Its inftruments had confpired his deftrudtion. 
That the fame affedlion, which railed this joy in his 
heart, gave him likewife the boldneis to teftify it to

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the Prince by that letter ; and to affure him of his 
fincere devotion to his fervice, which would one day» 
if it (hould pleafe God, fecond him in maintaining aiui 
defending the truth againft the aflaults of the father 
of lies. ^^ I find, adds he^ that his agents do a gre^t 
*' deal for us in (hewing us (b early the fpirit, which 
" poflefles them, and the fal(hood, which they arc 
*' foUicitpus to eftablifh •, which ought to excite m us^ 

throughout our whole lives, a deteftation of what 

we have known from our infancy. Accept therc- 
** fore. Sir, this hearty proteftation of piy zeal, as 
" well for the true religion, as for your fervice ; and 
" honour with your good will him, who will for ever 
** remain your moft -humble and moft aflfedtionatc 
** fervant." 

The Lord Spencer likewife fent to the Prince from 
his feat at Althrope, in Northamptonftiire, a letter, 
dated the 27th of the (ame month of December 1605^ 
and with it a prefent of a fword and target, " Inftru- 
*• ments, fays be^ fit to be about you in thefe treachc- , 
** rous times ; from the which, I truft, God will 
*' ever proteft your moft royal father, my dread 
*' Sovereign Lord .and Matter, and your Highnefe, 
*' as he hath hitherto done." 

The regard and gratitude, which the Prince had 
for his tutor, Mn Newton, were defervedly fuch, 
^hat immediately upon the death of Dr. Matthew 
Hutton, Archbiftiop of York, in January 1605-6, 
which was likely to occafion a vacancy of the Deanry 
pf Durham, that had been promifed Mr. Newton by 
the King two years before, his Hi^hnefs wrote the 
following letter to his Mi^efty to remmd him of th^t 
promife ^.

This letter was attended with the defired fucceft ; 
for upob iiie .advancement of Or. William Jamep, 
Dean of Durham, to the Bifhppric, jn the room of 
Dr. Toby Matthew, trannat;ed to the Arcbl?iftiopric 
df York, that rich Deanry was gjven to Mr. Newton^ 
who was inftalled in it on the 27th of September-, 
1606. 

Henry IV. of France haviiig in April 1606, ap? 
pointed Antoine le Feyre de la Bpderic bis Arabalfer 
4ior in England, gave him dixoOkm to pay on al} 
occafions a particular relpeft to the Prince. By the 
jlnj01:ri.idtions, d^tte4 ^ RhefiT^S on tl^e % 5th .of that 

month 
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nionth % that Ambaflador was ordered to falute the 
Queen, the Prince, and the other children of King 
James, vifiting them in the ufiial forms, in the name 
of Mary de Medicis, wife of Henry IV. and likewife 
to falute the Prince on the part of the Dauf^in, af- 
terwards Lewis XIII. and to inform him, that the lat* 
ter chef iflied his fricndftiip, and often (poke of him 
and of the pack o( little d(^s, which his Highoe(s had 
fent him, and which, he was very forry, that his Go- 
vernefsand Phyfician woijd not permit him to make 
ufe of; hoping and defiring to be able (bon to make 
fome returns for that teftimony of friendfliip, in which 
the Prince had anticipated him ; as he, the Dauphin, 
would do, when his age p (hould render him more 
capable of choofing fomething worthy of the Prince, 
and of thofe virtuous exercifes, which he not only 
purfued, but likewife excelled in. The Ambaffa- 
dor was informed \ that he fhould find with the 
Prince Monf. St. Anthoine, the riding mafter, whom 
Henry IV. had prefented to his Highneis to inftruft 
him in riding ; and whom Monf. Boderie was to ad- 
moni(h to contmue to do his duty in that office, af- 
furing him, that his M^efty, Henry IV. would be as 
highly pleafed with it, as if he ferved his own per- 

The Prince was prefent with the King at the firft 
audience of Monf. de la Boderie, who having (aid to 
him what he. had been inftrudled to do, on the part 
both of the King his Mafter and of the Dauphin, his 
Hiehnefs exprefled himfelf well pleafed with it, and 
anrwered the Amb^ffador very gracioufly and with 
jgreat courtefy '.

Monf. de la Boderie went foon after • to fee the 
Prince exercife himfelf ifn his riding fchool, being 
informed by Monf. St Anthoine, that he could not 
do a greater plcalure to his Highnefe, who delighted 
in that exercife, and who was already a good mafter 
of it. The Ambaifador told the Prince, that he had 
the particular commands of the King his mafter to 
acquaint him of the progrefe, which his Highnefs had 
made in that art. Upon this the Prince mounted 
two horfes in the Ambaffador's prefence*, who, in his 
letter to MonC de Villeroy, Secretary of State in 
France, acknowledges, that his Highnefs acquitted 
himfelf extremely well : ** And as in truth, fays be^ 
he is a Prince, who promifes very much, and 
whofe friendlhip cannot but be one day of advan- 
tage, I think it highly proper to cultivate it, and 
to manage it early by all means fuitable to his age 
and condition. The Dauphin may make a return 
for the dogs lately fent him by the Prince ; for St. 
** Anthoine tells me, that he cannot gratify the Prince 
*' more, than by fending him a fuit of armour well 
*' gilt and enamelled, together with piftols and a 
*' fword of the lame kind : and if he add to thefe a 
** couple of horfes, one of which goes well, and the 
" other a barb, it will be a lingular favour done to 
<* the Prince." 

The Earl of Northampton, who, though fecretly 
of the Roman Catholic Religion, in which he unque- 
ftionably died, had a confiderable hand in the pro- 
ceedings againft the traitors concerned in the Gun- 
powder plot, and particularly againft Garnet the Je- 
liiit, convidted of being privy to it, and executed on 
the 3d of May 1606, having enlarged his fpeeeh, 
made at the trial of that Jefuit on the 28 th of March 
preceding, and printed it in the True and perfe^ rela- 
tion of the whole proceedings j ^c. * fent a printed copy

of that relation to the Prtxu:e. In the letter * accom- 
panying rt^ he obferves, that the firft fruits of his la- 
bour being fent by him that morning to his Majeily^ 
to whom by prerogative they were firft diic, he 
could not fatisfy himfelf, till he had preiented the 
next to his Highnefs^ who was neict in place and 
worth; That by fomc letters^ which had come of 
late from the other fide, it appeared what falie ru- 
mours and reports had been publifhed in excufe (nay 
he might as truly fay in juftiHcation) of Garnet's trai* 
terous attempt^ upon falfe principles laid in falfe co- 
lours. 'That the difeourfes now fenc would open 
die whole myflery^ to the honour of the King, the 
fitisfadtbn of reafonablc men, and the credit of the 
(tate, which rather proceeded upon demonftration than 
purfued out of humour. •'' It is a kind of pleaiure, 
«^fHinu€S bis Lor0rip^ to n\en, that have cfcapcd 
fearful rocks^ to look back with comfort upon the^ 
'-^ caufes of juft fear, and (b to fet the compafs, as by 
^^' running afterwards upon the like adventure, they 
fuffer not the (hipwrcck by rclapfe, from which 
they have been once redeemed by God's favour. 
** As your Highnefs (hould have had a part in the pe- 
rsK if the powerful hand of God had not protend 
you ; fo were it fit> that you were IScewife ftiared 
in the fatisfadtion, which particulars afford to 
judicious conceits, that recoird misfortunes paft ; 
quia hac 4>lm meminiffe Juvabit.

Chriftier n IV. King of Denmark, the Prince's un- 
cle, coming on a vifit to England in July of this year 
1 606, and arriving at Gravefend on Thurfiifiy the 
17th of that month, his Highnefs accompanied the 
King, his father, thither the next nioming ; and du- 
ring the whole ftay of the King of Denmark *fre- 
quently attended him ; and at that King's departure 
on the nth of Auguft'', was prefented by him with 
his Vice-Admiral and beft fighting ihip, worth with 
all her furniture not lefs than 2500 1. and a rapier and 
hanger valued at 2000 marks'. 

The learned editor of Horace, Mr. John Bond, 
having about this time prepared his edition of that 
Poet y with (hort but clear and el^ant notes, thought, 
that he could not do a greater credit to his work, than 
-by giving it the public under the patronage of the 
Frince, to whom he addrefled it in a very polite de- 
dicadon, in which he takes notice of the great pro- 
greis, which his Highnefs had already made in learn- 
ing. This excellent Philologift had been educated at 
Wincfaefter fi^hool, and afterwards at New College iQ 
Oxfixd, the Warden and Fellows of which having ap* 
poiiited him miifier of the free (chool at Taunton ia 
Somerfetfliire, hiis native country, he became very 
eminent in his profeilion, and not much lefs fo in 
that <^ phyfic in ^e latter part of hia life, dying on the 
3d of Auguft 1612, and leaving a pofthumous com^* 
mentary on Perlitts*« Satires •. 

The Stales G(sneral of the United Provinces, on

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French to the Prince % informing him^ that they 
had for fbme time been confidering what might be 
moft proper to gratify his Highnefs with, as a demon- 
ftration of their gratitude for the honour, which they 
had received from the King of affifting at his High- 
nefs*s baptifm; and thinking, that nothing would be fo 
agreeable to him, as what was the produdt and ma- 
nufadure of their own country, they had charged Sir 
Noel Caron, their Ambaffador, to prefent to his 
Highnefs in their name a fet of table-linen ; and they 
humbly requefted him to accept of it kindly, and to 
lovc.aiid favour their ftate on all occafions ; in return 
for which they fhould be always ready to (hew their 
regard for him, and to do him all poflible fervice, as 
Sir Noel was ordered more particularly to declare to 
him. 

The Prince having received a letter from Henry 
IV. of France, by Mon(! de la Boderie, wrote an 
^anlwer in French, on the 26th of this month of Au- 
guft \ acknowledging the truly paternal afFedtion, 
which that King- had feveral years before teftified for 
him, and confirmed fince from time to time by many 
obligations and courtefies ; the fenie of which had 
raifed in his mind a fmgular refpeft and reverence for 
that King. But that thefe obligations were much 
heightened by his laft letter, offering him under his 
royal hand his own friendfliip and .that of the Dau- 
phin. 

While King James was making a progrefs in Sep- 
tember and October this year, extremely out of hu- 
mour with the iky for not raining, and .thereby 
weakening the * fcent of his dogs % the Prince refided 
at Richmond, where the French AmbaflTador, who 
had been obliged to quit London on account of the 
plague, and could not follow the King, becaufe he 
made fo little flay in any place, was a frequent atten -

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dant at his Highnefe's court*. As fdon as the Spa- 
ni(h AmbafTador heard of this, he came likewife to 
Richmond to vifit the Prince, and inform him of 
fbme horfes, which were to be fent him from Spain. 
But this did not hinder his Highnefs from treating the 
French Ambaffador with great civility, and waiting 
with much eagernefs for thofe hotfcs, which Tampot 
told him the Dauphin was fending over to him to- 
gether with the prefent of armour. MonC de Bo- 
derie in his letter to Monf. de Puifieux, of the 31(1 of 
Odtober 1606, in which he mentions thefe circum- 
ftances, adds, that, as far as he could difcover, his 
Highnefe's inclination was intireiy towards France ; 
and that it would be a great fault to negledt a Prince, 
who promifed fuch great things, " None of his plea- 
** fures, continues the Ambajfador^ favour the leaft of 
*' a child. He is a particular loVer of horfes and 
** what belongs to them j but is not fond of hunting ; 
** and when he goes to it, it is rather for the pleafure 
^' of galloping, than that which the dogs give him. 
** He plays willingly enough at Tennis, and at 
*^ another Scots diverfion verv like mall; but this 
always with perfons elder than himfelf, as if he 
defpifed thofe of his own age. He ftudies two 
hours a day, and employs the reft of his time in 
tolfing the pike, or leaping, or fhooting with the 
bow, or throwing the bar, or vaulting, or fbme 


*' other exercife of that kind ; and he is never idle: 
** He (hews himfelf likewife very good natured to his 


dependants, and fupports their interefts againft 
any perfons whatever ; and pulhes what he under- 
*• takes for them or others, with fuch zeal as gives 
** fuccefs to it. For befides his exerting his whole 
*^ ftrength to compafs what he defires, he is already 
** feared by thofe, who have the management of 
*' affairs, and efpecially the Earl of Salifbury, who 
appears to be gready apprehenfive of the Prince's

little efteem for his Lordftiip.'* 

Monf. de la Boderie then remarks, that four or five 
of the Prince's court had formerly had expectations 
given them of penfions from France -, which that Am- 
baflador was of opinion ought to be granted them 5 
fince the young Prince fufFered himfelf to be much in- 
fluenced by them, and would fbon (hew, that he had 
power. That his mother had not fo much afFedlion for 
him as for his brother the Duke of York % which the 
Prince feemed to have difcovered, and fometimes let 
fall expreflions, that implied it : and that the King 
often (hewed, that he was not pleafed to fee him ad- 
vance fo feft. 

Sir Alexander Seton, Earl of Dunfermelyng ^ who 
had then been raifed to the poll of Chancellor of Scot- 
land, on the 4th of March 1 604, and was a good Latin 
Poet, as well as a great mafter of polite literature, 
but of fufpedled fincerity in the proteftant religion «, 
having written a letter to the Prince in Latin, his 
Highnefs on the loth of February 1606-7, returned 
him, from St. James's, an anfwer in the fame Ian*

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gu^e \ His Highnefi owned himfelf highly obliged 
to his Lordihip for his very kind letter, in which he 
had given ^undant teftimony of his afFeftion, though 
lels of his judgment. For with refped to thofe ac- 
complifhments both of mind and body, which the 
Chancellor had attributed to the Prince, his Highnefs 
was fo far from thinking, that they ought to be afcrib- 
ed to himfelf, that he was of opinion, that an appeal 
might in this cafe juftly lie from his Lordihip, how 
eminent foever he was as a Lawyer and Judge, for 
having given a wrong judgment. " But as I arn con- 
vinced, fays the Prince^ that this judgement, what- 
ever it is, proceeded from ^fFedtioo \ I could not 
but congratulate myfelf upon this good natured 
miftake, and acknowledge myfelf indebted to you 
*' for thanks on that very account. I arn not ignorant, 
" that the commendations of perfons, who, like, your 
** Lordihip, prefide in Senates and Courts of Juftice* 
** are to be confidered. as exhortations, to excite us to 
attempt every thing great and excellent. That I 
may fome time or other do this, in order that yow 
compliment may be thought to arifc no lefs from 
" judgement than aflfedion, I (hall fmcerely pray the 
** all-merciful God, to whom I heartily recommend 
'* the happy iflue of my own concerns and the pro- 
" fperity of your Lordfhip and of the ftate.'* 

The Chancellor of Scotland acknowledged the ho- 
nour of this letter * in another likewife in Latin, dated 
the 5th of April, 1607^, in which he faid, that he 
might indeed feem to be too unmindful of the Prince's

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dignity, and of his own duty, by interrupting fo fre- 
quently and fo unfeafonably with his letters the fcrious 
ftudies and thoughts of his Highnefs. But the fenfe 
of the kte favour conferred upon him would not 
fufFer him to be filent. Could it have been expe6led» 
that fo great a Prince in the fpring of his age, and a- 
midft his daily exercifes, fhould lay afide the enfigns 
of royalty, and employ his hand, which would here- 
after (as the Chancellor wifhed and hoped) conquer 
nations, in the ufe of the pen ? That his Highnels 
Had indeed *by his writing let eVery one fee, that he 
thought himfelf the true and proper fliepherd of the 
people, who knew how to temper majcfty with huma- 
nity. That the mod certain argument of this per- 
fu^fion of his was that fingular affedtion, which he 
bore to his native country, and with which he adorn- 
ed, improved, fupported, andcherilhed it, while it 
funk and almoft ejfpired under the want of the pre- 
fence of his excelleht father, and of himfelf. '' I wifh, 
*' f<!^ys be^ that ^our eyes could penetrate into the 
** breafts of your countrymen. You would have feen 
** there not long ago, how great their joy, how fincere 
** their regard and veneration of you was, when they 
*' were informed, that you heard with indignation, and 
•* with a firm and refolute countenance, voice, and 
" mind, condemned and filenced the calumnies of 


** thofe bad men, who rafhly, and with the higheft 
** intemperance of tongue, endeavoured to wound the 


Scottifh, that is, by the neareft and moil peculiar 
title, your own nation. Go on, mod ferene Prince, 
** as you have begun, with this greatnefe of mind 
••^ and.afFeftion to your countrymen ; and flbew to po- 
** fterity, that there is no firmer fupport of govern- 
** ment than the mutual love of a Prince and his fub- 
jedts. By this means you will procure and eftablilh 
an everlafting fame and glory to yourfelf, and a 
perpetual enjoyment of peace and tranquillity to 
your people." 

The 
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The Invedtiyes againft the Scottifli nation, menti- 
oned in this letter, were tindoubtedly thofe thrown 
out in the Houfe of Commons, in the debate concern- 
ing the union of England and Scotland, by Sir Chriftp- 
pher Pigot, one of the Knights of the (hire for the 
. county of Buckingham, in February 1606-7, riot long 
before this letter was written. This gentleman, who 
in the French AmbafTador's letter from London of the 
ill of March N. S. to Monf de Puifieux is called 
Pecquet^ Is reported there to have fallen upon the Scots 
nation in fuch a manner, that the mofl barbarous and 
profligate people in the world could not be worfe treat- 
ed. That in his fpeech he expreffed his aftonifh- 
ment, how any ear could be lent to fuch an union for 
joining a good and fertile country to one poor, and 
barren, and in a manner difgraced by nature^; and for 
aflbciating rich, frank and honed men with fuch, as 
were beggars, proud, and generally traitors aqd rebels 
to their Kings. In (hort, that there was as much dif- 
ference'between an Englifti and Scotsman, as between 
a judge and a thief. This being reported to the Scots, 
they were thrown into the utmoll rage ; but no perfbn 
daring to fpeak of it to the King that evening, Ram- 
fey"* of his bed chamber the next morning made his 
complaint of this outrage in the name of his country- 
men. His Majefty upon this fent for the Earl of Salis- 
bury, and blamed him, firft for not having fpoken of 
this affair the night before ; and then becaufe he and 
the reft of his privy council had (hewn fo much cool^ 
nefe and indifference, .%s to wait till his, the King's, re- 
turn, to punifli the infolent offender. This remon- 
ftrance of his Majefty was accompanied with fuch fe* 
vere expreflions of refentment, asftruck the Earl with 
no fmall amazement and concern. At the fame time

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the council was fummoned^ towards whom the King 
behaved with as litde gentlenefs, and having told 
them, that he was a Scot himfelf, and that nothii^ 
could be applied to the nation in general, in which «e 
had not his (hare, he added, that he would have them 
to know, that he not only loved the Scots, but that one 
of the mod exprefs commands, which he would give 
the Prince his fon, who was then prefent, fliould be, to 
do the fame ; and that from that hour he would give 
him hiis curfe, if he (hould fail in this point. The 
council having acknowledged in very ftrong terms 
the juftice of the King's difpleafure, and their own 
fault, began then to confult of the remedy ; and at 
kft it was unahimoufly agreed, that Sir Chriftopher 
Pigot fliould retraft, in the fame place, all that he 
had (aid in relation to the Scots nation in general ; 
that he (hould be expelled the Hou(e of Commons, 
and declared incapable of fitting there for the future^ 
and be iinprilbned till the end of the Parliament 
This was executed the next day ; for, after Sir Chrifi 
topher had in his (eat explained him(elf, and declar- 
ed, that he had no intention to reflect upon the whole 
Scots nation, which he acknowledged to be full of 
men of honour and probity, but only upon fome low 
and (eandalous fellows there, efpecially in the Ifles, he 
was fent to the Tower ; wliere he was, when the 
French AmbaflTador wrote his letter to Monf. de 
PuiGeux ^ But, according to his account, the King 
was not (atisfied with this, being perfuaded, that Sir 
Chriftopher Pigot would not hafve gone (b far, but up- 
on the inftiga.tion of (bme others, and thofe of the 
higheft rank. However the Scots univerfally triumph- 
ed, as much, as if they had gained a viftory • ; 
and a letter was foon after written to his Ma- 
jefty in the name of all the ftates in Scotland, to 
thank him for the great zeal, which he had (hewed

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in defence of their country p. j a zeal, wliich the Prince 
likewife teftified oh the fame occafion. 

The Royal Exchequer was now fo exhaufted, that 
the Prince had bis (hare in the inconveniencies arifing 
from the ill oeconomy of the King or his Minifters, 
The officers and fervants of his Majefty's houfehold 
were fo diftrefled for want of the payment of their ar- 
rears, that a confiderable number of them flopped the 
• Earl of Dorfet, Lord High Treafurer, in his coach in 
the open ftreet, as he was returning to his houfe; and 
would not fuffer him to pafs on till he had promifed 
them payment. And the Prince's Purveyors at the 
fame time refufed to continue furnifhing him with pro- 
vifions ; which occafioned his Highnels to fend a pe- 
remptory meflage to the Lord Treafurer for money ^. 

The Prince, now in the fourteenth year of his age, 
began to difcover a mature judgment in almoft every 
thing; and as he was an attentive hearer of fermons, 
to diftiqguilh fuch preachers, as defer ved it '. Among 
others he took particular notice,' in this year 1607, of 
the learned and eloquent Mr. Jofeph Hall, then Rec- 
toj of Halftead in Suffolk, afterwards Dean of Wor- 
cefter, and fucceffively Bilhop of Exeter and Norwich. 
This Divine happening to be in London at the houfe 
dFhis patron Sir Robert Drury, and being told by Mr. 
Gurrey, Tutor to the young E^rl of Eflex, how much 
his boo|c of Meditations • was efteemed at the Prince's 
Court J and being prefled to preach to his Highnefe 
on the Sunday following at Richmond, and encourag- 
ed by the Earl himfelf, went thither ; and his Sermon 
gave fiich iatisfadion to the Prince, that he fignified 
his defire to hear Mr. Hall again on the Tuefday fol- 
lowing ; when his fecond Sermon more delighted his

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' Highnefs than the former ; upon which he both gave 
the preacher his hand to kifs, and engaged him in his 
fervice, as oneof his Chaplains. And in the fccond 
year of Mr. Hdl's attendance at his Court, when he 
came for his difmiffion from his monthly fervice, the 
Prince commanded him a longer ftay ; and when he 
granted him leave to depart, invited him by Sir Tho- 
mas Chaloner, his Governor, to refide conftantly at 
the Court, while the other Chaplains waited only in 
their turns, promifing to obtain fuch preferments for 
him, as fhould fully fatisfy him. But Mr. Hall, out 
of a modeft diffidence, and a reludtance to leave his 
new patron, the Lord Denny, afterwawls Ear! of Nor- 
wich, who had lately given him the living of Wal- 
tham- Abbey in Eflex, chofe to wave an offer fo ho- 
nourable and advantageous to himfelf *. 

His Highnefs's drift attendance on public worftiip 
was likewife accompanied with the utmoft care for the 
regular behaviour of his family ; he ordering boxes to 
be kept at his three houfes, St. James's, Richmond, 
and Nonfuch, for the money required of thofe, who 
were heard to fwear •, which money was diftributed to 
the poor.^ 

His difcourfe was now raifed to all the moft im- 
portant^ fubjefts, and he grew inquifitive aboiit the 
Hate of foreign countries, as well as his own; fo'that 
he at length acquired a confiderable knowledge and 
true judgment in political affairs.'*. 

The Prince de Joinville, brother to the Duke of 
Guife, who had been obliged to leave France, on ac- 
count of the difcovery of his having made love to the 
King's Miftrefs, the Countefs de Moret% and had

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come to England on the 8th of May 1607 y, where 
he was entertained at Court, and lodged with great 
magnificence, departing in the beginning of June *, 
Prince Henry fent over to Calais in his train an Engi- 
neer in his own fervice, who took the opportunity of 
examining all the fortifications of that town, and par- 
ticularly thofe of the Rix-banc. The French Am- 
baffador difcovered this by means of a friend, whom 
he had employed to accompany the Prince de Join- 
ville as far as Paris, and to remark what paffed ; and 
who drew this fecret out of the Engineer himfelf, af- 
ter entertaining him in their return to London, the 
latter confeffing, that he was employed by Prince 
Henry, who had long waited for fuch an opportunity- 
The Ambaffador immediately wrote, in a letter to 
Monf. de Puifieux of the 21ft of June, N. S. % an 
account qf what He had learned ; though he thought, 
that there was not fo much defign as ciiriofity in the 
Prince's employing his Engineer for fuch a purpofe, 
confidering that he was not of an age nor in a con- 
dition to think ferioufly of fuch things ; nor 
was England in a fituatidn to undertake any defign of 
that kind. However the Ainbaffador immediately 
gave notice of it to Monf. de Vic, Governor of Calais. 
Monf. de Puifieux in his letter from Fontainebleau 
of the 30th of June,. 1 607, N. S. K approved of the 
Ambaffador's lending this information ; but re- 
marked, that the viut of the Prince's Engineer to 
Calais was thought by their Court of no great c6n{e- 
quence. 

About the fame time the French Ambaffador re- 
ceived the Armour and Arms, fent by Henry IV. as 
a prefent to the Prince, accompanied with a letter

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from that K'mg * ; which his Highnefs received with. 
great iatisfadion^; and on the ^ift of July 1607, 
wrote from Nopfuch a letter of thanks in French*^. 
In this letter he told Henry IV. that he could not but 
on all occafions repeat his acknowledgments, fince 
his Majefty continued to multiply daily his favours 
to him, which were fuch, as could not but lay an in* 
finite obligation upon him. But he thought himfelf 
particularly bound to return his thanks for the pre- 
lent of arms delivered to him by MonC de la Boderie, 
not only on account of the excellence of the workman- 
Ihip, but efpecially as they were given by him, who 
by the ufe of arms had acquired mch a reputation of 
vabur, as might ferve for an example to all the gal- 
lant fpirits of future ages, and an excitement to him«- 
felf in particular, who honoured and admired it, to 
Ihew himfetf more and more in eiSfed: what he pro- 
feffed to be, his Majefty's moft humble and moft af- 
fe<flibn^te Nephew and Servant. 

This Letter, with another from King James, was 
delivered to Henry IV. by Mr. Douglas, introduced 
by Sir George Carew,'Ambafl[ador at the Court of 
France. The French King, contrary to his cuftom, 
immediately opened the Princess letter, and com- 
pared the writing of his name with the reft of the 
letter, in order to judge, whether it were all of one 
hand ; which he feemed to doubt on account of the 
peatnefe of the charafter. Sir George Carew obferv- 
ing the King's hefitation, would have called Mr, 
Douglas to have teftified the fad : but his Majefty 
foon fatisfied himfelf, faying, that in writing fair, as 
in other things likewife, the elder muft yield unto the 
younger. Sir George in his letter of the 26th of Au- 
;guft, 1 607 ^, in ^yhich he gives the Earl of Salift>ury 
this account, adds : " He ever ipeaketh with great 
>^ (hew of paifionate affedion towards my Lord the

*^ of his own fon, as he hoped his good brother of 
** Great Britain would do the like of the Dauphin/* 
And he was rdblved, :as it is exprelled in a letter of 
MonC de Puificux to Monf de la Boderie of the 20th 
of July 1607, N. S.*. to cultivate that young plants 
fmcc it promifed to produce fruits much more favour- 
able to France,^ than the ftock, from which it was 
raifed. And Monf Puifieux was of opinion, that a 
refolution would be taken of gratifying with penfions. 
thofe, who had rooft influence on the Prince. MonC 
de hi Boderie in his anfwer from London of the 2d of 
Auguft, N. S.\ approved much of the intention of 
the King his Mafter of cultivating a good correfpon- 
dence with the Prince, who, he remarked, had great 
iaccompliftiments and courage, and would foon make 
himfelf talked of, and poUibly give jealoufy to his fa- 
ther, and apprehenfions to thofe, who had the greateft 
afcendant at court. The AmbafTador thought hke-» 
wife, that the expence of penfions to thofe about his 
Highnefs would not be ill-befl:owed. But after he had 
farther confidered that point, as he wrote to Mont 
de Puifieux from London, Odober2», 1607, N. S.^ 
he was not fo clear with regard to the neceffity of 
iuch an expence ; fince the Prince already difcoverccL 
Kmfelfto be of a difpofition to be directed by his own 
underflanding ; fo that the perfuafions of thofe about 
him were not likely to biafs hirp towards any things 
but what he chofe himfelf. 

The States General of the United Provinces having 
occafion to fend Ambaffadors to England in the ber 
ginning of July, 1 607 \ recommended them to the 
Prince by a letter dated the gcth of June, N. S. ^, in 
which they told him, that they had ordered their

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A'mbafladors to kife his Highnefs*s hands^ on their 
part ; and to defire him to continue his friendfliip to 
their ftiate, and to allow their AmbafTadors a favour- 
able audience, and the fame credit as to themfelves. 

Mr. Robert Tindal, the Prince's Giftiner, being 
employed by the Virginia company, eftabliflied in 
April 1 606 by his Majefty's letters patfent, in a voy- 
age to that country in a fleet of three fail of fhips, 
commanded by Captain Chriftopher Newport, which 
fet fail on the 19th of December, 1606, and arrived 
at Cheafeapeak bay about the beginning of May fol- 
lowing "*, thoi^ht it his duty to fend to his Highnefs 
a journal of that voyage, and a draught of Jdmes ri- 
ver, with a lettcir dated at James town in Virginia 
the 2 2d of June, l6o7^ In his letter he remarks, 
that this river was difcovered by his fellow- adven- 
turers, and that no Chriftian had ever been there 
before ; and that they were fafely arrived and fettled 
in that country, which they found to be in itfelf moft 
fruitful, and of which they had taken a real and pub-^ 
lie pojfejfion in the name and to the ufe of the King his 
Highnefs's father. 

Upon the promotion of Mr. (afterwards Sir^ John 
Croke, one of the Chief Juftices of a circuit in Wales, 
to a feat in the court ' of King's bench about June, 
1607, Mr. Thomas Stephens, then Council, and af- 
terwards Auditor, to the Prince, wrote to his High- 
nefs to acquaint him, that Mr. Croke's place of a 
Welfli Judge was void, or was likely ibon to be ib • 
What refpeft, adds be^ your Highnefs hath to the 
principality of Wales, a great country and domi- 
nion, containing twelve fhires, which the Kings of 
this realm have ufed to confer upon the Princes 
their eldeft fons, istoyourfelf But if you aflfeft it, 
it may be expedient, that fuch places as this be be- 

" ftowed 
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** ftowed upon fuch, as, being fufficient and fit for the 
5* place, (hall be at your Highnefs's fervice. Self- 
** conceit of myfelf for fufficiency or defert is far from 
** rae. I defire to do your Highnefe all poffible fer- 
'' vice I can. I thought good not to omit the menti- 
" oningof this, and do humbly refer it to your confi- 
" deration.'* 

The King having been made free of the Cloth- 
workers company on the 12 th of June, 1607, the 
Prince, on the i6ih of the month following, was ad- 
mitted into that of the Merchant-taylors* On that 
day his Majefty and the Prince, attended with a great 
number of the nobility and other perfbns of c^iftinc- 
tion, came in a private manner to Merchant-taylors 
hall to dinner, where they were royally feafted, and 
entertained with great variety of niufic and' ingenious 
fpeeches^ it being the feaft day of the company for 
the eleftion of the Mafter and Wardens. The Lord- 
mayor was ready to receive the King at the hall, and 
prefented the fword to his Majefly, and, receiving it 
back from him, bore it before him in the upper large 
dining-room, anciently called the King's chamber; 
and foon' after, with his Majefty's leave, went to his 
own houfe with the fword borne before him, after he 
was palled the hall gates ; and in the (ame manner re- 
nirned after dinner, and attended till the King de- 
parted. 

While the King fat at dinner, the Mafter and War- 
dens, tc^ther with divers Aldermen and the Recorder 
of London, came to his M^efty^ and in the name of 
the whole company thanked him for honouring it 
with his Royal prefence. The Mafter then prefented 
him with a purle of gold j and the clerk of the hall 
fliewed him a roll, in which were regiftered the names 
of (even Kings, one Qyeen, feventeen Princes and 
Dukes, two Ducheftes, one Archbifliop, thirty one 
Earls, five Countefles, one Vifcount, fourteen Bifliops, 
Cxty fix Barons, two Ij^dies, feven abbots, feven Priors, 
and oneSub-prior, omitting a great number of Knights, 
Efquircs, &c, who had been free of that company. The 

King 
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King ahfwcred, that himielf was already free of ano- 
ther company ; but that the Prince his ekkft fon 
Ihould be free of this, and he would himfelf be ^ 
witncfs of it, when the garland (hould be put upon 
his head. Upon this they all went down into the 
great hall, wh^re the Prince dined, and, having fa- 
luted him with a chearful and hearty welcome, 
the matter prefented him with a purfe of gold ; and 
the cicfk delivered to his Highnefs the roll, which he 
gracioufly received, and not only faid, that himfelf 
would be free of the company, but likewife ordered 
one of his gentlemen and the clerk to gp to all the 
Lords there prefent, and defire thofe„ who loved him, 
and were not members of other companies, to be free 
of this; to which their Lordfhips immediately agreed. 
The King, during this and the eleftion cf the new 
Matter and Wardens, ftood in a new window made 
for that purpofe, and beheld all their ceremonies ; 
and then coming down into the hall, was there, as 
well as the Prince, entertained with the like mufic 
of voices and inftruments, and with fpeechcs, as at 
their firft entrance. The mufic confifted of twelve 
lutes equally divided, and placed by fix and fix in a 
window on each fide of that hall ; and in the air 
between them was a gallant fhip triumphant, in which 
were three men dreffed like failors, being eminfentfor 
voice and Ikill, who in their feveral fongs were afEfted 
and fecondcd by the lutanifts. In the hall was likewife 
the city mufic ; and in the upper chamber the chil- 
dren of the King's chapel fung a grace at his table ; 
and, while he fat at dinner, that excellent mufician 
John Bull, Doctor of his faculty, Profelfor of it in 
Grelham college, and one of the organifts of his 
Majefty's chapel, who was a member of the company, 
played in his citizen's gown, cap, and hood, upon a 
fmall organ placed there for that purpofe f.

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Thomas Hpward, Karl of Suffolk, Lord Chamber- 
Iain of the King's houfliold, and Robert Cecil, Earl of 
Salifbury, Secretary .of State, being difappointed of 
their intention of waiting upon the Prince at Nonfuch 
in the beginning of Auguft, 1607, wrote a joint letter 
on the 7th of that month from Windfor to Mr.

•^ Highnefs's faithful fervants ; hoping that thefe let- 
^' ters Ihall ferve to make our excufe for not doing 
** that, which we fo much defired, to him, whom we 
*' (b much honour and love, and wifli happy increafe 
** of thofe excellent virtues, which promife fo much 
** comfort to our Royal Sovereign, and coiiftant 
** fafety and felicity to this glorious ifle of Great- 
** Britain. We have chofen you to do this office for 
** us, which we (hall take for fo acceptable a pleafure, 
*' as you may promife yourfelf a more friendly re- 
** quital, whenfoever occafion is offered.'* The Earl 
of Salifbury added a poftfcript with his own hand, 
which (hewed his attention to oblige the Prince's 
dependants : " I pray you let Sir David Murray know, 
** that I will let him know by a fhrewd boy tomorrow,

The Prince being known to be extremely curious 
with regard to fhips, Mr. Pett, who was in his 
fervice, as well as one of the King's (hipwrights, made 
a model of a (hip for his Highnefs, which being 
adorned with carving and painting, and placed in a 
frame, arched, covered, and curtained with crimfbn 
tafFety, was, on the loth of November, 1607, P^^* 
fented to the Lord Admiral at his lodging at White- 
hall/ His Lord(hip ordered him to carry it to Rich- 
mond, where the Prince then was ^ which was done 
the next day -, and on Wednefday morning, the 12th, 
Mr. Pett having acquainted Sir David Murray with 
his bufinefs, who informed the Ptince of it, order was 
given to have the model brought and placed in a pri- 
vate room in the long gallery where his Highnefs de- 
termined to fee it. But the Lord Admiral, unknown 
to Mr. Pett, and with a view to do him fervice, had 
already informed the King of this model, and pre- 
vailed upon him to take a journey from Whitehall to 
Richmond, on purpofe to view it ; which he did 
about three of the clock in the afternoon of the fame 
day.* 

The eftablifhmentofthe Prince's houfhold, by the 
King's repeated enlargements of it, was now grown (o 
much beyond the allowance for its fupport, that Sir 
Thomas Chaloner, in November, 1607, reprefented, 
in a ^ letter to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Ju- 
lius Caefar, the incohveniencies of it. He began this 
letter with remarking, that his Highnefs's houfhold, 
which was intended by ..the King fdr a courtly college^ 
or a collegiate court ^ was become ib great a court, that 
it was ready to be overwhelmed with the charge and

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burden of.itfelf. But the reliiltof this remonftrancc 
does not appear. 

King Philip III. of Spain, about this time, (hewed 
i more inclination than he had ever done before towards 
j a rnarriage between the Prince and the Infanta Anne» 
I his daughter, married in 1615 to LeNvis XIII. of 
I France ; that King's view being by this means to di- 
vert King James from joining too miich with France 
I in favour of th^ United Provinces ". This match 
f had been in the thoughts and wiflies of fome perfons 
of the greateft influence in the court of Spain above 
a year before, notwjthftanding all the endeavours of 
France to procure the Infanta for the Dauphin. This 
is evident from a letter of Sir Charles Corhwallis, then 
Arnbaflador in Spain^' who alledged many reafons to 
perfuade that courts that the marriage of that lady 
to Prince Henry was preferable to the alliance with 
France''. 

Henry IV. of France having fent a letter to the 
Prince by Mon{. de Glas, who arrived at London a- 
bout the ioth ofDiecember, 1607, it was prefented 
by M. de la Boderie to his Highnefs, who received it 
with great expreffions of fatisfadtion ; as he did, ac- 
cording to, that Ambaffador's account *, every things 
that came from that monarch. 

The Prince's annual gift to the King his father, on 
the firft day of the ntw year 1607-8, was a Latin 
thefis, no copy of which occurs ; but the letter ac- 
companying it is ftill extant^. In it he obferves, that 
it was now (even years, fmce he had begun to pay his

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duty to his Majefty at the opening of ev^fy ht^ 
year by fome literary offering; and that as now, af- 
ter fo long a purfuit of his ftudies, fomewhat of a 
hiore important kind might juftly be eicpefted from 
him i not to difappoint lilch aii expedation, he v/sls 
defirous to try what the fmallne(s,of his genius Would 
permit him to do, in confirming, according to the 
rules of art, a fentence of that very ancient poet Me- 
nandet. That the fubjedt indeed was of fuch a na- 
turei that he could not hope for any great commenda- 
tion of elaboratenefs in the expreffion, or aaitenefs in 
the reafoning ; btit that he did not defpair of having- 
it received as a teftimony of his piety and obedience^ 
elpecially by a moft loving and moft benign father. 
On the fame day Sir Henry Wotton, Ambafladof 
at Venice, wrote from thence to the Prince*, that hav- 
ing had occafion, on account ef Ms Majefty*s fervice 
(wherein his ]flighae(s*s was always included) to dif^ 
patch home the honeft Captain% the bearer of that 
letter, he had prefumed by him, "i^ith the remem- 
brance of his oWn hearty zeal, to prefent to his High- 
nefs a jpoor New Year's gift. ** Our Lord Jefus con^ 
*' iimtes he^ bkrfs you with many .happy years, and 
** make your Aighnefs a.Defendef of his Faith, which, 
is the chiefeft . of your "hereditary titles. And fo 
humbly kiiikig your fwect,and princely hand, I 
reft >/our Highnefs^s long-devoted fervant." 
The Prince de Joinville, who, as has been obferved, 
had been at the court of England in May and June, 
1 607, and returned to that of France about the end 
of November following'*, haying fent. a prefent of arms 
and horfes 10 the Prince, his Highnefs returi^ed him 
thanks for them in a letter dated Feb, n, 1607-8 ^ 
*' I perceive, my couftn, /nys be^ that> during your

In the year 1 608., the Prince's favourite Chaplain, 
our Englilh Seneca, Mr. Jofej^ Hall, pubJifhing the 
firft ii^lumc of his elegant EpiftUsy containing two 
Ihcad&s\ prefixed to them a dedication to his High- 
nefs 9 in which he obferves, that it was not from any 
conceit of fuch worth in bis labours, that they durft 
look fo high as the Frince's patronage. " It were 
•* wcilyfnys jfc, if ought of mine could be worthy of 
" popular eyes ; or if I could wring ought from my- 
" felf not imworthy of a judicious reader. I know 
*' your Highnefs wants neither prefents nor councils i 
** prefents from ftrwgers, council from your leach* 
" ers ; neither of them Kwatchable by my w^al^nefs: 
" Only duty herein excufes me from prcfiamptkDn t 
" for J thought it iiyuftice to devote the fruit of piy la* 
** bour to any other hand befide my raafter's ; which 
" alio i knew to be as gracious as mine is faithful. 
" Yet fince even gpod affedions cannot warrant too 
** much vilenefe in gifts to princes, left, while my 
modefty difparages my work, I (hould hazard the 
acceptatbn ; here fhall your Grace find variety 
not without profit. I hate a divine, that would 
*' but pleafe ; and withal think it impoffible for a man 
" to profit, that pleafeth not. And if, while my 
** ftyle fixeth itfelf upon others, any fpiritual profft 
•* fliali refled upon your Highnefs, how happy arp i1 
** who fhall ever think I have lived to purpofe ; rf 
*' by the beft of my ftudies I have done any good 
" office to your foul." Mr. Hall adds farther {wbicb 
tbtfe iimes^ fays he, account not the leaft fraife) youf' 
Grate Jbatt 'herein perceive a new fafhion of difcourfe^ Ify 
epifiUs ; new to our language^ tr/ual to others -, and (ds 
novelty is never without fome plea ofufe) more free^ move 
familiar, I'bus we do but talk with our Friends ly our

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frefs^ and exprefs our/elves no whit lefs eqfily^ fomewbat 
tnore digejiedly'j ** Whatfoever it is, concludes be^ as 
** it cannot be good enough to deferve that counte- 
nance ;. fo the counteniance of fuch patronage fhal! 
make it Worthy of refpeft from others. The God 
f ' of princes protect your perfbn, perfedk your graces^ 
^' and give you as much favour in heaven, as you 
*' have honour on earth.*' 

The fourth epiftle of the firft decade is addrefled to 
Mr. Newton, Tutor to the Prince, and entitled^ Gra- 
iulation for the hopes • of our Prince^ with an advijing 
apprecation. It begins thus ' : *^ God hath called you 
^* to a great and happy chargfe ; you have the cufto- 
f * dy of our common treafure •, neither is there any (er- 
*' Vice comparable to this of yours, whether we regard 
*^ God, or the world. Our labours, oft-times beffowed 
f' upon many,fcarce profit one : yours beftowed up- 
^' on one redounds to the profit of many millions. This 
.** is a funimary way of oWigitig all the world to you. 
** I encourage you not in your care ; you have more 
f^ comfort in the fuccefs of it than all worlds can give 
*' you. The very fubftance of your pains would give 
" an heart to him that hath none. I rather congra- 
** tulate with you our common happinefs, and the 
^' hopes of pofterity, in that Royal and blefled ifliie. 
** You have beft caufe to be the beft witnefe of the 
*' rare forwardnefe of our gracious matter ; and I 
^ have feen enough to make me think^ I can never 
•* be enough thankful to God for him.'* He after- 
wards remarks ^, that ft/dom ever thofe yeats have pro- 
fnifed^ feldom perform fo much, *' Only God keep two 
*' mifchiefs ever from within the fmoke of his court, 
** flattery and treachery. The iniquity of the times 
may jnake us fear thefe; not his inclination. — 
How happy a fervice fhall you do, to: this whole 
world of ours, if you (hall fettle in that princely 
** mind- a true apprehenfion of himfelf; and (hall 

" teach

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^ teach him to take his own hight aright ; and even 
*' from his childhood to hate a parafite as the worll 
" traitor ; to break thofc falfe glafles, that would pre- 
^* fent him with a face not his own ; to applaud plain 
** truth, and bend his brows upon exceflive praifes. 
** Thus affeded, he may bid vice do her worft. Thus 
** fhall he drive with virtue, whether (hall more ho- 
** nour each other. Thus fincere and folid glory fhall 
** every where follow and crown him. Thus, when 
** he hath but his due, he (hall have fo much, that he 
** (hall fcorn to borrow the falfe colours of adula* 
^' tion." 

This firft volume of Epijlles was (bon followed by 
a (econd, dedicated likewife to the Prince, and print- 
ed at London in the fame year 1 608, the tenth epiftle 
of the third decade being addreffed to the Gentlemen 
of his Highnefs*s court^ and containing a Defcription of 
a good and faithful Courtier. The third volume, de- 
dicated alfo to the Prince, was not publifhed till 
1611. 

Sir George Carew, whofe Relation of the State of 
France \ where he was AmbafTador from 1605 till 
1609, as he had been in Poland in 155)7, is a model 
for works of that kind, took the opportunity of the re- 
turn of the Prince's Riding-mafter, Monf. St. An- 
thpine, to England, to fend by him a letter to his 
Highnefs, dated at Paris, ift of April 1608 \ to pre- 
fent his own humble duty, *^ having as y^t^/ays be, 
*' none other means of profefTing my readinefs and 
'* defire to (hew my devoted afFedtion towards your 
** fervice ; which fhould more efFeftually appear, if I 
** might have the honour and happinefs of receiving 
** your gracious commandments in any thing, that

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** my weak means were able to accomplilK.'* The 
ether occafion of Sir George*s writing was, to witneis 
to the Prince, that by his own advice, as well as by 
the command of the French King, Monf de St. An- 
thoine had made fome longer ftay in France, than his 
defire to have attended his Highnefs's perfon, in his 
place of fervice, would otherwKe have permitted. 
The reafon of his ftay was, that he might accompany 
the Earl of Effex to Fontaincbleau, whether Henry IV. 
had invited his Lordftiip to come to him, and treated 
hrm with refpeft and kindnefs, by taking him to hunt 
with himfelf, and (hewing other demonftrations of 
favour towards the Earl. ** And becaufe, fays Sir 
** George, none of my Lords own attendants were ac- 
^ quainted with the nrmnners and cuftoms of this 
" court ; therefore recourfe was had to Monf. de St. 
** AnthoiAe's experience and judgment in that be- 
^ half,, where he hath both much fteaded his Lord- 
" (hip, and befides been a hearer of that high and 
•' honourable opinion, which is generally held, in 
*' thcfe parts, of your noble towardfinefs, or rather 
** accompRflied virtues and parts of worthinefs.'* 

The Prince, on the loth of the ftme month of 
April, i6c8 *, wrote a Latin letter to the King*^; in 
which he told his Majefty, that there were two rea- 
fons, and thefc very Juft ones, why he fliould have 
written fooner ; the firft a perpetual one, to teflify 
his duty and obedience ; the other of a late date, to 
return thanks for the unexpedled pcrmiffion granted 
him of hunting That he had however (fcferred 
writing for a (hort time, till he had tafted fome frnit 
of this unhoped-for bounty, from an expeftation, 
that he fhould find his fpirits raifed by the very plea- 
fure of hunting, and more capable of performing the 
office of returning thanks in a proper manner. This 
he acknowledged he had found to be bis cafe ; and 
he owed all poflible gratitude to his Majefty, Not

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but that he was confcious, that he had frequently re- 
cta v^d many and much greater favours from his Ma-* 
jefty : but 4s light troubles can exprefs themfelvcst 
when great ones are dumb ; fo, though he was filent 
and aiDazed at th^ frequent recollection of the vaft 
b^n^li.ts gonforred upon birr^, yet he could wilh to ex- 
pr^($ hi^ gratitude for this fmaller one. He knew, 
that h}s Majefty w^^ thoroughly perfuaded, that ho 
Ihould fcr ever ret^iifi th^ (^nfe pf it in his mind, as 
well as exprefs it ia words 1 apd he had the fullcfl: 
ccmvi<f\ieffi himfejf, tt^af his Majefty would not abate 
c^ hie farmer klndnefe ^nd aflfeiilion to him. 

Sir Henry Wptjon wrote a fecond letter to the 
Priocc^frorp Venice on the fourteenth of the fame 
month of Apfil, i j$g8> In this letter be took notice,' 
that he had been ^dvertifed by Captain Pinner, how 
gracioufly his Highnei$ bad received the prefent fent 
by thatgendeman ; and how carefully and kindly he 
had enquired of the ftate of things at Venice; 
•* Which I, fays Sir Henry^ took occafion to make 
*' known uato the Prince and fenate, who, I think, 
will exprefs by their own AmbaflTador, how glad 
they were to be a part, not only of your remem- 
brance, but of your Ipve and follicitude at thefc 
years. If I have erred in doing this without your 
commandment, my defence mud be, that my^ 
*' zeal towards you is my commiflion.'* He then 
rcmarfe, that all there was well. The Prince of Sa- 
voy and his brother were there at that time in their 
way towards the court of Mantua, where was to be 
folemnizcd the marriage of their elder fifter : their 
fecond fifter being newly conduced to Modena in the 
company of that Prince her hufband. *' The Prince 
" of Tufcany, adds be^ (which rene weth the remem "^ 
** branceof my firft fervice to your Highnels, when 
" a poor counterfeit Italian ^ brought you his letters)

» Ferdinand, duke of Florence, having intercepted cer- 
tain letters, difcovering a dtfign to take away the life of King 
James before his accefllon to the tjirone of England, Mr. 
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** is to be married to thfe fifter of the Queen of Spain; 
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and great preparations are in hand for it. There is 
alfo fbme whifpering about a match between the 
Prince of Savoy and a Princefs of Tufcany. Me- 
thinks I fee your Highnefs dart at this lift of mar-* 
riages, and beftowing of Princes daughters, where- 
with I have prefiimed to entertain you. Fear not,. 
^^ Sir ; there will be left for you a good wife, I war- 
'* rant you J and whatibever fhe-be, (he fh^U be 
^' glad of it. And fb humbly craving pardon for 
*' the time, that I have taken from your Highnefs

Robert Earl of Eflex, only Ton of the unfortu- 
nate favourite of Queen Elizabeth, and afterwards 
well known in hiftory under the character of General 
of the forces of the Long parliament againft King 
Charles I. going upon his travels in 1608, about a 
year and a quarter after his marriage with Franceis % 
fecond daughter of Thomas Howard, Earl of Suffolk, 
not long after his arrival in France wrote a letter to 
tne Prince, in whofe efteem and favour he had a con-' 
fiderable fhare. This letter ® is dated at Mountrell ?,' 
May 24, and in it his Lordfhip prefented his humbleft 
duty to his Highnefs. " Being now, continues he^ 
*' entered into my travel, and intending iht end 
*' thereof to attain to true knowledge, and to better

Thomas Earl of Dorfet, Lord Treafurer, dying ;^ 
on the 19th of April, 1608, and Robert Earl of Sa- 
lilbury fucceeding in that great poll on the 6th of 
May % the French Ambaflador wrote foon after, in . 
a letter to Monf. de Puifieux from London on the 5th 
of June, N. S. ', that, though the new Treafiirer had 
the whole adqiiniftration of affairs in his hands, he, 
the Ambaflador, was of opinion, that his Lordfliip's 
authority would be leflened by that of the Prince, who 
already fliewed fome jealoufy of, him ; but that it 
would be a confiderable time before this event would 
take place : and that, as the King and Queen were 
not at all ignorant of the difpofition of their fon, they 
would probably keep him always fo low, and (b fur- 
rounded with perfons dependant, upon themfelves, 
that it would not be ealy for him to emancipate him- 
felf. The Ambaflador received foon after this a let- 
ter from Mohf. de Villeroy, acquainting him with the 
defire . of the King their matter, that the Prince's 
friendftip might be cultivated by all poflible means.. 
MonC de Boderie thought it not difficult to do this,^;: 
confidering, that the Prince himfelf was well difpofed, 
and thofe about him equally inclined to contribute 
their good office? to it. .That it was true, that if 
fpmetbing was given them to iharpen their tools, 
they would do better. That there were three per-

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Ions in panicular, to vfhom if MonC de Villeroy 
ihould do any favour, the Ambaflfador promifed to 
ferve him faithfully. That MonC St. Anthoine did 
his duty ; but as he had already made thofe perfbns 
cxpedk more than he ought to have done, the AmbaC^ 
fador did not think proper to fay any thing, either to 
him or them, of this new deliberation, till it fhould 
be brought to eflfeft K 

.The Princess growng. aflfedlion for the navy led 
him in the month of Auguft of this y^ar f6o8^ to 
make a vifit to the royal dock at Woolwich. In the 
beginning of that month he (ent word to Mr, Pett of 
hi$ intention to come thither at his return cnit of Eflex 
from the Lord Petre's houfe, whither he was going in 
progrefs; and on the Saturday folbwing, the 13 th 
of Auguft, he took hjs barge at BlackwalT, apd came 
to Woolwich about noon, accompanied only with hi? 
own train. He was received by Mr. Pqtt on (bore at 
jtbe yard-ftairs. On the poop of the Royal Anne 
yrere placed trumpets, and an Enfign^ and on the 
heads of both the mizens twoenfigns. Mi:. Pett 
having paid his compliments to the Prince, and repre- 
Icntcd, how great a fatisfaftion it would be to all the 
ieamen to perceive his Highnefs io well afledted to the 
navy, he cpndudted the Prince round about the dock, 
and To direcEtly aboard the Royal Anne, to the very 
top of her poop, where he rave a iignal to Mr. Wil- 
liarn Bijl), then Matter Gunner of England, who 
ftood ready prepared upon a mount, with thirty one 
great brafs chambers, orderly and diftin(^y placed^ 
ayhich had been procured from the Tower for that 
purpofe by Mr. Pett, with the afliftance (^ the MaC 
ter Gunner ; who upon the Iignal made gave fire to 
the train, and difcharged the whole volley with fuch 
good order, as was highly fetbfaftory to the Prince,^ 
and the more fo, becauiek was unexpefted. When 
the ordnance ceafed firing* Mr. Pett kneeled to his 
Highnefs, and requefted him to accept this poor fea- 
entercainment as an unfeigned earneft of duty to 
him. The Prince returned 4 moft gracious anlwer, 

and

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md then ordered Mr. Pelt to lead bim into atl the 
parts of the fhip 9 which Jiaring viewed with a fingu-. 
hx pkafiire, he was condud^ to the Dock Yard^ 
whoe Ac keel, fbrm, arid fbern of his own, (hip,' 
which was to be bdih, lay ready framed. Havmgex- 
amiioied thefe with gi^at attention, his Highnefs caufed 
die kogth of the keel to be meaiured ; and being 
then de^tred to walk tmothe houfe to reft himfelf, he 
read^confeiited, aod found ki the parlour a kt ban- 
({uet of' fweetmeat;^ and all other fruits^ which the 
feafon yielded, with plenty of Wine, Rhenifh, Whke, 
Sack, Greek, and Claret. After he had refreftied 
himfelf, and given his hand to kifs to divers Gende* 
women of the town, who were in the room with Mr. 
Pett*s wife, he defired to be condufted to the mount,, 
where the chambers were placed, which were again 
charged and ranged in their former order with tiie 
train made ready. . This fight delighted him io much 
that he was defirous to have the train fired, while he 
ftood by ; but at Mr. Pett's intreaty and reprefenta- 
tion of the danger, he ordetcxi, that at the holding 
up of his handkerchief in his barge, they Ihould be 
difcharged 5 which wajs accordingfy done, after hi^ 
H^lmefe had expreffed his fatisfadtion in the whole 
entertainment*. 

The King having been flighdy indifpofed, the 
Prince upon his recovery fent a menenger to bis Ma* 
jefty with the following letter, dated Auguft i.

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The State of Venice having fcnt Signor Marc An- 
tonio Correro Ambaflador toKing James, Sir Henry 
Wotton wrote a letter to the Prince from Venice on 
the i6thofAi^. i6o8 % to recommend to him the 
Ambaffador's fon, who appeared to Sir Henry of fa 
fweet a fpirity that it made him bold to prefcnt his 
Highnefs with thofe few lines, and in them his own 
humble and hearty zeal. " And becaufe, fap be, 
** ybur Highnels hath (as they are here well in- 
" formed) been {leafed fundry times to inquire with 
** much afieiftion of the courfe of their affairs and 
'* quality of their minifters, it Ih^l be fit for me to 
** give you Iwne account of d^e prefcnt Ambaflador, 
** who is the third fmce the renewed frieodfliip be- 
** tween Great Britain and this famous Republic, in 
- ** the royal perfon of our good King your faihw. 

" 11 Signer Marc Antonio Correro is a gentleman 
•* of a very noble, but none of the four and twenty, 
*' which they call their antient houfes. Strong in 
**■ parentage on both fides V himfelfa fble heir in his 
'* own line } for one brother, which he had, is dead,' 
** His eftate greater than both theirs tc^ether, that 
** have preceded him, and he is likely not to be in- 
** ferior to either in the conferving of it. His com- 
■** plexion, as it Ihould feem, not flrong for a long 
5* voyage, which increafeth the merit of his good- 
•' will thereunto. He was here (and fo were none of 
*' the other two, nor any, that I have yet feen em-- 
** ployed either to France or Spain) actually a Sena- 
*' tor 1 and befides hath refufed for this honour the 
*' regiment of Bergamo, into which he was cholen, 
*' being one of their principal towns in Lombardy.

the Prince, in a letter to him fboax Kirke-Hsdl of the 
aid of Aaiguft i>6a&, offering him his mofi bumbie ^nd 
i^3iorMie firviv/if and expxefling his defire to have 
two Jfnes :of ins Sigbmefs')s hand 4 *' which, fiiys be^ 
*^ would be very comfortable to me iin refpeft of my 
** far diftance from your Highnefe : but f&aH not b^* 
*^ far diftant, if it (hall ipleafe your Hi^wefs to com- 
*^ tnaind my fervice." But this ^unfortunate Earl 
three years afterwards was 'Committed prifener to the 
caflfc of EAnbitrgh, for great oppreffions committed 
by :him in the ifles of Oi!kn)ey and Shetland, in order 
to raife money ibr the repaiariiig of his eilaite, which 
his prodigality had ruined ^ ; and being al&erwards 
condemned for tmafbns .and op^ne^ns, was be- 
headed at JEdinbnrgh on the 6th of February i6f 4 ;

Among die young noblemen, who ftequ^ted the 
Prince's court. Sir John Harington * dcfervedly en- 
joyed the' principal (hare of ihis Higkie&s favour and 
even friemifliip, being indeed in ailrefpefts one of 
tlie moft virtuous and >accompli(hed youths of his 
time, . and an example to tbofe of his rank in all ages,

by Qa^n BUiabeth, and created by Kiog James a 
Baron of England on the 21ft of July i6oj, by the 
title of Lord Harington of Exton in Rutland. He 
was intrufted by that King with the tuition * of the 
Lady Elizabeth his daughter, whom, after her mar- 
riage with Frederick Elector Palatin, he attended to 
Heydelburgh in April 1613, and upon his return to- 
wards England,, died at Wormes in Germany, on the 
a4th of Auguft following, at the age of Ctv&ntf 
three ^ leaving itTue by his wife Anne, daughter am 
fole heir of Robert Kelway, Eiq; furveyoroftheccwrt 
of wardS) his younger fon John (the elder, Kdway, 
dying in his LoTdfhip's life time) and one daughter 
Lucy, married to Edward Earl of Bedford % a Lady, 
who was the great^ patronefe of, and much celebrated 
by, the chief poets and wits of that time '. Sir John 
Harington, his fon, who had been created Knight of 
the fiath, wilii the Duke of York and others, on the 
4th of January 1^04-5, was, as (bon as he came to 
years of difcretion, remarkable for his ftridl obfer- 
vance of the duties of piety both in public and private^ 
^pd his Application to the ftudy of polite learning. 
At the clofe of every week he examined himfelf, what 
progrefs he had made in virtue and goodneis, and 
what fault he had committed during the courfe of 
it ; and kept an exadt diary of his life. His liberality 
to the diftrefled was no left remarkable than his hu- 
manity and a'ffabiiify to all. Thefe virtues, which 
began to appear in him very early, fhone out more 
confpicuoufly after his return from his travels in 
1 609. Upon his father's death fuccceding to his title 
and eilate, he endeavoured to dlablilK' in his family 
the mdft. 'pe!rfe£t regularity of manners and regard for 
religion; and during thefliort remainder of his life, 
was unrverfa;lly efteemed and admired. His laft fick*

ihe 27th cf Fcbruary^6i3-4, expired at Kew near 
Hichraond, not ority with an intire refignation to the 
will of God, but with fereniiy and joy. He was in- 
terred on the ^ifl: o( March following at Exton, with 
great pomp'. Mr. Dqnne, who the year following 
Went into holy orders, took leave of poetry in the 
" '" which he wrote on the deceafe of this'incom- 
nobleman ^, full of ftrong fentiments and a 
imagination, but expreifed with his ufual ob- 
If ftyleand harfhnefs of verfification. 
friendfhip (for fuch it was) betweeti the Prince 
and Sir John Harington was cultivated by a corrc- 
■fpondence of letters during their ,'abfence from each 
other, efpecially while the letter 'was on his travels 
•abroad. There is extant one Latin letter of his, with 
the Prince's anfwer in the fame language i neither of 
■which has any date, but both feemto have been writ- 
ten before Sir John left England, and entered '.upon 
; his travels. In this letter s he declares hini&lf at a 
, lofs for words to exprels his gratitude for the honour 
of a moft afFeilionate letter froih his Highnefs j Vb 
whom he fliould ever owe the higheft acknov/ledg- 
ments, and conftantly pour out his prayers-, to God, 
that his Highnefs might proceed with the faine fiiccefs 
he had begun i for that he had not, only entered up- 
on, biit almpft reached to the end of, that path, 
which led to honour, to virtue, and to immortality. 
Since therefore himfelf. Sir John, had nothing more 
: in his wiflies, than to be able to comprehend the 
; Prince's great iienle, to admire his genius, to be in- 
ftrufted and correfted by his judgm'ervt, and to ac- 
quielce in his determination; he defired his Highnefs 
to give him the folution of a difficult palTage, which

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had occurred to him in reading Tacitus's life o^ 
Agricola ; and that if his Highnefs wpuld condescend 
to throw light upon this paragraph, with regard to . 
which he (hould otherwife perhaps be perpetually in 
the dark, he would befeech the Almighty to continue 
to his Highnefs that mind, which carried him oi> 
with fuch zeal towards the befl things and the beft 
men. In the poftfcript he defired the Prince to ex- 
cufe the jejunenefe of this letter ; fince the perfpicuity 
and wonderful neatnefs of that of his Highnefs made 
himfelf fenfible of the meannefs of his own childiih 
performance. 

The Prince, in his anfwer in Latin \ told Sir John 
Harington, that he was a pleafant man, who in the 
beginning of his letter had highly extolled him, the 
Prince, partly on account of wit, and partly for acute- 
nefs of judgment; and then propofed to him an hard 
and perplexed paflage of a writer, in order to (hew, 
how much he was wanting in both thofe qualities. 
Dp you believe me, fays be^ to be a perfon capa- 
ble of untying knots, explaining riddles, and illus- 
trating the obfcurities of difficult authors? You 
feem by this to have aflumed the perfon of Davus : 
but I frankly confefs, that I am not Oedipus. Whe- 
ther you fight on your own ground, or not, it is 
your bufmefs to fee : but, as I am called upon to 
*^ contend in a court, to which I am a ftranger, it is 
moft proper for me to own my ignorance. I, who 
am, in all kinds of polite learning, a mere novice, 
and who have made (carce any advances from the 
depths of %norance, finding that I am not able to 
** comprehend any thing but what is low and con- 
** traded, never dared to look into Tacitus, whom I 
** had heard reprefented by every one, as a writer of 
** admirable fagacity, and full of Ihort and pointed 
** fentences, but too obfcurc in his ftyle for my capa- 
** city. However, fince you challenge me into the 
*' field, I am determined to follow you, though with 
** a. flow pace. For I have brgiin, but a few days 

G " ago,

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** ago, toread >^ith attentiori the Life of Agricola, in 
•* 6rder> that, when I come to the difficulty propofed 
" by you, I may with the greater eafe ^ve you my 
** own opinion. In the mean time I thought it rfot 
*' improper to offer to your confideration one or two 
** 'much lefs difficult paffages, in the fenfe of which I 
** could not iatisfy myfelf, not far from the beginning 
** of that Life,' -iScc/' ;:■..,' 

After Sir John Harington had left England, he 
wrote to the Prince in Latin % regretting his abfencc 
from him in very ftrong terms ; adding, that his grief 
was mitigated in fome meafure by thefe confiderationsi 
firft, that by his travels in other countries, and the 
experience, which he might gain by it^ he (hould^ 
Ibme time or other be more qualified to execute his 
Highnefs*s commands, which were and always fhould 
be facred to hirti. Next, that he had opportunities 
ofdoingjufticeto the virtues of his Highncfe at the 
courts of other Princes j as he had done, and al-^ 
ways would, with the greateft fati^faftion, though in 
a very fhort and* imperfeft manner, like thofe, who* 
defcrib'e whole countries in a fmali xnap. He defired 
the Prince's excufe, if his weak tongue fhould dimi- 
nilh the fpfcndor of his name; ^nd^ promifed to be 
careful to keep an exa<5ljournalof his travels for the 
amufemeht of his Highnefs ; concluding, that he car- 
ried about him day and night m his bofom, and fhould 
for e/er do fb^ and often kifled, that ring, which the 
Prince had prefented to him, and which he efleemed 
ait, a mark of his Highnefs's fingukr favour,, in which 
he placed the height of aU his fortunes. 

Sir John Harington, in another Latin fetter'^* 
takes notice, that having now in the fpace of fevea 
weeks, travelled throu^ great part of the Low 
Countries, and leen three courts of Princes, and as 
many univerfities, together with feveral large cities, 
fortified towns, and ftrong caftles and forts^ he had

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fet down in Latip^ ag well as he was able^ liich obfer- 
yations, as he could make, relating to politics, men 
eiljiidqbt for authority, prudence, or learning, war, 
the prefent ft ate of affairs, the fituation of cities, and 
th0 mainners of people ; in order at a proper time to 
gfye an account, how he Had eniployed every day, td 
his Highnefs, to wliom he devoted both himfelf and 
iatl his iludies. For though he was thoroughly con*- 
fcious. of . the flendernefs of his own abilities, yet he 
was unwilling to be <one pf thqfe, who travel only to 
indulge, themfelvei^ in a fhahieful purfiiit of pleaiures, 
or with ia view of merely gratifying their eyes with 
novelties. On the contrary,, he allured the Prince of 
his own relblution to exert his utmoft endeavours tp 
improve himfelf by . experience, that he might 1^ 
able to ferve his liighnefs with mor? dignity anci abir 
lity. This alone was the fum of his hopes, and a fuf- 
ficient incitement to Jiini fP go through all labours 
and fatigued. He )vas prevented frorA enlarging this 
letter by the hafte of the meflenger 5 and therefor^ 
defifed his Highhelsj with his ufiialhumanity, to ex- 
cufe the defeats of it, and to continue his favour to 
him. 

After his arrival ^t Florence, he wrote in Latin to 
the Prince from thence on the 2 ift of November, 
1 608, N. S. *, though, he faid, he \yas uncertain, 
whether his letter would reach his Highnefs's hands ; 
for he was then under the greateft anxiety imaginable, 
by reafon that he had not,, for eleven weeks paft, re- 
ceived, as he ufed, any letters from his father and 
mother, nor heard of hi's Highnefs's health. His con- 
jedure, that, they were either intercepted or loft: 
through fome ill accident, relieved Bis mind in ibme 
degree from the fear of a greater misfortune. He 
had written to his Highnefs from Francfort, as he was 
juft ready to depart for Heyd^lburg, where, and in 
the qniverfity of Bafil, he had fpent Tome days in 
hearing the leftures of the profeflbrs, and in con- 

G 2 verfation 
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vcrfation with them. Thence he had proceeded witfr 
the utmoft expedition to Florence, but did not ar- 
rive there till after the day of the marriage "*, tho*^ 
before the principal (blemnities, an account of whicfr 
he fent the Prince, printed in a book publi(Ti,ed that 
very day, on which he wrote his letter, in order that 
his Highnefs might have a view of what had pailed^ 
and had been repeated upon the arrival of the Duke 
of Mantua. As for his own obfervations, which were 
perhaps too puerile,' Tie took all r poflible pains, that 
his jbiirnal might not be unworthy of his Highnefe'is 
approbation. He few no rcafon to make any confi- 
derable ftay at Florence, efpegially as he was defirous 
to return through* France, that he might fbon enjoy 
his former happinefe, through the fingular and con- 
ftant favour and goodneft of his Highnefi towards 
him, and fi)end the reft of his life in his presence. 

The book, mentioned rn this letter, concerning 
the fofcmnities of the Prince of Tufcany^s marriage, 
did not reach the Prince*'s hands. This gave much 
concern to iSir John Hirington, when he kfle>y it, 
which he exprelfed in a French letter " tohis "High- 
nefs, without a date, or name of the place, whence 
he wrote it, though it appears to be feme republic, 
inoft probably Venice. He was apprehenfive left 
the Prince might fijfpedt him of negligence in n^- 
lefting to fend the bqpk ; whereas he had fhut him- 
felf up m Florence fcveral d:ays, merely to wait for its 
coming from the prefe," ih order to tranfmit one of 
the firft copies to his H^hnefs. He could not ima- 
gine where^ the fault of its mifcarriage Tay ; but 
thought it probable, that fome of the EngFifh Papifts- 
at Fforence might do him that difl^indnefs, either out 
of fpite, or with a view to gratify their friends with 
the firft account of the marriage-ceremonies. He 
hoped and trufted in the Prince's goodnefs,. that him- 

felf

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feif ihoald be acquitted in this point ; for that he 
would rather die a thoufand deaths, than give his 
Highnefe the leaft caufe to deny his favour to him. 
With regard to the = occurrences of the republic, 
where Sir John Harington then was, he took notice, 
that they were of two forts ; either ibch, as every 
body fpoke of, and were yet unworthy to be read by 
his Highnefs j or of great importance, and which 
could not be written without danger, paper being too 
weak a fecurity tor carrying, fuch ja length of way, 
fecrets, which might prove hazardous to the writer. 
But, if he fliould meet with a meffenger, by whom 
he ini^ht fend a letter with fafety, he would not fail 
to write to the Prince, or in any other refpedt con- 
vince him, that bis own greateft happincfs in this 
-world vfzs to be ^ftcemed always bis Highne6*s moft 
obedient fervant. 

Whatever jealoufy and diflikc were fuppofed by 
the French. Ambafiador, Monf. de la Boderie, as has 
been already remarked, to have been entertained by 
the Prince ^ainft the Earl of Salifbury ; his Lordfliip, 
on his part, confidered the rank and charafter of the 
heir apparent to the crown,' and efpecially fuch an 
heir, in too important a light, to be wanting in any 
mark of reaped to him, which it was in his power 
to (hew, without giving umbrage to the King him- 
fclf. This appears from the letters of that Earl ftill 
remaining amongft the papers of the Prince, a few 
written diredly to his Highnefs, but the greateft part 
addrefled to Mr. Newton, his Tutor ; though with- 
out dates, the want of which leaves us at a lofs to 
affign them their proper place. Thefe letters* deferve 
to be inferted in die very words of that able ftatef- 
man.

Robert Earl of Dorfet, fon of the Tate Tbrd Trea- 
rer, being himfelf ill of the diftemper of whirh he 
kI Feb. 27, 1608-9, the Prince was prevailed up- 
by his Lordfhip's fon Richard, foon after Earl of 
irfet, towritefromSr.

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His M^e&y having refdved upon kaighting the 
Prince, a conmltation was held at Weftminfter in this 
month oi February, about levying and coUedting the 
aid. to the King's ufe for that purpofc % : And here it 
fully appeared fronqi records, - as well in the Tower of 
London, as in the Exchequer and elfewhere, that a 
reafonable aid, as well for knighting the King's eldeft 
ion, and marrying of the King's eldeft daughter, as 
for knighting the eldeft fons of other Lords, and the 
marrying of their eldeft daughters, was by the anti- 
cnt common laws of this kingdom to be levied at the 
difcretion of the King or other Lords, to whom it was 
due. Yet ufually* when the fbn grew to be of the 
age of fifteen, or the daugbter of fevcn years or more, 
the thtee eft ates became fuitors to the King by petiti- 
on in parliament, to reduce to a (certainty fuch aids, 
to be levied by common :perfpns 5 which wfes accord- 
ingly done by ^xk-zGi^ Wejlm.

In purfuance of *this cohfultjation a coinmiflion was 
iffned under the Privy, Seal, on the loth of May 
1609% for the knighting of his Hi^iaefe, recubg, 
that by the ftatute of the 25th of King Edward III. 
it was provided, that a reafonable aid Ihould be aflced 
for knighting the King's eldeft fon : and. on the 21ft 
of June was illued another commiffion for raifmg fuch 
an aid * ; and on the 1 5th of that iilonth two more 
for levying that aid front the Univerfities of Oxford 
and Cambridge ^ In the execution of thefe and q^ 
ther commiffions of that kind th^ fubjefts were very' 
favourably treated For whereas, by the antient JaW, 
they were obliged to pay twelve pence in the pound 
^ of the yearly value of their lands ^ the King's com- 
miffioners in the feveral counties, conformably to the

from him, in, whom he knew fo little of wiMth to 
do him fervice ; yet having placed both the eye and 
hopes of his youth upon his Highne(s*s perfon and 
fortune, he Ihquld be loth by too long filence to fall 
out of his, princely memory. *' And, therefore, 
*' adds bc^ where I had once refoWed to forbear to 
** trouble you with any letteirs of mine, till I might 
** have represented the iniages of my hunablc aftec- 
*^ tiops in the::|irench tongue ; I have now rather 
*^ chofen to err in this prefumption, than to hazard 
*' any pther ilifpicipn, )vhich my filencfe might piro- 
*' cure n^e. And now that I have taken the boldnefe 
*^ hereby to prevent aiiy fuch impreflipn, let it not 
*' difpleafe yopr Highnefs, that I prefume al(b to beg 
*' thefe two particular favours froni you, if not for* 
** my own fake, yet for, your own virtues. Firft, 
*^ that you will grace me fo much, as to give his moft 
** excellent Majefty thanks for th^t great grace he 
" hath done me, in thanking this great King by a let-

feeing my devotion to you, that are fo dear to him, 
is the beft merit, that I c^ plead for rhyfelf : And 
next, that, you will think, that nothing could makq

^* ny patience, but the infinite defirel have to return 
" fome way fo qualified, as he ought to be, that

'Xhe Prince's fervant, Mr. Pett, to vi^hom his 
Highnefs owed much of his knowledge in the bufineis 
of ihipping, being now involved, among bthers, in 
an inquiry concerning their conduft in their refpec- 
tive employments in the royal Navy, the Prince (hew- 
ed a .laudable follicitude to protedt his innocence, of 
\vhich he was fully cpnyinged. fhe occafion of the 
inquiry was this ^ 

The Earl of Northampton, who, with thie War- 
denfhip of the Cinque Ports, held the poft of Lord 
Privy Seal, conferred upon him in the end of April 
J1608, had, by the inftigatidn of fome perfons, who 
had no great regard either for ttie Earl of Notring- 
ham, Lord High Admiral, pr for fome of dit princi- 
pal officers of the Navy in fpecia;] favoiu" with his 
I-.ordftiip, procured a large coriimiffion from the King 
for the inquiring into all abufes and mi^emeanors 
9ommitted in their fevcral ftations, under pret^nc^ of 
reformation, and of faving grei^t fums to his Majefty, 
expended yearly in the maintenance of his (hips This 
inquiry was carried on by Sir Peter Bucke, Clerk of 
the Ihipsj Thomas Bucke, his brother, underrclerk 
to him, Mr, Matthew Baker and Mr. William Bright, 
principal Shiprights to the King, Hugh Marriot, one 
of the fix mailers, Hugh Lcdiard, Clerk of the Check 
^t Woolwich, Thomas N.orris, and one CRfton, a

divers others. The peribns principally qucftioned and 
aimed at were Sir Robert Manfel, then Treafurer of 
the Navy, Sir John Trevor, Surveyor, Sir Henry 
Palmer, Comptroller, Captain Thomas Button, John 
Legat, Clerk of the Check at Chatham, Mr. Phineas 
Pett, and Sir Thomas Blather, then Vidtualler of the 
Navy. This inquiry, which began in 1608, was pro- 
fccuted with fuch violence and malice, as not only 
occafioned a great trouble and expence to the perfons 
accufcd, but likewife brought almoft ruin on the Na- 
vy, and a far greater yearly charge upon his Majefty, 
than had been ever known before. 

The Lord Admiral, the Earl of Worcefter, Mat 
teroftheHorfe, and the Earl of Suffolk, Lord Cham- 
berlain, being appointed by the King to hear the 
caufe of complaint againft Mr. Pett, met at Wool- 
wich on the 28th of April 1609; and their report 
proved very favourable to him. But his Majefty re- 
folving to hear the caufe himfelf, went to Woolwich 
on Monday May the 8th, attended by the Prince ; and 
appointed ^ir Thomas Chaloner, his Highnefe's Go. 
vernor, and Mr. Henry Briggs, then Profeflbr of Geo- 
metry in Grefliam CoUgsje, to decide the controverly 
about fhe proportion of the (hips. The meaforers ha- 
ving.decl^red in favour of Mr. Pett, the Prince out 
of zeal for his injured fervant, and refentment againft 
the accufcrs, could not forbear calling out with a loud 
voice, *' Where be now thefe perjured fellows, that 
'' dare thus to abufe his Majefty with thefe falfe in- 

forqiations ? Do they not worthily deferve hang. 
Jng ?'* And during the whole examination his Highr 
npfs Aoqd i>ear Mr. Pett, to encouragp and fiij^rt 
him under his anxiety and fatigue ; and when the 
King declared himfelf convinced of his innocence, 
the Prince took him up from his knees, and expref- 
fed his own joy for the latisfadtion, wWch his father 
had that day received, protefting, that he would not 
only countenance Mr. Pett for the future, but like 

wife 
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** of their hearts I doubt not, praying God to par- 
*^ don their fo grofs folly and breach of his command- 
** ment. 

*' Amongft the Friars there want not fome, that 
*' under{jtaqd the elementary difpofitions ; and if 
**^ therein they fail themfelves, yet want not the afr 
*^ fiftarice of prognofticators and aftrologers 5 fo carer 
?' fui and wary they are, that they never remove 
*^ their faint in , defire of rain, but when they find 
an inclination in the heavens to perform it to thern. 
With this art the Friars of that' monaftery are bc- 
** come exceedingly rich •, for our lady never goeth 
on fuch a progrefs, but (he returns iis well laden 
with gifts, as foUicited .with vows and prayers. 
*' In this laft return to her own home (he was attend- 
*' ed by the principal of all the councils, and by the 
*^ chief Minifters of this Court and Crown, carried 
** under a canopy fupported by the Duke of Lcrma^ 
** the Earl of Baraxes, and other noblemen ; kneeled 
and prayed, and knocked unto as at the going forth, 
and remunerated for her fo fpecial a favour of 
abundant rain, with a new gown of great coft^ 
many rich jewels, and great tapers of wax, to 
the value, as is generally eftecmed, of 40,000 
Ducats. Worth the obfervation (in my judg- 


es 
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*^ ment) it is, that this Clergy, with having the 
*^ dead and dumb images in their churches, grow

rifch; and that many of ours in England, with 
having the living and fpeaking 'in their beds, 
prove poor. The gf oflhefs of the firft (mine hope 
*' is) grows to a ripenefe ; and that the li^t of com- 
** mori realbn, if not of grace, will in time make 
** them underftand, how far they are mifled with 
** their own adulterous inventions. And the gravity 
** and good example of the principle amongft ours 
*' is, by proof, found a good means to draw many 
** of the inferior to a more obfervance of what is 
*• expedient than what is lawful. 

« Yefterday 
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** Yefterday the King and the Queen her^ obferv- 
*' ed the ceremony of walhing the feet of jhe poor. 
** The King was affifted by the Duke of Lernia and 
the Pope's-Nuncio. The Duke poured the water, 
the Nuncio wafhed, and the King dryed, who hav- 
ing made a crofs with his finger and his thumb, 
** kifled.the faid crofs being laid upon the feet that 
*' were waflied. Tlie Queen was in like manner at- 
" tended by two of her Ladies. At the fervice of 
** them at the table the King both ferved and carved : 
*' the Grandees brought the meat and wine, and re- 
^' oeiyed the di flies from the hand of the King, when 
** he took them from the board, and delivered them 
f' to luch, as there attended to keep them to the ufe 
" of the feveral poor, every one having an efpecial 
*' fervice. And fb many and fo colljy were the 
" dilhes, as the guefts only taflingof a falad and a 
** little rice, the refl, that appertained to every of 
'* them (as I am informed) they prefently fold for 
** 1.8 Ducats. 

** The furniture of their churches here, and the 
riches and luftre of the fepulchres tnade in every 
monafttry (the general poverty of this kingdom 
'* confidered) are almofl incredible. The- laity of 
^* this nation may fay with David, though in ano- 
** ther fort, %elus domus tu£ comedit me. For af^ 
" furedly the riches of the temporal hath in a man- 
*• nei* all fallen into the mouths and devouring throats 
** of the fpiritual ; which if neither grace nor difcre- 
*' tion, yet neceffity will in time make the other 
** eflates fee, and remedy/' 

Paul Buys, or, as he calls himfelf in Latin, Bufius, 
having finilhed the impreffion of the fecond part of 
his Commentary on the PandiUs ^, printed at Zwoll in

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Overyflel in 1 608, in 4to, dedicated that work to 
die Prince. This remarkable perion had been Ad- 
vocate of Holland, and enjoyed a great (hare in the 
confidence and counfels of W iUiam the firft Prince 
of Orange, to whom he had adhered from the be- 
ginning of the troubles in the Low Countries ; be- 
ing eminent for his abilities, eloquence, and experi- 
ence9 thoi^ thought to have abufed his authority, 
and known to be lefs fbridt in his morals than be- 
came a member of the reformed church*. When 
the States of the United Provinces, iti 1584, were 
determined to (iibmit themfelves to the crown of 
France, he oppofed this reiblution with all his vigour ; 
reprefenting, that the afliftance of diat kingdom was 
not to be depended upon, on account of the contra- 
riety of religion, and of the ill ftate of af&irs and 
the fadions in France $ and propofing England ^s 
much the more eligible, from the conformity of re- 
ligion, and the antient intercourfe and* friendftiip be- 
tween that people and thofe of the Low Countries^ 
But, finding his oppolition vain, and fearing greajt 
dfficul)tics on the part of France, be refigned his pofi 
of Advocate, and lived a private life till June, 1585, 
when he was required by the city of Utrechj to at- 
tend, as their deputy, thofe of die other provinces 
tp Englai^d, with an offer of fubmiflion ta Queen 
Elizabeth. This fervice he readily accepted, as hkr 
ving been always inclined to England*^, where he be- 
came known to the Earl of Leiceftcr, by whom, 
when his Lordfliip was appointed governor of the 
Low Countries, . he was chofen Councellor of State, 
and became a flrenuous defender of the Earl, till, 
growing impatient of not having die fole intereft with 
faim, he entered into a violent pppofitipn tp his Lord-

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fhips who, in July, 1 586, fecretly caufed him to be 
committed to prifonH whence he was relcafed by 
order of the States General". He afterwards ap- 
plied himfelf to the compofing feveral works in the 
Civil Law, and publifhed at Colen, in 1601, a trea- 
tiie ^ annuls redditibus^ and in 1603, at Francfort,; 
another de officio. 

His Commentary on the Pandedls was fent to the 
Prince, accompanied with a letter dated at ZwqU, 
April II, 1609^. In it he remarks, that he had, 
in his dedication, mentioned the reafons of. his ad-^; 
drefling that work to his Highnefs. After it had; 
been finifhed at the pre(s, he had been long ih fuf* 
pence, to whom he fhouM infcribe that part of his, 
Commentary.; but at length was determined in his. 
choice by the great expectation of mankind concern-, 
ing the Prince, and die eager hopes entertained of 
him by all Chriftians of the reformed churches,: 
whofe eyes were raifed alrnoil above human objedts^ 
and fixed on the character and fame of his HighnefsV 
forward and heroic genius, the living image, of his 
Royal fathen The author's firft defign had been to 
dedicate his book to fome friend \ but the dignity, 
and even m^efty, of die fubjedt of it demanded a^ 
patron, whofe eminence of rank and peribn wasfu- 
perior to that of almoft all others. The points trea- 
ted of were judgments of the mofl important kind. 
And how great and mofl worthy of attention ^muft. 
that be, for the execution of which the government . 
of Kings at firft, and afterwards that of common- 
wealths, were ihfticuted ? For they were inflitutcd 
by heaven for the execution of juftice and judgment. 
That for this reafon, both from choice and neceflity, , 
he had refolved upon this dedication to his Highnefs, 
the fon of that King, whofe wifdom and majeftywere 

revereoced,

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reverenced, and whofe counfel was efteemed, by tfw 
whole United Provinces ; and who was admired by 
all, who were infpired by God with prudence arid true 
religion. He defirecl the Prince nbt to be offended 
with having added the differences of Cannon Law to 
the ^explication of the laws ; fince he had not done 
this with a view of allowing the Pope any fupremc 
right over the church or ftate, which was inconfiflent 
with his own zeal for the proteftant faith ; but be- 
caufc the decrees called canonical, received at firft, 
through miflakc, by not a few Chriflian Princes inr 
many points, contain a great number of things agree- 
able to the cufloms of the prcfent age, which are 
different from the antient law. And though he had 
.compiled this Commentary under a peculiar privilege 
of his Imperial Majefly, he had done it at his own 
private expence ; on which account it was ncceffary 
for him to confult the capacities of the majority of 
thofe, who were engaged in civil employments and 
the law. His intention was to have offered in perfbn: 
this work to the Prince, and to have given him an: 
account of his defign in it : but he was' prevented 
from doing this by the public office, which he held 
in his own country. He returned his moft unfeigned 
thanks to Almighty God, who had, notwithftandrng 
the noife and rage of war, hitherto blefled his ftudies^ 
as well as the affairs of the United Provinces in ge- 
neral ; and he defired the Prince to accept the dedi^ 
cation of his book with kindnefs as well as clemency, 
fince it was the produdion of one, who was in the 
higheft degree zealous for his Highnefs's Happinefs, 
glory, and everkfling fame. He laflly implored 
God, the Father of our Lord Jefus Chrifl, to grant, 
that mankind might k)ng fee the King of Great Brr- 
tain, France, and Ireland, the greateft and- beft of 
Princes, living in health and vigour for the peace of 
the church and of the whole world ; and his High*- 
nefs fuch a fucceffor to his father's virtue, wifdbrti> 
honour, and government, as faipe had invariably re- 

prefcHtcd 
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-^efented him. He concluded with repeating his re- 
queft of the Prince's excafe for his not prefenting the 
book himfelf ; and that tus Highnefs would receive 
the bearer, whom he had fent over for that purpofe 
alone, with the fame benignity, as he could wi(h to 
meet with himfelf, if he were prefentj 

The death c£ John Lord Lqmtcy, on the nth. of 
April, 1609, without leaving any ifloe, gave the 
King an opportunity of gratifying the Prince's love 
of books, and making a noble addition to the Roy^ 
library. That library, which now contains both mai- 
nufcript and printed books, ewes many valuable ones 
of the former kind to King Edward IV. and of the, 
latter to Henry VII. who, accordi:^ to Lord Bacon*. 
" was rather fiudtous than learned, reading moft 
*' books that were of any worth, in the French 
" tongue: yet he underftood the Latin, as appear- 
*' eth in that Cardinal Hadrian and others, who 
** could very well have written French, did ufe to 
" write to him in Latin." Henry VIII. who was 
very learned himfelf, and a patron of learned mera, 
both at home and abroad, and who had for his Li- 
brarian the great antiquary, John Leland, received 
I»efentB of the works of moft of the writers of his 
age. ; Under the (hort reign x^ that well educated 
Prince Edward V!. an acceflion was made to his lib- 
rary more confiderable, than that under the govern- 
ment of the bigotted Qiieen Mary. Her filler Elii- 
zabeth, who was miftrefa of feveral langu^es, both 
antient and modern, greatly augmented her library ; 
of which we have this account from a German trar 
veller, Paul Hentzner, who faw it at Whitehall in 
Auguft 1598P ; that it was well fl»red with Greek,

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Latin, Italian, and French books, all bound in vel- 
vet of different colours, tho' chiefly red, with clafps 
of gold and filver ; and (bme adorned in the covers 
with pearls and precious flones. King James L en- 
riched the Bodleian library at Oxford at the expence 
of his own ; givir^ a warrant to Sir Thomas Bodley, 
under the privy feal, for the choice of any books, 
which that gentleman fhould like in any of his hou- 
fcs or libraries ^. But his Majefty very amply fup- 
plied the place of them by the purchafe of Lord 
Lumley's library, which contained not only his own 
coUedlion, but that of his father-in-law', Henry Fitz- 
Alan, Earl of Arundel, who had lived in the reign 
of King Henry VIII, when, upon the diflblution of 
the monafteries he had great opportunities of collec- 
ting manufcripts, many of which, as well as of the 
printed books in the Royal library, have the name 
of Arundel and Lumley written in them. 

Thefe libraries, hitherto too little known, ai*e now 
likely to become of general benefit to the learned, 
being given by his prefent Majefty to thcBritifh Mu- 
feum, which is opened • for the public ufe while I am 
writing, and to which (if I may be aUowed to men* 
tion the leaft (igniBcant of the advantages of that 
ms^ificent foundatbnj this book oWes its rife and 
beft materials, as the author does one of his mod 
valued diftindions, as well as the higheft entertain- 
ment of his leiflire hours. 

King James^ having purchafed Lord Lumley's li- 
brary, ordered it, at the fuggeftion of Mr. Newton, 
to be.repofited, together with that of his predcceflbrs, 
in the palace of St. James's, where the Prince r^fi- 
ded, for the ufe of his Highnefs ; and Mr. Patrick^

'^ birth, a good fcholar, and a great traveller, and friend to

** dation, being I Ihould thereby be fefs anfw^rable ; and I ap* 
**' pointed Mr. Dury to have the keys, to go to Mr. Patrick 
^ Young, the former Library-^ Keeper to the late King, to in- 
•* quire for an inventory of the books and medals, and to fec- 
^ an exa£l ope made forthwith of all of them." Upon th« 
fcdoration the King iflked a warrant on the loth of Sept*

acG(»iiit taken by Mr. Dury on the 7th pf April, 1652, it ap- 
pears, that there were then, in the drawers in the library^ 
twelve thovifand coins, of which fpur thoufand only are faid to 
have remained at tht reAoration of King Charles II. who 
placed them in his own cabinet Many of the books and MSS. 
were likewife (mi to have been miffing [Smith in Fitd Patricii 
yunii, p. 3.5,1 After the refloration, Mr. Rofle, mentioned 
above, and then Tutor of the Duke of Monmouth, had the 
office of Library-Keeper conferred on him ; Richard Pearfbn,. 
Fellow of King's coFIege, Cambridge, and younger brother 
9f Dr., John Pearfon, afterwards Bi^op of Chefter, being 
appointed to officiate for him by order of his Majefly. In 
June, 1665, a yrarrant was pafled to Mr. Rofle to hold that 
place far life, widi a falary of two hundred pounds a year i.

Henry Juttel, a French 
pEofceftant^ was;^ about the year 1686, appointed deputy, and 

contintKd 
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Sir John Harington feems not to have received the 
Prince's letter to him of the 4th of March, 1608-9, 
when he wrote one in French to his Highfiefe ^. It 
is without a date ; but appears to have been written 
from Venice, in Lent of the year 1 609. He tells the 
Prince, that having been ioformed, by feveral per- 
fons, of the continuation of his Highneft's favour to- 
wards him, though his letters were of no ufe, and 
contained nothing but the humble af!e6tion of his 
heart, devoted to the fervice of his ilighncfs ; yet he 
prefumed once more to trouble him with a letter, 
from a full perfuafion, founded on his Highnels's be- 
nevolent difpofition, that it would meet with the fame 
acceptance with fiis former. 

If he ftiould write to his Highnefs an account of 
the fuperftitions, falfe miracles, and relics, exhibited 
during that feafon of Lent, it would not be a letter, 
but another Golden Legend. He would have fent the 
obfcrvations, which he .had made, and fet down, 
however unworthy of the Prince's perufal, if he could 
have truftcd the poft. 

He mentioned, that, every day during that Lent, 
frier Fulgentio, of the order of Servites, preached 
the word of God purely and without mixture. The 
Pope, hearing of the fermons of this honeft man, 
fent for the Venetian Ambaflador, and told him, that 
he had been informed, that one Fulgentio preached

contlnued in that office till his death In 1 69Z, leavingbehind him 
a written catalogue both of the printed books and manafcripts 
in the Royal library ; which catalogue was afterwards found 
in the library of Brian Fairfax, Efq; at his death, in 1748.

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doftftncs contrary to the catholic faith. The Amba(^ 
fador anfwercd, that be preached nothing but the 
word of God, " Sol underftand^ replied t be Pope -^ 
*' but do not you know, that to preach the gofpel,. 
" and the word of God,, is to d^roy the catholic 
** religion'^?" Thefe very words of the Pope were 
written by the Ambaffador to the republic, which; 
was very much fcandalizcd at thera. 

Sir John Harington at the fame time fent to his* 
Highnefe a pidlure of Pope Alexander IIL putting 
his foot upoii the neck of the Emperor, with all the 
circumftances of that ftory, exactly as it was repre- 
fented in. the hall of the grand council of Venice. Hia 
realbn for his fending this. piAure was, that, as this 
behaviour of the Pope had been pofitively denied in 
the laft book, publiflied under the name of ^orius ^y, 
againft the oath of allegiance,, his Highaefs might fee 
the effrontery of thofe men in denying the truth, of 
which that pidiire was a perpetual monument. 

Sir. John Harington's letters gave fuch fatisfaftioii 
to the Prince, that his Highnefs ufed to communicate 
the contents of them to the Earl of Salifbury, who, 
in a letter to his fon, the Lord Vifcount Cran borne; 
written in June, 1 609, mentioned that circumftance,- 
in order to raife Ibme emulation in that young noble- 
man, whofe natural indolence feemed to want fuch 
an excitement. '^ I find every week,, fays the Earl^ ia 
" the Princess hand^ a ktter from Sir John Haring- 
•' ton, full of news of the place where he is, and the 
*' countries as he paffeth, and all occurrents •, which 
*•, is an argument, that he doth read and obferve 
** fuch things, as are remarkabk." 

The Prince, on the 24th of May^ 1609, ho- 
noured Sir Charles Cornwallis with a letter \ . the co-

Sir John Hiwington, having at laft received the 
Prince's letter to him, returned his thanks in one in 
French from Venice on the 28th of May, 1609 ^ pro- 
;tefting, that his own weak lines were not capable of 
cxpreffing the joy and happinefs, which he felt upon 
the delivery of his Highnefs*s gracious letter to him 
by Sir Robert Douglas, who was the moft welcome 
meffcnger to him, that he had ever received. That 
he had but one life, which, ever fince he had the ho- 
nour of being efteemed the humble fervant of his 
Highnefs, had been devoted to his fervice ; to which, 
whenever his Highnefs (hould command him, he of- 
fered that life, and defired to abandon it, when he

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ihould ccafe his fendea>^urs to render himfelf more 
worthy to ferve hik Highnefe, and more qualified to. 
execute his commands. 

That he had a few days before been at Verona, 
Mantua, and other places in that part of Italy ^ and^^ 
while he was at Verona, a magnificent tilting wa% 
performed by the noblemen of that city, where the 
flower of Lombardy was affembled. Sir John fcnt the 
Prince the fpeeches and verfes made on that occafion^ 
hoping, that thefe would have better fortune than 
thofe fent by him from Florence ; and trufting in the 
care and diligence of the bearet f , who was himfelf a 
worthy and learned gentleman, and nephew pf the 
very worthy and very learned Ambaffadorj Sir Henry 
Wotton.* 

That Ambaflador wrote likewife to the Prince by 
the famfe meflenger on the 22d of June/ N. S. follow- 
ing**, that having, upon occafion of his Majefty's fer- 
vice, ferit home " this poor fcholar, fays he^ my ne- 
** phew, I have taken the prefumption to represent 
*^ unto your Highnefs my humble reverence by him, 
*' who is a domeftical witnefs, how often I do here 
*' profefs myfelf bound unto the fanie for that graci- 
*' ous inclination, which it pleafed you to ihew to- 
^* wards me in my bold fuit for your letters to this fig- 
** nory, whereof I was long fince, to my exceeding 
'' comfort, informed very particularly by your High- 
*' nefe's Worthy fervant, Mr. Newton. 

" Of our affairs here I fliall not need to render yo\ir 
^ Highnefs any account in this paper, having peculi- 
^ arly.inftrudedthebearerfor your better informati- 
on

•" whom mod humbly recommending to your favour, 
*' and befeeching our Lord Jefus to multiply his fweet

Sir Charles Cornwallis, having received the Prince's 
letter ofthe 24th of May, 1609, return^ his acknow- 
ledgments for it on the i oth of Auguft following from 
Madrid'. He began this letter with obferving, that 
his Highnefs's gracious and good acceptance of his 
laft letters, offering his humble affeaion and fervice, 
had laid upon him a forcible and perpetual oWigation 
ever to defire to ferve and pleafe him. The proot he 
left to time and to eflfeas. To his Highnefs (whom 
God had in this world diftinguilhed with fo much and 
great a perfedion of his graces) his words, he contel- 
fed, ferved rather for matter of ordinary refpeft than 
of any merit, or containing any demonftration futhci- 
«ntly expreffive of the effeds, which his heart had a 
will to prefent to his Highnefs. r u 

" The time, fays b(, of my remove from hence is 
« fo very near at hand, and the bufmeffes, that 1 
« have to difpatch, fo great and many, as, joined 
*' with the barrennefe of the prefent tim^ neither 
*' permit my letters to be long, nor yieW me any 
*' Latter worthy of your Highnefe's underftand.ng^ 

*' Some little road the French made upon the Jn^r. 
** de« of thefe kingdoms, ^nd polTdTed themfelv^^^^^ 
« fome thoufands of our cattle. , But fo tu" of F«^^ 
« ence andquiet though^, I perceive, ^J^^^^"™^' 
« as althoiih it awaked us a little outof our ileep, 
« r^ttraAnotraifedusoutofourbedsof reft. For 

** Lv thing fmce this late concluded truce, that I can 
« yet^ comlr^hend, we are now rather mcUnedjo

** Sd^swiUcaftthemfelves, thaa of ourfdvj to 
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** give beginning to any new attempts, whereby either

*' My hope is now fo (hortly to wait vipon your 
** Highnefs myfelf, and to give you account of what 
*' elfe it (hall pleafe you to be fatisfied in, as I hum- 
bly crave pardon, if in this 1 feem (bort. 

God Almighty continue your Highnefs in all 
" health and happinefs, and give you that increafe of 
greatnefs, that mine heart defireth, and your rare 
*' and moft excellent parts give fo ample hopes of." 
Sir Thomas Edmondes, who had refided at the 
court of Bruflels, from April 1 605, being ready to 
return from his Embafly there- towards the end of ^u- 
guft 1609^ the Archduke Albert fent by him a very 
obliging letter in French to the Prince, dated at Bruf- 
fels on the 7th of September N. S. ? telling his High- 
nefs, that he was deiirous by thofe few lines to infinu- 
ate himfelf into his good opinion, and to make him 
an offer of a mind, which fhould always be dilpofed 
to gratify and ferve him on all occafions, which he, 
the Archduke, for his own fatisfaftion hoped would 
be very frequent. 

The Prince having honoured the Lord Treafurer's 
fon, William Lord VifcoiintCran borne, with ia letter, 
his lordftiip made his acknowledgments in one dated 
at, Bourdeaux on the 9th of September 1 609 \ 

" When* I durft not prefume, fays be^ out of the 
** knowledge of mine own unworthinefs, to expeft (o 
much as a gracious meflage from your Highnefs, I 
was fo happy as to be honoured with your mofl gra- 
cious letter; a favour fo far beyond my defert, as- 
** your greatnefs is above my humble fortune, and 
*^ which doth make me more proud, more happy, 
*' than all the careffesthis King doth or can afford me,

All I behold here 
is {q far urnder your moft rare perfedtions, as me- 
thinks my profped is ftill downwards, till it (hall 
pleafe God it may happily again be raifed to the 
fight of your Highnefs; till when the greateft joy 
and content I can find in this my abfence is the con- 

*' ftant confent of all, wherefoever the courfe of my 
travels leads me, in your Highnels's praifes. Your 
perfonis better known at home ; but the rare per- 
fedions both of your mind and body, daily increa- 
fed by your ftudies and exercifei^, do moft gloriquC- 
ly ihine abroad; the fame whereof being infinitely 

*' fpread by a number of moft worthy ^nd noble gen- 
tlemen of this nation, who have frequeined his Ma- 
jefty's court, and had the honour to be eye-wit- 
nelfe§ of your virtues, overcomes the envy, that is 

*' wont to be in fo near bordering neighbours. 

I do abftain from being troublefomc to your 
Highnefs in writing ordinary news, feeing I have 
not the means to come by that is worthy of your 
Highnefs ; which I know, (if there be any) you 
have from better pens than mine -, and I am alham- 
ed to prefent this fecond time my humbleft duty 
and fervice in this old Englilh garment, and dare 
not venture on a new French habit, knowing how 
able your Highnefs is to difcover errors. Hereaf-. 
ter I hope my better ability will give me courage . 
to change my tongue, but never my heart, which 
humbleth itfelf at your princely feet, defiring no 
greater happinefs, than that I may ever be held 
your Highnefs's moft humble, and moft afFedion- 

*' ate fervant." 

Sir John Harington, who was come back as far as 

Francfort in September of this year 1609, in his 

way to England, wrote from thence in French, on 

the 29th of that month, to the Prince*, though his 

own

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own ill ftate of health, and the hafte with which he 
paffed through Germany, and the confufed ftate of 
affairs there, afforded him but little fubjedt and lit* 
tie leifure to write ; except that the approaching war ^ 
threatened both upper and lower Germany. 

That in the upper parts, in Hungary, the nobk-^ 
men of that country demanded another Palatin in the 
room of Elias Hazi, who had the negative power, 
as the King had the affirmative. The want of a Pa- 
latin was the principal caufe of the Hungarians not 
withdrawing themfelves from their fubjedtion tp the 
Emperor, and electing that King. 

That in Auftria was then held an aflembly of the 
States, in order to fettle the affairs of thofe pro- 
vinces, and to obtain a greater liberty in religion. 
Both parties were very alert. The King had at a-r 
ix>ut four leagues diftance from Vienna a body of 
500 armed men, and the States had afTembled their 
forces out of apprehenfion of the Sicilian Vefpers. 

That with regard to the lower parts, . the Eledor 
^f Saxony^ the Elector of Brandenburg, and the 
Duke de Neyers, put 'in their pretentions to the 
Duchy of Cleves ; $nd Leopold, Archduke of Auf^ 
tria, was mafter of Juliers. That without doubt 
all the Princes of the Euxpire would take one fide or 
the other. " But why, adds be^ do 1 mention thefe 
** particulars, when fron; the neighbourhood of 
^* England they mufl have been known to your High- 
<« nefs before this time ?'• He fcnt with this letter 
a prefent to the Prince of a little rock, which he had 
met with at Drefden, formed from pieces of all the 
principal mines in Germany, together ^ith fome fil- 
yer in the ore. 

Sir John Skene, a celebrated lawyer in Scotland, 

having finilhfed his great Work printed at Edinburgh 

' in

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.ill 1609, in fol. under the title o^Tht auld Laws and 
Coffftilutions of Scotland^ colkHed furtb of the Regifler 
and other auld autbenfick Bukes fra the days of King 
Malcolm IL until the time of King James /. fent a 
qopy of it to the Prince, with a Latin letter datec} 
^t Edinburgh on the 5th of Odober thgt year *. In 
thi& letter he informed his Highnefs, that the King, 
after he had appointed him Keeper of the public 
^records, had,^ from his innate benevolence to- 
wards his fubjefts, often commanded him to reduce 
his own laws, and thofe of his predeceflbrs, Kings 
of Scodand, into one voluine ; and to refcue them 
from errors and obliviop. For that mod wife King 
Icnew, that the knowledge of the laws was hi|;hly ne- 
ceflary, not only to Kings themfelves, but alfo to the 
li^hole people. Kings keep the peoplp within the 
bounds of their duty, according to the laws, con? 
ferring rewards on the good, and inflifting punilh- 
ments, on bad men in proportion to their guilt. And 
the people, through fear of puniftiments, and defire 
of rewards, live m harmony and concord, and in 
the practice of their duties ; and pay obedience to 
their King, and worlhip to God. * That he had, 
in purfuance pf hjs Majefty*s command, applied Ijini* 
lelf diligently to this talk, and colleded the fcattered 
laws into one body, correding the errors, tranflat- 
jhg them into the vulgar tongUe ; and had fuccecd- 
4cd fo far (if be .did not deceive himfelf) as to have 
reftored them to their former luftre, an^ rendered 
them eafy to be underftood by all perfoh§. That 
what he had done befides^ he left to the judg- 
ment of others. * That he had fent thefe laws to 
his Highnefs, that he might read them, as far as hi$ 
leifure would permit ; and underftan4 them, in or- 
der that he'^might not, while he was familiar with 
the laws of other countries, be a ftranger to thofe of 
his own. He humbly requjefted the Prince's accept-r 
ance of this work from a perfon;> unknown indeed 

\ ■ to 
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to him, but who was bound to him by the higbcflb 
obligations, next to God and the King. HcprayecJ 
the Almighty to grant, that his Highne/s might be 
jTucceflbr, not only to his Father's kingdoms, but Jike- 
jvife his virtues and religion; and mighjt follow the. 
example of Theodofius, who gave thanks t^God, npf 
fo much for making him an Emperor, as a Chriftian. 

Sir John Harington was returned near to his owq ' 
country^ and j.uft ready to embark for it, when he 
y/xptc a jietter to the Prince "*, wjiich, though the date 
jand place do not appear^ muft have been written af- 
ter the retireipent of the Prince of Conde, in Nor 
ycmber 11609, out of France into JFlapders with his 
>vife, upon Ifenry IV's having difcpvered a violent 
paffion for that Princely. Sir Johp b^ps his letter 
with taking notice, that though he was then feparat- 
ed from England only by the fea ; yet opportunities 
of prefenting h^ duty to his Higl^nefs did not offer 
themfelves oftcner, or with more fecurity, than when 
both the Sea and Alps prevented him from expreffing 
his zeal for the fervice of his Highnefs, to whoni he 
dedicated the remainder of his days. 

That there was daily expe<3tation in the place, 
where he was, of the Duke of Guife accompanied 
with the famous pirate Simeon Simonfon, (urnamed 
Panikef, who haying received the French King's 
pardon with a promife of the command of feyen fhips 
to be fent againfl the Turks, was endeavouring to 
efcape out of the hand? of the infidels, ^nd furrender 
himlelf |o that King. 

That he would fay nothing of the flight pf thfs 
Prince of Conde, being perfuaded, that his Highnefs 
was weli informed of it. 

In the next rnonth, Decenqber, the Pripce wrote 
the following letter to the King ".

" ftie ftiould return to her old biafs ; for fear that 
fuch a word might have fet her in the way, and 
made me a peace-breaker, which T would efchew^ 
though other wife moft happy, whert llChallbefa-

The company of Eaft India, to which Queen Eli- 
zabeth ,had, in . 1 591 , granted letters patent for fifteea 
ye^irs, and which King Jarnes had, in May of this 
year 1 609, incorporated by a perpetual charter, hav- 
ing built at DeptJFord two ftjips, one of above 1200 
tuns,.and the other a pinnace of 259^ the King and 
t^rince were inviced to the lauaching of them, and 
went thither on Satuijday the 30th of December, ac-. 
companidd with the Earl of Nottingham^ Lord Ad- 
miral, the Earl of Suffolk, Lord Chamberlain, the 
Earl of Worcefter, Matter of the Horfe, and many 
other Lords, who were entertained with a magnifi- 
cent banquet in the chief cabin of the great ftiip, ^nd 

the 
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the reft at a long table on the half deck. The 
whole entertainment was ferved up in China difhes, 
which all perfons were permitted to take away with 
them ". His Majefty honoured Sir Thomas Smith, 
the Governor of the Company, with a chain like a 
collar, worth about 200 /. with his pidlure hanging 
to it, putting it about Sir Thomas's neck with his 
own ha^ds ^ and named the large (hip trades In- 
creafe^ as the Prince did the pinnace the Pepper Corn ^. 

The Prince, now approaching to the age rf fix- 
teen, propofcd with great modefty his claim to the 
inveftiture ia the principality of Wales and Duchy 
of Cornwall j which was readily gi;anted by his Ma- 
jefty with the confent of the Parliaq:>eot ; the 4th of 
June 1 6 10, being appointed for the fcJemnity. 

At the Chriftmas preceding, his Highnefs, not 
only for his own recreation, but likewife from a lau- 
dable ambition of (hewing the world what might be 
expefted frona him, under the name of MaiUades p. 
Lord of the Ifles (an ancient title due to the fir(t 
born of Scodand) did by fome perfons appointed for 
that purpofe, ftrangely attired, and accompanied with 
drums and trumpets, in the chamber of prefence be- 
fore the King, Queen, and whole court, deliver a 
challenge to all Knights of Great Britain in two 
fpeechcs, the fum of which was ; that AJaliades^ 
their noble mafter, infpired with an earneft de(ire to 
try the valour of his younger years in foreign coun- 
tries, and to know where virtue triumphed moft, had

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fcnt them abroad to difcover the fame ; who, after 
their long travels in all countries, at. their return re-» 
ported, that in no country except the fortunate ifle of 
Great Britain, they had found his wiflies. This giv- 
ing matter of extreme joy to the youthful Maliadcs^ 
who, they faid, could lineally derive his pedigree from 
the famous Knights of this ifle, was the caufe, that 
he now fent to prefent the firft fruits of his chivalry 
at his Majefly's feet, Addrefling themfclvcs thea 
in a fliort fpeech to the Queen, and next to the 
Earls, Lords, and Knights, excufing their Lord for this 
their fudden warning, and laftly to the Ladies ; after 
bumble delivery of their cartel concerning the time, 
place, conditions, number of weapons, and aflailants^ 
they took their leave, departing folemnly, as theiy en- 
tered \ 

During the preparations for this fblemnity the 
Prince fcafted at his own apartments the Earls, Ba- 
rons, and Knights aflailants and combatants^ till 
the appointed twelfth night *^ 1609-10, when the 
great feat of arms was performed at the palace of 
Whitehall, in the pretence of the King and Qiieen,, 
and the AmbafTadors of Spain and Venice, and of 
all the Peers and great LacUes in the Kingdom, with 
a multitude of others of inferior rank. The aflembly 
was held in the great banqueting houfe, at the upper 
epd of which was placed the King's chair, and oa 
the right hand of it a magnificent pavilion for the 
Prince and his companions, whence they defcended 
into the middle of the room. There his Highnefk 
maintained the barriers againft all adventmers, beings 
aflifled only by the Duke of Lennox, the Earls of 
Arundel and Southampton, the Lord Hay, Sir Tho- 
mas Somerfet, and Sir Richard Prefton, the Prince*a 
Inflruftor in arms, fbon after created Lord Dingwell^ 
and at lafl Earl of Defmond. Againft thefe challen- 
gers came fix and fifty defendants, confifting of Earls^ 
Barons, Knights and Efquii;es; who in the lower end

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of the room had eredted a very commodious apart- 
ment, where themfelves remained in private with- their 
train, which was lb great, that it was not imagined,' 
that half of the number could have been concealed 
there. Hence they iffued in proper order, and march- 
ed into the niiddic of the room, where their Majes- 
ties fat with the Ambafladors to fee the barriers •. 
\i4th the feveral fhews and devices of each comba- 
tant. Every challenger fought with eight feveral de- 
fendants two combats at two different weapons, pufli 
of pike and flnglefword^ The Prince himfelf gave 
aind received thirty two pufhes of pike, and about 
three hundred and fixty ftrokes of fwords ", and per- 
formed his part very well and gracefully^, and to the 
admiration of all the (peftators, though not then full 
fixteen years of age. • 

Thcfe feats of arms, \^ ith their triumphant (hews, 
began before ten' at night, and continued till three 
the next morning, being Sunday \ On that day bis 
Highnefs, with his afliftants all in a livery, and the 
defendants richly dreft, rode in great pomp to con- 
duft the King to St. James's, whither the Prince had 
invited him and all the court to fupper, the Queen 
only being abfent y. The fupper was not ended til! 
after ten at night ; from whence they went to the play ; 
after which they returned to a fct banquet in the 
gallery, where they had fupped, at a table 1 20 feet 
in length ; and the whole entertainment did not end 
till three in the morning*. The expence of the 
Prince's table, from the time of his publifhing his

The warlike ififtioritiph, which the Prince had 
early difcovered, oeing greatly cultivated and en- 
couraged by fonie military men in his fervice, they 
drew tip aiid put into his hands, for that purjpofe, a 
paper, containing pr^(2^//^i of war and peace^ To 
theie Sir Robert Cotton, no lefs eminent for his in- 
valuable library of manufcripts than fpr His knowledge 
of the contents of them, drew up^ in 1 609, an ela- 
borate'anfwer ^. The arguments for foreign war were 
drawn..; firft from • neoelfity, for the prefer vation of 
our own peace, the ^ ventpg of fatStious fpirits, and 
the inftrudting the people in arrns; and fecondly 
6:0m the benefite of wealth by fpoi.l of the enemy, 
and addition of revenue by fubjedle^ territories ; of 
honour by additfori of title and dpiiiihion ; and of 
greater facility to leflfedt this, than heretofore. By ad- 
dition of new .ftrength, and the fu^ra<ftion of diver- 
fions by means of the happy union of the Ritilh em- 
pire. Sir Robert Cotton's anfwer to thefe arguments; 
were, that the afFeftions of our wifeft Princes ever, 
werft to peace: that foreign expeditions were th^

The murder of Henry IV. of. France by Ravaillac 
on the 4th of May, O. S. 1610, was a fevere (hock 
to the Prince,: who had always had the higheft cfteem 
of the heroic: qualitiefe df that monarch, ais the latter 
bad a recipitical regard-'for his Highnefe, aiid fuch a 
confidence in him, that one of cHor hiftorians « affurca 
VIS, that he had feen papers^ which make it more. than 
probable, 'that the Prince ..was not only acquainted 
with the iiJcret defigti of the King's vaft. preparati- 
ons, made by him ibmie time before his death, but 
likewife' engaged in it. * ^ ^ ' » ■ 

The Prince had iio fooner heard of that Kiiig*s 
ailaiTination, than he difpatched an acpount of it by 
Sir David Foulis to hfe coufin Frederic Ulf ic, '{m. .of 
the Dofce of Brunfwickvthcait Bath, who, in a vi- 
fit,: which he made to England in April, 1610, iiiad 
been lodgfed and entertained by the Prinice ^. . Upon 
receiving this melancholy news he wrote to his High- 
nefs a letter in French from 'Bath ori the 13th of 
May Vexpreffing his aftoniflmient and confufi6n at fo 
execrable' an ad, and>his apprdhenfions irf" the trou-

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bks, whidi tni^t ariie from it. He dcfired the 
Prince's excuie for not enlarging upon that ful^ft in 
his letter, vhicfa refentment and grief prevented him 
from being able to do, referving it for that happy hour^ 
when he hoped to enjoy his' Highnefs'scooverfatioc,. 
at his intended return within a few days to his court. 

The Scares General having again aflured the Prince 
by letters, as ^ell as by their ambafladors^ of didr h^ 
n^ard for Ism^ he returned them, in a letter in 
French of the 14th of the fame month of May, ^, 
his thanks for the oontinuadon of their friendihip. 

The time appointed for the creation of his High- 
flcfe Prince of Wales drawing, near, on WedneClay 
the 3Ckth of May bang accompanied by divers young 
noblemen, as well as his own fervants, he rode about 
twelve o'clock from St. James's to Richmond, where 
he flipped and rcpofed hamfelf for that night. The 
next day the Loid Mayor of London, with his fare^ 
^ea the Aldermen, and iifty-foiur of the companies 
of the city in their baizes, diftinguifhed by their 
proper enffgns, bannets, and ftreamers, palled up the 
Thames tb Cbclfea, where^framnine in the mctt*ning, 
they waicedrthe Prince's coming ; whole dinner was 
prepared at the court of Whitehall, and thofe of the 
Lord- Mayor and companies at their leveral halls. 
But, Jby reafon. ^ the low ebb of die river, hb High- 
ncfs could not reach Chelfeadll four in the afternoon, 
having been firft entertained with a banquet by the 
way about Barnelms. Opon ^ his arrival at ChcHea^ 
wlx^re the Lord^Mayor and his train attended, after 
Ipeeches made to him by a reprefentation of Neptune 
upon a dolphin, and that of a fea-godde& t^n a 
whale, they proceeded towards the court, the inferi-^ 
or companies firft, and the Lord-Mayor's barge be- 
tween the two fea-monfters next before his Highnefe's 
barge, followed by othei?, in which were his fervants, 
and the baiges of the noblemen. When they came 
within fight of Whitehall, the companies of Londoq; 
were ordered to keep along on the city fide, and the

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Princess barge, with (bmie others of the principal no- 
Wemen, to go on the Lanibetb fide, and ii> tadiredl 
their courfe to the bridge at Whitelialh Here his 
Highnefe, taking leave of the Lord- Mayor and AK 
dcrmen, landed, and was received by the officers of 
the King's houftiold ; at the gate, where he landed, 
by the Knight Marlhal and tfe Serjeant Porter j in 
the hall by the Treafurer and Comptroller of the 
houfhold ; in the great chamber by the Captain of 
the guards ; and in the prefcnce chamber by tlio 
Lord Chamberlain ; and fo into the privy chamber, 
where the King and Queen met him K 

His Majefty having on Sunday, June ^ made five 
and twenty Knights pf the bath, proceeded the next 
day to the creation of the Prince of Wales, the patent 
for which was pafled that very day *. The place 
provided for this Iblemnity was within the great white 
chamber in the palace rf Weftminfter, where both 
the houfe^ of parliament being for that time aiSem^ 
bled, together with the Lord-Mayor and Aldermen, 
and Ambaffadors of Spain, Venice, and the Sutes Ge- 
neral, the King entering in his Royal robes, and with 
his crown upon his head, firft took his place of ftate, 
his train being fuppcMted by the Lord Vifcount Cran- 
borne and the Lord Burghley, fbn of the Earl of Exe- 
ter. ' After a good fpace of tinae, the Prince entered 
at the lower end of the great chamber, having a fuir- 
coat of purple velvet clc^e girt. The order of his 
entrance was this : thje trumpets founding, in the firft 
place came the Earls of Worcefter and Suffolk, th€i^ 
former Lord Chamberlain, the other Earl MarJhaK 
In the next place followed the twenty five Knights of 
the bath, the Earl of Oxford, the Lords Gordon, Clif- 
ford, Fitzwalter, Fitzwarren, Hay, Erfkine* Windfor, 
and Wentworth, Sir Charles and Sir Edward Somer- 
fet, Sir Francis and Sk William Stewart, Sir Rofcort

N^xt tbefe followed Gar-r 
ter king. at arms, bearing the letters patent ; the Earl 
ofSalJex.the Prince's rabes of purple velvet ; the 
Earl of Huntington the train ; the Earl of Cuniber- 
land the fword ; the Earl of Rutland the ring; the 
Earl of Derby the rod of igoid.; and. the Earl of 
Shrewfbury the cap and crown. The Earls of Not- 
tingham and Northampton fupported the Prince, 
who, prefenting himfelf before the JGng with very 
fubnriiflive reverence, kneeled upon the uppermoft ftep 
leading to the ftate, while his patent was read by the 
Earl of Salilbury, till it came to the putting on. of his 
robes, fword, and the reft, by. the Lords, who carried 
them : but the crown, rod, ring, and .patent, were 
cjelivered to him by the Ki^li^wn hands. TMk be- 
ing done, and the. Prince' with a tew xcHfence offer- 
ing to depart, the Ki;^ ftept to; him, and took him 
by the. hand, and kifled him. His Highnefs, theti 
took his place on the left hand of his Majefty, fitting 
there in hjg' Royal robes, with .the Crown, upon. b.is 
head, the rpd in one hand, and the p^fent in the other, 
while a pujblic aft was. read, teftifying his having b^en 
declared Prince of . Great Britain aftd Wales. After 
thisthej^ returned dowa, through Weftrninfter-hall, 
J^^mepalace bridge in. this manner ; j(irft; the Ma- 
,^ers.of the chancery, the King's council, &c. then the 
oflkcrs at arms ; then the Knights of the bath i after 
them the Judges ; who were followed by the whole 
parliament. Barons, Vifcpunt?, . Earls, and Marquifes, 
having their coronets on their heads ; Nprroy and 
Clarencieux going next before the Lord Treafurer and 
the Lprd Chamberlain, and Garter King at arms next 
before the fword. Xhus they proceeded to the flairs, 
where air took water in feveral barges 5 the Heralds 

" ' and 
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«nd trumpets going' iri die, ^o^^h«llfge••niit before 
jthe Knights, and landed at. Whitehall bridge, where 
the Officers of arnas^, theiKni^Msof Ae hath, and 
the Lords; being firft landed, adtended flie King ; 
and when Jiis Majcfty. and ' thi Prihfee • were landed, 
they went all befoiehimiiiita the;h^;ahd ib into the 
great chaniber;^ whence thd Prinpp:05ff©ta dinner in 
the great hall. .His Majefty dip6d,|)rj:^atclyin his 
privy chamber ; but his Highnefe;wa^ feryedJli fuch 
(late, that greater could hot have" been done to the 
JKing himfelf. The tabte,, being Vvery long, wa5 
ferved with two meflcs of meat r ^d he, who fat 
neareft the Prince, was at the full diftaiaiSe of half the 
board from him. The Earl of Pembroke^ performed 
the office of fewer ; the Earl of Southampton was 
carver, the Earl of Montgomery cup-bearer, and the 
Lord Walden, eldeft ioai of the;£arl of, SuiFolk, 
brought' the glafs with water. The noblemen, who 
lat at this table, all in their robes as, well as the Prince, 
were the Marquis of Winchefter, thje Earl^ pf Salis- 
bury, Northampton, Nottinghani, Skrewlbjuryi Der- 
by, Cumberland, Huntington,' and -Suflfex. At along 
'fide board dined all the Knights of the bath, and no. 
other perfon. During the whole timfc- of dinner tha 
hall refounded with allfcindsof e3^quifite mufic ^. 

The next day was graced with amagQificent malk, 
which' was doubte. In the firft adt ome in firft the 
youilg Duke of Yorkt' between two. great: feji-flaves,. 
Aecbiefeft of Neptune's fer van ts, attjended upon by 
twelve little ladies, all daughters of. Earls or Barons. 
One of thefemen made a fpeech to the King an^ 
Prince, expreffing the defign of the ma(k ; and ano- 
tiier pat a^fword, worth at leaft twenty . thoufand . 
qrowns, into the Duke of York's hands, who pre- 
feiited it to the Prince his brother, from, the firft of 
tbofe ladies, who were to follow in the next ma(k. 
This donq, the Duke returned to his former place ia

formed their dance to the (urprife of every peifon^ 
vrho ikw therrip coafideriDg. the tendernefs of their 
years^ and ihe many intricate changes in the dance, 
which was fo dilpoTed, that, which way fbwcr they 
moved, the Dufce^ was ft ill in the centre. After this 
came in the Queen, the Lady Elizabeth her daugh* 
ter, and the Lfidy Arbella Stewart, with the G)iint- 
efles of Arundel, Derby, EHex, Dorfet, and Montgo- 
mery, the Vifcountefe Hadington, the Lady Elizabeth 
Grey, the Lady Wlftdfor, the Lady Katharine Petre, 
the Lady Elizabeth Guildford, and the Lady Mary 
Wiritoiiin After thefc had performed their parts, 
there followed a banquet ". 

The third and laft day, Wednefday, was not in» 
ferior to any of the former, either in (hew or per- 
formance. In the aftefnooii, in the Tilt-yard, feve- 
ral noblemen, and other pcrfiMis of diftinftion^ in 
rich afmo^ur, and caparifons embroidered with pcari, 
gold, and filver, and fplendid habiliments on their 
horles, ^efefttfid their feveral devices and trophies 
before the King and Piiiice ; and then ran at tilt. 
Thefe tihers were the Dttfce of Lennox, the Earfis of 
Arundel, Pembroke* Ctorfct, and Montgomery f 
the Lords Walden, Compean,. Norris, Norfth, Hay^ 
and Dingwall i Sir Th6tD^& Sdinerfer, Sir Thomas 
Howard, Sir Henry Carey, Sir Sigifmund Alexan- 
der, and Mr. Henry Aleitander. The Earl of Pfem- 
hroke brdtight in two caparifcns of peach-coloured 
velvetj embroidered all over wkh oriental pearls v 
but the Lord Walden carried away the reputation of 
bravery for that day. At night were exhibitifed naval 
triumphs oij the river opposite to the court, with 
fhipa of war arid gafllies fighting againft each other,. 
and againft a^ caftle built in the water. Thefe battles 
Weref followed few: the fpace of an hour by fireworks 
in tMtcaftte, and in all the (hips and galfieS^ Without 
th€i k^ift accident to any perfon, though th(^ Thames

Soon after the Solemnity of his Htghne&'s creadon^ 
that acute and learned divine Dr. Thc»naa Morton^ 
then Dean of Winchefter, and afterwards focceffively 
Biflic^ of Cfacfter, Litchfield, and EHirhaiCD, prefiented 
to the Prince, with a dedicadon^ hi& Enaitmtir againfi 
fathar Farfona ^ osi a queftion^ which had been agita- 
ted between them. It was concerning the lawmlnefi 
cf Eqiavacniim^ which had been fbrenuonfly main^ 
tained by that &bde ^fuit^ who had even prefumed 
to inapnte the pradice of it to our Saviour hinifelf : 
of which, however, he was ^d to have repented ^ 
before his death, that happened iii the be^nnhogdf 
April, 1 610, before the pubKcatioa of Dr, Mortan^s 
book. 

So: Edward Cecil, third fon ^ Thomas Earl of 
Exeter, and grandion of the Lord Treafiner Bui^h- 
ky, who had long ierved in the wara of the Low 
Countries,, and was areated, in 1627, Vifooimt Wim-^ 
bledoo, haying been ap^nted by King \^tm&^ irt 
March i6op-to, to command the En|^i£ forces em-' 
ployed in the war about the fuccei£on to the deceafed 
Duke of Cleves, wrote on the apthbf Joly, 1610; 
imm the camp beforejutiers^ a letter to the Pt-ince % 
who feems to have debred from him an account of 
the tran&£UoDs in tbofe parts. He requefted hrs 
Highnefs ta pardon him for not having written be- 
fore, fince nodiing had till then happened worthy of 
his knowl6(%& But that now they had inveded the 
town of JuHers, and already ufed fnch diligence in 
their approaichesv that they had lodged them&lves in 
the points of ibme of the out- works. In order that 
the Prince might more particularly underftand, how 
the liege had hitherto been carried, Sr Edward fent 
him a draught rf their quarters, how they lay 5 and

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The (hip, which the Prince, as has been already 
obfervcd, had made feveral journies to Woolwich to 
fee, while it was building, was now finilhed, and rea- 
dy to be launched, betng the largeft, that ever had 
been built in England. The keel was an hundred 
and fourteen feet long, and the crofs-beam forty -four 
feet. It was able to carry fixty-four pieces of great 
ordnance, and the burthen was 1400 tuns. It was 
likewife as remarkable for the ornaments of carving, 
painting, and gilding, as for its fize. The King, 
having made a prefent of this (hip to his Highnefs, 
went on the 24th of September, to Woolwich, to fee 
it launched, attended by the Queen, the Prince; 
the Duke of York, and the Lady Elizabeth, befides 
a great number of Lords. But the narrownefs of 
the dock preventing its being then launched, his Ma- 
jefty returned, with the reft of the Royal family ^^ 
except his Highnefs, who flayed fome time behind 
them, in order to prepare for the launching the next 
morning, when he returned by three o'clock through 
a ftorm of thunder, lightning and rain, and ftanding 
on the poop, while the fhip was launched, gave it 
the name of the Prince Royal \ 

Preparations being made for the eftablilhment of 
the Prince's houfliold, which was at firft expeded to 
be fettled about Michaelmas 1610, though after- 
wards deferred till December following, he had ma- 
ny applications for offices in his houftiold. 
. Among thefe candidates for places was John 
Erlkine, then Matter, and afterwards Earl, of Mar, 
fon of his Highnefs's former Governor by Anne 
daughter of David Lord Drummond. He being at 
Edinburgh fent an exprefs meflenger with a letter 
fronl thence to the Prince on the 8th of September 
1610^, acquainting him, that upon the alTurance of 
his Highnefs favourable promife, he prefumed to pre-

was fcarce known to his Highnefs, whether there 
were fuch a man, wged him " to prefent, fays be^ 
** my (ervice iinto your H^nels, who(c virtue pro-^ 
^ mifeth) that it will pour the effeds of your fa-r 
** vour as well on them, that may deferve it moft^ 
^' (if I (eem not unworthy to be thought of that num- 
^^ ber) as on them, that are nearer, and beg. harden 
" My humble fuit to your Hi^nefe is, that now,, to

. The charader and conduft of this young noble* 
man are too fingular not to deferve being a little in- 
larged upon in tome circumftances, which do not ap- 
pear in our hiftory. 

He was great grandfon of the Lord Treafurer 
Burghley, grandfon of Thomas the firft Earl of 
Exeter, and fon of William the fecond Earl, by 
Elizabeth, fole daughter and heir to Edward Man- . 
jners Earl of Rudand, upon which Lady's deceafe 
in April 1 59 1, the title of Lord Roos came to this 
her only fon! He was fent to travel abroad under 
the care of Mr. John Molle ^^ whofe refolution of not

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paffingthc Alpes, was broken through by the bbftihacy 
of his pupil, who could not be diverted from a jour- 
ney to Rome, where they were no fooner arrived in 
the year 1607, than Mr. Mollc was feized and car- 
ried to the inquifuion houfe, where he was kept pri- 
foner « thirty years till his death in the eighty firft 
year of his age. But Lord Roos was received and 
entertained at Rome with remarkable civility, and 
ivas fufpefted to have changed his religion for that of 
the place \ as his father had done before him, when 
in his travels he went thither fecrelly in 1585 *. 

Lord Roos probably concealed his inclination to 
the church of Rome, while he was ill England -, but^ 
he gave but too much fufpicion of it in a journey, 
>vhich he made through Flanders in April and May 
161 1, fpending the greateft part of his time among 
the Englith priefts and refugees there, and exprefling 
on all occafions his aflfedtion for Spain, where he had 
reiided a long while during his travels, and his at- 
tachment to the Spanifh intereft K In the year 1612 
he went again to Italy ; ^nd was afterwards employ- 
ed by King James, as Ambaflador to the Emperor 
Matthias, and in the latter end of the year i6i6- 
fent AmbaiTa^pr extraordinary to the Court of Spain ^

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He had in February befo^^e married Elizabeth elded 
daughter of Sir Thomas Lake, principal Secretary of 
ftate "*; and in July of the fame year 1616, his title 
of Lord Roos, which had been difputed by Francis 
Earl of Rutknd, was adjudged in his favour. He 
returned from Spain in March 1616-17 ^ and in Au- 
guft following fecretly withdrew himfelf out of Eng- 
land % leaving his eftaPc in great difordcr, after hav- 
ing fent a challenge to his brother-in law Mr. Arthur 
Lake ; and though he was required by the Lords of 
the council to return, rcfufed to comply with their 
order p. He died in the fuburbs of Naples, on the 
ii7th of June 161 8, in the profeffionof the church 
of Rome % and not without the fufpicion of poifon ^, 

He appears from fuch of his letters, as have fallen 
into my hands, to have been a man of good parts 
and well educated : but his conduft was by no means 
correfpondent ; and it is an aftomfhing inftance of 
the degeneracy of a family that his Lordftiip and hi| 
father, the reprefentatives and hejrs of the Lord 
Treafurer fiorghky, (bould have apoftatized to that 
chwcb, to triidfe mterefts that great ftatefman had 
always fticwii himfttf fo- formidable an adverfary. 

Mr. Thon^as Coryat, who with no contemptible 
(bare of learning, efpecially in the Latin and Greek 
Languages^, had a degree of fimplicity, mixed with 
fome vanity and mueb pedantry, that made him the 
ol^eA of the pleafantries of the wits^ his contempo* 
rariesy having in the latter end of the year 1610^. 
finifhed the account of his five months travels in 
1608 into France, Italy, Germany, &c. the Prince,, 
in wlhofe family he had livedo did him the honour 
of acc^ptipg th.e dediealion of it. This made Mr. 
Coryaf . very impatient to fee bis bode in print;

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nt\d induced him to write a letter ^ to Sir Michael 
Hickes, who had been Secretary to the Lord Trea* 
furer Burghley, requefting him to intercede with the 
Earl of Salifbury, then Lord Trcafurer, that his book 
might be printed at London with fome expedition. 
It was accordingly publiflied there in 4to. the year, 
following, 161 1, with a moft affedled title '^. In the 
'dedication to his Highnefs he takes notice, that the 
publifhing of his book was chiefly owing to the im- 
portunity of fome of his friends, efpccially Mr. Lio- 
nel Cranfield, afterwards Earl of Middlefex, Lord 
High Treafiirer, and Mr. Laurence Whitaker, Ses. 
cretary to Sir Edward Philips, Matter of the Rolls ; 
and in the introdudtion to the verfes made upon him 
and his book by moft of the men of wit and learn- 
ing of that age, in which they ridicule him in a ftyle 
of high Panegyric, which he does not ieem to have 
been fenfibleof himfelf, he profe0es, that the great- 
eft part of thofe verfes were font to him voluntarily 
/rem' divers of bis frienchj from whom he expelled 
no fucb €Qurtefy\ and that when he found them 
fo numerous, he had refolved to bwe put a thoufand of 
them into an Index Expurgatorius^ But the Prince^ 
who evidently had fome ftiare in the diverfion, 
which the prepofterous vanity of our author gave 
to the public, Maid upon him a ftridt and exprefs 
command to print all thofe verfes, which he had read 
to his Highnefs. 

The Prince in December 16 10, fettled his hou- 
(hold, and appointed his officers of it as well as of 
his revenues. Of the former were Sir Tho. Chalo-

Sir George More, Receiver General ; Sir William 
Fleetwood, Surveyor General j Auguftin Nicois, Ser- 
jeant; Mr. Thomas Stephens, Attorney, and Mr. 
Richard Connok, Auditor. 

His Highnefs made likewife ftrid orders for the 
government of his whole houfhold, more like a grave, 
wife, and antient Counfellor, furveying, difpofing^ 
and difpatching his affairs, than (o yoimg a Prince. 
Thefe orders well defcrve to be tranfmitted to pofle- 
rity, and will therefore be inferted, together with feve- 
ral papers relating to his houfhold, in the Appendix *. 

There were now allotted to him certain lands for 
his revenues, which he was fo far from diminiihing, 
that he left them increafed fome thoufands of pounds 
a year. When his fervants foliqited him for grants 
to themfelves, he (hewed great reludtance to gratify 
them except with hopes, promifcs; and delays; be- 
caufe he was unwilling, as, he faid, to difpofe of any 
thing, 'till he had power to doit, which could not 
be, till either his own age or the Parliament fhould 
enable him. But as that time was not yet come, he 
continued in his own frugal courfes, fuffering almoft 
nothing to pafs in his houfe or other affairs, which he 
did not himfelf" ovcrfee. At laft confidering witH 
himfclf, that the Principality of Wales, and Puchy 
of Cornwall, had been long without a Prince and 
Duke of their own, he thought, that it might be 
proper to fhew his authority by renewing and avoidf 
ing of leafes. In purfuance of wfiich refolution, 
having firft by a writ oi fcire facias annulled all for- 
mer leafes, he brought the tenants to a general fub- 
miffion to compound, take, and hold anew of him ; 

which

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which they ;wcre all ready to perform a little before 
bis death. Whereupon furveyors and commiffipners- 
were appointed and difpatched to furvey all his lands, 
and to return a true certificate of the whole value ; 
till which was done, being but a little before his laft 
ficknefs, he deferred all manner of fuits, becaufe he 
was defirous to be firft informed truly, what and 
how great the demands were *. 

Among other fchemes for the inlargement of his 
revenue, there had, in or before the month of Odto- 
ber i6io, been propofed to him the obtaining from 
the King a grant of all the forfeitures arifmg, or that 
ought to accrue, to his Majefty from Recufants ; his 
Highnefs paying yearly to him on^ thoufand pounds 
more than was then anfwered for thofe forfeitures *. 

This propofal being referred to the Prince's coun* 
cil, Serjeant Nicols \ afterwards knighted, and ad- 
vanced ini6i2, to be one of the Judges in the Court 
of Common Pleas, and to Mr. Thomas Stephens 5 
they on the 17 th of Odober 1610, gave their opi- 
nion in the following words'*. 

** The Statutes vouched, and whereupon this feem- 
** eth to be grounded, are miftaken : ^ 

" For there is no fuch ftatute of the 35th of Eliz. 
f Rggw. for payment of 20 1. a month ; but the fta- 
•* tute aimed at for that point is the ftatute of 28 Eliz. 
^} Cap. 6. 

" Alfo there is no fuch ftatute for the forfeiture of 
** the third part of the recufants lands. But by the 
** ftatute of 28th of Eliz. if the recufant make de- 
*' fault of payment of 20 1. a month, the King may 
'^ then take and feize all his goods and two parts of his 
*^ lands and leafcs. 

Thefe mifprifions may make it doubtful, left 

likewife fome miftaking or error might be in

^' But whatfoever the benefit might be, we hold

"the uttermoft forfeitures of penal laws iriftidted up- 
" on the offenders of this kind.'* 

Another paper of pbfervations on the propofel waS 
as follows ^. - 

" Whereas it hath been propounded, that a grant 

fhould be made by the King to the Prince of the 
** whole benefit of recufants throughout the realm,^ 

for a certain yearly rent to be therefore anfwered 

to his Majefty, and the reft to his HighneiS : anc^ 

therein alfo it was intended by the draught rf the 
*^ grant offered, that his Highnefs fliould h^ve had 
** the whole managing of all the affairs concerning 
'* recufants, and power to difpetife with them, and to 

difpofe of their forfeitures : 
It may pleafe his Highnefe to tal^ into his priricer 
** ^y confideration, whether it may not be better to 

the King's likmg, and as pleafing to his High^ 
** nefs, 

" That his Majefty under his privy feal fignify his 
** pkafurc into the Exchequer to the Treafurer, Chan* 
" ceffor, and Barons thereof, that in every Eaftef and 
*' Michaelmas term yearly, there ihatl be paid to the 

Prince out of the Exchequer by the warrant of that

*^ privy Seal, which fhall remain there for that 
** purpofc, a moiety, two third parts, or one third 

part, or more or left, of all, that fhall or ought to 

accrue unto his Majerty out of the recufiints eftates : 
*^ or elfe a certain fum yearly to the King, and the 
" overplus to the Princci as it (hall pleafe his High- 
** neft to move his fuit. 

** In all which cafes, other than whereJiis Majefty 
*^ is to have a certain rent, fiich, as fhall be em- 
^* ployed in that fervice to look that the .Prince, be 
*• aniwered his due, muft of neceffity take care, that 
^* the King's Majefty be truly and juftly dealt withall, 
** in whatfoever (hould appertain unto him by any 
*' ways or means from recufants : 

** And that all may be convi6ted, and their forfei- 
** tures duly anfwered into the Exchequer, whi- 
*^ ther of neceffity it muft come ; and from thence

In this courfe the power of dealing with recufants 

according to the law^ will ftill remain with the 

King, as a matter more proper for the crown to

** The honour of the Prince cannot be queftioned 
** herein, becanfe this extends no farther than to have 
t* part of that, which is wholly due to the crown.

T^wo other papers were likewife drawa ypon this 
fubjed, which being too long to be inferred here^ 
will be placed, together with an anfwer to the opini- 
pn of the Prince's council, in the Appendix *. 

The night of the new year i6;o*ii, was diftin* 

fuiftied by a ma(k of the rrince performed, in the 
anqueting houfe at Whitehall, by his Highnefs af- 
filed by twelve others, two Earls, three Barons, 
five Knights, and two Efquires ^. This maik was 
written by the great compofer of works of that kind^ 
Ben, Jonfon, and intitled Oberon^ or the Fairy Prince K 
Sir Edward Conway, Governor of the Brill, one 
of the cautionary towns in Holland, and afterwards 
raifed by the intereft of the Duke of Buckingham to 
be Secretary of State, a Vifcount, and at laft Lord 
iPrefident of the Council, had now by means of Mr. 
K^wton, Secretary to the Prince, gained a confidera<i 
ble ihare of the good opinion of his Highnefs, by 
whom he was employed in particular to procure an 
eminent painter of Delft « to come over to England, 
and enter into the Prince's fervice.

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Sir Edward, in a letter from the Brill of the 5th 
of February, i6io-ti, O.S**. made his acknowledg- 
ments to Mr. Newton, that his favours bad been of 
fuch a kind, as, though he could not return them^ 
he ought at leaft to appear thankful fbr them. He 
defired him, that as he had inclined the Prince to en- 
tertain a good opinion of him, he would ailrft htm to 
maintain it. That he had prefumed, according to 
his Highnefs's command, which was all law to him, 
to offer the account of his endeavours with the paint- 
er of Delft to his Highnefe's view in his own ill 
hand ; to which he had added, how the ftate of af^ 
fairs appeared to him at his firft coming. *' I find, 
*' fays bCy the Count Mauf'ice fick, yet without dan- 
** ger; Mr. Barnevelt languifliing of a quartan, and 
^* great doubt of his journey. By the indifpofition 
" of thefe chief perfons, the ftate is deprived of their 
*^ counfel and travel in points and in a time, that 
** much need them. You, I know, obferved, how 
" the common enemy kept unity in thofe provinces, 
** by which they chiefly fubfifted. You mark, how 
** thofe of Utrecht have fallen into fedition and did

Sir George More, who had fat in feveral Parlia- 
ments^ fince the year 15851 as member either for Guil- 
ford or the county of Surry, and J been appointed, in 
1604^ Treafurer or Receiver General of thePrince'$ 
revenues ^ and who, in i€io, was made Chancellor 
* of the order of the garter, and, in 1615, Ljeutenant 
of the Tower, being informed of his Highnefs's in- 
tention to uke from him the title and office of 
Trcafiirer, wrote a letter, dated from his houfe in 
Canon-Row, Weftminfter, on the firft of March, 
1 610- 1 li to endeavour to divert the Prince from that 
rcfolution K He took notice, that it had pleafed his 
Highnefs, out of his gracious opinion of him, to ap- 
point him by his great feai to the place of Treafurer 
and Receiver General ; wherein his High aefs^ great 
favour being altc^edier utideferved, he Was thereby 
much the more obliged to do his Highnefs all filithful

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bfy leaving all private refpedts, I addrefled toyfelf,

'* ceive the comfort of your ftiining grace, than 
*' which life itfelf (hall ever be lefs precious unco 
*' me. Now, underftanding, that it is your pleallire 
*' to take from me the name and place of your Trea- 
•^ furer, which will not only, in lieu thereof, fix up- 
** on me fuch difgracc in the eye of the world, as,

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• The Prince's younger ' brother, Charles Duke of 
York, wheri he was almoft eleven years .of age 3j 
being taken from under the care^of the Lady Cdry f^, 
wifeof 'Sir.

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more for Sir Robert Cary than he kpew to be true. 
After a long debate, the Prince, perceiving the King 
to be ijnwilling to alter what had been refblved on 
by. the council, fai4 to the Lord Chambqrlain -, *^ { 
♦* hope it (hall not offend you, if I can get Sir Ro- 
^' bert Cary himfelf -^to accept of. the fecond place/* 
fiis Lordlhip aniWeringj that be flioiild be fatisfi^4 
with what Sir Robert ,fliould cqnfent to, the Prince 
returned to St. James'? piijich troubled. , Sir Robert 
Cary,^ being infoimed of what had palled, went tp 
3t. James's, and s^ttended in the privy chapjbcr to 
Jcnow his Highnefs's pleafure, looking ftill when the 
prince fliould call to fpeak with hirn. He ftaid two 
days, and heard nothing from his Highnefs ; who, 
however^ on the thjrd, after fupper, called him tp 
the cuprboard, and thus began: *' You know ray 
^' brother is to have bis houftiold fettled ; and there 
^^ are two places about him of equal worth. And 
^* becaufe you haye-ferved hjm long,, and fire nobly 
^* born, it is jreafon you ftiould have your phoice. 
^^ There is the Surveyorfliip of his lands, which I 
^* take to be the befl: pikce ; and the Jvjafterftiip pf

ihimfelf. That, if he had fl?ill in any thing, he 
thought he underftood good clothes j and therefore 
defired to continue in his prefcnt pofl j and that his 
Highnefs would pleafe to difpofe of the other as 
hepleafed. The Prince was Satisfied with Sir Ror 
)5eft Gary's anfweVj who, within tv/o days after, was

was appointed Gentleman of the bed-chamber, Mafter 
of the privy purfe, and Surveyor General of the lands. 
Sir Robert foon regained his credit with the Prince,' 
who, notwithifbnding the malice of fome near him, 
thought hirn honeft and faithful tp.the King^ and to 
himfclf and his brother, and daily iircreafed his good 
opinion of Kim. " But the hopes I had of him, /ays 
/' Sir Robert' % did quickly vanifh \ for, wrthrn two 

years aifter, it pleafed God to call to his mercy that 

hopeful and brave Prince, who was a terror to 
*' his enemies, and a fure anchor to his frien^ds." 

About the end of March, or beginning of ApriJ, ' 
1611, a double marriage was propofed to the privy 
council by the Duke of Savoy's Ambaflador, be- 
tween the Prince of Wales and the.eldeft daughter 
of Savoy, and between the Prince of Savoy and the 
Lady Elizabeth ^ Againft this overture, which wa» 
very coolly received, Sir Walter Raleigh, then pri- 
foner in the Tower, MT()te' two ?^dmtrabte difcourfes '"^ 
in which he has managed the fubjedl with great ex- 
tent of political reafoning and knowledge of hiftory. 
In the former of thefc drfcourfes * he gives the 
Prince the title of mofi excellent and bopeful\ tlie firft 
of .which epithets he Jikevvife gives him in the 
introdudion to his Ohfervations concerning the Royal 
Navy and Sea-fervice \ dedicated to his Highnefs, ;a 
whom both the fubjed and the abilities of the writer 
would highly recommend (uch a treatrfe. 

Sir Edward Conway, being encouraged by Mr. 
Newton to continue his correfpondence, as being 
both agreeable to, and expeded by,^ the Prince, 
wrote a lecond letter from the Brill on the 7tK of 
April, 161 1, requefting Mr. Newton to keep him 
alive in the memory of the Prince, till his execution

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of his large commandments might imprint him bet- 
ter thei'e. This letter ^yijI be proper to be preferved 
intire in the Appendix % mth. others written by Sir 
Edward Conway, till within/ dbout a month of the 
laft ficknefe of the Prince, for whom he exprcfles, 
in every one, the higheft admiration of his Highnefs, 
and the warmefl zeal for his iervice *. 

Sir James Elphihfton, t.ord Balmerino, who had 
been appointed one of the Senators of the college 
of juftice at Edinburgh in 1586, Secretary of ilate 
in 1598, and Lord Prefident.of the feflion in 1605, 
having, in April of the preceding year, been created 
a peer of Scotland, and who, in April j 609, had 
been condemned to death for writing a letter to 
Pope Clement VIII. and furreptitioufly obtaining the 
King's hand to it; though his life was given him, 
and his guilt is ftill very problematical. to thofe, who 
know his Majefty's difpofition to correfpond with, 
and amujfe and cajole at leaft, the popilTi party * ; 
wrote on ithe nth of April of 161 1, the Year before 
his death, to the Prince, who had been gracious to 
him upon former occafiorus % the following letter:

The Prince, whofe attention to the navy of the

diard. Clerk of the check, where fupper was provid-» 
cdfor him and his train. 

On Tuefday morning his Highn^fs went on board 
his own (hip the Prince^ and fo from (hip , to ifhip io 
the lower reachf >, taking particular private mfof rha- 
tion from Sir Robert Martfd and Mr. Pett (no other 
perfons being fufFered to come near) of the flate and 
condition of each fever at ^ (hip in his own taUle-Jbook* 
He then landed, and went to dinnier, whenhefhew- 
)ed himfclf verychearful ^ (ifteen great brafs cham- 
bers being placed in the garden, and fir(id when hi^ 
Highn^fs drank any healths, they being attended by 
Mr. John Reynolds, Gunner of the Prince's (hip, 
who carefully performed his charge. 

After dinner, the Prince proceeded in viewing all 
the (h\ps and pinnaces in the upper reach, going on 
board every one of them, and noting down the 
obfervations made upon them, as he had done in the 


mornmg. 


On Wednefday, after breakfaft, he^ took his 
barges, and went up to Stroud by water; all the 
fiiips of both reaches giving a Royal farewell with 
their ordnance, which he commanded to be. (hot 
over his barge, riotwithftanding all the perfuafrons 
to the contrary. He landed at Strorud, where his 
coaches attended him • and thence went to Gravef- 
cnd, where he was received by the magiftrates with

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iabout the month of July-, i6io% with Mr. William 
Seymour, afterward Earl and Marquis of Hertford, 
and reftored, in April, 1660, to the dukedom of 

, Somerfet, having raifed the jealoufy of the King'', 
which proved the foiirce of the misfortunes, under 
which (he laboured till her death in September, 
1615, in the Tower, where flie had been above four 
years imprifoned ; the Prince could not but be af- 
fefted with concerti for fo near a relation, and one 
whom he had fo highly efteemed. But his pity for 
her diftrefs was afterwards mixed with fome refent^ 
rnent for her attempt, in June, 1 6 1 1 , to make hef 
efcape from the Tioufe at ^ighgate, where Ihe wa§ 
confined, and to go abroad with Mr. Seymour.

His Highnefs, who had an high eftcerti for that 
great general, Count Maurice de Naflau, afterwards^ 
on the death of his elder brother Philip, in February, 
1617-18, Prince of Orange, endeavoured to give 
him fpme teftimony of his fri'endfhip during the 
courfe of the fummer of this year 161 1 ; but he met 
with fome difficulty in effefting what he intended ^

prefenty accx)mpdnied with a letter, to the young 
King Lewis XIII. of France, Sir Thomas Edmondes 
did not fail, in difcharge of his duty to his Highnefs, 
to affift the bearer, (who was, probably, Monf St. 
Anthpine) in the delivering of them, and to make 
known to that King, and the Queen dowager his 
mother, his Highnefs's defire to entertain all occa- 
fions, which might give them proof of his ^yiIling- 
nefs to fhew his afFedion towards them. This wasr 
well received by their Majefties, who promifed on 
their part to make due requital to the Prince : " And, 
as, /ays Sir Thomas^ in his letter to him ' from Paris 
of the zgtb of Auguji^ 1611% the nature of your 
-Highnefs's prefent was very acceptable to the 
King, for the pleafure he taketh in fuch Recrea- 
tions i fb the exercifmg of thcfe courtefies doth 
*' breed very good imprellions for the entertaining 
** of the kind amity of thefe princes, which de- 
*' ferveth to be fo much the more tenderly nourifh- 
*• ed; for that I affure your HigHnefs faithfully, 
** there is not any court in Chriftendom, where your 
** Highnefs's name is rnore glorious, than in this of 
** France ; and where they wifli more earneftly to 
'** have a ftrider intereft in your affeftiohs by a 
*' nearer conjunftion with your Highnefs's perfon.'* 
He concludes with remarking, that he had forborn, 
fince his arrival in France, to give the Prince advice 
of the occurrences of thofe parts, becaufe he knew, 
that his Highnefs was made acquainted by the Lord 
Treafurer with the letters written by Sir Thomas to 
his Lordlhip. 

Sir Thomas Somerfet, third fon of Edward Earl

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for the Prince, wrote to Sir Thomas an account of 
the fuccefs from Whitehalfon the 8th of November, 
1611^. "I have, fays he^ according to your defire, 
prefented your fervice to the Prince, who accepts 
your remembrance fb kindly in this difcourfe, 
** which 1 have made unto him, as he feemeth to 
defire nothing more than that, which you have, 
by my mouth, made offer to him. He well un- 
derftands the ftate you live in, and allows of your 
•* courfe. If words, with proteftations, may be be- 
lieved, then you are happy ; and I, your friend 
and fervant, well pleafed to have the honour to '

Sir Robert Car or Ker, Gentleman of the Privy 
Chamber in ordinary to the Prince, as hp was after- 
wards of the Bed Chamber to the Kings J^tmes L 
and Charles I. the latter of whom created him Earl 
Ipf Ancram in June 1633, being, abfent from his 
JHlighnefs's fervice in Scotland, where he was em-* 
ployed about fome affair by the King, wrote ^ letter 
frpm Ancrani on the 27th of Odober 161 1 ' to Mr, 
Newton. 

*^ T T wai^ your pleafure, /ays bey that I fliould 
** X'^^^^^W^ yo^ ^^ ^his form. Therefore I am bold 
^* to defire the continuance of your good will to me \ 
*' and that you will be an inftrument tq keep me in

The curiofity, which the Prince had to know the 
fiate of affairs in foreign countries, induced his* Se-^ 
cretary:Mr. Newton, to feefc out for all corr,efp6n- 
dents likely to gratify his Highneifs in that point. 
For this reafon- he engaged Mr. Thomas Lorkin, a 
Glefgyman, who was going to travel with Mr. Thomas 
Pockfsring, . only fbn of Sir John Puckering, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal in the reign of Qjieen Eliza- 
beth, one of whole daughters was married to Mr. 
Newton, to write to him the occurrences of France. 
Mr. Lorkin, wlio was afterwards Secretary to the 
Hmbafly at Paris in the latter end of the reign of 
King James, and beginning of that of King Charles 
I. wrote feveral letters to Mr, Newton, during his 
ftay at Paris for about fix months : And before he 
left that city procured a very knowing perfon, whofc 
real or alTumed name, in his letters dill extant among 
the Harleian MSS, was.Forboyft, to fend weekly in- 
telligence to Mr. Newton, for which he wals reward- 
ed with a penfion, probably from the Prince, of 
eighty pounds a year paid quarterly ^,

younger brother of Sir Anthony Sherley, famous for

letter-dated at London, November 4, 16-11% to do 
him the honour of being Godfather to his new-borrt 
fon.

*' 'TT^ H E great honours and favotrs k hath ptealP* 
** X ^d your Highnefs to ufe towards mc, hath 
^* emboldened me to write thefe few lines, which 
" fhallbeto befeech your Highn^efs to Chrifteti a 
** fon, which God hath given me. Your Highnefs 
*' in this (hall make your fervant happy, whofe whole 
*' Jonging is to do your Highnefs fome fignalated 
** fervice, worthy to be efleemed in your princely 
** breaft. I have not the pen of Cicero, yet want I

** into the ears of foreign nations and mighty Princes : 
" And I affure myfelf your high-born fpirit thirfts

The Prince complied with Sir Robert's requeft, 
and gave the child his own name Henry, the Queen 
being God-mother*. Sir Robert ftaid in England 
till about January 1 612-1 3, when he departed with 
his Perfian lady, leaving their little fon behind them^ 
and bequeathing him to the favour and care of the 
Queen ^. 

The King's apology for the oath of allegiance

feverity againft the Jefuits, whom he defcribefi as z 
(bciety of fapguiniry incendiaries. And about the* 
fame time his Highnefs had another piece addrefled 
to him, written againft Becanus, and printed ^t Op** 
penheim% in the Lower Palatinate. 

Under this Year 161 1, the elegant Latin hiftorian 
of Great Britain from 157^ to 1628, Robert John-r ' 
fton'', places a ftory; which, tho' unfupported by 
any authority but his own^ and improbable ip itfelf, 
muft not be omitted here. The Prince, according- 
to this writer, requeued the King^ that he might be 
appointed to prcfide jn the councils This demand

But the Earl of iSaliiibu* 
ry, jealous of the growing power of Rocheftery and 
a thorough mailer of arti§c4> $ind diflimulation, ufed 
all bis efforts, to defeat whatever, nrieafures were pro* 
poied by bis rival ; and being aiked foon after his 
opinion up<>ji:.ihis. point, whether it was for the public 
iflterefty tlia^ the Prince ihoiild prefide in the Qouncil, 
anfwered, that he thought it dangerous to divide the 
government, and to invell the fon with the authority 
c^ the father. Many otlicrs of the Privy Council 
having delivered their opinions on the fame queftion, 
that of the Earl of Salifbury was adopted by the Ma- 
jority.

However it is not much to be doubted, that the 
Prince had n6 great efteem for Lord Rochefter^ 
whofc rife to the power of a favourite and a minifter 
he fo much diiJiked, if we may believe a fitirical wri-p 
tcr of Memoirs % that he was reported either to have 
ftruck his Lordfliip on the back with a racket, or very 
hardly forborne it. And another hiftorian, not much 
,lefs fatirical, Arthur Wilfon ', mentions the bickerings 
betwixt the Prince and the Vifcouht ; and that Sir 
James Elphinfton obferving his Highnefs one day to 
be difcontented with the Vifcount, offered to kill him ; 
for which the Prince reproved him, and faid, that if 
there were caufe, he would do it hinifelf. But to 
wave fiich very fufpicious authorities, it will be fuffi-* 
cient, in order to judge: of^his Highnefs's opinion 
of the Vifcount, and his adminiftrat<ion at the very 
height of it, to hear what hirtifelf iay^in a letter to 
Sir Thomas Edmonde$ of the loth of September 

1612, to be cited at length in the courfe cf this life :

branches of knowledge ^ % Mr. Pett was ordered to 
flffift that Captain in the choice of a proper ftiip ' 
for the undertaking. The Captain accordingly fet 
fail in April 1612 « with two vefieis, one called ibe 
Refolution^ in which he failed himfelf, and the other 
the Difcovery^ conimanded by Capt. Ingram ^ being 
both vidtualled for eighteen months \ They winter- 
ed on hoard the (hips, and did not return till after 
the Prince's death, which prevented Capt. Button 
from maki^jg another voyage for the purpofe of the 
difcovery*. But from the obfervations, which he 
ipade, efpecially .of the tides, he came home perfedly 
fetisfied, that a North- Weft paflage might be found ; 
and he told Mr. Briggs^ the famous Profeflbr of Geo- 
metry at Grelham college, that he had convinced 
King James of the pn)i\i of l?is jopSnion \ He was 
afterwards knighted for his fervkds rendered to the 
public, and died of a fever in April, 1634'. 

Among the Prince's papers is another relating to 
Jhipping, dated OCl 6^ i6it % which deferves a 
place here, as an addition to the naval hiftory of the 
{aft age :

The Prince joined to this attention to the interefts 
of |the. naval force of the kingdom the ftrifteft ap- 
plication to his own improvement in military exer- 
cifes and the whole theory of wan He praftifed tilt- 
ins 
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^ng, charging oi) horfeback with piftds, &c. He de- 
lighted to convef fe with men of (kill and experience 
In war, both of his own country and fordgners, con- 
cerning every part of their prpfeifion; and enter^ 
lained in his houfe a Dutch captain, who was an en- 
gineer, and had b?cn re<:oaimendcd to him by Count 
Maurice. He'caufed new pieces of ordnance to be 
made, with which he learned to ifhoot level at a 
mark. He was no lefi careful to famifti hinafelf with 
great horfes of the beft breed, which he imported 
/from all countries v aind in thisrefped: no Princes in 
JEurope exceeded hiiji f. 

Sir Thomas Edmoqdes having fent loSir Thomas 
.Somerfet a letter to be delivered to the Prince, the 
latter acquainted him in- a letter from London of the 
1 2th of March, 1 6 ii-iz \ that his Highnefe feemed 
to take it well ; " and willed mcyjays he^ to let you 
*' know for anfwer, that he will be careful of that 

bufinefs you wrote of : And, if a man may believe 

his words, yoi; ihal) not, if it be in his power to 
** help you, be a, man forgotten. Better words of ^ 
** man he canno^ fpeak than you have j and therefore 
^' I would wi(h you to take occafion fometimes to 
** write tohimfelf Your letters to. me I have alfb 

prcfented hiixi with ; and he doth proteft, that you 

had very good r^eafon to do as you did ; and he 

aflures me he is very well fat isfied . " 

Sir Thomas Edmondea.had indeed been very cau- 
tious of writing to the Prince, to avoid giving jealoufy 
to the Lord Treafi^rer Salifbury, whofe health was 
now fo much impairgc}, that it was thought, th^t he 
would not live long, as he did not, dying on the i4th 
of May following. This caution of Sir Thomas is 
evident from a letter of his to Mr. Newton, dated at 
Paris, 13th March, 1611-12^, wherein, after ac-

knowledging 
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knowledging great obligations to him, he adds : ** I 
♦* ftiould efteem myfelf alfo infinitely happy, if, by

*' cording to your weil-wilhings to me : And I Ihould 
*^ acknowledge it as a fingular obligation from you^ 
^* that you would let me know, that there were anV 
" thing in particular, which his Highnefi would 
* ^ command me for his fervice. But 1 hope his High- 
♦* nefs will make no ill interpretation of liie for 
♦* having forborne to give him a continual relation 
** of the occurrences of thefe parts, whereof I 
*• thought there was no need ; for that I prefume, 
** that his Highnefs is therein better fatisfied by the 
*' full communication, which he receiveth of my let- 
" ters to my Lord Treafurer : And I muft confcfs 
*^ unto you, that loving, as I do, to walk in an up- 
^* right courfe, and to carry my aftions free from 
** exception, I ha"ve been fearful to give caufe of 
•^ difcon tent men t to my Lord Treafurer, by antici- 
** pating by my private letters the advertifcments, 
" which his Highnefs was to receive from my Lord 
♦* Treafurer, wherein howfoever I might have valued 
** myfelf by an officioufneft towards his Highnefs, 
** yet notwithftanding the fervice would not have 
♦* been fo great towards him to have been ferved by 
fuch a private means, as the wrong would have 
been great unto my Lord Treafurer, to have di- 
**- verted the thanks rrom him, who is the great and 
^ ordinary organ for th^ conveyancb of fuch matters : 
** The which confiderations being well weighed, I 
^ hope 1 (hall deferve to be the better juftified by his 
^* Highnefs, for being careful to acquit myfelf regu- 
larly in the difchargei of my duty. But if there 
ihail fall out any thing in p?irticular, which may 
concern his Highnefs's fervice, 1 will make it ap- 
pear (or otherwife I will not hold, myfelf worthy of 
♦ his HIghnefs's favour) that I give his Highnefs % 
f> faithful apcount of the diligent and zealous per-

*^ pviy you to do me the favour to reprcfent unto

*' 1 pray you to inform his Higbnefi, that it will 
^ be yet this fortnight before the Duke of Bouillon 
*^ takp his journey From hence for England/* 

Sigifmund III. King of t^oland, who had been de« 
pofedfrom the crown of Sweden in 1600, on account 
of his attachment to the Roman catholic religion^ 
and his abfence from that kingdom, had, about this 
time, made great preparations of war, and was e»« 
peeked to attack the young King of Sweden, Gufta- 
yus Adolphus \ Co iUmftrious afterwards for his great 
exploits and victories in Germany, biit then in dou« 
ble danger, from Denmark as well as Poland. This 
IjtuaVion of affairs in the North of JEurope appeared 
to Sir Edward Conway ib critical a one for the inte^ 
refts both of Protcflanttfin and of Great Britain, that 
he wrote from the Brill to Mr. Newton on the 19th 
of March, 161J-.12*, that the Prince could nof do 
tli;iy ai£t more fi^itable to his virtues, more honourable 
to the King, and more for the fafety qf the Reformed 
churctes, and piety of his own glorious ftate, than 
to d^ft this anair well by himi'elf, and his private 
coutfJiV ^^^ the faithful council of the ftate • and 
then to move his Royal father to mediate a reeoncili- 
awon bet>yeen the kingdoms of Denmark and Swe* 
deniiat leaft fuch a difpofition of arms, as Swedett 
ipig^t wholly attend its defence againft Poland. 
. The Prince having fucceededjn his application for 
tijie Garter for Coont Maurice, Sii; E^waiK* Conway 
was ordered by his Highnefs to w^it qnthafpccaflon 
i^pon the CountTi who was then at Arnheim ; m^ 
haying difpatched this commiilion,^ * wfotq to the

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Priacc^ in the beginning of April, i6iz, an account 
of his difcourfe with Maurice ; which letter I have, 
not been able to procure. But that, which he wrote 
^t the fame time to Mr. Newton ", may be feen in the 
Af^ndix".., In another letter of the 3d of Mav^ 
i.6iaj> from the BrilN, Sir Edward informed Mr. 
Newton, th^t Count Maurice was wholly aflured, 
that the honour of the garter oflfered to him arofe 
origiQally from the Prince ; for which the Count pro- 
mifed ever to be his faithful fervant, and t6 acknow-. 
ledge his obK^ation under his own hand. In the fame 
letter Sir Edward exprefles his wifti, that his High^ 
tiefe would declare his refolution not to marry but 
with one of the Reformed religion : *' a point, fays 
** be^ that.would fo bind and afTure all the Protef- 
tarits of Cliriftendom to his Majefty and his High- 
ncfs, as would ruin the proj eft of the pretended 
monarchy, and make fuch fteps, and open fuch 
ways, as all, ihat is juft and lawful for his Ma- 
•* j^fty or hijs Highnefs to pretend to amongft his 
*' neighbours, would offet itfelf, and be fiibjeCl to 
" them in few, years." 

Mr. James Ufher, afterwards Archbifiiop of Ar- 
magh and Primate of Ireland, but dill more diftin- 
guiftied by his univerfal learning, his piety, . and his 
moderation, came over about this time froiii Dublin, 
where he was then Provoft of the college, to' England* 
By him, SirOliyer St. John, who was in 1616 made 
Lord Deputy Qf Ireland, and at laft created Vif- 
count Grandifon, fent a letter to Mr. Newton, dated 
at Dublin on th.e 3d of May, 161 2 % wherein he ftile^ 
Mr. Uflier a rare ornament of that kingdom \ and fays^ 
that he ha.dfo well deferved of all men there, and of 
himfelf in, particular, for his extraordinary learning 
and good parts, that he could not but recommcna 
him to Mr. Newton's favoui:; ** and in thofe occa-

" with fome tafte of your favour ; which I will adc) 
** to thofe greater favours, that have fo much bouhcj 
** me unto you, as I defire nothing more than to be 
♦* efteemed

The court of France having refolved to propofe to 
that of England a marriage between the Prince of 
Wales and Chriftine \ fecond daughter of Henry IV. 
and filler to Lewis XIIL with an offer of the fame 
fum of 500,000 crowns, which had been given with 
Elizabeth, the elder daughter, to Philip Prince of 
Spain, the Duke of Bouillon was fent Extraordinary 
AmbalTador to England for that purpofe. He arrived 
at London on the 26th of April, 1 6 1 a % and brought 
with him a letter from Lewis XIII. to the Prince, who 
returned by the Duke an anfwer in French *. In this 
letter he told that King, that the afTurances of the con- 
tinuance of his Majefty 's friendfhip were always agree-r 
^ble to him ; but efpecially when they were brought 
by (b gogd an hand as the Duke of Bouillon, whom he 
^ound fo afFedionate in entertaining their mutual

amity 
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amity, that he thought no peribn more proper to 
iatisty his Majefty of the readinefs of his own. This 
he had defired the Duke to declare to his Majefty at 
large ; and therefore, referring himfelf to him, woulc} 
embrace all opportunities of teftifying his afFe£tion to 
his Majefty's fervice. 

Sir Thomas Edmondes's letter to Mr. Newton,, 
of the I jth of March, 161 1-12, not being thorough- 
ly fatisfadtory to the Prince, does not appear to have 
been anfwered till the 17 th 6f May following by Mr. 
Newton' > whofe letter, dated at St: James's, as it 
has (b immediate a relation to the Prince, deferres a 
place here ;

** TTAVING received your laft letter, I ac- 
** JLjL quainted his Highnefs therewith. Reading 
** it unto him (as my manner is, when I find any 
** thing more effeftually written by my friends, than 
•• . I (hall be able to exprefs it) becaufe I found not 
*-* that fatisfadlion at that time, whigh I wiihed, I re-» 
** folved to attend fome better opportunity, and give 
^* time, by preparing him in the mejin while to con-

** well liked of. You n\uft think, that I omitted no

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•* to fet down. Teeing they were founded' upon tbf 
** grounds mentioned in your own letter. But of 
** late fignifying unto his Highnefs, that I was to 
•* write unto you, and therefore defiring to know 
" what fervice he would command me, and prcffing 
** the former point, I found his Highnefs not only 
** not diftafted as before, but even to approve youjr 
♦' former refolution with very good and kind fpccche* 
*^ of you. And therefore I am the more emboldened, 
out of the kind acceptance, on your part, of my 
poor well-wilhes (for which 1 humbly thank you) 
to urge yet again, that, although you acquaint not 
his Highnefs with ordinary ogcurrcnts ; yet, upon 
*' occafions fit for you both, you may exprefs your re- 
fpeA unto him. If no better means be offered, 
you are fure of one,, who for a world will not prove 
talfe unto a friend. And my mafter hath fo well 
apprehended the inftru£tions of fecrecy, that he 
*' hath been taught, as I fear he will keep them too 
** too well. You fee my freedom, which hath no 
•* ojher end but your good, joined with his Highnefs « 
•' contentment." 

The learned men, both at home and abroad,, 
were now ambitious of publifhing their works under 
the fanftion of the Prince's name. Mr. Thomas Far- 
fiaby, the moft eminent Ichool-^mafter of that .age, 
publifhed this year his edition of the Satires pf Juve- 
nal and Perfius, with marginal notes, at Lpndom in 
odavo, and a polite dedication to the Prince* And 
the lively and elegant Dominic Baudius, ProfefTor of 
ekx]uence and hiftory at Leyden, whofe Latin epiftle* 
are ftill rnuch read pn account of the vivacity of fen- 
timent and ilyle, and who had, in Augufl:', 1607^ 
made a fef:ond voyage to England to pefent hb 
poemis to the King, and wa$ well received by the 
rrince, having printed, an Edition of his Gnom£

T^at, with regard to ^.hirafelf, a 
Pfofcffpr in.an UniyerlTrty, bet could for tftepr^efent 
offer inoth^g from his Uicerary ftores^ tijt fome pro- 
duilions of the miifes, who, with a, virgin bafkful- 
nefs, prefumcd to implore his Highnefs tocondefcend 
Xo allow them a hearing at ibme hour of: leifure, 
when he was inclined to relax- his more weighty em- 
ployments. That, if the genius of the book itfelf, 
and the truth and utility of the fentences, fhould not 
fix the attention ; yet the Author .not the loweft a- 
xpongftthofe, who cultivated good learning, was not 
uaworthy of being received by the Prince with fome 
countenance and favour, as he had been before by 
jiis Highnefs, who ha|d coriverfed with him iwith 
great' pliability. That ftich works as this,, hot to 
ipeak too highly of it, were not comnion productions^ 
nor every day offered; to the fons of Kings ; though 
the Author was aftiamed of the many errors, which, 
through the careloflpeis or ignorance of .thc^printes^ 
were tpQ viiible ia {o fmall a piece, to his extreme 
regret, who had almoft relblved to fuppri^fs it, in 
^ order to prevent its coming, jfifo deformed a ftate under 
the view of illijftrious perfons.' But he had recovered 
his fpijfits by the confideration of his Highnefs's 
^podnefs, which infpired him with hopes, that the 
negligence of another perfon would not be imputed 
to the writer. Thathifc'iHighliefB,.. if :he ^vould 
vouelifiiferttb take the book i^to- his. hands^ .would ^ee 
ki ft many things, which might net be ufelefs towards 
the' wife 'and juft admlhiftr^ftion of government. 
And though l^is /Highneli'wa^'futnifhed bj;, nature, 
and the care of hi§. royal fatWr," the teft and wifeii 
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of Itings, and by hts inftruAor^ wi^h every things 
that mi^t exalt him to the higheft perfeflion of vir-^ 
tue and glory ^ yet he would not rcfufe to permit 
this humblfe ivy to creep among the vidorious latn'els 
on his brows ; and to admit the author into the num* 
ber of thofe, who had devoted to his Highnefs both 
themfclvcs and every thing belonging to them. 

Michael Drayton, Efq; Bkewife having now fi^ 
nifhed his firft part o( Pdlv'i>Ibionj and his friend, Mr. 
Sclden, his very learned IBuftrathns • upbn it, the 
former dedicated that work, printed at London, 
1613, in fol. to the Prince, as the hopeful Heir of tbt 
Kingdoms of Great Britain^ wbofe delicacies^ cborogra-- 
fbical defcriptiony and hijtorj^ tvere the fuhjeEls of 
that poem. The poet in the dedication obfervcd, 
that his foul which had feen the extremity of time and 
fortune*, could not yet defpair ; for that the influence 
of ib ^^ glorious and fortunate a ftar as his Highnets 
** might alfo refleft upon him, which had power to 
^ive hirti rtew life, or leave him to die more wit 
hngly and contented." He prefixed to his Work 
« portrait of the Prince in armour, with a lance in 
his hand, and the following fbnnet upon it ^ :

Another work which came out under his Highnefs's 
patronage this year, 1612, was Mr. Henrv peacham's 
Minerva Brltanna % containing a colleaion of Em^ 
blems illuftrated in Englilh verfe: fome of which the Au- 
thor had prefented two years before tranflated by him 
into Latin verfe, with the drawings by his own hand. 

Sir Henry Carew having, upon his going to Hol- 
land, been charged, with' a letter from the Prince to 
Count Maurice, to whom he delivered it, and by 
whom it was received with great thankfulnefs, wrote 
an account of this in a letter to Mr. Newton ftom 
the Hague of the 9th of June, 1612, O. SL ^ He 
added, that no perfedl refdlutionf was yet taken by 
the States concerning the articles of the garter, nor 
would be for eleven days, as appeared from their an- 
Iwer in writing to the Englifti. Ambaflador ^^ ; fo that 
as yet, in Sir Henry Carew's ojpinion, it was uncei-* 
tain, whether they would allow Count Maurice to be 
of the order, or not ** Yefterday, concludeihe^ carric 

the news hither, tha^ tKe Archduke Matthias is

About the middle gfjune^ 1612, Mr. Pett began, 
by the Prince's order, a frame for a fmall new (nip, 
which was to be as a pinnace to his great (hip, tbePrincey 
in which hi3 Highneis propofed to fail fometimes in 
the narrow feas, and which therefore was appointed 
to be fitted with a very roomy cabbin, and all other 
accommodations for that purpofe. The keel of this 
new (hip was laid in the launching place at the old 
dock at Chatham on the laft day of June, being in 
len]gth feventy-two feet, and in breadth twenty-four ; 
and it drew eleven feet water : the l^urthen was a- 
bout, 250 tuns'*. 

William .Earl of Pembroke, who was afterwards 
Lord Chamberlain of the houlhold, and Chancellor 
of the Univerfity of Oxford* having received by 
Mr. Connok, the Prince's Receiver, a note from his 
Highnefs for the Stewardihip ,of Devonlhire,. and 
thp Seal ; aqd his Lord(hip having already granted it 
to Mr. Eveleigh, of that country, under this perplex- 
ity wrote a letter the. next day to Mr. Newton % in 
which he faid ; " his Highnefs (hall ever abfolutely 
*' command me, and what(bever is in my power to 
beftow. rMy only, irequeft is unto you, but to let 
the Prince truly underftand, how hard this cafe 
•* falls out to me , and then his will be done. * Thefe 
werpail the things that I had' to beftow myfelf ; 
and three daysiince I pafled tjiem under jmy.hand 
and feal to Mr. fivekigb, a:man> who hath loft 
*^ both his praAice and the judg^es by many years 
*' piainfully .upholding tlie Priqqe'^jurifdidtion of the 
Stanneries ; and no^Y, if he Ibfe thefe things, is 
utterly undone both in reputation and fortune : 
And laftly, which r is deare(t to me;pf all, the 
worid will conceive, that I .have fmall intereft in

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." bis ; Highncfe's favour^ when I muft overthrow 
*' mine own grant to fo well a defcrving pei'fbn^ and 
*^ beilow it on one> that, will never execute the

*^ thus much, i will humbly fubmit all to his plea- 
^ fijre. I befeech you let me hear from yoii j 
^ for I proteft this matter doth much trpublc 
^ me." 

This letter has no date, but appears to have been 
written in June, 1612, from one of that learned 
end eloquent preacher, Dr. Henry Parry, Bifhop of 
Worcefter, to Mr. Newton, dated in that city, June 
15, l6I^^ in which he has thcfe words v .*' For 
** Mr. Eveleigh, as I am much beholden unto you, 
** fo yet, I befeech you, both in that bufmefs and 
•' in all the like, take that leave, which you long 
*' fince gave me; and be guided not by my letter, 
" but by your own wifdom.*' In the beginning of 
this letter he exprefles his fatisfaftion in hearing, fuch 
great things of the Prince. '* How pleafmg and 
** acceptable, /ays be^ is all that you write unto nfie ? 
^ Above all thele two v^- that his Highnefs.s:o^veth a 
" goddly Prince ^ and that that noble Lord^ i$ hleft 
** with his favour. They are herein both bleft. ]Por 
never (hall his Highnefs beftow. his fevours upon 
a more faithful and honeft (hoheft is a better 
" word, and was before honourable) neither mail 
^t his Lordfliip perform his fervices to a more noble 
" and conftant Prince. But what is it, that you 
writ^ ? That his Highnefe fliould at any tipe, in 
his .many excelli^hciies, fo abufe himfelf, as not 
only, to think, ^utalfo to fpeak, of me, a poor 
'* worm of the country ? His Highnefs doth herein 
exprefe the image of God, who makes worms, as 
well as angels, partakers of his goodnefs. In him

Sir Dudley Carleton, who had been fent AmbaC- 
fador to Venice^ where he arrived in November, 
1610, took occafion to write from thence for the firft 
time to the Prince on the 24th of June, 161 a, O. S.

Sir John Digby, then Aiiibaflador to tlie court of 
Spain, and afterwards Loid Digby, and Earl of 
Briftol, in a letter from Madrid of the 2d of July 
1612, to Mr. Newton , took notice to him, how 
great an expedation the world generally con- 
ceived of the virtuous and hopeful beginnings of the 
Prince, their mafter; ** whereof you, yiyyj ;&(?, above 
** all other men, are to have a double joy and a 
*' more <}uick feeling ; for that his good and prince- 
** ly difpofition cannot but in fome meafure have re-- 
** lation to your induftry and care of his virtuous 
** education.** With regard to news, *' this prefenr, 
*^ Jayii^'i hath very litde: Only they are now here 
*• bufied for the reception of the Duke de Mayne, 
*' who Cometh Ambafiador from France for thecon- 
"*' eluding of the matches betwixt tlie two crowns. 
**• We ar« in afl kinds exdudcd from amongft them : 
** But the caufe being fo juft, as the truth of our 
** religion, 1 doubt not but whatfoever prejudice and 
'^ incanverwence we fuffcr for that, God will recom- 
** penfe it double and treble unto us.

Sir Thomas wirfied he had tiot . * ' 

Sir Thomas concluded with his ftioft htjmbfe 
thanks for the favour, which the Prince* had done 
him, in acquainting him fo freely with the abftra£fc 
of his anfwer to the King ; which Sir Thornas cftecm-^ 
ed the greater happinefs^ as he obferved thereby fo 
extraordinary a proof of his Higbncfs's mfdom^ both 
for the abifolute obedience, with which he Af bmkted 
himfelf towards his Majefty in an occafion of fuch im- 
portance to his Highnefs's particHlar ; artd dBb for fo 
clear and folid judgrhent, as he had macle o£ the 
matter itfelf. 

* Mr. Fleming, who wi4s to carry this tetcf to 
. England, tarrying at Paris a day or two longer than 
he expeded, Sir Thomas Edmondes fent by him-lt> 
the Prince a copy of an important letter, written by 
him on the 1 8th of Auguft to his Majefty, whidi 
would give his Highnefs information of what had 
fince occurred worthy of his notice, with relation to 
the figning the contract of marriage between the 
eldeft daughter of France, and the Prince of Spain, 
at Paris on the Saturday before, the 1 5th of Auguft, 
being St. Lewises day i and to the intrigues fortn- 
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ing between- the Prince of Conde, the Count de 
Soillons, the Duke of Boiiillonj and Monf. D'Efdi- 
guieres;^ ^ . . 

Sir Thomas in his letter to the Prince, of the i8th 
of Augufl%' in which .he inclofedhis letter of the 
fame date to the King, added, '^ If matters do here 
.*' fall out according to expeftation, we (hall then 
" have a fair field to do that iervjce for your High- 
'* nefsj which is defired • for the advancement 
"i whereof I Avill be careful to my uttermoft, that 
" no occafion (hall be omitted." He then took 
notice, that he underftctod, that his Majefty in-, 
tended at his return from his progrefs to difpofeof 
the places then vacant by the late Lord Treafurer's 
death : ''-And it pleafed his Majefty, fays be, graci- 
oufly to promife^ that in that diftribution he would 
remember me for (bme good promotion, as his 
Majefty's own words did import. But becaufe I 
doubt, that by reafon of my abfehce I may be 
prevented by others importunity, I moft humbly 
hefecch your Highn<efs to interpofe your efFeduai 
" mediation towards hi?:M^"eftyon my behajf, that^ 
*' -whi^e 1 am travelling in the vineyard^ I may not be 
** deprived of the fruit of my labour." 

That honeft, induftrious, and able mlnider, Mr. 
; William Trumball, afterwards knighted, and tjien 
Agent^at the Court of Bruffels, began a corref- 
pondence with the Prince by a letter from thence 
of the 28ih of Auguft 1612*. He obfervcd in it, 
that nothing had hitherto hindered his longing de- 
; fires. to tender to his Highnefs the utifcigned ofFerd 
of his humble and faithful fervice, but the duel 
confideration of the Prince's greatnefs and his own 
want of merit. " By nature, fays be, I am born 
" fubjed to the great King of Great Britain, your

** I fliould think it an ineftimablc favour^ and no 
lefs honour, to have the happincfs^ of being 
known to your Highnefs, and employed in your 
gracious commiflions, while I refide in thefc parts'. 
But being ignorant, wherein my fervic^ may be 
agreeable, to your Highnefs, I do in all humjlity 
befeech youy by the hand of your Highiiefs^s fe- 
•* cretary or clerk of your council, to direft my 
** zealous intentions ^ and they (hall humbly endea- 
vour, .by ail means poffible to my poor * capacity, 
to witnefs the fincerity of my dutifW affcdtioris 
" towards ypur^ighnefs, being the hen* apparent to 
** my country, the imitator of your father's heroical 
*^ vktues, and the expectation of the better part of 
" Chriftendomw 

Herewithal I prefume, encouraged by the com- 
mon renown of your Highnefs's clemency, to offer 
at the altar of your benign acceptance a book of 
policy and government, as the firft fruits of my 
*' nunible devotion: into which boldnef? I atn led» 
not by' any knowledge of the contents (which I 
h^vehever perufed) bxit for the reputation of him, 
to whoni it is. dedicated,' and the fnb)e6t thereof, 
^* which i$ the element of Princes of your rank and 
digi^ity. If it may pleafe your Highnefs to taike it 
in good part, I ihall have more bappinefs thatr I 
** cotiki expeft, or the gift itfdf deferve. But if 'it 
fall out otherwifc, I will lay the blame upon mine 
own unworthinefs, and ftrive by all honeft endea- 
^* Yours to jepair the default by my continual pray- 
*• ers to the Almighty, that he will preferve from all 
** dangers in health aqd bappinefs your Highhefs's 
*• moft noble per(bn, and give you as great a 

** fharc 
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^^ v^fiiare in fais celeftial bleSings^^ as you are like, in 
*^ due tiroe;^ to enjoy in tliis world's terrellrial king- 
^^ doms," ,. 

Sir Thomas Ednjondes^ on the <;th of September^ 
inclofed in his letter from Paris to tue Priocc ** a copy 
of one written by him to the King, giving his Majcfty 
an account of the anfwer, which Sir Thomas had re- 
peiyed to his laft propoiition concerning the match 
between .his Highncfs and Madam Chrilline of 
France; about which he hoped within a Jbort time 
to receive the full l:e;{blutiQn of tlie French Court j 
and (b likewrfe, that tirne would produce fome good 
efFeils, £br the better facilitating of the occafions for 
bis Highnefs*s fervice, which was there nurfued by 
his fervants with all the care and dexterity poffible^ 
With regard to another long letter, which Sir Tho- 
rnas had written to the King, jof general matters, ho 
fjeiired the t'Hnce to fommarid the light of it from 
Sir Thomas t^ake. 

The Priniee's anfwer t9 Sir Thomas Edmondes's 
letters* of the 14th ^ind iSth of Augufl, was dated 
from Ricfamoiid on the ipth of Septeml^er i6itit% 
^f^ was 9^ follows :

*' tion, yet I hold they did it upon good advifement. 
*' For if they and thofe pf therdigion do flick the one 
** with the other firmly, and if there fall out no frac- 
f* tion amongft; them, theiy may have a very great

*' As touching their intentions of removing from 
f^ about the Queen fome private perfons, my opinion

. Sir Thomas 5dmondes acknowledged the repeipt of 
this letter on the 25th of the fam^ month of Septem- 
ber % thanking ;he Prince for fo favourably enlarg- 
ing himfelf by thftdire<Slionscon£aine4in it, xyhich he 
^ould not fail to Obftfve fully ppoi) tlje gccafions, 
which (hould fall put. 

. His fliijghnefs would iinde^^fland, by the inclofcd 
cppy of Sir Thomas's letter to the ICing of the fame 
date, what anfwer had been given him to the propo? 
fitton of the niarriage*, which^ though it was npt as 
yet to give ^y diredt fatisfaftiorit on account of the 
interruptions occafionejl j>y. the fickn^fs of Monf de 
yillcroy^ and theabfenceof the Coynt de SpiiTons; 
yet his Highnefe i)?ight perceive, that there was an 
a^eftionate difpofition to proceed in the accomplifli- 
ment of the faid match, if the Prince fliould like 
thereof. 

. HisHighnefs had great reafon- to judge, tH^t the 
breaking off the match with the eldeft daughter

paution in a matter of fo great importance. And yet 
it could not be denied, but that the faid match did 
run a hazard to be Ihaken by many accidents, which 
might fall out ^ of which there would be pneins t6' 
make a better judgment, when it ftiould be feen» 
how matters were like to fhape there after the return 
of the Count de Soiflbns and the D^ke of Boyillon 
p the pourt. 

Sir Thomas iSdmondes returned his thanks to 
thfe Prince for his favourable opinion ; with the 
happinefe of which he fliould content himfelf. 
And fince he knew his Highnef^'s good pleafure^ 
he would forbear fafther irftportuftity concerning him- 
ielf i and yet he would riot d^fpair but that there 
might be lorne occafioft offered, whire he might der 
rive fomc grapes by bis Highnefi^^ means. And the 
rather, for that he had been put m Cpmfort from hii< 
^ Majefty, that he \vould be pleafcd to haveamoftgra^ 
cious cdnfideration of his Iqng fervices ; whft:h made 
him the more bold to defire, that the fame might have 
been feconded by his Highfiefe-s recommendatton. 

Sjr Thomas Edmondes*s letter to the King of the 
fame date of the 25th of September ^ was, itrime-*, 
fJiately after the receipt of it^ 6i*deted by his Majefty 
iLobe fent to the Prince, with the following letter to 
him frojtt the lord Vifcount Rochefter * :

Betwixt France and Savoy, if your Majefty look

" jefty, than they gave with theiirft daughter unto

Sir Thomas Edmondes fent to the Prince a copy 
ftf his letter to thfe King of the loth of Odlober, 
16 12 N with one to his Highnefs of the fame 4aie "". 
By the former of wiiiich, his Highnefs might per- 
fBclve^ with what e^rnelhiefs the motion w^ again 
]^urfued by the French court for concluding of the 
^satch between the Prince and madam Chriftine ; 
which for real matters his Highnefs fnight effeft 
upt>fi fuch conditions^ as he fliouid think fit^ fo 
(M k refted only for the Prince to make the e^ 
teaion. 

He wrote again to the Prince on the 20th of the 
ftme liiondi \ indofixig a copy of his letter to xht 
^ngof the fame date ^ by wlaich his Highnefs might 
fee what apology Sir Thomas was forced to make 
ifor his proceedings in the negotiation for his Highr 
ne(s*s fcrvice, wherein he had ufed all the care, that 
was pofiibie for him, to (atisfy the direftions fent 
him : But being not made acquainted with the true 
fcop«: of the King's and Pence's mtent, he might ' 
juftly pretend to be exempted froni blama^ if Ihings 
bad l^en carried in a. contrary biais farther than wan 
meant ^ the rather, bccaufe he had been aifured by

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the Duke of Bouillon^ that wlien, by his Majefty'p 
commandment, the Duke conferred with his Highr 
nefs, to know how his Highne& ftood aflfeded to the 
entertaining of the match with the fecond daughter/ 
in cde that with the eldeft could not be broken, (of 
which the Duke protefted, that he had never given 
afiurance) his Highne& told hmy that be woi^ld be 
content to bear the patience of her young years, To 
as it mi^t be provided to feod her forthwith into 
England. Sir Thonias now found by his M^jefty's 
letter, that this was never meant; and that it w^ 
on}y in hopt of breaking the tmtch of the elde^ 
daughter^ that, the faid proportion wasiet oi^ foot. 
His unhappinei& thensfore wass the greater, that, 
having ib plainly difcharged his duty in reprefenting 
the littte aifurance of that hope, there was not with- 
ftanding no kind of other direction &nt him.. So 
that be might; well fay, that. he. h^ hitherto a^ed 
m a bufinefs,. which he did obtihimfelf underfiand. 
But, thcHigh be had not . been fo happy, as to ad- 
vance ^y thing, fort the good of the Prince's fervioe 
to hch :purpofe, a& his Highnefs ddired ; yet h^ had 
carried 'himfelf with that cautkHi and wariness, that' 
he had done, nothing to the prejudice of it ; (o that 
be hoped, that his faithft^e(k and dutiful affe^ion 
fiiould ftill de&rve hk Highne&'s favourabte ai- 
^bwance. * 

The Prince having received three of Sir Thomas: 
EdnK)ndes*s letters, fince he had. written to:him. laft^ 
ordered Mr. Nevvton^ ia. a. letter from St. James's -of 
Odlober 29, i6iz%. to acquaint hirn with the true 
caufes of his not having anfwercd them. The King» 
being at Royfton^ when the Prince received the firft 
of the three letters, imparted to his Highnefs, by 
letters, the fame futgeit,.. which was cont^inpdin

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that of Sir Thomas Edmondcs-, defiring the Prindc 
toiignify his own opinion. And becaufe theanfwcr 
made to his Majefty in fubftance was to be commu- 
nicated to Sir Thomas hirtifelf, the Prince was con- 
tent to fpare his pains therein. U{ion*the receipt of 
the feoond letter of Sir Thomas, his Highncfs had a 
fiill refolation to write, and appointed a prefii^d 
time, when, being interrapted by the coming of 
Count Henry de Naffau,^ whom his Highnefs was 
defirous to entertain with the utmoft coiirtefy, his 
indifpofitibn did not allow him; after that, any oppor- 
tunity. " It hath lingered; yiyj Mt. Newion^ upon 
♦* him above a fortnight, : his Highnds thinkirig, by 
♦♦ the vigour of bis ipirit and (Irength of his body, 
^' to overcome it in fuch fprt, that He fcarce omitted 
•* his ordinary e^Stercifes of running at ring, and 
**' playing at teiinis. But, fince Sunday ^ laft, the 
" phyficians, fearing,- that it fliould prove either a 
^ baftard tertian or the ordinary difcafe of . the time, 
♦♦ wherewith all the parts jof the country have been 
<* much vifited, have* ranged him to the obfervanee 
*' of their prefcriptions, fo that he hath not had yet 
^* a convenient time to read your laft; but; in the 
" mean while, commailded me to let you undef- 
*' ftand what I have written concerning the caufes 
** of! ^ his fparing to write ; ais alfo, that the oflfcrs of 
*' dowry made unto his Majefty are, the one of a

this being all my diredtion for the prefent, till his

But, before we enter farther iiito the melancholy 
fcene of the Prince's laft ficknefs, it will be proj)er 
to infert the few remaining letters of his correfpon- 
dence.

i Oftobferj i6i2; to Mr. Newtaa''^t And, in order to 

(atisfy thie Prince of all that had paffed tliere fince 

•his coming into that country, he thought it expe- 
dient to feiJd the true copies of all the letters between 
the two Kings^ Guftavus AdolphuS of Sweden, arid 
Chmftiern IV. (rf- Denmark -, by "which his Highnefs 
might fee what was done, or likely to be expeded. 
That, with r^rd to aceflaKoh of arms, the King 
of Denmark could no ways, in Sir Robert's oprnioii, 
give way to it. For, firft, in (6 doing he muft main- 
tain his army at a great deal of charges^ Next, they 
ihould lie idle, and do nothing. Thirdly, his ene- 

•Inies might be 'provided of all neceflaries, of which 
they now ftood in need ; and being, perhaps, 6nce 

'provided, would not be fo eafily dealt with. Above 
all, that King called to memory what paffed in tFic 
laft. wars between his father King Frederic and 
S^weden. Tbe-Swedifti commiffaries being in Den- 
mark, &nd having already agreed to certain articles, 

•Frederic, trufting to horieft and plain dealing, dit- 
miffed his army. But he had no fooner done this, 

•but the Swfdesfell upon Dcnmarky-and did great 
dama^ ; the Danifh army, which was difmiffed, 
being at fea going to Germanyj where the cotitrar'y 
winds driving them back to their own country, the 
war grew hotter than before.

The Prince having purchased of Sir Robert Dud- 
ley, fon of Robert Earl of Leiccfter by the Lady 
Diouglas Sheffield, widow of John Lord Sheffield, the 
cattle and lands 6f Keneiworthin Wan>vickfhire, and 
the King being de&rous to reunite them to the crown, 
his Highnefe, on* the 18th of Odober, 1612, wrote 
the following letter *" to Sir JuHus Caefar, then Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer :

The Prince in the courfe of his ftudies, under 
the diredipn of Mr, Newton, had for a companion 
of them a young gentleman of excellent parts, 
wjiofe youngeft fifter Catharine was married to Mr. 
Newton. This gentleman, Mr. Thomas Puckering, 
only furviving fon of Sir John Puckering, Lord 
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Keeper of the Great -Seal, who died Suddenly of -ari 
apoplexy in the beginmng- of May, 1596, Vvas twc> 
or three years older than the Prince, being born in 
1591 or 1592 •. In September, 1610, he traveUed 
into France, being recommended to Sir Thomas 
Edmondes, the Englilb AmbaJOTador at Paris, by Mf. 
Newton, in a letter of the 2d of that month', men- 
tioning, that the bearer, his brotheir-in-law, had 
fequeftered himfelf for a time from the fervice of 
his matter, the Prince, whom . he had attended 
above five years % that he might be bettered by his 
travel, and made more ferviceablc hereafter to his 
* Highnefs. He returned to England about June, 
1 6 1 J , and was knighted that year, and created a 
Baronet on the 25th of November, 1612, while he 
w^as at Florence, whence he wrote a letter to the 
Prince on the 19th of that month, N, S. ', three 
days after his Highnefs's death, which his diftatice 
from England prevented him being for (bme time in- 
formed of. His letter was as follows :

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Sir Thomas Puckering fpent four years in hjs 
travels .in Italy, Spain, and France, and, at his re- 
turn to England, refided chiefly at the Priory ia 
Warwick, except when he attended theparlianaents, 
in which he fat as member for Tamwortli in Staf- 
fordihire. By his wife Elizabeth, daughter of Sir 
John Motley of Suffex, Knt. hehadtliree daughters^ 
only one of whom, Jane, furvived him; and, upon 
Ji^r death, his nephew. Sir Henry Newton, Barr. 
only fon of Sir Adam Newton, became heir to the 
greatcft part of his eflat€, and took the name df 
Puckering. 

The Prince, in the :19th year of his age, had a 
remarkable change in hb conftitution, occafioned by 
his continual fatigue of body and mind, or fomc in- 
ternal unknown caufe. For whereas his face was 
before fomewhat round and full, and bis difpoGtion 
phearful ; his vifage began now to appear paler, 
longer, and thinner ; and he grew himfelf more 
jfcrious and retired than ufual ; but without any 
complaint from himfelf, or fufpicion of his attend- 
ants, except that, about half a year after, he would 
now and then mention a giddy lumpifd heavinefs in 
his forehead, the p.^in of wJiich obliged him to 
ftroke up his brow and forehead with his hand be- 
fore he put on his hat. He ufed likewife to bleed at 
the nofe often and in great quantity ; by which he 
found great relief, till a little before his laft ficknefs, 
when this difcharge (lopped. He was now. fubjed 
to many and violent fainting fits, to recover him 
from which it was found neceflary to make ufe of 
ftrong fpirits. But, as thefe fits came upon him only 
at intervals, they were little regarded, and no confi- 
derable danger apprehended from them. 

About the beginning of riie fummer of the year 
16 1 2, the general difcourfe was of the marriage of 
his filler Elizabeth ; which was various, according to 
f he difFepent afFe^ons of the perfons, as Proteflants 

.or 
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or Papifts ; fqcne wifiirng her to be married to the 
King of Spain, fbme to the Prince of Savoy, ibme 
ta the young Landgrave of Hefle-Caffcl, and • others 
to Frederic the Eledor Palatine. The Prince highly 
approved of the motion for the pleftor, and exerted 
all his intereft and endeavoijrs to promote it upon die 
comtngover of Count Hanau, Ambaflador from the 
Eledtor, in order to propofe that match *. His High- 
jiefs treated that Count with great refpedk, and fe- 
conded his application, never refting till the great 
affair of the marriage was concluded ^ 

After the departure of the Count, as weH as of 
the Duke of Bctiillon, from England, which was in 
the beginning of June, i6iz\ the Prince went to 
Richmond, where he . continued till the progrefs. 
Here the river of Thames, which ran clofe by his 
houfe, invited him now and then in an evening to 
learn to fwim. This pradice was indeed objeiSed 
to by feveral, who thought it dangerous after .fupper 
with a full ftomach : and Dr. Theodore Mayerne 
declared himfelf afterwards of the fame opinion ; and 
that this cuftom of the Prince flopped the bleeding 
at his nofe, and occafioned the fever, that proved fo 
fatal to him. But he could, not be prevailed on to 
difcontinue the practice, while he ftayed at Rich- 
mond ; vvh^re he took likewife great delight in 
walking by the fide of the Thames in moon-light, to 
hear the found and echo of the strumpets ; both the 
fuuation and feafon expofing him too much to the 
evening dews. 

■- . But the time of the progrefs being no\y come, in 
V hich he was to meet the King his father at Belvoir 

Caftle,

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Caftle', the feat of the Earl of Rutland, in Lihcoln- 
ihire % on the fecond Saturday after the jprogrefe 
began, his Highnefs, without a due regard to his 
own conftitution, or to the length of the journey, 
fbeing near 'ninety fix miles, or to the extreme and 
imufual heat of the weather, determined, notwith- 
ilanding the remonftrances of Sir Charles Cornwalli«, 
to perform that journey in two days. He according- 
ly fet out on Friday *, at one in the morning from 
Richmond, and came to Hinchingbroke near Hun- 
tingdon, a houfe belonging to Sir Oliver Cromwell, 
Knt. Mafter of his Game, by ten in the morning, 
travelling threefcore miles in nine hours. There he 
remained that night, and the next day rode fix and 
thirty miles to Belvoir Caftle, where he met the King 
at the time prefixed. 

Before he left Richmond, having refolved to feaft 
the court at his manor of Woodftock towards the 
end of the progrcfs, as it would be the firft time of 
their general meeting there fince the houfe became 
his own, he had given orders to his officers to make 
provifions for that purpofe ; and that a large fummer- 
houfe of green boughs (hould be ereded in the park 
for the great fupper : and during the execution of 
thefe orders he made fcveral hafty and fatiguing 
journies thither in the heat of the feafon. 

At the conclufion of the progrefe the court came 
to Woodftock, where they were entertained by his 
Highnefs, from Wednefday night till the Sunday 
night following, when he gave his great (and, as it 
proved, his farewell) fupper to them, himfelf having

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before attendeci to direct all the preparations for i|. 
The King and Queen fat at table by tliemfelvcs at 
the u^er end of the room, and the Prince with his 
fifter and the Lc»"ds and Ladies at another table of 
about thirty yards in length ; and tlie whole fcaft, 
which was one of the moft magnificent and beft or,- 
deredy that had been feen, was crowned by the pbear- 
fulnefe and vivacity of his Highncfs. 

The court removing the next day, Monday, from 
Woodftock, the Prince, after leave obtained, haften* 
ed to his houfe at Richmond on account of the ex- 
pedled arrival of the Eleftdr Palatine, whom he in- 
tended to receive with all poffible honour,- At his 
return to Richmond he not only began to give orders 
for his own affairs and the reception of the Eleftor, 
but likewife to confider of means of rewarding his 
officers and fervants, many of whom had (pent mucii, 
and gained nothing, in his fervice. To fbme of thefe 
he actually affigned penfions, and to the reft promif- 
td to gratify them as foon as pofllble. ' 

But now, whether through the continuance of his 
violent exercifes, or too frequent indulgence of him- 
felf in eating grapes or other fruits, or from fome 
other unknown caufe, he grew daily paler and more 
emaciated, complaining now and then of a cold lazy 
drowzinefs in his head ; which induced him frequent- 
ly to allv queftions of feveral of his attendants con- 
ctirnirig the nature and cure of the fever then raging, 
and from its unufual fymptoms caWtd . the Di/ea/e ^\ 
imagining probably his own indifpofition to be of the

the reafon of it byhisPhyfician.Dr. Hammond, and 
'others near him, his anfwcr was, that he knew not ; 
fometioies, that thofe fighs broke from him una* 
wares -, and at other times, that they were not with- 
out a caufe. 

In the beginning of Oc9;ober, his contiaual head- 
ach, lifttefeneft . and indifpofition increafed, whkh, 
on account of the time, he endeavoured to the ut- 
moft to conceal ; iand he, who iifed to rife early in 
the morning to walk in the fields, now lay in bed 
almoft every morning till nine, complaining of his 
own indolence, and that he knew : not the caufe of 
it ; during which time he would often, before he 
rofe, afk the Gi:obms of the fied-chamber, how ht 
looked that morning ? which they generally anfwerr 
ied, as apprehending no danger, with fonie pleafan- 
try, in order to divert him. 

Stiil continuing ill he had on Saturday the loth 
of Odober two fmall fits-of an ague, which forced 
him to keep his chamber, and- corifuk his Phylician 
Dr. John Hammond % with an intention, as itfeem* 
ed, of taking fomc ftrong phyfic to remove . the 
caufe. But that Phyfkraii not venturing to do much 
without farther advice, only prefcribed an emollient 
-clyfter. 

On the Tuefday the 13 th of Oftober having, as - 
Nvas fuppofed, taken cold, he was feizec}. with a vio- 
lent diarrhoea, occafioning five and twenty difchitrges 

of

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of choler, phlegm, and at laft putrificd matter. But 
the next day finding himfelf, as he faidy reafonably 
VftHy he gave orders for his removal from Richmond 
to St; James*6 on the Thurfday follbwing, that he 
might, be ready to receive the Eleftor Palatine : and 
though it was reprefented to him as very hazardous 
to go abroad, while the diarrhoea continued, he 
perfifted .to declare, that he was well enough to 
undertake the journey, and accordingly came to St* 
James*s. 

When be arrived there, the palenefe of his coun- 
tenance, and his whole appearance^ raifed appre- 
hefnfions in feveral perfons : but the firmnefe of his 
own mind was fuch, that he made no complaint^ 
and (hewed no diforder, and even gave leave to his 
Phyjician, who had waited long^ to go to his own 
bouie •. 

The Eledor Palatine^ who landed at Gravefend 
on Friday night Odlober i6, being brought to the 
Banqueting Houfe at Whitehall, the Prinee attended 
the King, Queen and Princefs there to receive him*. 
But his indifpofition ftill continuing and increafmg 
began to make a great change in his temper ; fo that 
he grew difpleafed with almoft every thing ; and his 
curiofity about what before gave him much fatif* 
i'aAion, feemed abfolutely extinguifhed. However 
he ftill employed himfelf in providing and giving 
orders for fuch things, as related to the folemnity of 
\S\y fifter's .marriage j and ftill kept company, as 
much as he could, with the Eleftor Palatine, and 
tbunt Henry de Naflau. He delighted particularly 
in the converfation of the Count, whom he highly 
hoqoured, and efteemed for his noble and heroic 
Ujfpofition fo much refembling his own, and with 
•Wbum he uled to play often at cards and tennis ; at 
...^ .. the

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die latter of which games they played a great match 
on Saturday jhe 24th of Odober. But in this niatch 
the Prince, too negligent of his own weak ftate of 
body and the coldnefs of the feafon, played 1|i his 
ihirt, though the fpeftatofs could not but be alarm- 
ed; with the ftrong marks of hisindifpofition, eipreA 
ling to onfe another their fears of the confequenceift 
of it. But after the match Wa^ ended, he feemed to 
be iCmfible of no diforder, having hitherto enjoyed 
a -toleirable. ' goiG>d appetke. MoWever at hi^ going to 
bed that night, he complained more than ufual of 
his. Jaflitude and the pain in his head. 

' The next morning, Sunday the 25th of Oftober; 
it being the cuftom of his houfe to have the fei'moti 
early, when xht Court w^s near, 'becaufe he ufed af-» 
ter his own to hear the King's, when he was inform- 
ed, that Mr. Wilkinfon *", one of his Majefty's Chap- 
lains, was. ready to preach before his Highnefs, he* 
contrary to his late habit' of lying long in bed, ind, 
thbugh he found himCelf then droufy and ill,'.arpfts 
and began to drefs himfelf. For he had a greateC* 
teem for Mr. Wilkinfon, as a preacher, ever ftnce he 
had heard, /long before, a fermon'of his upon the 
laft judgment, which his Highnefe often fpokc of 
with high apjprob^tion. He did not make the prfeach- 
fer' vt^ait long for him' in the Chapel, where the fer- 
mon'' was upon a very feafonable topic. Job. xi v. f,

having commended this fermon went to Whitehall^ 
where he heard another with the King/ After ?thia 
he dined with his Majcfl^y, arid eat with a feemtngly 
good appetite ; but the palenefs of his countenance, 
and the hollow ghaftjinefs of his eyes, were much re-* 
marked. After dinner, his gfeat cowrage and reJbbl* 
tbn, in combating with and diffemWing hia difoirder, 
gave w^y to. the forge of it; for about three o'clock 
in the aifternoon he was taken, hot oftly with a fud*' 
den- ficknefs and faintnefs, too familiar to him of late^ 
but likewife with a fliivering attended with great 
hqat and head-ach, which from that time never left 

him*

^'i^fihircc and twetity deccafeU Princes, eight, that ii more

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him. In this ftate lie was oUiged fuddenly to take 
his leave, and go to St. James's to bed. Here he 
found himfelf extremely ilK continuing all that even- 
ing in an agony, and tormented with an exceffive 
thirft, never afterwards abated ; his eyes being dim 
and impatifent of the light of a candle. That night, 
during which hercfted'ill, he was ordered a cooling 
ptifan, with broth at the end of his fit. 

On Monday, Odtober 26, he felt no abatement 
of the pain in his head ; his belly continued coftive ; 
and his pulfe high ; his water crude, thin, and 
whitilh i which induced Dr. Mayerne, his Majefty's 
chief Phyfician, to order him a clyfter, which operat- 
ed very well. After which the Prince finding an in- 
tcrmiffion of his fever, which intermiffion continued 
all that day, he rofe from his bed, and played at 
cards ; as he likewife did the next day with his bro- 
ther, the Duke of York, and Count Henry de Naflau. 
In the mean time many meffageis were fent from the 
court and every where elfe, to know how he was ; 
all which, as no danger was apprehended, were 
anfwered with good hopes. Yet his Highnefs all this 
while looked ill and pale, fpoke hollow, and ftrangely, 
with dead funk eyes; his drynefs of mouth and great 
thirft continuing ; for which his Phyficians ordered 
him that night (harp, tart, and cooling juleps, prepar- 
ed with all kinds of x:ordials and antidotes poflible ; 
his broths and jellies being made with the fame care. 
Yet his thirft and head-ach continued ; though he 
refted quietly that night.. 

On Tuelday, Odober 27, he found fome eafe in 
the morning, fo that his Phyficians were all in hopes, 
that his difeafe would have proved a tertian or baftard 
tertian at the moft ; though his ghaftly rolling eyes 
and uncouth looks put them in fome fear. 

R That 

*' featful thing among the common fort of men^ if on« io 
<i every three wcr« fuojeS to violent death." 
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Tbat d^y the King ordered hU furgcon Mr. N«f- 
mith to attend the Prince in his ficknefe 5 in infe- 
rence with whom, and divers others. Dr. Mayeroe 
declared it as his judgment, that the Airef): method 
for his Higboefe's fefety was bleeding, before his qa- 
tioral heat and ftrength were too mu<;h impaired or 
oppj-efledi or the fever became continual JBut thit^ 
opinion being ftrongly oppoKed by the reft was |)oc 
followed. 

That morning the Prince rofe, and put on hit 
cloath3 ; but bis fit returning about noon, firlt with 
a cold, and then a great beat without any fweat con** 
tinuing till eight at night, he was forced to goto bed 
agqiin ; but that night refted quietly. 

On Wednefday, 0(ftober 28, in the niormng <;(|iBe 
Dr. William Butler \ the celebrated phyfician of Cam^ 
bridget of long pradice and fmgular judg^nent in bid« 
profdEon, but a great huriK)rift, He com^ted ihe 
Prince with lK>pes of ibon recovering him» aflurii^g 
him, thar there was no danger : but fecretly tootJier(» 
he fpoke doubtfully, as his cuftom was, that h^^ could 
not tell what to make of the diftemper ^ and that he 
did not like the appearance ; adding, that if the 
Prince (hould efcapc, it would be a confiderable time 
before Ws recovery would be completed. Nor could 
hjC be perfuaded, during the whole time of his High* 
nefs*s ficknefs, to flay longer with him than about 
one hour every morning, and another in the after** 
noon, to confult with th? reft. What his reafons 
were for this are not known ; whether it was diflikc 
of Dr. Mayerne, or refentment, becaufe the cure 
was not comniitted to him as chief t, or fu^icion of 
the Prince's difeafe, which made him uiiwilling to 
meddle too much in the cure, which Sir Charles 
Cornwallis ^ inclined to thinly: the moft probable. 
. . caufe.

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caule. Bqt at his iirft coming having inqurred what 
was done, he approved of it, and recommended it to 
be continued till a farther judgment might be given. 
The Prince however found little or no eafe, thougji 
he rofe and drefled himfelf. 

In the preceding days and this, his ftomach was 
Dot yet quite gone, but he would now and then take 
fuch food, as the Phyilcians thought proper. Yet 
the Do<5t6rs Mayerne, Hammond, and Butler, con- 
fiderinR the greatnefs of the danger, and the ftrangc- 
nefs of the diieafc, the water not at all indicating 
th^ nature of it, which made them more unwilling 
to meddle tilj a crifis appeared, , were defirous to 
haw had more Phyficians called into the cdhfultatibn. 
But the Prince refufing to admit of this on account 
of the ^onfuiion of opinions, that might arife, they 
unanimoufly agreed, as he had then an intermifCon, 
but was coftive, to give him a purge of Senna, and 
Rhubarb, infufed in cordial and cooling liquors, with 
fyrup' of rofes 5 which operated feveti or eight tirpes, 
and bi^Plught away ^ great quantity of putrid choler 
«nd at laft phlegm, the urine inclining fomewhat to 
concodtipn. But his Highnefs did not find afterwards 
the ^afe, which was expcdted ; yet was ftill fed with 
hopes of recovery. But night being come (towards 
whi^h) during his whole ficknefs, he grew- worfe 
than in the morning, when he was always more com- 
pofed than in the evening) his head-ach, thirft, and 
other fymptoms, continuing, though not with extre- 
-mity, he refted ill. 

On Thurfday, (Xtober 29, the hopes of him be- 
gan a little to dimjnifh ; though that morning the 
pain of his head was a little abated, and his breath, 
which had been (hort, was relieved. Thefe favour- 
ite, cirtjumftances made him refolve to rife, as he 
had done before -, but finding his head fo giddy, 
that he was not able to (land alone, he returned tp 
his bed, which frpm that moment he neyer after- 

R 2 wardi 
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wards left. The tingling of his ears, and his leap-' 
ings and boundrngs, now incfeafing, and a fmall fit 
coming upon him with a coldnefs, and the fever, 
which had but (hott intermiffions, caufing his tongue 
to be black and dry, and all other bad fymptoms to 
be aggravated, many of thofe about him began to 
fear the worft. But the Phyficians, not willing nor 
daring to do much, till they had fome farther and 
riiore certain knowledge, adyifed only the fupplying 
the Prince, who bore his illnefs with extraordinary 
patience, with all forts of cordial juleps, which art 
or experience could fuggeflr. Dr. Butler's advice was 
faid to be the fame, that cordials internal and exter- 
nal, and the reftorativcs and diet bejgun, (hould be 
continued. 

The Prince had no evacuation by fweat, which it 
was thought improper to force, and that nature's 
own time was to be expedled. This night he paffed 
very unquietly. • 

On Friday, Odtober 30, the fixth day of his ill- 
nefs, he continued in the fame ftate;, the Phyficians 
Hill waiting for the iflue of the eighth day. His 
fever was continual with all the former fymptoms ; 
for which a clyfter was given him in the morning, 
by which he had fome eafe. 

About three in the afternoon came on his lefler 
doubling, during which his breath became (hort, and 
his fece very red, and his piilfe beat extremely quick. 
In this fit his nofe began to bleed, as fome thought, 
two ounces ; and then (lopped of itfelf By this bleed- 
ing he found fome relief, not having bled, as his 
cuftom was, for a confiderable time before. 

From this time Dr. Mayerne, with Mr. Nafmith, 
began to urge the neceflity of bleedijrlg, as they had 
done before ; nature feeming to call for it, the fever 
being continual in a conftitution exceflively hot, and 
which had been much ufed to bleeding. But the 
other Phyficians being averfe to it, nothing wais 

done, 
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donc^ this day paffing like the reft. All this while 
the exceffive pain of the Prince's head continued, 
together with his lieat and thirft, for which his mouth, 
and tongue were continually waflied. In the night 
he refted ill; but in the morning he was, as ufual, - 
ibmcwhat better. .. 

On Saturday, 0<Slober 3*1, there appeared no fign 
of amendment, his Highnefs continuing in an ex- 
ceffive heat ; after which came on the great redoub- 
ling i and he grew delirious, with .blackhefe, drynefs^ 
and clefts in his tongue. He was continually plied 
with eyery thing fuppofed to be proper,, but to no 
purpofe, except giving him a. little eafe for the pre- * 
lent. The tingling of his ears, and his boundings 
and leapings, increafed, and his urine grew more 
crude. He now found the pain of his head 'more 
acute, with a fenfatipn as if tTiere lay a weight on his 
forehea4 » which together with the ulceration of his 
throat rnade him unwilling 10 fpeak, except when 
abfolutely neceffary, and then, not without extreme 
pain. 

, This day, nature again, as it had dene the day 
before, pointed out the lieceflity of bleeding ; for 
which reafon it was prefled with more earneftnefs 
than ever by Dr. Mayerne, as the only means to 
ftve the Prince's life. At length, after Dr. Butler, 
who had miftaken-.the beginning of his Highnefs's 
illneis, h^d long oppoled it!, thofe two Phyficians and 
Dr. Hammond agreed, that a>ein ftiould be opened 
the riext day. This night was more unquiet than 
any.of the lormer. 

On Saturday the ift of November, Dr. Butler 
with great reluftance gav.c ever his oppofition to 
bleeding, which he had refiifed to confent to, on 
pretence that it was the eighth day of the Prince's 
licknefs, offering to leave the other Phyficians, till 
he. was forced to ftay and. give his confent^ Dr. 
Hammond and others proving to him, that it was 

' R 3 not 
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not the eighth day, his Highnefs having been iH for 
a long time before, though he hdd with uncommon 
rcfolution and patience conceafed ir. In the morning 
leven or eight ounces of blood were drawn froni the 
median vein of his right arm ; during which opefatiort. 
he fainted not, but bled freely, defiring and caflitig 
upon them to take more blood, when they were go- 
' ing to (lop, finding inftant cafe. The blood being 
cold appeared thin and putrid, with a blueilh water 
on the top, and without any fibres. 

This day, after bleeding, the Prince found great 
eafe, and himfelf better than he had been firi^e the 
beginning of his ficknefs, his pulfe grown lefs quick, 
his doublings ceafed, and all his ill fymptoms became 
kfs violent. 

1 hat afternoon he was vifited by his Royal Father. 
Mother, Brother, Sifter, and the Eledlor Palatine, and 
divers others of the cooi t ; all of whom .conceiving 
good hopes departed from him with much comfort 
let that night he paffed unquietly, though lefs fo 
than fame of the former. 
\ On Monday, Novefriber 2, he became wbrfe than 
everv the great redoubling doming upon, him, aceom- 
|janied with.rednefsof fi'ce, fliortnefs of breathy in- 
creafe of thirft, blacknefs of fb^ tongufej,..excdlive 
heat, though fomewhat Ief$ .than it v^^as two xlays he- 
fore, . and numbnefs. In-ftiort, fo many ill figitis ap- 
peared, that fomeof the Phyficians then 'declared^ 
that by the violence of the.difeafe; the. blood and 
"humours were retired towards the brain, ahd over- 
charged the vellels of it ^ as afterwards was evident 
upon opening it. ' 

That morning Dr. Henry Arkyns \ a Phyfician of 
London, eminent for his learning and integrity, a& 

well

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' ^efi as ottenfive pradicc, being fern for by the K?r^ 
to attend the Prince, declared his opini^3r>, that the 
cafe was a putrid lever, the feat whereof was urder 
the liver in the firft paffagcs; and the malignity of ic 
of the higheft kind. 

This day and the next the Prince was vilited t^y 
his Majefty and others of the Court, whofe extreme ' 
concetn, was however mixed with fome hopes* 

All this while, though he grew every day worfe, 
yet no perfon mentioned to him death ; which his 
ficbnefe, that day and the next, would not permit 
him to refledl upon himfclf, which his Phyficians 
would have diverted hira from doing, by telling him, 
that he was in no danger, an opinion founded upon 
his extraordinary patience ; for he neither complained, 
nor could have been difcovcred to be fick but by his 
looks. 

That night his delirium increafed ; for he called 
out for his clothes, rapier, &c. faying that he muft 
be gone v he would not ftay ; with other fpeeches of 
as extravagant a kind. 

On Tuciday, November 3, he was worfe than be- 
fore; air his former fymptoms increafing, hisbound- 
ings bcmjg turned into convulfions, his raving and. 
numbWeft herghtfened, ^nd his fever more viokm. 
Whereupon bleeding was again propofed by Dr. 
Mayernc and others, the Dottor affirming, that he 
difliked the too fparing manner of proceeding with 
his Highnefs ; and that, iri a cafe of fiKh extremfity, 
they muft, if they meant to fave his life, purfiie the 
fame rtiethod of cure, as they would with an ordinary 
perfon, forgetting liim to be a Prince, whom they 
had in hand : otherwife he muft die (for ought he 
few) becAufe he was a Prince j though, if he were of 
low rink*, he might be faved. ' But this opinion wai 
difepfpro^ed of by moft of the others, who continti- 
cd and increafed their cordials, giving him a clyfter, 
which brodght away abundance of corrupt and putrid 

R 4 matter. 
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matter,, together with fome raifins, which he was 
thought to have eaten twelve days before. 

That day, in order to eafe the Prince's pain in the 
head, his hair was Ihaven away, and pigeons and' 
cupping-glaffes applied ; which he bore with admira- 
ble patience, as if he had been infenfible of pain ; 
bu^ without any relief, except for the prefent. 

The Phyficians began now to defpair, and fome of 
them to ditcover it by their looks ; for that night he 
became very weak, the fever increafing with the de- 
lirium, in which he began to be very reftlefs, finging 
in his fleep, endeavouring to leap out of bed, and 
gatheringrup the Iheets. Xheconvulfions grew like- 
wife ftronger, and his tongue, mouth, and throat, 
more dry than ever ; though he did nor complain of 
thirfl:, or call out for relief pf it ; which fliewed, that 
his diftemper had got the better of his reafon ; fince 
otherwife he could not but have complained . ias be- 
fore. • . . . . . , 

On. Wcdnefday, November. 4, the hopes.. of the 
Prince's recovery were' much leifened, tJie, Phyficians, 
Surgeo^iSi and Apothecaries, .who had hith^to.^been 
the. rnoft fanguine, beginning, to defpair ; though nvjft 
of thenp.ftill thought, that acrjri^fhould.bp.exgeA^<^, 
before they .ought to determine^ of whic^^^owev^r 
there .wfts yet fmajl appearance. ' .... • /;

. Ip, the. aftenioon his Ma)e% hearing of thePrj^pe'^ 
und9ubted danger, .though f>e.fwas then.npore com- 
pofed and fober than at Qther times, came toT^:hir|i. 
But^" being informed of hiscfiiuation, and, ihejpvroba- 
ble i:onrequc;ices of ir, • and what an addition of g^ief 
..it would be. to. fee his beloved fon in that extrenriity, 
hevvas at laft perfuaded to depart without feeing 
hina, ?ifter^iying exprefe orders, that, fmqe msHigh- 
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nefs was continually moleflred with great numberi^, 
who.camie^ out of regard to vifit him, no perfon (houW 
be a-dmitled except thojfe, who of neceffity muft ai^ 
tend,. him, till the iflue of thq diftemper wasfeeir. 
This was accordingly done, and the Prince, for his 
greater eafe, was removed into another longer and 
more quiet chamber. 

Dr. Majerne had, before this, ferioufly exhorted 
the Prince . to commend himfelf into the hands of 
God,, and found him in a mod excellent and religiou? 
frame of mind. And the Archbilhop of Canterbury, 
Dr. George Abbot, hearing of thedefperate (late of 
his High nefs', now thought it his duty to vifit hin>. 
His firft qpeftion to the Prince was, whether therp 
had been any prayers faid in his chamber fmce his 
ficknefs ? To which his Highncfs anfwered in the ne- 
gative, alledgingthe caufe to' have been the continu41 
employment of the Phyficians^ Surgeons, and Apo- 
thecaries, about him ; and that he had not been put 
in mind of it till then; but that he had not failed to 
pray quietly by himfelf. Thi^ anfwer being very fatiP 
, factory to the. Archbilhop, he again alked, whether 
his Highnefs would now henceforward be pleafed to 
haye prayers in his chan^ber? The Prince readily 
confented to * this ; inquiring which of his Chaplains 
Vere, pf efent ; and finding Dr. Milbourne ', Dean of 
.RochelieiT, to be attending, he ordered him to be 
called, as. one. whom he had always efteemed for his 
.learning, charader, and abilities.as a preacher. Tlie 
' Archbifhop in the mean time, not willing too much 
to dffquiet the Prince,* faid prayers that evening at 

his 

^ br. Richard Milbourne, born at London, though of a 
Pembtpkejhire family, and educated it Winchefter School, 
and afterwards at Queen's College Cambridge. He was Mi- 
nifterof Seyenoke in Kent, Chantorof the Cathedral of St.

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his bed-fide in a low voice. Upon which hiir High- 
nefs defired him to raife it : and repeated the con* 
feffion of his faith word for word after his Grace. 
From that time the Dean of Rochefter continued to 
|)ray daily with the Prince at his bed-fide. That 
ii%ht was as unquiet as the reft. 

On Thurfilay morning, November 5, an account 
was fent to the King, that there now Remained nor 
hopes nor means of the Prince's recovery, except by 
defperate and dangerous attempts. Which hisr Ma- 
jefty confidering, gave abfblute permiffion tj Dr. 
Mayerne to do what he would himfelf, without ad- 
vice of the reft, if> in lucb an extremity, any method 
could be thought of for his Highncfs s fifety. But 
he, weighing the importance of the attempt, arid the 
greatneft of the danger, would ndt venttnrc upon^any 
cipcrimem without the adtice of the cdicni, wWdi 
he always took: -, declaring, that rt fllould never be 
(aid in after-ages, that he had killed the King's eldeft 
ion. HisMajefty in the mean while, unwiTlfcg and 
' iinabie to ftay fo near the gates of forrow, removed 
to Theobald's in Hertfordlhire, to wait there the 
event. 

eieedirtg was nc^ the third time propofed amongft 
the Phyficians, Mayerne, Hammond, Butler, and 
Atkyns 5 fome of them, in particular Dr. Mayeme, 
afBrmmg, that the Wood filKng thcbram by its ma- 
lignant acrimony and quantity, caufed the ravings 
and convulfions, which ^ though without feeming 
^in, becaufe die fpirits were oppreffed, put his 
Highncfs into imminent danger, more than the 
Tiumbnefs, the caufe of which was within the ven- 
triclesof the brain ^ as alfo the hot and choleric bipod , 
in the jnembranes. . All which being confidered> aod 
that his Highncfs had yet fuiScient ftrength g( body, 
mid his pu^lie ftill able to endure it, the opening of a 
vein was, ic^ their judgment, the only mt9m left. 
But this was diflik^ by th^ reft, who conduded 10 

' double 
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douHc ^nd treble the cordials, making a revulfion 
from the head with a clyfter, which had little 
effeft, except thdt the Prince became more fenfible 
after it. 

In the mean time the Arehbifhop came in great 
hafte to his Highnefs, and gently alking how he did 
fince he laft faw him ; and finding little or no hope 
remainingi he began to prepare the Prince j^ainft 
the fear of death. He obferved, that the preparatbn 
for it, and the thinking and meditating upon it^ could' 
not bring on the awful event the (boner ; bui, on the 
contrary, would fortify him fo much the more ag^inft 
it. He reminded him of the excellence and immor- 
tality of the (bul, the inexpreffible happinefs of good 
men in another ftate, the mifery of the prefent, and 
the mfignificancy of all the vain, inconftant, mo^ 
mentary, and frail pleafures of it in comparifon of 
the joys of heaven ; with many other topics of the 
like nature. 

The Arehbifhop having thus prepared him to hear, 
wem farther, and acquainted him of the exceedingly 
great danger, which he was in ; and that though he 
might recover (as he hoped he would) yet he might 
alfo die. And fince it was an inevitable and irrevo- 
cable necefiity, that all muft once die, foon or latc» 
death being the reward of fin ; ^ his Grace aflced, if it 
fliould fo i^ll out, whether or no he was well pleafed 
to fubmit himfclf to the will of God f To which the 
Prince anfwered, with all his heart. The Arehbifhop 
then proceeded to queftipns concerning his faith j 
firft of the religion and church, wherein he lived : 
which his Highnefs acknowledged to be the only 
true church, wherein alone was falvation to be ex-» 
pedted. Then of his faith in Chrift only, by whom, 
and in whom, without any merit of his, he could be 
aflured of the remiflion of all his fins. This the 
Prince profefied to be his fincere belief Laftly, of 
the relSirreffttofi of the body, everlafting life, and the 

hap- 
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hfippinefs of heaven : all which the Prince confeflcd,- 
hoping, to enjoy it with all the faints. 

After this conference, with much more to the 
feme purpofe, the Apchbirtiop, fearing too much to 
diiquiet the Prince, took his leave of him, with many 
pious exhortations, . , ? 

That, day, the Anniverfary .of the Thanfcfgiving 
for the Deliverance from the Gunpowder-plot^ order, 
was given to all cl^i^rches . to pray for his.f^iglinefs ; 
till wiich'-time his danger was unknown to the peo- 
ple in. general. . .. : 

Upon that day, and at jfeyeral other times fince his 
confufion of fpeech, he would often call upon Sir 
David Murray, in whom he had.thc higheft ponfi-. 
dence^ by his name, D4vid^ David^ David ; who 
coming to the Prince,.; to know h\& .pleaTure^ his 
Hi^hef&.anfwer.cdjWich a^,^, '* i.^P^W f4y f^n^e- 
^ what V but I cannot \i.tter jtV Wfiicli forrivhe ftill 
ufcd, as long as he had any fen(e or memory. 
, Now, though toa late,: caipe in, tp'afl]ft: the,Qther 
Phyficians, Dr. Palnier and Dr. Gifford\. potH of 
great reputation' in thfsir profelTion j who, with the 
£>rmer four, went into :a 'confultation what now re- 
Biained -to be done ; in which confultatjon was again, 
propounded .the ne^effity of bleeding ; but the op-. 
port unity of thi$.wa,S paffed; by the evacuation of his 
belly- In the encj they agreed upoh.Diafcprdium, 
as the only nnfe^ns"^- now remaining-; which, being 
tempered with cooling. cordials, was^iven him about 
ten at night. The operation ,of thjs was little or 
none • neither all, this> while did nature incline'to re- 
lieve itfclf by fweatingi. the forcing of which was

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as the reft ; his fymptoms continuing the fame; bm 
he fpoke now and then^ though lb confufcdfy, that 
he could not be underftood. 

Among the reft Mr. Nafmith fitting by his bed- 
fide> his Highnefs pulled him to him by the hand, 
fpeaking to him fomewhat, but fo inarticulately, by 
reafon of the rattling in his throat, that he could not 
be underftood. The Prince, perceiving this, turned 
from him with a dee^ figh'; and hevcr afterwards, 
unlefs urged, fpoke either tohim or any other perfon. 

In this extremity Sir David Murray came to him, 
and intreated him, that, if he had any thing to fay, 
which troubled him, he would make known his mind. 
But, his fpirits being overcome, and nature weak, he 
was not able to fay any thing, except giving order 
for the burning of a number of letters in- a certain 
cabinet in his clofct ; which prefently after his death 
was done. 

Not long after, on Friday morning about three 
of the clock, his back-bone, (houlders, arms, and 
tongue, by reafon of the violence of the convulfions, 
disjointing and dividing themfelves, he fainted, and 
feemed now twice or thrice to be abfplutely dead. 
This raifed prodigious exclamations of grief in the 
chamber, court, and adjoining ftreets ; the noife of 
which, with ibme other means ufed, awakened him 
from his fwoon. The cry was fo great, that all, who 
were in the ftreets, thought him to be aftually dead ; 
and the rumour of it immediately fpread into, the 
city arid country, and occafione4 an univerfal lathen- 
tation. 

Thus while the Prince, refigned by all into the 
hands of God, lay in the agonies of death, now and 
then, till within two or three hours of it, looking up, 
and fpeaking, or endeavouring to fpeak, but not. 
able to be underftood j every perfon was ready to 
bring cordial waters, and diaphoretic and quinteffen- 
tial fpirits, tp be^given him. Among thefe, one was 

ad-t 
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luiininiftered in the afternoon, which fet the little 
remains of nature at work, and forced a fweat ; 
which, though too late, was the firft he had. Sir 
Walter Ralegh alfo fent another cordial from the 
Tower*, which whether or not it Ihould be given him, 
was the fubje€tof fome deliberation. After ^he ope- 
ration of the firft, his Highnefe refted quietly for a 
while i but ibon- falling into his former extremities, 
the cordial fent by Sir Walter Ralegh, after having 
been tailed and proved, was, with the leave and 
advice of the Lords of the Council there prefent^ 
given to him. But this was likewiie in vain, except 
that, forcing the fpark of life ftill remaining in him, 
it threw him again into a fweat ; after which, as be^ 
fore, he had fome little reft. But this was of (hort 
continuance, for he foon rclapfed ; his fight and 
fenfes failed ; and all the figns of approaching death 
appeared. 

In this exigence the Archbilhop of Canterbury, 
being prefent, faw, that it was now the critical too* 
ment of adminiftering fome conicJation to the Prince^ 
if he had yet any remains of confcioufnels ; and com- 
ing to him, put him in mind of all thofe things, which 

he

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be had iaid to him die day before ; calikig on him 
aloud in his ear to rememter Chrift Jefus ; to bdieve, 
bope^ and trufl only in him "with aiTured hope of 
mercy ; to lift up hia heart, and prepare himfeif to 
n^eet, the Lord Jefiis ; with many other iuch exhorta* 
tions. He then fpoke more loud than ever in his car j 
** Sir, bear you me f hear you me ? hear you me ? 
" If you hear me, in certain fign of your faith and 
*^ hope in the Meiled refurredion, give ub, for our 
** comfcH-t, a fign by lifting up of your hands.** 
This the Prince did, lifting up both his hands toge- 
ther. The Archbiftiop then defired him to give ftill 
another fign, by lifting up his eyes : which the Prince 
having done, they let him abne. The Archbifhop 
Ukewife, with a flood of tears, poured out, by his 
Highnefe's bed^fide, a mod pathetic prayer. 

During the whole time, from three in the morning 
till night, there was continual prayer' in the houfe, 
and in every place, where the Prince's danger was 
known. 

His Highnefe at laft, about half a quarter before 
eight at night, on Friday the 6th of November, 16 ia> 
at the age of eighteen years, eight months, and fe- 
ventecn days, expired,' having fupportcd his long 
illneis with a calmneis and oompbfure fekk)m 
feen ". 

The next day the Lords of the Council came, by 
appointment of his Majefty, to give orders for the 
opening of the Prince's body. This was done the 
fame day about five in the evening, in the prefence 
of the phyficians and furgeons, who had attended 
him, of the phy fician of the Eleftor Palatine, and of 
many Knights and Gentlemen, by the furgeons of 
his Majefty and his late Highnefs ". The report^ 
figned by them, was as follows ° :

The Monday after the Prince's death, the Lords 
of the Privy-Council came again to St. James's, to. 
give orders for the neceflary preparations for the 
nmeral ^ In purfuance of which, the body of his 
Highnefs being embowelled, embalmed, and clofed 
up in lead, there were four chambers hung with 
black cloth, the guard-chamber and prefence with 
black cloth, the privy-chamber with finer cloth, and 
the bed-chamber with black velvet. In the midft of 
which was fet up a canopy of black velvet, valanced 
and fringed ; under which, upon treflels, was placed 
x\\t coffin, with the body of the Prince,, covered with

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^ large pall of black velvet, a^sd adorned with J:utch^ 
cons oiF hi« arms. Upon the head of the coffin >vas 
Iftid a cuihion of black velvet, and his. Highnefs's 
cap and coronet fet upon it ; as alfo his robes of ftate^ 
(word, and rod of gold. I'hus it remained till with- 
in two or three days before the funeral. Being con- 
(l^ntly watched day and night ^ by threelcore and ten 
gentlep:)en of his fecvants, ordinary and extraqrdi^ 
nary, (which were his whole. number) ten at a tim.e^ 
It being fo ordered, that the ten, who watched iil 
the night, returned tp their attendance the third 
day>ftcr^ ..And. during tbip time, every day, both 
morning and evening prayers were read In the pre- 
fence or privy-chamber by the Prince*s chaplains ; at 
which his gentlemen and chief officers attended \ 

In the, mean while order was given, that the fune- 
ral ihould be folemnizcd on Monday the 7 th of De- 
cember following. 

On Thurfday the. 3d of ^hat month, the coffia 
was removed from the bed-chamber, where it haa 
huherto flood, into the privy^hamber, being >y:atch-. 
ed there for that night; and the next: day. intp.jthe 
prefence-chamber. There, k remained all that jakht 
till three in the afternoon of the next day^ Saturd^ ; 
at. which time the Prince's. ^fp^yn and pap. pf ftate 
were fet ijpon a culhion.at.the head of the coffin* 
The heralds then marching before, the coffin wad 
removed by the gentlemen of his privy-chamber into 
the great chamber, where his .guards atte,n(iec\•^ Iti 
t)iis chaml^r it was. fet down, for the Tpa<ce of ,ar 
quarter of an hour ; and tbpn, being lifted agaip by 
the gentjlemen mentioned aboye^ it Was brought down 
i^airs towards the chapel,, where it was ^t,,down 
again for fome time In the court.

The King paid fo much re(pe6k to the Duke of 
Sa^oy, that he wrote t©him an account of the Prince's, 
death/ and anotherj on the* fame fubjedt, to the 
Duke's daughter Mary, who had been propofed td 
his Highneft for miarriage •. 

The very learned and candid critic, Ifeac Car 
faubon, who had left France, and fettled in England 
in Odobcr 1610, where he died the ift of July 
1614, in feveral of his letters * written to his friends. 
Thuanus, Salmafms, and Daniel Heinfius, within a 
few days after the death of the Prince, whom he' had 
the honour of being, particularly acquainted with, 
mentions hirti in a fiyie of the^ higheft admiration, as 
a Prince, who at thole early years difcovcred nothing 
of the young man, but was as remarkable for hi^ 
prudence and elevation of genius, as for his piety 
and Tjnaffeded reverence for his Royal Father and 
Mother ; ^nd was poflciFcd of every quality necefiary 
to form a great Prince ; and that his lofs was an ir^ 
reparable one to all Chriftendom. 

The Lord Roos hearing at Florence of the Prince's 
death, in a letter from thence to Mr. Newton of the 
15th of Pecember 1612 " obferved, that ^' it muft 
^' be grievous to all men. But it feems, fays, be^ 
*' God for our fins would not fufFer us to enjoy fo 
^ celeftial a creature, who was too good to live

The Prince wai^vfb exa£i in all the duties of filial 
piety, ahd bore (b; true a neverence and.refpcift for 
the ^ King his. father^ that though (bmetimes, out of 
his owa inclination,' or \rf. the. excitement of others, he 
moved hisMajcftyJn fom^nhings relating to the pub- 
lic, or:his own particular. interefts, or tliofe.oC others; 
yet upon the leaft word, or look, or fign given him of 
bisMajefty's difapprobation,. he would inftantlj^ defift 
from purfuing the point, and return either with fatif- 
fadtion, upon finding it difagreeable to the King, or 
with fuch a refolved patience, that he, neither in word 
or adlion, gave fo much as any appearance of being 
di(plea(ed or difconterited. And he was fo thoroughly 
difpofed to the fatisfying the King his father in all 
ihings, that, fope confiderable time before his, death, 

be 
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he made a folcmn proteftation to Sir Gharks Corn- 
wallis " ; that, in order to avoid giving the Jeaft dif- 
guft to his Majefty, he would, from that moment, 
turn his thoughts from aJI affairs v^^hatfoever, th^t 
ihouM not particularly concern himfelf, his own 
cftate, or the government of his houfehold. 

He adhered ftriftly to juftice cm all occafions, and ") 
never fufFered Jiimfelf to determine ralhly, or till 
ajfter ti due examination of both parties «. This love 
of juftice Ihewed itfelf very early by favouring . and 
i«ew4irdiDg thofe among his pages, and other young 
^atlemen i^ed about him, who, by men of great 
judgment, were thought to be of the beft behaviour 
and moil: merits And when he was but a little 
above five years of age, and a fon of the Earl ,of 
:Mar, ibmewhat younger than himfelf, falling out 
with one of his Highnefs's pages, did him fome 
'Wrong, the Prince reproved him for it, faying, " I 
'* iove you, becaufe you are my lord's fon, and my 
** coufin : but if you be not better conditioned, I 
*^ will love fuch a one better :" naming the child, 
who had complained of him. 

He was of Angular integrity % and hated flattery 
add diffimulation ', the latter of which he efteemed 
a bafe quality, efpecially in a Prince ; nor could be 
ever conftram himfelf to treat thofe kindly, who did 
not deferve his love. A nobleman in the higheft fa- 
vour with the King had written to him, by fpecial 
command of his Majefty, a letter, wherein he re- 
commended to his Highnefs a matter of very great 
confequcnce, to be inftandy anfwcred ; and in his

fubfcriptbn had ufed thefe words, Tours before all the 
world. His Highnefs dire(£led Sir Charles Cornwallis» 
to draw up an anfwer, who,, having written it, added 
fome words of favour to the nobleman to precede the 
Prince's figning. His Highnefs having read and 
confidered the letter, allowed it intirely without alte- 
ration : But, with regard to the words of fubferiptiony 
notwithftandiijg . the great hafte, which the difpateh 
required, he ordered it to be new written, and the 
words objeded to by him to be left out, alledgingy 
that he, to whom he wBote,, had dealt with him un- 
truly and unlakhfuUy ;. and that his hand (hould ne- 
ver affiim what his heart did not think. 

His temperance, except in the article of fruit V 
was as eminent as his abhorrence of vanity and 
oftentation, which began to (hew themfelves, wheh? 
he was very young. When he was taught to handle 
the pike, and his maifter inftru£ted him, both by 
word and example, to ufe a kind of (latelinefs in- 
marching and holding of his hand, though he learn- 
ed all other things, he would not conform himfelf to-' 
that afFedted faftiion :. and if fometimes, upon ear-^ 
neft in treaty, he oflfered to ufe it, he would laugh at 
himfelf, and prefently return to his own more modeft 
and decent manner. And though he was a pcrfeft 
mailer of dancing, he never pradifed k except wherv 
he was ftrongly preffed to k. The fame modefty 
appeared in wliatever he faid op did : But k was tiO' 
impediment to his generous and heroic difpofitiony 
which made him perform all his exereifes befl: before 
much company and the greateft peribnage* ".. 

riis courage and fearlcfsnefs (hewed themfelves fron^ 
his earlieft years. Being a(ked very young what in- 
ftrument of mufic he liked bed ;' he anfwered J^ 
trumpet, in the found of which, and of drums, and 
of fraall and great pieces of ordnance (hot off near 
him^ he took great delight. He was fcarce {tvcrt

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years bf age, when a boy of good courage,, and al- 
moft a year older^ falling by accident to blows with 
him, and exerting his whole ftrength, his Highnefi 
not only had the fuperiority in the conteft, when 
they were parted, but loved his antagonift the better 
ever after for his fpirit. While he was achild^ he 
wept niiich lefs than moft others of his agQ. Having 
once hurt both his hands with a fall, fo that they 
bled, though the fevcrity of the pain extorted feme 
tears, yet he rofe up with a fmile^ and diflembled 
what he fufTered. At another timfe he was fo wound- 
ed in the flefh, that it was fcarce healed in a month 
after ; yet, being then alked whether any thing ailed 
him ? he aijifwered nothing ; but continued to play 
as ufual '^. Looking at another time uporl fome^ 
who were hunting a deer, and being alked whether 
he liked that fport ? he ahfwtred, Yes ; but I love 
** another kind of hunting better;" And being 
laiked again, what hunting that was ? replied, 
** Hunting of thieves and rebels with brave men 
** and horles." And turning to one of his pages 
defccnded of Highland parents, who were reported 
.to be thievcsj he added j ^^ And fuch thieves, as I 
*' take, fliall be hanged, the great ones higher than 
•♦' the reft: And you, firrah, if you be a thief,' 
f higheft of all *." He was hardly ten years of age, 
when being defirous to mount a horfe of prodigious 
mettle, and refufed the aififtance of his attendants, 
who thought it too hazardous an attempt^ he got up 
himfelf from the fide of a bank, and (purred the 
animal to a full gallop, in fpite of the remonftrance^ 
of thofe, who ftood by ; and at laft having thorough- 
ly cxercifed the horfe, brought him in a gentle pace 
back, and difinounting, faid to them, '' How long 
' " fliall I continue to be a child in your opinion ?'* 

He Golledled in his court a number of young gen- 
tlemen of the greatcft fpirit and courage ; and be

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contraded and cultivated an acquaintatxre ^th tbe 
moil celebrated officers in Upper and Lower Gci> 
mahy, and indeed throughout Europe ^. 

His exercifes were ofthe oadfl: manly ikiod He 
ufed a]moft daily to ride and manage great bor&Sy 
with which be had his ftables «xcdiendy furnifiied 4 
often to run at the ring, and fanoetiinefi at ttk^ boith 
which tie performed with fo mucii dexnerity .sod ikAl^ 
that he became fecond tono i^mce in Chriftem^oni^ 
and fiiperior to moft of tb>fe pcrfons, who pradifisd 
with hkn. His other ex»d:fes were dancing, Itoj^ 
ing, aiid, \n times of the year iit fer it, leairniog to 
fwim. He ibmetinaes walked hA and far, to ac« 
cuftom atid ena;ble himfelf to make loiag marches, 
when they jihould be requifite. But his greateft'di* 
verfion was at Tennis, in which, it is acknowledged, 
he neither obferved moderation, nor what iiiited his 
dignity and peribn ; continuing often three cribnr 
hours at it, and in Q)ort, ** rather, /ays^ Cbarks 

Cornwallis % like an artifan than a fVince, who 

in things of that nature ought only to aflfeft comt- 
** linefs, or rather a kind of carelefsnefs in diew, to 
** make tl)eir adtivities ieem the more natural^ 
** than a laborious induftry." 

To other forts of play or gaming he did not flicw 
much inclination ; yet would fometimes divert him- 
felf with chefs, billiards, and cards ; but fo very 
nobly and like himfelf, as plainly difcovered it to be 
only for recreation, and not for appetite of game. 
For whether he w<mi or loft, his countenance was 
ftill the fame; or, for the moft part, there was 
greater appearance of mirth in him, when be was a 
lofer^ than when he was a gainer ; demdnftratii^ by 
this both his judgment in venturing no more than 
what he did not regard, if he loft it ; and his Prince- 
ly magnanimity in not fuffering himfelf to be di- 
fturbed or altered by any ill luck.

His cloaths Were ufually very plain, except on oo 
cafions of publk ceremony, or upon receiving fo- 
rdgn ambaflSidors, when he would afTume a magni- 
ficence of drefs, and an air of majefty, which im- 
metfiately after he laid afide. Having once worn a 
ftiit of Welfh fri^e for a coiifiderable dme, and ber 
ing toldy that ir was too mean for him, and that he 
ought not to keep even a rich fuit fo long ; his aniwer 
was,i that he was not afhamed of his country cloth, 
japfl wijfhed, that it would laft. for ever '! 

lit quicknefe of apprehenfion and memory few of 
the fame age ever went beyond him ^ and fewer ftill 
}n a righf jiJdgmeilt'of what he was taught. When 
h§ Ueg^n- tp have^ (bine knowledge of the Latin 
iPh^*85, being defired ta choofe a motto out of feve- 
raifemencfidcdleftcd fc^ his tutor ht his ufe, after 
fts<^gonx many goodones^ he pitched upon that 
of ' Siliufti |palku55, fyjf tnentis Imeft^ gloria.

That eminent Writer, Soldier, and Statcf- 
man, had a- reciprocal regard for the Prince, to whom 
he had defigned to addrefe a difcourfe Of the Art of 
Waf by Sea^. which his Bighnefs's death prevented the 
Author from finishing '. He had written likewife to 
the Prince another Difcourfe of a Maritimal Voyage\ 
mtb the paffages and incidents therein ^ : But this has 
never yet appeared in print. He had alfo intended, 
and, as he e^rpreflts it, hewn^out a fecond and third 
volume of his General Hi^ry^ which were to hava 
been direifled to hi& Highnefs : ^' but it has plea(ed 
** Godi fays Jbe \ to take that glorious Prince out of 
** this world, to whoni they were direit^d ; whofe un- 
** fpeakablc and never-enough lamented lofs hath 
** taught me to fay with Job, f^erfa eji in luSum Ci-

He^ was remarkable from his earlieft years for his 
fidelity in keeping all fecrets inirufted to him *, and 
extremely defirous to hear and receive advertifemenis 
and advices from any, of whofe knowledge and ex* 
perience he had an opinion \ 

In the government of his houfhold and manage^ 
ment of his revenues, though he was fo very young, 
his example d-efcrvcd to be imitated by all other 
Princes ''. He not only gave orders, but faw almott 
every thing done himfelf, fo that there were fcarce 
any of his domcftics, whom he did not know by 
name. And among thefe there was not one even 
fufpc&ed paj)ift ; his direftions being very perempto- 
ry for letting down the names of/all communicants,

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that he might know, if there were any of biR/amHy, 
who abfented themfelves from the communion ^ 

His family was large, confiding- of few lefs than 
five hundred, many c£ them young gentlemen born 
to great fortunes, in the prime of their yeats, when 
their paflions and appetites were ftrong, their reafon 
weak, and their experience little. But his judgr 
ment, and the gravity of his princely afped, and hi^ 
own example, were fufficient, reftraints upon them ; 
and his very eye ftrv^4 inftead ofaoommand, and 
his looks alone had more efFe(3t. than the fliarpeft rcr , 
prehenfions of other Princes, If ^riy difputes or conr 
tefts arofe among his fervants, he would put ^ ftop 
to them at the beginning, by referring theni to fome 
of bis principal officers, whom he thought moft in- 
telligent in points of that nature, and to underftand 
beft; what compenfation was due to the injured, and 
what reproof to the offender^ fo that in fp numerous 
.tt family there wag not fo much as a blow given, nor 
anyjquarrel parried to theleaft height 

Though he loved plenty and magni(icenpe in his 
houfe» he reftrained them within thp rules of fruga- 
lity and moderation. He ordered to be fet down in 
writing the feveral heads o( ^IJ his annual charges ; 
the ordinary cxpence of his houfe and his ftables ; 
that of his apparel ai^d wardrobe ; his rewards, and 
every thing elfe, that were to be iflu^ yearly, out of 
;his coffers. Thefe hp compared with his angual rcr 
venue, ^md fo judicioufly proportioned them by re- 
trenching what be fQun4 fyperfluppS;, j^nq adding 
what was wanting, that he reduced the whole to a 
certainty, fuch as his revenues would defray, bcfides 
a yearly faving of fome thotrfands of pourfdsj which 
he referved for contingent and occafional exigencies ".

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By this occbnomy he avoided the neceffity of be- 
ing rigid to his tenants, either by raifing their farms 
or fines, or feeking^oy taking advantage of forfeitures, 
Nor waS he tempted to make the profit, which both 
law and right afforded . him, of fuch, who had in 
the time of former princes purchafed lands belonging 
to his Duchy of Cornwall, which could not by law 
be alienated -from it. For he gave them, upon re- 
fuming thefe lands,' a reafonable fatisfadion. 

When he made any entertainments, he was de- 
firous, that they (hould be magnificent and fuitable 
to his dignity ; yet not without a fpecial care takeil, 
that nothing might be fpent in difbrder, or the exr 
pence heightened by the want of management in his 
officers. And he was particularly follicitous on fuch 
occafions, that all things might pafs with decency and 
decorum, and without all rudenefs, noife, or difbrder; 

In every matter, either intrufted or permitted to 
him by the King his father, concerning the ftate and 
defence of the kingdom, he was extremely careful 
and diligent to acquit himfelf with the utmoft pru-^ 
dence and circumfpe<5lidn ^ * .- ;. 

His exafthefs in viewing the (hips and ftores^ at 
Chatham, in his vifit therein May 161 1, has becii 
already remarked \ What fiirther might have beei^

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from the quicknefe of underftanding and vigour of 
mind) which he (hewed upon occafion of a diftqurfe 
delivered to him l>y a fervant of his own concerning 
a^' (laval war with Spain, whenever that King fliouht 
give caufe of public hpftilrty. Two main points of 
the propofal were, the preparation of one fleet to be^ 
fent to the Weft-Indies, and another to cruife on the 
coafts of Spain, ii^ order to prevent all fliips frpfn 
going into, or coming out of, that kingdom. It was 
^pniihing to hear fo young a perfon aik fuch very 
judicious queflions about every part and circumftance 
of the defign, and of the practicability or difiicukies 
of ,every )>raw:h of it j infifting upon every doubt, 
pll: he was fatisfied by the reafons and demonftrations 
9f the moft experienced men. in fea fervice. He 
iH^n examined critically into every point of the utility 
and honour, and of the danger and charge, of fuch 
an attempt ; which haying found to be highly reason- 
able,, and the advantages very important^ he declared 
to thqfe,. y^ho were prefent, thnat if the King his 
puhex ^\i\d pn^^ny future occafion think proper to 
break with Spain, he would himfelf,, if his Majefty 
would permit, undertake the execution pf the atr 
icmpt agaialt the Weft-Indieg **. 

Bis oeconomy did not reftrain him ft'om being 
liberal where merit or dlftrefs called for it ^ but he 
was never known to give or even prorriife ^ny thing 
l^ut upon ^ mature deliberation *. ' A little before; bis 
death, 'he' conferred upon divers of hisfervants, who 
had longeft fervcd him, and whofe circumftances re- 
quired if,; penfions di^iring life, to the value of eleveft 
of twelve hundred a year ; s^nd that without any me- 
diation of others, and at a time, when they leaft ^,3fr 
pefted it ^ . 

To fl:r?ngers he wa^ extrenaely courteous and 
a^ffabl^ and eafily gained their affections upon a very 
iJiori acquancance ^

In his xennoval from one of his hou(es to another^ 
and in his attendance on the King on the fame occa* 
iioni^.or in progrefles, he would JfufFer noprovifions 
or carriages to be taken up for his ufe, without fuU 
comentment given to the parties. And he was fo 
foUicitous to prevent any peribn from being preju*- 
jdiced 'Pt annoyed by himfelf or any of his train/ that 
whenever he went out to hawk before harvett was 
^ndedy he would take care, that none (hould pais 
through the corn ; and, to fet them an example, 
Vfovid himielf ride rather a furlong about ^« 

Has fpeech was flow and attenoed with fbme im- 
pediment, rather, as it was conceived, by cuftom 
and a long imitation of fome, who firft inftruded 
him, than by any defeft of nature, as j^ppeared from 
his having much corrected it by ufing at home, 
amofigft his fervants, firfl Aiort difcourfes, and then 
longer, as he found himfelf enabled to do it. Yet 
he would often iay of himfelf, that he bad the moft 
unferviceable tongue of any man living. 

He had a certain height of mind, and knew well 
' how to keep his diftance ; which indeed he did tjo 
all, admittii^ no near approach either to his power 
or his fecrets \ 

He exprefled himfelf, upon occafjons offered, to 
love and^efteem moftfuch of the nobility, as were 
mofl: antiently defcended, and moft nobly and honeft- 
ly difpofed... J . 

He had an intire afFcftion for his brother the Duke 
of York, and his filler Elizabeth j^ though fometimes 
by a kind of rough play \yith the former, and an 
appearance of contradiding the latter in what he dif-

cerned her to defire, he took a pleafure in giving thfeni,- 
in their tender years, fome exercife of their patience ^ 
A Writer ", of Icfs authority than Sir Charles Corn- 
wallis> from the latter of whom we have thefe particu- 
lars, adds, that the Prince feemed to have more afFe€li* 
on for his fifter than his brother, whom he would often 
taunt till he made him weep, telling him, that he 
ihould be a Bifhop, a gown being fitteft to hide his 
legs, which were fubjeft in his childhood to be crooked. 

A marriage was propounded and offered for him in 
Spain, during the time of Sir Charles CornwalHs's em- 
bafly " there, who had commiffion from the King to 
treat of it. But finding, that the overture of that court 
grew rather out of a defire to win time to advance their 
own defigns, than a real intention to perform it, in re- 
gard to the difference of religion, Sir Charles put an end 
to the negotiation in a manner as foon as he began it. 

After Sir Charles CornwalHs's return from Spain, 
and entrance into thp Prince's fervice, the like mo- 
tions were made both by the Dukes of Tufcany and 
Savoy i by the former for a fifter, and by the latter for 
a daughter •. The Duke of Tufcany went fo far, as 
to apply to the Pope for his confent ; which was inter- 
preted two ways, according to Father Paul's account p"; 
either, that being fure to have a negative from 
England, he was dcffirous, that it fhould rather 
come from the Pope ; or that being excluded and 
denied, had a mind to procure the Duke of Savoy, 
the fame exclufion and denial of the Pope, in order 
that the latter might ferve him for an example in de- 
fifting from the prpfecution of the treaty. " But, 
*' adds Father Paul, if that great and wife King 
** [James] will but follow the counfel, which he gave

A marriage was then propofed by the court of Spain^ 
with a younger daughter ; but the treaty was bnoken 
off by the Englifh ambaiiador, upon a very extraordi- 
nary demand made by that court, that the Prince 
ihould qualify himfeif for the match, by changing his 
religion for that of Rome. Thefe N^otiations will 
appear at large from an excellent relation of them, to be 
found in the appendix ', drawn up by Sir John Digby 
himfeif. The laft propofition was for a iift«r<3f the 
French King ^ and what progrefs was made in the trea- 
ty upon it has been Ihewn above. 

With regard to any unlawful paifton for women, to 
the temptations of which the Princess youth and fitua- 
tion peculiarly expofed him, his hiftqrian, who knew 
him, and obfcrved him much, aflures us*, that having 
been prefent at great feafts made in the Princess houfe, 
xo which he invited the moft beautiful ladies of the 
Court and City, he could not dilcovor by his Hi^* 
joeis's behaviour, eyes, or countenance, the leaft ap- 
pearance of a particular inclinatbn to any one of 
them ; nor was he at any other time witnefe of fuch 
words or adlions, as could juftly be a ground of 
the leaft fufpicion of his virtue. Though he ob- 
ferves, that fome perfons of that time, meafur- 
ing the Prince by themlfelves, were pleafed to ta>n- 
ceive and report otherwife of him. It is indeed 
aflertcd, ais a notorious truth, by the Writer of 
Aulicus Cjquinariie''^ believed upon good grounds

Mr. Robert Naunton, who was at this time ibllicit* 
ing a public employment, and in January 1617-18 
advanced to that of Secretary of State, in a let- 
ter from London of the 17 th of November 161 2, 
to Sir Ralph Winwood \ Ambaflador to the 
States General, has likewife a very remarkable pat 
fage. " Touching our Palladium^ which we have

** It is given out by his confidents, that he had a de- 
" fign to have come over with the Paligrave, and 
" have drawn Count Maurice along with him with

Sir Anthony 
Weldon ^ fuggefts, that the Prince was poifoned v 
and Mr. Arthur Willbn f countenances that notion, 
which is likewife adopted by Dr. Welwood ^ ^ who 
in his Memoirs ^ likewife, after (tiling the Prince 
ihe darling of mankind, and a youth of vajl hopes and 
wonderfui virtues, remarks, that it was the general 
rumour at the^.time of his death, that his Highnefe 
was poifoned i and that there is in print a fermon 
preached at St. James's upon the diflblution of his fa- 
mily, that boldly infmuated (bme fuch thing «. By 
this fermon Dr. Welwood muft mean that of Mr. 
Hall cited above ; in which, however, at leaft as it 
is reprinted in the Ldndon Edition of his works in 
1 617, in Fol. I have not met with any expreflion, 
that carries the leaft infinuation of that kind. The 
Writer of the Meptoirs adds, that Sir Francis Bacon, 
in his fpeech at the trial of the Earl of Somerfct, had 
fome reflexions upon the intimacy of that Ijord with 
Sir Thomas Overbury, which feemed to point that 
way ; there being feveral expreffions left out of the 
printed copy, that were in the fpeech. Bifliop Bur- 
net likewife ^ tells us, that he was affured by Q>1. 
Titus, that he had heard King Charles I. declare, 
that the Prince his brother was pcHfoned by the

But it will be perhaps fufficient to oppofe to all 
iuch iuggeftions the unanimous opinion of Phyficians, 
who attended the Prince during his ficknefe, and 
opened his body after his death ; from which, as 
Dr. Welwood himfelf obferves ', there can be no in-r 
ference drawn, that he was poifoned. To which 
may be added the authority gf Sir Charles Gjrnwal- 
lis % who was well informed, and above all fufpici- 
on in this point, and who pronounces the rumours 
ipread of his Highnefs's having been poifoned vain ; 
and was fully convinced, that his death was natural^ 
and OQcafioned by a violent fever.

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ORDERS eftabliflied to be obferved by 
aU gentlemen and officers of the Prince's 
Houlhold*, viz.

THE Gentlemen of the Prince's chamber arc 
to fee the Prince duly ferved, and (hall com- 
mand the Grooms, and others of the bed-chamber 
vrhatfoever, to execute their offices carefully^ and 
to give their diligent attendance, forbidding any 
ragged or unfweet perfons, or fiich as are not 
allowed in the book figned by the King, to do 
any manner of office in the Prince's chamber, or 
to approach his perfon at any time. 

Item, The Gentlemen aforefaid Ihall fee the 
Prince decently arrayed and difarrayed; and that 
for the health of his body, all things be ordered 
by their good difcretion and forefight ^ wherein if 
any thing be 'defefti ve or wanting, they (hall cer-;. 
tify Sir Thomas Chaloner thereof, that Ipeedy re- 
medy may be provided thereunto. • 

Item, The faid Gendemen^ or any of them, 
fliall have authority to control any, that (hall 
mifbehave themfelves, by preffing uncivilly to the 
peribn of the Prince, or into any of the private 
chambers, appointed either for his learning or other 
private ej^ercifes, or (hall milgovern them(felves, in 
any unfeemly Ip^eech or JDqhaviour, in the pre(encc 
of the Prince. 

Item, The faid Gentlemen (hall' wait always 
next unto the Prince's peribn, neither (hall any, 

what(bever,

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whadbevcr, prefume to carry the Prince out of the 
houie, before warning given to Sir Thomas >Cha)0- 
ncr, that he, with a convenient number of Gcntk- 
men, may attend him.

The ordering of the Prince's Chamber. 

The Grooms of the chamber fhall give 4iHgent 
attendance in the privy chamber, at fix of the clock 
in the morning, and feight in the evening, or earlier, 
if occafion require, to be ready to do fuch offices 
as appertaineth to them ^ namely, to make the 
fires in the privy-chamber and bed-chamber, to 
warm the Prince'a apparel, make his bed, air the 
chambers, and keep them fweet and cleanly, or to 
do any other fervice they fhall be appointed unto 
about the Prince, and efpecially tp have regard, 
that they thcmfelves be neat and handfomely appa- 
relled, not unfeemly approaching the Prince, with 
their doublets unbuttoned, or their- hofe untied. 

It is alfo ordered, that fome of the Grooma 
fliall at all times of the day be waiting in the 
privy-chamber, if the Prince be not abroad at his 
exercife, as well to be in readinefs, if they arc tp 
be employed for the Prince's fervice, as to fiipply 
the place of Gentlemen Ufhers, forbidding all 
others to come into the privy-chamt^er, or with- 
drawing-chamber, the Gentlemen of the chamber 
only escepted, or fuch as the Prince flball call for, 
or upon fome juft occafion fhall be admitted by 
Sir Thomas Chaloner : and if the Prince for his 
recreation fake, or other occafions, is to be abfent 
fat fome hours from the chambers aforefaid, fbme 
of the Grooms fhall caufe all the doors to be loek-^ 
«d, and to be ready to attend againfl the Prince'? 
return. 

The Grooms (hall lie nightly on a pallet in 
the privy-chamber, except there be Gentlemen in 
ordinary of the privy-chamber, ^^ho then fhal) 

X 4 undergo 
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undergo that charge^ which they (hall early re«* 
move, providing that the chambers be ftrowcd, 
fiired^ and mad^ clean, before the Prince come out 
of his bed-chamber. 

Item, That the Gentlemen of the chamber only 
Ihall meddle with appafelUng of the France, or 
fuch as Ihall be deputed thereunto * by the JCing'^ 
Majefty. 

Alfo one of the Grpoms of the Prince's chamr 
ber (hall diligently attend oi> theQuiery, as loon 
as it is brought into the privy-chamber, fuflfering 
none to approach the fame, to \vhoni . it sippef tain? 
not by their office. 

Orders for the Prefence-Chamber, and chambers 
where the Prince will be private. 

The Gentlemen Ufliers and Grooms of the cham- 
ber are to forbid ^ny to enter into thofe chambers, 
whither the Prince is retired for his ftudy or exr 
crcife, the Gentlemen of the chamber only ex- 
cepted, and fuch as are appointed to inftruct his 
Highness, or to le^rn with him. 

Item, Xhe Gentlemcin Ufliers ft^all be careful to 
fee and inform all fugh, as ^re to do fervice in the 
Prince's eye, to perform their duties, and to have 
an efpecial regard, that cleanlinefe be obferved, and 
}f any do behave themfelves unreverently or unfeem- 
ly in the Prince's prefence, in lewd talk, or over fami- 
liar behaviour, as prefling too near him, &c. they 
Ihall admonifli them thereof accordingly, ... 

Likewife, the Gentlemen Ufliers are to forefcc, 
that none be lodged in the Prince's houfe, but fuch 
only, as are, by the orders and cuflioms of the King's 
. houfe, to have lodging or furniture allowed themi 
and that Sir Thomas Chaloner be made acquainted 
with the fiifpofing of the lodgings at every re- 
fnove, and no key§ to be dglivered but by his aflent 
gad di|"e<5tion, • 

Itemi 
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Item, The Gentlemen Ufliers alfb, at every re- 
move, be Careful, that fuch, as are by their places 
to give the neareft attendance on the Prince, Ihall 
be lodged as near him as conveifiently may be. 

Item, None, that ought to do fervice to the 
Prince, (hall come booted into the prefence-cham* 
ber, except it be at fuch times as the Prince is to 
ride abroad, or hath lately been returned from ride- 
ing, that they could not have time to Ihift them- 
felves. 

The Gentlemen Cup-bearer, Carver and Sewer^ 
(hall at Eleven of the clock in the forenoon, and 
Six at evening, be ready attending in the prefence* 
chamber, to receive diredlions for the Prince's fer- 
vice, by the Gentlemen Ulhers, as ftiall be re- 
quifite. 

Item, The Gentlemen^ Ufhers, at divers fit times, 
together with the Clerks of the Cheque, are to vifit 
the tables, and if they find any, that are not allow- 
ed to have their diet in the houfe, they muft dit 
crctely reform that difbrder* 

Item, The Gentlemen Ufhers Ihall have autho- 
rity to vifit all the chambers of the Prince's houfe, 
and if they find any uncleanlinefs, which may breed 
infedion or other difeafes, they fliall admonifli them' 
to amend it, and if they find any fervants or pages 
to have no beds, they fhall give information there- 
of, that they may be billetted in the towns neareft 
at hand. 

Item, If they find any, that after admonition fhall 
ftill continue to make any places noifome, they fliall 
iiot allow them, from that time forward, any lodg- 
ing whatever in the houfe. 

They Xhall alfo forbid any whofbever, that is at- 
tendant on the Prince, to lodge any boys, lackeys, 
footmen, or fickly perfons, or fuch as have not ftiift 
of apparel and linnen, in the houfe. 

And to the end the Prince may not be unguard- 
ed, either when he is abroad, or in his prefence- 

chamber.

chamber^ or elTewhere, when attendance is to be 
tequired, the Gentlemen fliall wear their u(ual 
Weapons of rapier and dc^er ; and have reipe^l, 
that in attending him, they do not by any uncivil 
action give occakon of oi&nce through want of due 
refoeft. 

The two Pages are nightly to lie in the nether 
end of the prefence-chamber, and at leaft one of 
them to be preient there to fupply the rocrni of a 
Quarter- Waiter -, they (hall make fires in the pre- 
fence-chamber, air and keep it clean, and thofe 
outer chambers alfo, where the Prince ufeth his ftiKiy 
or exercife, and to be ready to do all that apper- 
tains to thdr dfice, by the direction of thofe that 
are appointed to command them. When Quarter*- 
Waiters are allowed, then the Pages (hall not ierve 
in that place. 

If any within the precin^s of the chief courts^ 
or places where the Prince or his fenrants are 
ufually to repair, do by any uncleanly mean£^ aa 
making water, &c. make them unfweet, after warn-* 
ing given, he ihall be thought unfit to be entertain-* 
ed in the Prince's houfe. 

Whofoeyer fliall contemptuoufly or negligently 
behave themfelves to the Gentlemen Uflicrs, in the 
execution of their office, upon complaint made, and 
admonition given, if they continue their former 
couries, they fhall be difmiifed. 

Item, None whatfoever, without efpecial licence, 
fhall lodge any in the Prince's houfe, or receive 
fuch, as are not in the lift of the Prince's ordinary 
fervants to lodge in their ghambers. 

The Gentlemen Ufhers and Qjjarter-Waiters, 
ihall always before meals clear the prefence-chamber 
of ftrangers, that the Prince may take his repaft qui- 
etly,^ and give warning to the Ufher of the guard and 
porters to do the like in their charges. 
. The groom Porter's man fhall, at times conve- 
nient, bring wood and coals, and iuch things, as. 

by 
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by his office swre necei&ry, for the Prince's fervice, 
to (bme place appointed^ where the Grooms and Psit 
ges ftmll receive them. • 

If any ufe to demean themfelves in the coyrts or 
other places, which are in the Prince's view, unre- 
verently, by playing or other fports, the guard and 
porters fhall forbid them. 

And forafmuch as private and extraordinary play- 
ing at cards, dice, and fuch like games, commonly 
breedeth great inconveniency, therefore none ought 
in their chambers to uife any gaming. 

Diredtions for the Guard. 

Item, Certain of the guard fhall watch nightly, 
and thrice in the night or oftner, if occafion re- 
quire, go their rounds, to hearken if any ill rule or 
difbrder be in the houfe or near it ; and after the fhut- 
tii]^ in of the gates, they fhall fearch all the corners 
^nd by-places, that if any boys, maflerlefs mcn^ 
or other perfbn, that is not of the Pritlce's retinue, be 
found, they apprehend and commit them to the 
porter's lodge. 

Alfb two of the guard, with their halberts, fhall 
atteiKl at the g^tes to afGfl the porters iii executing 
their oSice, and the orders appointed to be obferveS 
by them. 

The guard fhall not liiflfer any fbrange fervii^ 
man, or other ftranger, to come into the gieac 
chamber ; and if by chance any do pafs them^ the 
ufhers and pages fhall not permit them to enter the 
prefence. ' ' 

At half an hour after ten, before dinner, and 
half an. hour after five, before ifupper, when the 
gates are ftiut, they, which wait at the gates, are 
to repair to their, fellows, and be in readihefs to 
bring up the Prince's fervice, fuflfering no ftranger 
to approach it, or fuch, unto whom it appertaineth 
not to meddle therewithal. 

Item, 
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Item, When the Prince is to ride abroad, upofi 
notice given, they (hall have their horfcs in ready- 
nefe to ittend upon the Prince j and when he is ia 
the houfe, they (hall diligently keep guard in the 
great chamber, (ufFering none to pals through it; 
who is not well known, or hath been admitted tq 
enter by Sir Thomas Chaloner. 

An cftablifliment of orders for the porters. 

The porters are to be careful, that the great gatea 
be not opened, except it be for the bringing in of 
fuch things, as (hall be neceffary for the provifioij 
of the houlhold, and pre(ently (hall (hut them again, 
leaving the wicket only open to pafs and rep a(s in 
and out. 

The porters (hall never be both at once ab(ent 
from their charge, giving diligent attendance and 
regard, that they {uStr none to enter in at the gates 
but fuch only, as are contained in ^ roll delivered 
them, or (hall hereafter, by warrant, be permitted 
to have recourle hither. 

Item, They are to examine fuch, as are unknown 
per(bns, froni what place they come, and what 
aflSirance they can give, that they come not from 
infedted places ; and having informed themfelves,, 
with whom they defire to (peak, before they per^ 
mit them to enter, they (hall give the party notice 
• thereof, who (hall go out of the gates during this 
dangerous time of infeftion, to confer with fuch 
friend or ftranger, if they come for their own pri- 
vate bufinels ; but if they be men of very good note 
and quality, and fuch as are to be employed in any 
fervice of the Prince, the principal officers may per-i 
mit them to enter, for di(patch of their afiairs only, 
provided that it be not at the hours affigned to keep 
the wicket clofe, . wherein none (hall be admitted bu5 
by Sir Thomas Chalonen 

If 
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- If any ftrangers, that are not of good note and 
tjuality, or fuch as are not admitted by Sir Thomas 
Chaloner, be walking in the court, or other place 
within the houfe, when the wicket is appointed to 
be locked up, the porters ihall warn them to de- 
part. 

The porters fliall caufe all ftrangers, ferving mea 
and others, that are not men of quality, and fuflfer- 
ed to enter by Sir Thomas Chal(Mier'8 licence, to 
leave their weapons at the gate. 

Whofoever (hall offer to fet up any booth neaf 
the gates, or to fell fruit or any thing near the 
lame, fliall be warned by the pfbrters to depart 
prefentlyj which if they refufe, they fliall fpee- 
dily give Sir Thomas Chaloner notice thereof, 
and they fliall enquire alfo whether any booths 
for viftualling, or ufes dilallowable, be fet up in 
any place near the Prince's houfe, and give infor- 
mation thereof as aforefaid. 
. And becaufe divers of the Princes under officer$ 
are to be lodged abroad whofe fervice is fuch, as they 
muft be let in at the gates early in the mornings 
the porters fliall, therefore, at five of the, clock in 
the morning in fiimmer, and at fix in winter, 
open them the wicket, and they being entered, fliut 
it up again, until fuch time as the houfliold is 
rifen, and the guard have taken their places in the 
great chamber, which in fummer fliall be at fevcq, 
and in .winter at half an hour paft feven, and the 
gates fliall be without fail clofed at nine of the 
clock at night, and the keys delivered to Sir Thomas. 
Chaloner. 

Always at half an hour paft ten in the morning, 
and half an hour before fix in the evening, tho 
wicket fliall be clofed, and fuch as fliall be near 
the gates warned to repair to divine fervice ; which 
warning if any refufe to obey, the porters fliall 
not permit them to enter until the tables be rifen ^ 
and in like ibrt the gates fliall be kept fliut until 

ono 
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one of the clock in the afternoon, and (even ^t 
evening in the fummer time ; for in winter, viz. unto 
the firft of May, the wicket ftjall be (hut from the 
clofing of daylight, and not opened, except it be to 
let in or out iueh of the houfe, as ilmll have occafior^ 
to repair to any of the Prince^Ss fervants for the ne^. 
ccflary bufinefe of the houfliold. 

Item, If the porters know any that ought to lodge 
within the Prince's houfe to lie out of it, without the: 
licence of Sir Thomas Chabner, they ftiall certify 
the htm unto him. 

Item, If they know or be credibly informed^ that 
any have converfed with infeftious perfons, or hftve 
lately been in toy infeftious place, they fhall not 
fufFeir him or them to enter within the gates, uotil 
Aey have acquainted Sir Thomas Ghaloner there- 
wthal. 

- Item, They ftiall diligently view and mark (lich 
as come in and out at the gates, both that they 
may take notice of their perfons, and of (uch things 
d$ they bring in or carry out with them, that no 
pbte be carried forth, or other ftuff or provifK>n 
imbezzled. 

For the ftable, pr fuch as lie out of the Prince's 
, houfe, by billet or otherwife. 

- The Avenor (hall feffer no' lackeys, boys, womea 
or others to be about the ftables, that are not of the 
Princess ordinary grooms, or fervants to the gentle- 
men, that are by his majefty permitted to have a 
certain number of horfes in the ftable, . 

Orders fliall always be taken at eyery rcrnove, 
that the Prince's horfes being firft: placed, fuch

In the winter fea(CH3, or other tiines, whai caxxlla 
light is required, none (hall carry any candle 1oq&» 
or (lick it on any wall or poll, of near to any fuch

Wi(e none (hall keep ill rule in any houfe or town^ 
where they are billetted, as drmkiog, playing, or 
ufiiig other di(brderly €our(es, at hours and tim^ 
inconvenient 

N(»ie of the Prince's rettnue, or other icrvants, 
(hall keep any boys, lackeys or fooQxien, about xbk 
liable, or in the towQs adjoining, wbofe names thev 
do not certify to the Clerk of the deck, who (halt 
^ve notice thereof to Sir ThoQiaa Chalons. 
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Orders generally to be obferved by the wh6W 

houfhold. 

Iteitt, That none lodge any ftrangers, or fucH 
as are not of the Prince's retinue, within the Prince's 
honfei

fervice^ whofe office do not neceflarily reftram 
them from that duty. 

No officer or other fliall prefiime to bring an/ 
ftfanger into the prefence-chamber, or other place, 
where the Prinde (hall be private^ without licence 
dernahded of Sir Thomad Chaloner. 

Item^ That n(^e ihall be a bufybody, to raife fe- 
dition or any murmuring 2 if diforder or any mifcon-' 
tent grow through any default, it Ihall be every 
man's duty, that imderftands it^ to advertife S\t 
Thomas Chaloner thereof 

' When the Prince is walking abroad, or on! 
horieb^k, none (hall prefiime to prefe unto him,* 
but fuch as are the King's and his Highnefs's fwom 
fervants, who ought to have refpedk^ that they be- 
have themfelves according to their ranks and piacetf 
wherein they iferve the Prince, and as gentlemen 
ef diicretion, that know, unto whom it appertains 
to be next his perfon. 

And whenfoever the Prince is in any journeying, 
or other paftime on horfeback, the gentlemen, his 
lervants, (hall attend him in a convenient diflance,- 
having an eye to follow, and wait on him^ which 
way foever he bendeth. 

None of the Prince's fervants fliall depart froiti

The principal officers, in every office, fliall fee 
that their offices be well exercifed, and kept to the 
Prince's honour; and that no extortion, bribery, or 
unfitting rule, be fuffered in the fame. 

All gentlemen, that have places about the Prince's 
perfon, fliall provide to have fufficient horfes or 
geldings, to be in readinefs to attend the Prince 
whenfoever he fliall ride abroad, or have occafion to 
ufe them. 

No perfon, of what efl:ate or condition foever 
he be, (hall have ^ny fervice qf the court at n^e^l 
times, to their chambers, or out of the gatcfe, with- 
out warrant, but that they keep the tables ^d 
.plaqes appointed them for their diet. 

. Y •' All 
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All thote of the Prince's retinue, as well as fiich 
who are not empbyed in his fefvice, who fhall pre- 
fume to lodge themfelves, or any others, in any 
town or hoiile, near the Prince's honfe, without 
billet or the licence of Sr Thoir*as Chaloner, or' 
being fo billeted, fhall remove their lodging with- 
out a ' new billet, upon notice given, fhall be 
warned by the conftables of the parifhes to re- 
move ; and in cafe, that any haying neither warrant 
nor billet to lodge any fuch, do, upon warning 
;iven them, continue their mifdemeariour^ the 
fuftices of the Peace fhall feverely punifh them^ 
and caufe the parties fo lodged to avoid imme- 
diately, or, upon their refr^fal, extend the rigour of 
the kw againft them, as they wilJ anfwer at their 
perils. 

None fliall entertain hrs friend, kinfhian, or other, 
in any town dr lodging near the Prince's houfe, or 
give occafion, by their acquaintance, to any, to re- 
pair thereunto oftner, or for longer time, than 
their neceflary bufmefs importeth^ and fliall be s^- 
pointed by Sir Thomas Chaloner. 

None fhall bring any into the houfe, under co- 
lour of feeing the Prince, withowt leave demanded 
of Sir Thomas Chaloner. 

The reverfion left at the waiters tables, and other 
officers, fhall not be taken or beftowed by any, but 
by fuch, as are or fhall be deputed thereunto, ex- 
cept it be to relieve fuch, as are allowed in the 
book of the houfliold, who, by ficknefs or other 
occafion, are not permitted to enter within the gates.

For anfwer whereunto, I offer unto your High- 
nefe's all piercing judgment and confideration, that, 
if the m.atter now projeded, were fit to come in 
public queftion and demur, whether this Grant may 
be honourable for your Highnefs to pafe ; three to 
one of his Majefty's honourable privy-council will 
think this book, as it is now drawn, both honour- 
able, and defire, that your Highnefe fhould pro- 
ceed therein.

Iwered fully to. my credit, and fufficiendy to their 
fliame and fcorn. 

Concerning the errors and mi (demeanors of fuch 
agents, as have been employed heretofore in the 
like occa(ion -, it is true, that in many Grants paf- 
fed^ (bme grc^ abufes to the honour of God, the 
public good of this realm, and hindrance of his 
Majefty's profit, have been committed in, that kind. 

The reafon of this abufe and mUdemeanor 
offered is two-fold : firft, in that his Majelty being 
utterly ignorant of the manifold wrongs and de-

To omit all frivolous and idle difcourfes (if this 
fhall be accounted any) the matter of the prqjeft 
is, that your Highnefe fhould give his Majefty, 
€0fn7nunibus annis^ more for the palfing of this book, 
than his Majefty yet ever received ; and yet not- 
withftanding fhall not detain, deduft, or withdraw, 
by any grievous oppreffion or taxation of any 
peaal ftatutes, from the good fubjeft, or, which is 
more, from the bad, but what only his Majefty, if 
he were iquareiy dealt withal, might and ought to 
receive. 

That no Under-follicitor or Agent can defeat 
either his Majefty in this courfe intended, or de- 
fraud your Highnefs, Hereby it may appear, that 
he fhall but have (as before I have fet down) allow- 
ance after fuch a proportion and rate, as your High- 
nefs 
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nds fliall think fit, witKout fifty pounds expence to 
your Highnefs's coffers, omnibus vHs &? modis^ and 
then, materiatn nonfuperabit opus: 

The laft point is compofed of fuch intricate 
harlhnels, as requireth fome Delphian oracle to 
make conftruftion of' the fame. And it were con- 
venient the author (hould explain himfelf therein : 
for, in my opinion, it implies neither fidelity, com- 
mon honefty, nor fecrecy. Only I may not omit 
to lay open Mr. Stephens thus far, that he (hould 
entertain me, left to fbllicit and give him directions 
concerning this book, with fuch outward regard, 
yea, falfe and flattering thanks, for being fo careful 
(to ufe his own terms) to (pend fo much travel in a 
caufe, that concerned your Highnefs fo greatly both 
in honour and confequence of profit ; and yet now 
fhould under-hand perfuade your Highnefe, that it 
is againft law, honour, and profit. Greater diflem- 
bling was never heard of in this earth ; which, with 
my molt humbly devoted fervice, I commend to your 
moft wife and princely confideration, concluding 
always, that if your Highnefe Ihall trufl: lawyers 
(though your own fuppofed) they wjU ever for gain- 
prove, in efFeft, other men's fervants, not yours.

Letters from Sir Edward Conway to Mr. Adam 

Newton. 

(*) Honourable, 

YOU have given me fo much encouragement, 
that you vouchfafe my fcribbling, as, until 
you reform me, I am like to importune you, when 
I have not fo good warrant as now, that I am to 
account to you afrefti ray endeavour with the 
painter, with whom I fpoke two days fince, and 
do find him ftill balanced between his council, 

A a 3 that 
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that would have him wholly rely upon ccbdftions 
to be made by Sir Noel Caron, dnd his affe€tion ta 
put himfelf upon' the reward of the Prince, and 
his neceflity to be aided with money, and guided to 
the Court. The man is naturally phantaftical fomc- 
thing, and the multitude of propofitions hath a- 
mazed him. My wifh is, that my matter were 
contented and ferved any way, and therefore I 
would not incline him by labour to my way, but 
farther him in which way he would choofe. If it 
be thought fit to command me any thing in his ; I 
do attend that with duty and induftry. 

I am now to entreat a favour at your hand. His 
Highnefs defired a model of an open coach, which 
I have befpoken and put in hand ; the body and 
head of (iich a cpach in no point differing from his 
Excellency's, lining and covering excepted. Now 
i hear Sir Edward Cecil hath prepiwed a head for 
a coach of his exceedingly well done, which he in- 
tends to the Prince. His was finiflied before Iny 
coming over hither, and then I make account his 
Highnefs is fatisfied in that point already, and fo I 
fhould offer an unfeafonable duty. I befeech you. 
Sir, give me your knowledge or advice in this 
point J for as I will do all the parts of duty and fer- 
vice, fo would I not willingly do impertinent or 
unacceptable duty. 

And now my pen is at the paper, I will let you 
fee how the common people, in which, rank I am, 
do conceive of the prefent affairs of the world. 

The Count Maurice, who often remembers my 
gracious matter with infinite honour and expefta- 
tion, is now in Zealand, with more affeftion thdn 
hope, to compound tthoroughly tlie jealoufies and 
milunderftandings between that Province and Hol- 
land. Thefe Provinces to ftand muft have unity ; 
and to keep that, they muft have full contribution 
from the particulars and the general, that fo they 

piay 
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may pay* their army, in which only confifts their 
real authority. Their army cafled once, upon every 
offence and jealoufy, they will fly in a thouifand 
pieces j and muft of courfe ; for befides the unruli-r 
nefs of a multitude, they have not a formed and 
grounded government. If the Count Maurice 
cannot dFeft the worlc, the wifdom of our State 
muft forefee the evil and their intereft in it ; and his 
Majefty muft interpofe liis authority in time. 

The affairs of Germany feem to form to peace. 
Leopoldus being clean down, Matthias in Prague 
with forty cornets of horfe and fome foot, the Em- 
peror at his devotion, tlie fucceffion of the Em- 
pire like to be fo too, Matthias feems fair with the 
Proteftant Princes, and handles moderately and 
fair with the otlier party ^ yet it is difcourfed how 
the Bilhop Eledor, and others of the Roman Ca- 
tholics, were in fear and in arms, and that the 
forces of Leopdd were, with ike connivance of the 
Emperor, raifed to difpofe and afTure the fucceflion 
of the Empire upon Leopold ; and that both the 
levies of Spain in Italy, and of the Savoyard, were 
for the affairs of Germany : and how the Pope and 
the Jefuits, and all parties, will let the affairs fo 
fmoothly fettle to Matthias, is not yet well affured. 

The offences between Spain and the Duke of 
Savoy were ever conceived to be rather formed 
than real The King of Spain colleds all thefe 
levies of Spaniards and Italians together. Savoy 
difarms not, nor doth undertake any thing, and by 
proteftation fatisfied the Queen of France, that he 
purpofeth not any attempt againft Geneva, or the 
Cantons, in the prote<^ion of France, but coUeds 
his army together for reafons of ftate known to 
him, of which he prays the Queen not to be jealous. 
Thofe reafons of ftate we muft expeft. 

The Qgeen of France favouring the Jefuits, as 
fhe doth, difplacing the Proteftants, advancing the 
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old Leaguers, will in a little time force a combuf^ 
tion. 

The matches between France and Spain are con- 
ceived to go on, and the Qjoeen of France hath ex- 
cufed herfelf for the breach of the Marriage with 
the Prince of Savoy ; and the Duke of Savoy hath 
taken time to advife himfelf upon (bme parts of the 
excufe. But the moft quick and important point 
of all, is the overture of a marriage for the bleffed 
Lady Elizabeth with the fon of Savoy. The very 
Treaty of that will (hake France, the Low-Coun- 
tries, and the Proteftants of Germany. I do long 
very much to hear how it is propounded, recom- 
mended, or hearkened unto. There will not want 
plaufible arguments, and fuch as may found admi- 
rably to the honour of our nation, and the particu- 
lar honour and noble humour of our mailer : But 
there muft be more than found. Aflfedtion, faith and 
duty to our mafter, *nakes me fay to you in confi- 
dence, that nothing of greater confequence can be 
propounded, than about the match of that Welled 
and gracious Lady •, nor can there rife from any 
place more doubtful and confiderable points, than 
from fuch *an alliance with Spain. I lee earneft 
faith and duty, out of how humble thoughts Ibever 
it comes, may bring forth prefumption; fo I will 
prefume no farther. I confefs my fault, and pray 
excufe. I know all things, that are my hard 
leifons, were long fince your alphabet. In faith. 
Sir, I am the humble and hearty fervant, in all 
duty, of his princely Highnefs. I befeech you to 
keep me alive in his memory, until my execution 
of his large commandments may imprint me better 
there. Your favours that way have made me 
proud of your love. Your countenance in that 
kind Ihall make me rejoice to do you fervice, and 
to take comfort in every advancement of your 
honour y and when you honour me with your com- 
mandment?. 
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mandments, I will give you proof of my thaukful- 
nefs, and undoubted teftimony, that I am,

Sir, 

I Have troubled you fo much in relation of my 
execution of his Highnefs's charge, and your 
mftruftions, as I will not multiply your trouble by 
excufes, but rely upon your favour to beg his 
Highnefs's pardon for me, and excufe me to your- 
fclf : And now give the trouble your encouragement 
hath pullf d upon you. 

The aflfairs of thefe parts are in a great calm. 
Thefe Provinces ftand in the fea, and the mariners 
proverb is, " The Ikies are then brooding a ftorm." 
For the church's (ake, for our neighbourhood, for 
our intereft, I will, hope better. His excellency 
hath moved little profit by his endeavours in Zea- 
land. Each Province feeks itfelf ; few or none 
the public good. Utrecht is mattered, but not 
won, or well quieted. Frifeland hearkens after the 
conformity of Zealand, and will govern itfelf ac- 
cordingly 5 which is like to give no good ex- 
ample. 

We fay here, that Spinola is returning to his 
charge, and with commiffion to treat farther with 
thefe States, and even to conclude a peace. This 
will rather enflame the pride and queftions of thefe 
Provinces, that temper them, and give opportunity 
to the Spaniard party to bait their hooks afrelh for 
partifans. If there be fuch a handling, it will 
raife important confiderations for our State, and his 
Majefly (hall have jufl caufe, not only to prpvide 

for 
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for his interefl in thefe parts, but to forefee, and 
that with a great deal of providence and caution, 
the many and great points it will concern his State 
la 

Here they (peak both of reducing and caffing 
troops of horie and foot. 

The next week is expefted the aflembly of the 
Slates. The propofitions there will give fome light 
citht temper of humours and affedtions, and (hew 
to what ends the moft will tend. If I can obferve 
any thing, that may concern, in honour or other 
intereft, my princely Mailer, I (hall err rather in 
diligent, than flack relation. 

The Eledtor Palatine is now in Frifeland with 
Ac Q>unt William of Naflau, daily expefted at the 
Hague in his way to England. You know his 
enand, and of what fide he is. He is wiflied all 
fiicceis. If the other proportion be renewed or ad^ 
vaoce, I will fatisfy your requcft, to let you know 
the opinion of this world : but every day's trouble 
IS enough for itfelf. 

You hear how ftrong the Duke Matthias is in 
Fhigue ; that he is King, and what he will. Thofe 
of the religion profper under his government for 
the prefent. I doubt yet, if fome diforder in 
Fiance divert it not, you will fee, that the Pope, 
Spokiy and Savoy, will not fuflfer the aflEairs of 
Germany and that empire to fettle fo. The affairs 
of Kingdoms and States have not their growth like 
apples, bud and ripen in a year. Yet I am per- 
iuaded, within a 'year you will i^e fome change in 
tile face of thofe aifairs. 

From Amfterdam there are letters come, . but I 
never am confident upon the firft report; but it 
it is written for certain, that to the Texell is come 
in a ftiip, that reports there hath been a great 
blow ftruck between the King of Denmark and 
Swediih forces : that the King of Denmark's forces 
have had Ho great advantage : that there are divers 

ihips 
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Ihips at fea to ccmt to the Texell, from wfecim the 
truth and particulars will be had, I am forry 
for thefe b^innings of wat oetweeti thofe Kings; 
and I fee a great deal of difficulty for bis Majefty 
and his Highnefs. Confideration of State muft in- 
cline thean by all means to fupprefs that war, which 
is fo dangerous for Chrifte«dom, the Polander be- 
ing ready to make ufe and advantage of every 
occafion, that ftifill be prefented j and a mott vi6- 
lent or more dangerous neighbour cannot be let in, 
than he would in all appearance prove. The league 
and alliance muft incline us to Denmark, if vio- 
lence will require part-taking ; but no travel nor 
induftry would be ^^aJred to defift the caufe without 
blows, if it be poffible •, but if force muft do it, and 
that his Majefty will command and call his forces 
thither, if his HigKnefs employ or recommend his, 
I offer myfelf to his memory, and lay myfelf and 
all I am at his commandment. And I intreat you 
alfo^ Und fo doth my brother, that you of your 
fevour will not fuffer him to be forgotten, if his 
Highnefs recommend ahy to that fervice ; and that 
you will fometimes favour him with a word, that he 
may live in his Highnefs's memory, until his faithful 
fervice may approve him. 

I have fpofcenwith the painter of Delft, who 
hath been v/onderfully confounded with the variety 
of propofitions, and troubled, that he hath not re- 
ceived anfwer of his letters from Sir Noel Caron ;

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him for the money. Forty pounds will I fee him 
fiirniftied with here, and you may repay it in Lon- 
don ; {o as now his coming depends only when you 
will appoint. I have been fpeaking to buy Ibme 
good pieces of painting; but this people will as 
eafily be bought out of their humour of drinking, 
as out of their affedtions to a pifture. There was 
one piece at Rotterdam, for the mafter workman's 
fake that made it, of feme reputation, and was to 
be fold, and I glad to hear of a price fet upon a 
piece of work, that was antient and recommended, 
I bought it; and when it came home, the ftory 
invited me to prefent it to you, that are Secretary 
to the moll hopeful, powerful and glorious earthly 
Prince, it being the reprefentation of four the molt 
faithful, glorious and excellent Secretaries that ever 
were to the infinite incomprehenfible Prince. I 
cannot judge of the workmanlhip : if it be good, 
it is as I wi(h it ;• if it be ordinary, let it ferve for 
this to prove to you, that I have no Ikill in any 
kind of painting ; and that my art is only fingle- 
nefs of heart and plainnefs, in which I confels your 
favours, for which I am, and ever will be,

TH E wind coming yefterday fuddenly good 
from hence intp England, as I was in pur-

I had firft put my pen to paper, I had word 
brought mej that the AmbafTador of Great Britain, 
Sir Ralph Winwood, and my brother Vere, the 
Governour of this town, were come to vifit me. 
So with more hafte and confufion than I defired, 
of j I confefs, became me, I wrote to you a letter, 
all but the fuperfcription, and left it to my fervant 
to put it up into a paper, together with this in- 
cloled. But he having much of my private bufi- 
nefe to direft into England, made up in hafte the 
letters, and left out thefe, the chief fubjeft of my 
letter to you. I do not fee almoft what ufe the 
paintpr of Delft can be of to our mafter, until to- 
wards the end of Auguft, that the progrefs ends. 
But I leave that to his Highnefs's pleafure and your 
diredlion, which I (hall readily obey, in this and 
all things. I pray you pardon the error I made, by 
trufting a fervant's care in any point, that hath re- 
ference to his Highnefs's fervice, or Ihew of my 
refpcft to you ; in both which I will ever ufe all 
duty and faithfulnefs, anfwerable to my profeflion, 
to approve myfelf.

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MY hope is, that his Highnefs,. the rather by 
your mediation, and you of your courtefy, 
have both before this forgiven and forgotten the 
tedious trouble I gave you with my long letters.

Ifhall ever accotjnt wtonly my en4cavo.ur, but 
my life, happily ernployed to mov^ acceptable 
iflues. in tjie. ^inairs aaq con:^niafiwln;^n|5 pf xny 
raafter. It is pf comfqrt to rac, that you are pleafed 
to adviertife me, that his Highz^efs vpucb&res my 
fervicc in bufinefs, that hatji not a ptolperous iflUe, 
from whencefoever the impedinjent comes. It is 
well with the inftrumeats, if they have no blaji>e. 
In my duty to his Highmefsi I canpot do lefs than 
wifli, that fince the conception came from ^ royal 
Princ^ and the pwrpofe was to an ex?:eUent perfon 
both in birth aid JOG^rit;, and that fb l^rge Know- 
Jedge hath been *tak^n x>f it, it fliould fiot be kt 
falJ. i am cpnfideru;, that the Count Maurice will 
receive it as honour wd favour to hifm, with fenfe 
of his particular obligation to his Highnefs. It can 
be no dilhonour to the otbe;r. I fee not, who of envy 
or jealouly fliould fcem to be againft it ; and it is 
agjree^ble to the conftancy and power of his High- 
ncffs's tpurpofe, that h^ perform it As I know it 
to be my duty next to meddle with my mafter^s 
bufinefs, without his inftrufliions ; ip, if I be com- 
manded, I will ufe faith and ready obedience. 

The painter of Delft is refolved to be ready to 
come at the time you will affign him. Therefore 
I pray you know his Highnefs's pleafure, and ap- 
point your time, and give me order, either to pay 
him his 40/. or take order for it by iiich way, as 
you fliall think beft. You may be pleafed to make 
this reckoning, that he muft attend a wind to come 
hence ; and that he muft be ten or twelve days in 

London^ 
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London, to make his preparations befcM"e be can 
work. You will advife, therefore, to appoint your 
time for his coming acoordingiy. To fb dull an 
inftrument, as . I am, you canned be too particular 
in your diredions, which I will attend in devo- 
tion to obferve and obey than. 

You have fo able inflruments from all parts of 
the world, to inform our matter, through your 
hands, as I doubt to trouble you, rathor than id 
ferve his Highnefe, or fatisfy you with any thii^ 
from me. But tell me of my &uks, and I wiH 
mend them. . : 

Monf. Barnevek is now returned to the Hague^ 
and the vffcxiidy ipeaks together on Monday next. 
We cxped thoTe of Zealand, of whofe conformity 
we have little hope to fettle the contributions and 
affairs of the IVovinces, which need that unity^ 
which the Spaniard would c£(Ibke with mudi 
gold. 

They expeft here, that fome deputies from die 
Archdukes will come hither to propound a final 
peace; and to that the moil apparent difficulty is 
the opening the river of Antwerp, a point needful 
and precious to thofe Provinces, and of ill contb-. 
quence for thefe, for divedfion of the trade from 
Holland. 

You hear, that the Archduke Albertnas will 
Hand to be Eing of the Romans ; and that Spinola 
fhall (hortly be in thofe parts to countenance that 
bufine(s, and to affifl the intended conclufion dE 
pe^ce with thefe parts. You fee bow Matthias the 
King plays the lion, and how the Emperor is the 
Fawn: how Matthias compofeth his affairs with 
Leopoldus by a marriage. 

And now that word marriage remember ys how 
freely thefe men difcourfe of the marriages to be 
propounded between Spain and England, and Savpy 
and England. Many are of opinion, that Spain 
will never proceed really, becaufe of the fope and 
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the Jefuits, that hold us for heretics, and make it 
a glory for Spain not to have matched fo at any 
time. If Spain quit that point, it muft be for 
nlatter of confequence ; and that of moft high con- 
fequence with them, is degrees to the Monarchy. 
The confiderable points in either of thofe matches 
are of infinite weight; honour, fafety, praife, pre- 
fent and to come depending upon them, with a 
weight of confcience at every one of them. If I 
had the boldnefs and the warrant of my judgment 
to be worthy to be admitted to it, I fliould trouble 
his Highnefs and you with a great deal of freenefe 
.on this fubjedt: but you are happy, that I have 
. not the prefumption, and fo you fcape the punifli- 
ment of weak opinion delivered in ill charafter and 
ftyle. 

The Count Maurice hath letters, that the Duke 
.of Saxe is dead. He having left no children, hath 
freed his Majefty from the private obligation to 
his pretence, if thofe affairs of Juliers fliould not 
fettle: in peace, as they, arc likely enough. to do. 
Yet do we hear, that there is lately difcovered a 
pradice upon three of the chief towns, and indeed 
. the keys of the country, with a Spanifli intelligence. 

I know I have overtroubled ypu. I intreat your 
pardon, though your commandment be a part of 
the caufe. 

I will bcfeech you, to continue and increafe my 
bonds to you, by keeping me alive in his High- 
nefs's memory; and when opportunity fliall be 
offered, making me happy by his commandments, 
wherein I may ferve him ; and for your favour you 
(hall ever have power to command,

I'r uly, Sir, 
my reput^tioh is deafer to me than my life; an4 
thfe height of reputation lies before thofe judges; 
fb as my own cdnfcience, his Majefty, and his 
H^hftefe is alj with me both prefent and to cOmc. 
It ftiall ever be a work proper for out excellent 
mafter to dtfend his ihnocent feithftal ferVants.

any juft pretence of Banningtpn, as the offer [is 
rnofe; than nothing. But this he refufed with fo 
rnuch: contempt and threatfiing, js^ he is mad, or 
we have loft our fenfes. 

I make bold ajfp to fend you herewith a note 
taken out of the coramiffary -s book of mufters, 
(he^ying his diforderly deficiencies. I may confi- 
dently fay I have fpent loooo/. more in the con* 
dition of a foldier than ever I have received or pro^ 
fited by it. I have many witneflfes, and my eftate 
fcei.s it, that I have aided and relieved m^y for 
their good fervice to their Majefties done, without 
any relation to my particular iijtereft. If in thigf 
cafe of Banqington's or in any other within fevcnr 
"teen y^rs, that I have had charge, it can be prov-' 
cd, that I have neglected the merit of any man, or 
for malice haye difplaced any, or for any the leafl 
kind of gain placed any, or for partiality placed 
any unworthy, I will fufFer punifhment,' and make 
treble fatisfadion. With an upright heart I declare 
it, I have in the exercife of my charge, ever fought 
the King, and not niyfelf. Yet this man fhamelefs 
is returned again to clamour again. If he be heard 
and encouraged in it, howfoever through duty my 
innocency fufFer, I (hall have juft caufe to think it 
to be a moft mifcrat)le condition to ferve upon fuch 
terms, th^t not to h^ve regard of his Majefty's 
fervic^, nor to obey his pleafyre exprelTed in ordi- 
nances and commandments, is ^n undutiful and 
un thing ; and to do it is a fault, though 

with a great deal of patience. Such is only my 
fault in this bufinefs; and my hunSble fuit unto 
hia, Highnefs is, that of his grace he will pleafe, by 
fuch ways as ftiall feem beft for his goodnefs and 
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t;/ifdom, that his Majefty may have fuch right 
under ftanding of me, as the unjuft clamour of 
an impudent perfbn, by his Majefly's compaflion, 
may not ground an evil perfuafion of me. I fhoul4 
not dare to make fo high a fuit, but by the warrant 
of my own humility and l^nowledge of my inno- 
cency; and of my humble thankfulnefs I will fay 
this cluty and truths ; all my powers and .my ,whole 
lilfe are vowed to the obedience of his Highnefs^s 
fervice.

Th^fe of Akenfeeru 
reiblute, and the Jefuits pirefs ^nd fliarpe;n the Arch- 
dukes as much as they- can. Thofe of .Mui:ifter- 
land refufe the bifhop given them by Colen, and 
are like* enough to defire to Hand of themfelves 
with the alliance and protoftion of- thefe Provinces^ 
>vho have fent their deputies to them, and are lile 
enough to favou rthem, and alfo thofe of Aken. 
Thefc flicks acrofs may burn out our day. / 

We hear diverfely of the fuccefs and ftate of the 
affairs of the two Kings before Colmar, each party 
having their fadlions here, that deliver things ac;r 
cording to their afFedlions. But I fpake with a (hip, 
that came freifhly from Copenhagen, that tells, thaf 
he faw the. Vice-admiral. pf Sweden brought 'in pri- 
foner, I mean the (hip; ^nd the Swedifh Ambafia- 
dors had then order to go farther into the coiiatry. 

The communi^cation of tbefe Provinces liaih been 
hitherto of very little fruit. T^ie concliifion ?hd 
refolution will difcover much of the hope apd poffir 
bill ty of their profperity and declinatjon. 
. If I have over- wearied you, forgive mej $nd if 
piy hand be over-hafty for you to read), let me 
}^now fo, aid I will ufe another's : and if it be 
pollible for me to be of fo much worth, as I may Ije 
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of ufe to you, I pray you command me freely : for 
both by my hearty afFeftion, and ^our own noble 
worth and defert, 1 (land bound to fervc you, and 
to approve my felf

ALL my powers arie well employed, whcii 
they move any thiiig to the contentment of 
our gracious mailer.

The Governor's care and mine (hall ever be, fo long 
as the charge is with us, to maintain and render the 
garrifon in our charge to the honour and uCt in- 
tended.

Higfipp/s'p pleafure, which ftiall be obeyed as far 
as my power. 

I c^nnojt fay tjie affairs Jiere are fettlec^, and well 
* in prdeir; and yie:t is there not apparent (Jiforder 
worth, the noting to you; ^nd to make judgnacnt to 
you of the future, is .to ha;zard to prove wife pr a fool, 
according ^s new accidents (hall produce the effcdls. 
The apparent danger the tow:n of Aix was in by 
the execution of the Emperor's ban, and the divers 
confequpnces both pf\the Archdukes a^tingy and 
this State's and other Princes, that would have 
been jealpus of the ifTue of thofe levies, do all 
ijtand at paufe upon the death of the Eniperox, whp 
hath amafled a great treafure for his brother Mat- 
thias, whom he moft hated, who is mpft likely 10 
]^ 'E^mptrc^y and Albertus not out o£ hppc to be 
Ki^g pf Romans* When the ele<5t6r^, and admi^ 
niftratoxP of the Empire, have fetti^d the;Jr judg- 
m^Atg, wiB ihall begin to fee to what wayjs and ends 
they wiU incline. 

Vprftius, in whpfe pa\ife . the King hath won 
many hearts and much honour, is ;ipw here at the 
Hague; .and although the pretence be only to purge 
himfelf in ijonie points in queftion between foJiae 
private miniflers and him, yet his paffions and 
parts are (o great, as may hazard in time the unity 
of thp provinces; fpr the broapjiing and fpftering 
of thofe ppinions and factions hath not heen with- 
ovit defign to (hake the foundation of this go- 
v^rn,n\ent, by bringing in a freedpm of all kinds 
of religion. 

Sir, I know ^lovv important thefe Provinces are 
to our Kingdom; an^ without breach of duty,, I 
may not leave to remember to you, who are the 
faithfuUeft fea^tary to my Prince and mpfter, that 
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it is a moft neceflary wifdom to keep ^ower ancf 
credit here. Power is by the nation continued 
in tht pay of the States, and by the cautionary 
towns: Credit by an honourable reputation of 
virtue and affedion, and ability to aid and favoiir 
them. For the iir/l, as occafion fhall be offered, 
I will call upon you. For the fecond, it feems tp 
me to be a fair opportunity, and. very feafonable, 
if his Highnefs would think of the obligation he 
intended to the brave Prince Maurice, to call hira 
to the Order of the Garter. I proteft unto you, I 
have no particular intereft, but as conceiving it 
proper for the honour and fetvice of our mafter : 
and I (hould be glad to carry the fuit and meflage, 
as! did that, with faith;' and conceiving it to be 
a good fervice and duty, fhall be glad to receive 
and obey all commandments^ that (hall be laid iipon 
me in it. 

The French AmbaflTador hath not yet had au- 
dience., Many good patriots fear his bufinefs will 
be new, and dangerous overtures, and having re* 
lation to fome treaties with Spain and the Archdukes. 
' There is now come to the Hag^e a young Duke 
' of Brunfwick, a fine gentleman. He came in the 
company of the Count of Efneftus, whofe Lady is 
fafely delivered of a fon. 

It pleafed you in your's to fey, that his Highnefs 
would anfwer my fuit. It fhall be a princely grace 
done to a faithful and humble-hearted fervant.

BY the contentment I tdke to do thefe little offices, 
I find how. grfeat happihds. it would be to me 
to ipend my beft powers and whole life in the obedi- 
ence to our excellent mailer, to whom all the good 
in me is due both by right of fubjedion, vows, and 
bonds of humble affedtion and. fervfce. 

I fend you this bearer, a foldier by trade, and 
IkilfuUy praftifed to cover an open coach. The 
contract I have hiade with him, I formerly wrote 
to you : but to refrcfli your memory, I have ia this 
iticlofed exprefled it.. . 

What ufe Ihall be made of the rhan, and his 
Highnefs vouchfafing of my dutiful obedience and 
endeavours, I do refer t6 your favour, to which as 
I attribute much for the great grace I have received 
hitherto, fo will I wait all opportunities to acknow- 
ledge and pay much to you by love, by faith, and 
all the works of thankfulnefs. 

I have fpoken, with the painter of Delft, and 
find him keep his, affection and incjij^fition to ;fnake 
a journey into England for his Highnefs's fervice. 
£uthe loves hirafelf and his acquaintance fo well, as 
can hardly refolve how tq value his^jime and his 
Ikill. This v/as the time he took to bring me his 
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tefolute demand, that I might reoeiv^e your advice 
upon it. But yet he is not come, and I m^y in pari 
cxcufe it. The weather is fo here between froffc 
and thaw, as boats cannot pafs. My next muft be 
of that fubjed. 

Here we conceive, that the French Ambaflador 
keeps yet the ground of his ambaffage to hirafelf. 
He hath laidfocrth ibme of his accom|Jements, and 
ibme artifices to make the matches between France 
and Spain not to be had in jealoufy here; and to 
Ihew firft, that they are only treated to do their 
bufinefs the better; and that the conclufions ^rt far 
ofl^ uncertain, and at the choice of perfons hke to 
ufe their own fancies, and the occafions that then 
Ihall prefent themfelves. Yet in all events thefe 
men fliall have faith and league kept with th^> 
and fruit ev>er by the bim^Mp of France. 

But many fear the drift is to make thefe m^ 
n^k(5t the favours of his Mqefty, or to be n$s? 
Ie<^ed <^ him, to reft upon die alliance ^ franco 
to bring in free exerdi^e of all religions, and h IQ 
compound the afiairs of Spaia and them, at tbs de- 
votion of France* 

You fee how the affairs of the Empire areol 
neceffity fufpeoded. There ace many fiibjedsi fpr 
queftions to rife on between the brothers. How 
thefe will be quenched or inflamed, we fee not yet ; 
and until fome motions to the one or the other ij^iay 
appear, judgment cantiot be made by.n^, that fee 
but with common eyes, and thofe .of the <dulkft 
fight, efpecially when I muit lay that judgment be- 
fore you, my honourable friend, whofe larger in^ 
formation of thefe things from better hands doth 
prepare your abler underiftanding to forefe^that, 
which I ^ftiall not guefe at before the relation of ihc 
aft done. 

From Spain, and all other parts but /Great^Bri- 
tain, opinion is moved, that the King of Spain will 
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purfue.ftroDgJytteejDarri^epf pyr bkffed Princej^: 
and that thereupon the intended tr^y wit|i the Ger- 
man Princes (hall be fufpended. ^ 
From heoce they difqQurfe, that although the 
King of Spain cannot in the world find {o great 
bleflihg in a .wjooaan as in that Lady, and that it 
would ferve him to do his affairs admirably ^ yet 

It ia hardly to be believed, tb^t jhe Mpft Cathplic 
King, the feif chiJ4 of the Ppjpe, and the 4ear fove- 
reign and humble fubjeft of the Jefuits, wilj ev^r 
marrv with one by their church counted an heretic. 
It is alfo compared with many counfels and pro- 
ceedings ot Spain, that fpare no way or fubjeft to 
do their bufmefs by; and their turns ferved, never 
want excufes and pretexts to difengage themfelves, or 
^t leaft plead a reafon : «>vliich wi^re a cruel feora>

fear tliink of tjie treaty. Bi^t the confidence I hav^q 
pf ihe wif4op> ^nd bJefTing of his Majefty^ and his 
royal i:flu,e, makes me in hurnbk contentment expert 
good from all the ^ftion, ' th^ flb.aU concern them, 
rppying from their royal wifdopns, and handled by 
their faithful council about them, wherein vou have 
a happy part to ^ft, .which I befe^ch the Almighty 
to bids to his glof y. 

I befeech you, that my f^ith and duty be con- 
tinued in the rnempry of his Highnefe, as his hum- 
ble fervant, that defires nothing more than pcc^- 
IJPAS to obey him in, and by the grace of his favour 
to be mjade ^bje to fliew you, hovy thankful a heart 
you hiaye poflTeffed^^yourfelf with,, th^t ftucjies, not 
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by proteftations, but by real adions and duties, to

THE hafte of this bearer, together with my 
ill hand, made me omit in my former letter a 
point, that I now willingly impart to you, having 
a quarter of an hour's time given me. 

We received it here from good hands, that the 
King of Poland makes himfelf exceeding ftrong 
both in horfe and foot, and all provifions of war, 
with a refolution to attempt the kingdom of Swe- 
den, where the King is young and unfettled; and 
if that kingdom Ihall find themfelves attempted on 
one fide by the war from Denmark, on the other 
fide by the King of Poland, neceffity will conftrain 
them to range themfelves to one or other party; and 
i*eafon and probability is moll for their natural King; 
fince, without any great miracle, the opportunity, 
the power, and the aftivenefs of that King of Po- 
land confidered, it is poffible'for him to be mafter, 
not only of Sweden, but of a large extent in thofe 
parts, in lefs than fix months. It is not to be 
doubted but that the King of Poland is in religion a 
Jefuit; in league and combination with the Pope 
and with Spain; and fo not only a declared enemy to 
the reformed Churches and neighbour States, which 
concerns the kingdom of Great-Britain, not only by 
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expedation of the world, that his Majefty, for his 
greatnefs and virtue, (hould be moderator in this 
end of the world: but it doth concern, and will 
deeply concern, the welfare and' intereft of the king- 
dom of Great-Britain.' 

His Highnefs cannot do any a£t more fuitable 
with his virtues, more honourable for his Majefty, 
more for the lafety of the Churches, and piety of 
his own glorious ftate, than to digefi thi . affair well 
by himfelf and his private council, and the faithful 
councils of the State; and then' to move his royal 
fttherto mediate a reconciliation between the king- 
doms of Denmark and Sweden;, at leaft fuch a de- 
pofition of arms, as Sweden may wholly attend his 
defence againft Poland. ^ 

It may be objeded, that, in cafe of danger, thofe 
it concerns mod nearly, fhould feck aid. The 
King of Sweden, that may be (for yet there is 
none) is yourig, unfettled, and perhaps knows not in 
what perfons, in what councils to be confident. 
And for the Princes of Germany, their altercatipns 
in the Empire,- their flow and disjointed afFeftions 
and proceedings* is apt to err in points of real 
wifdom and good manner. Thofe of the Low 
Countries^ who -come next, to be concerned, have 
alio their divifions and faftions amongft themfelves, 
and begin to fleep in their feeurity. with Spain, who 
certainly muft Ihare deep in the profperity of Po- 
land. But if by neceffity, floth, or want of wit 
dbm, or good afFcdtion, all men abandon the good 
caufe, it is then moft time, and moft virtue, to be 
diligent and ftifF in the good work. A more pious, 
a more honourable, or more profitable, hath cot pre- 
fented itfell in many years, than this appcafing of 
this war between two Princes of the religion in this 
time, when the enemies of the religion do think 
they have fpread fuch n^ts to overthrow her, as fhe 
ihall not efcape. But God, I know, will preferve 
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her, and by his inftruments, pur roy^ Kipg and 

bis royal imie. 

And thus, you fhall ever fee my faith guide me 
to aflfe^ peace or war, ^$ it fliall be moft for the 
glory of God, and honour and fafety of niy jBCin^ 
and my mailer, with whom I prav you employ ail 
ypur power for the efiej^iting ot this honQurab^e 
>vork. 

Pardon, and beg pardon for me, for this freedom 
I ufe, which never proceeds from me but attended 
with faith and humility. 

I complain not, that I h^ve not once hea^d from 
you in three months : but I confefs I h^ve long^ 
to hear both of his Highnefe*s health, ^d how l 
remain in his gracious mempry i apd hpw you con- 
tinue your favour to

SIR, 

IWas now about to have takep the boldnefs (yet 
with all reverence) to have written to his High- 
nefs, but I conceive it to be be^^pr duty, and the 
fame thing, to deliver it ;to you his faithful fecre- 
tary, that his H.ighnefs may fo wit^ more eafe 
know, how the people in thefe parts fey, that the 
Council of Spain have dqne their bufin^fs exceed- 
ingly well; the matches between 3p^in and Frapce 
being publilhed in their pprts with all triumph. 
That France gives a reafon of thefe matches on 
their part for wa^t of other alliances, that of Great- 
Britain being fufpefted to them in re^(ft of the 
pretences to France j the German Princes poor and 
divided j Italy far offj and thefe Seven Provinces fo 

ready 
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teady to run to Spain, aS they only Have gotten 
the ftart of thetn, and how ready to brihg theni 
thither by their riiediatioti. 

ThAt bvfertlires of treiatty, to chdnge the tf tice in- 
to a pea:ce, are uhdbttbtedly already ffropolmdcd by 
tfee faime perfons, that fim attempted the formti 
treaty. 

Further, they iay here, that ill thife ftrange 
points of dbdirine divulged have been fofteted and 
countenanced lo prefs thfe gaierkl liberty of rcligioii 
to all fe<ftatteg, and amoh^ the reft, to the Romaii 
Catholics, who are not few jn thbfe Pfovihfcfes ^ and 
that point gained; there is no im|)'edinient to tliefe 
men's peace, with Spain. For tlite glory of the Ca- 
tholic King being (aved iil th^t point, and his ufe 
and end amired by that admittance (provided that he 
be but acknowledged t6 have thefe meh dilarrtied) 
he will Rive them a, blaiifc fi^'ed, in which they ihal! ' 
forni tpeir own other *c6nditi6nis. To induce theiS 
men, there iis the jiift pretences of Spain to them; 
liberty of confcience (hall be granted, with the ek- 
etcife of rielieion to all kinds, freedom of traffic, 4nd 
eife of impofitions ; and fear of a War, if they do not. 

It is fetd, that Spinola, Accompanied with an- 
bthier tioble of Spam mid the Count Sucqiiby, 
came with commilTidn into France, and fo to the 
Archdukes : that fereat fums of money arc made 
over for thefe parts: that great levies of men are 
likewife to cowie down : that the purpofes are to 
change the truce intb a peace ; to turn the affairs 
of Germany to their advantage, and fo as the 
younger fon of Spam may fueceed In the Empire ^ 
and fo thefe forces will ferve both to keep in awe 
the Princes of TSermany, ajid f<vay thofe projefts t6 
their purpofe; and aHb to tetrify thefe men to a peacei 
to which they apply themfelves with fo much delight 
and affeftion, as, if Spain have but patience a year 
or two, rather than take up arms, they will take 
on any conditions. 

, It 
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It is Taid that Spinola hath likewiie charge to 
pafs into England, to treat about the nn^rriage o€ 
the lady Elizabeth: and it is obferv^ed, tl>atjuft about 
that time the journey of the Duke ipf Bouillon is de- 
ferred. It is conceived^ that the overtute and trea- 
ty is not really ipeant from Spain, but only to a- 
mufe, until their other bufinefs in hand have pafiage^ 

This pofition is held for granted, that Spain pre- 
tends to the monarchy i . that if he make himfelf 
mailer of the Low Countries ib far, ^s to have ufe 
of rheir harbours. and (hipping, he will make i}o 
doubt to attempt Great-Britain. 

If. it (hall be poflible, and found good by his Ma- 
jefty, the Defender of the Faith, to give his blefled 
and gracious daughter into Spain, and her children 
to be bred up in that religion ; aud for the Catholic 
King to be difpenfed with to match with a blefled 
Chriftian Princefs, the dangers his Majefty and his 
V royal iifue areexpofed to from theSpanifh and Je-^^ 
fuitical pradtices are fuch, as I tremble to tljink of 
jhem. ' , 

His Highnefe, as a councellor to his royM father, 
as heir apparent to the Crown, as having the exr 
pecStation and hope of the world caft upon his excel- 
lent worth and powers, is called upon, not only tq 
obferve thefe^ paflages, but to be provident in them 
as the moft faithful watchman and remenni)rancer to 
his Majefty; and foreleeing, that a fmall induftry 
^nd force turns by inconveniencies, which once come 
^nd fciated, will not be remedied but with infinite 
difficulty. 

You, in your place,' have an honourable office to 
difcharge, and a glorious part to aft. You (hall find, 
that the induftry and artifices will be very great tp 
move his Majefty to contenin thefe -States, and as 
great to divert the affedion and dependency of thefe 
men from his Majefty, ' and by that means to caft 
|hem for counfel and confidence upon France, and 
(o into the power of Spain. 

There 
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There are many ill-aflfedted in this State : fo are 
there many worthy patriots ^ for their iakes, for 
the corifequence aiid intereft, it is to be wilhed and 
hoped, that hi& Maj^y will br^ak all thefe defigns, 
and ktep ;^his intereft in thefe Provinces, and caufe 
to be maintained their unity in their ecclefiailical 
and politic government ; though with fome extra- 
ordinary care, and an appearance of force, which 
V^ill be no farther requifite, than by the countenance 
of it to keep the evil-afFedted in awe, and the good 
in heart and lifel 

I am glad, that at length we ratify the treaty 
with the Princes of the religion, his Majefty's Am- 
baflador beipg to go on his way towards Colen for 
that effcift. I fliould be more glad to hear, that his 
Majefty did give countenance and encouragement to 
the Proteftants in France. And while that the in- 
ward affairs of thefe Provinces are not fo well joined, 
as were to be wilhed, it would come exceeding fea- 
fonably, and advantageoufly for his Majefly 's fervice, 
if thC; Coupt Maurice did receive fome marks of his 
Majefly's favour, and fome obligations from his Ma- 
jcfly and our maftier. 

You fee whither my faithful dqty and humble 
afFeftion hath carried pie, under this hope, that hia 
Highnefs will make a gracious conflru6tion, and fa- 
vourable ufe of it towards me, whofe life and powers 
are wholly moved to his fervice. 

My confidence in you is fuch, that you will not 
only make thebefl interpretation of me, and ufe for 
me, but exercife your favour fo much towards me, 
as to reprove me by your letters for what you find 
impertiujent, rude, or over bold, by that way of 
your favour to ingreafe nriy bonds of duty to you, in 
- which I covet nothing more than your command- 
ments, and occafion, whereby to approve myfelf

The pcrfecutions and jealoufte^ in France threaten 
that country with a bloody iffiie, Anji the overtures 
of peace, which are yet in Spinola's pocket, threaten 
thefe Provinces with a great dedl of ji^ngen iGod 
blefs his Majefty of Great-Britain, and hi? royal 
iflue; and they may and will ballance all the ^air^ 
of Chriftendom.

BEING returned from the Spa to the! Brill, I

danger : for undoubtedly the Spaniard hath * both 
that and greater works in qeliberaticHi, which threaten 
our State ^ilfb. 

We hear the Palatin refolves to come towards 
thefe parts within fourteen days after the return of 
Monf Schomberg from his K^efty. 

My affeftion to lay all I know before you, would 
draw on your farther trouble, but that 1 conceive it 
would be too old before it find yoii.

contrary to the art Jcle of treaty; as alio forthereadi- 
neis, whigh was peirceiyed in the King of ;Spain 
to receive and favour perfbns ill afFefted to his Ma- 
jefty and the , State. And thereupon his Majefly 
was contented, that it fhould be plainly told unto 
this King'^ Ambaifadors refiding in England, that 
he obferved fo ftrange a proceeding upon the new 
amity, as he had cau(e to.fufpeft, that the former 
alienation was rather difguiled. for the contriving of 
forae future ends, than fo extingui(he4, as he might 
fafely build upon fuch friendlhip. Whereupon 
many arguments being ,u fed by divers of this King's 
minifters in excufe of what h^d palfed, imputing 

(bmc 
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fbmcf things to the flow ftife of their proceedings in 
Spain, and fome others to concurrency Mii < matters 
of confcience with thofe perfons, whidh ' mfilde their 
retreat into the Kin^s dominions: and for the better 
expreffing and intimating of this Kings's cle^i- and 
fincere affedtions towards his Majefty, both the Con- 
dede Villa Mediant ^ in his time, and Don P^ro de 
Zuniga « fince, declared and protiefted to know fo much 
of the King their Matter, his* good intents unto his 
Majefty, as if he would be pfeafed (according to na- 
ture and cuftom, by both which the man is to fpeak 
firft) to begin a motion' for a marriage betwixt the 
Prince of Wales and the Infanta, the fame ftiould 
be fo well heard, as it fhould appear, that the 
King defired not only to continue in amity, but to 
unite himfelf by neareft alliance unto his Majefty. 

To all which, though his Majefty coujd but re- 
turn kind and thankful anfwers in the general ; yet 
for many refpeds it pleafed his Majefty to pafs over 
all thefe occafions given him by tnofe invitemeilts, 
without making any particular anfwer; until the 
rime of Don Alonfo de Velafco*^, yet Leiger there; 
who renewing thofe former overtures, his Majefty 
csould no bnger have remained in fiience, but he 
muft haye given juft occafion to retort that opinion 
of coldnefs upon himfelf, for which he had formerly 
challenged him. And here I can enter to fpeak of 
the, fequel of the bufinefe upon my own knowledge. 

In March 1611 S the duke of Savoy fen t an 
Ambaflage to his Majefty, in which he gave com.- 
miffion to his Ambaffador to m^ke offer of the 
Prince .of Piedmont for the Lady- Elizabeth's grace, 
with infmuation iikcwife, how glad the Duke of Sa-

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voy would be, if the. Prince of Wales wxiiild dxf- 
pofe himfelf to like of the eldeft daughter. 

To the . fif ft his Majefty made anfwer, that he 
would nOjt iefufe to treat thereof upon the Duke's 
own niptiofl, jf it were propounded fingle, as it had 
been formerly moved .by the :Ambaffador of Spam^ 
But Jf it came accompanied with the condition of re- 
ciprocal marriage for the Prince, his Majefty could 
herein give no anfwer, as not being yet refolvcd a- 
tout the beftowing of him. 

At the fame time the Spanifti Ambaffador made 
the firft overture for the Prince of Piedp[K>nt (for 
the motion, thereof came front him, as fo dirqfted 
from the King of Spain, as he affirmed and fhewec| 
in writing) he faid, that in cafe his Majefty fliould 
be pleafed to maice the like overture to the King 
his'Mafter, for the Prince of .Wales to match with the 
Infanta^, he did .aflure himfelf, that his Majefty 
fhould receive a kind afid honourable anfwer; intjr 
rnatii^ indeed, that the intent .of this match with 
Savoy . was to be as a foregoer of the match betwixt 
the Prince and the Infanta: by which all difficulties 
in matters of religion might be facilitated, that the 
other might find the leis- ftops and hindrances, whci^^ 
it fhould cotne to be negotiated. 

Myfelf at the fame time being appointed to come 
to be hte Majefty's Leiiget Ambaffador into Spain, 
to fupply the place^ which had been two years va-i 
pant, with charge to procure (bme better fatisfadion 
jn, the merchants bufineflcs, than they had yet re- 
ceived; and being fo near my departure, I had my 
inftrwdions ready drawn and perfedtcd, atfd had al- 
io taken my leave of l\\s Majefty, thinking within 
very few days to have begun my journey. My Lord 
Treafurer, upon this new invitation of the Arhbafla^ 
dor, fent one down to Royfton unto his Majefty, 
to make hirh acquainted therewith. Whereupon hjs 
IVlajefty was pleafed to give me order, how to be- 
te 
f Wil^^vopd, \ol. ni.p. apT., 
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havfe rayfdf in the bufifefe; and caufed particular di- 
reaions to be added and adjoined to my fornier in- 
ftruAions, wherein before there was no kind of 
mention of any fuch motion; an evident argument^ 
that the overtures of the Ambaflador, and the at 
farance he gavp his Majefty, that the propofiiion 
fliould have all kind of acceptance, . were th? caly 
. :inotives, which, lied .hisMajefty to propound the 
match; this bdng the true manner, in which, this 
bufmcfe was by the Ambaffador, revived, and by 
which his Majefty and this King have proceeded. 

At my arrival here in Spain «,, Ixaving. procured 
audience of this King, after I had pr^feated to him 
liis Majefty'&kind and aflfeaionate . falutation, with 
^11 princely offers of hi$ love and friendftiip; I took 
particular notice unto him of the oy^rture made by 
Don Alonfo his Ambaffador, and in.Ws Maje%> 
»ame gave him thanks for yielding lb clear and ap- 
pareiat teftimony of his affeiation. , And then I de- 
dared the jextraordinary value and. eftiip^iw of the 
infanta io every refpeft; and that to (hew; Ws willing- 
nefe to maintain the amity, and increafe the alliance 
between thera^ he was willing to lay bold of that, 
which hi* Ambaflador had intimated unto him : and 
.therefore had given me inftruaions tp . proceed to 
propound a marriage unto hira for the Prince of 
W^les,. his Majefty^s fon ?»d heir, with the Infant^ 

his eldeft daughter. r \jr 

The King hereimto made an(wer, that thefc tcl- 
timonies of his Majefty's lave were very accept:d>k 
»nto him; and told me, concerning this bulinefs, 
the Duke of Lerma.ftiould have or4er to treat with 

me. 1 ' TN 1 r 

Within two or three days after, ,the :Puke ot 

Lernia came home uiuo me at my houfe; to whom 
when I had fignified how grateful it was to his Ma- 
iefty, to underftand of his good inclination -towards 
him^and bis cftate; I declared as much ur,to him^ 

D d 4 ^^^' 
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asformerly I haddone untbtht King;' and told him, 
that herein the King had referred me to negotiate 
and treat with himfelf. > » • - : . 

The Duke then began with: a great proteftation, 
how much he defired as greiat a ftricJtnefs and near- 
iiefs of amiiy and alliance, as micht be, between 
the Crowns of England and Spain ;. and that by his 
means this proportion had bedi divevs timea handled 
both by the Cbnde de Villa Mediana^ and fince by- 
Don Pedro de Zuniga; alfo by EJph Alonib, novir 
refident in England ; and that he well knew of how 
great confequcnce it were both for the good of 
Spain and of England, to be fo nearly and fo firmly 
united. One thing there was, which he appre- 
hended as the greateft ahd only difficulty, which 
was the difparity of rdigion^ for theaccommodate- 
ing whereof he would make no precife judgment, 
being a thing depending on the Pope, and in which 
neither the King nor the State here would make 
any certain determination. " 

I then mad^ him anfwer, that the King, my 
mafter, would herein have to do with no other but 
the King and his minifters': and that I fiippofcd, if 
the Pope's inclination had not already been tryed 
herein, and that there might be probability of giv- 
ing way unto the match, I fliould have thought there 
would not have been given commiffion to Don Alon- 
fo de Valefco to give fuch encouragement to the King, 
my mafter, for the propounding of it: and that, 
if I were not much miftaken, I had heard Don Alon- 
ib fay, that the match with Savoy had been already 
propounded to the Pope^ and that he Ihould feem 
not to be much adverfe thereunto \ which match I 
conceived had been a preparation and way^ maker to 
the other. 

,To which the Duke replied, that the King de- 
pendeth on none but gn the Pope- and that de- 
pending he could . hot, nor muft not deny ; nei- 
ther could he proceed hetein without the Pope's 

approbution. 
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approbation. And as for the tmtter of Savoy, 
ibough ithe Pope ihould give way unto it, yet 
there would be great difference in thefe cafes, in 
regard that there might be greater . hopes of the 
Lady Elizabeth's converfion being matched to a 
catholic, and being come to live in a catholic coun- 
try: whereas, contrariwife, there might be great 
danger of the Infanu's perverfion, (he being to be 
matched, and fb to be governed by a . Prince, that 
was. not catholic : the which if the King fliould fup- 
pofe, he could not, nor would not do, though it were 
for the faving of his kingdom. 

I feeing the Duke (land upon fo ftri<5t terms, 
defired him not to miftake my manner of propofi- 
tion, which was with thefe conditions and reflridi- 
ons, that if this motion (hould not be received with 
full as much forwardnefe of difpofition from the King 
of Spain, as by the King my mailer, in his defires 
of having it effedted; this bufmefs would quickly 
be at an end. . For that I have no commiffion to 
treat, until I (hould be allured, both that th^ pro- 
pofition in general was very welcome unt^ them; 
and that they would undertake the clearing of 
fuch difficulties, as on their fide might arife. : So 
that unlefs this by them might be undergone, the 
ifliie of this bufmefs, I conceived, was like to be no 
other, but that the King ray mailer had expreffed 
a willmgnefs to lay hold of aay intimation, that this 
King fhould make, of working a greater nearnefs and 
ilridnefs betwixt them" . 

The Duke then feemed to be a little altered with 
this my direftnefs; and began to* qualify his man- 
ner of fpecch, telling me, he well knew the great 
good and happinefs, that might arife, not only to 
thefe crowns, but to the Chriftian world in general, 
if this match might take efFedl : and that, which he 
now had faid, was not by way of anfwer, but by 
way of propofition of the only difficulties he fore- 
law. But that the King had given him order, that 

herein 
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herein fliortly Lihould receive, aj^wef; the care 
whereof he would undertake; mH^f^ me to afiure 
myfelf, that it ihould be fuch, as(h6uld be agree- 
able both to the King my mafter's honour and full 
iatisfadlion. Upon thefe terms we then^parted. 

I then fuiTered them to take the leifure of a 
month or fix weeks, \vitliout ufing any new in- 
ilance, until their ftay was fuch, as T held it ex^ 
t>edient to prefe them for their anfwcr, and to 
wake means for a new accefe uato the King, on 
.whom I was commanded to wait at the Efcuria]. 
My audidnce with him was very fliortj being again 
referred by him to the Duke of Lerma, whom I 
then found very fick in bed of a fever, and fo 
offered to have attended him fome day one hour 
of his better difp^ition. But he intreated me to 
fit down by him, and told me he would brielfly. 
fignify unto me the fubftanpe of the King's anfwer, 
which ftibuld be more at iarge delivered unto me 
by Don Tohn de Idiaques, who was there prefent. 

He then willed me to fignify to the King my 
jtiafter, that this propofition, which I had made, 
was very welcome and grateful unto this King, tak- 
ing it as an aflured tdrimony of his affedion and 
good will unto him: and as he had found from the 
King a worthy and diredt proceeding in the pro- 
pounding of it^ fo would he i;ife much fincerity and 
.dirednefs in the anfwer; for that the truth was, 
^hat before his overture mad^ by me in the King*« 
jaame for the Prince of Wales with the Infanta thfs 
JLady Anne, the King was elfewhere engaged : and 
fhat the reafon why my anfwer had been fo long 
^delayed, was to fee how other treaties, which were 
already on foot, proceeded; to the end, if the King 
fliould have found himfelf free of foch epgagenients 
jand promifes, as he had formerly made^v he i;night 
^ave given that acceptance, which he deliryd, t© 
this propofition 'i the which he now coukT not do, 
pn the bfihalf of the el(}eft daughter the Lady Anne, 

bgcaufe

becaufe thefe promifes and engageiinents, which he 
formerly haji made, were proqeeded in great likelir 
hood of taking effed. But fuph. was his particuTar 
delire of giving fatisfadjon to the ; King, that hav- 
ing other daughters born of the fame father and 
mother, and fo equal de^rpefe and efteem unto him, 
that for either of them it Ihould pleafe the King to 
make ^ motion for the Prince of Wales (if that 
the King did think jhe matter of religion might 
be accx)mmodatcd, ^nd without danger of this 
King's daughter to be altered ajid perverted from her 
religion) the King woijld here be very willing un- 
to it, and would upon .his Majefty's anfwer herein, 
which he >vi(hed me to procure, give order for the 
negotiating^ herein to the King's full content. 

He theii told me what he faid Ihould be more am- 
ply flelivered ynto me by Don John Idiaques, to 
whopi I might likewifefay any thing I had to fpeak; 
for that his difpofition was liieh, that with much 
painh^ had forced hirnfelf thus much: and fo I was 
accompanied to my chamber by Pon John de Idia- 
ques and Dpn Jlioderigo Calderon. 

From Don John I received the faine anfwer in 
effed^, th^t J. had done, though fomewhat more en- 
larged; with whom though I held it to little purpofc 
to argue ov expoftulate; yet when they, urged the 
King^s former engagements to be long before my 
overture, I replied, that I much wondered at it, 
finqe ~ the rnotives, that had invited the King my 
rnafter to this overture, h^d proceeded frorn Don 
/Vlpnfo their Amba%dQr, . now r^fidcnt in England, 
who had not only formerly afliired the King my 
rnafter, that if he ftiould be pleafed to make this 
ipotioo, , it ftjould receive a kind acceptance, and an 
honovjrable ^nfwer; but otherwife of late, upon the 
inftant of rny . d^parturcj^ he confirmed, that he was 
newly inftru(^ed from this King, that in cafe the 
alliance was then Ipoken of, not only not to refufe 
jt, but embrace jt, ^s ^ matter, th^tlhould be moft 

agreeable 
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jgreeable to Ms King,, tf matter of religion might be 
2cxx>modated. 

Dtan RpdcrigD (iiddeDly and peremptorily denied 
fcis having any fucb dttefticns from hence, feeing 
k woald Bot be, for that this treaty had been m^my 
Boonths in (peech K - But Don John de Idiaqucs 
Satmod to qualify, or rather wittily to excufe it, by 
taking of the general word aUtance^ feeing^ it might 
be^ he might have diredViona, in cafe the alliance of 
the Prince with Spain (hould be fpoken of, he fhould 
not refoCb it ; for that it then was, and is llill defured, 
tfaac^ not particularly witbthe King^s ekleft daugh- 
ter, concerning whom the King hath been already 
many months engaged by promiie. 

They.fecmed mutch to defire, that the King mi^t 
reft fatisficd with this arifwer, telling me, there was 
little advantage in the marriage of daughters ; for 
that the King much efteen^ed, and would dp as 
modi for the younger as for the elder. 

I told them, I knew not how the King my raaf^ 
ter might herewith reft fatisfiedi yet I could not 
but conceive many differences between the younger 
sod ddefl daughter : ' 

Firfiv that kingdoms c6me not into divifion; 
and tho) that a Prince of tii^ years of age * fhould 
be married to a Lady elder than himfelf; and another 
of eighteen ^ (hould be moved to tarry for an In- 
fanta of fix years. " 

And this is the efFeft of that, which paOed at that 
time^ whereof I prefently gave an account unto his 
Majefty, and thereupon received directions to make 
unto tnem this reply ; 

That the King my raafter had found their an- 
iwer to contain in it ib many incongruities and un- 
escpoSted paflages, that he -had held it fit to call 
the King^s Ambalfador to a conference with the

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For that whenfoever it (hould appear, that any pub- 
lic minifter (hould fb much forget himfelf, as to de- 
liver that in the perfon of his mafter, which is but 
his own vor having fpoken the truth, (hould afterwards 
be difavowed by thofe, that employed him ; one of 
thefe two things muft fallow, that hfe is either be- 
come unworthy of the place he holdeth by his own 
adt ; or made unworthy by his mafter. 

Having delivered this both to the King and 
Duke of Lerma, from the Duke (in the King's 
name) I receive! this anfwer, that it was true, that 
his Majefty had great reafon to take exceptions, 
and to be difpleafed with this manned of proceed- 
ing, if that their Ambaflador had in this fort dealt 
with his Majefty; and that the blame and fault 
hereof muft light upon the Ambaflador, who had 
received no fuch commi(rion nor diredtion from hence : 
telling me, that it was juftice firft to hear the Am- 
baflador, before they would proceed againft him^, 
but in ca(e he (hould not clear himfelf, but that he 
had proceeded in this manner, which I had fet down^ 
the courfe, which his King would take with his Am* 
baflfador, (hould both fully give his Majefty fati(^ 
faftion, and fufficiently witnefs, that his King had 
given him no fuchicommi(rion. 

He then defired to kuow the particulars, which I 
alledged the AmbaflTador had faid to his Majefty ; 
which I repeated iinto him in this manner : 

Firft, that upon the motion of the match with 
Savoy, he told his Majefty, that in cafe he would be 
plea(ed to mak^ the like overture to the King his 
mafter for the Prince his Highnefs with the Infanta, 
his King's daughter, he did aflTure him(elf, that his 
Majefty (hould receive a kind and honourable anfwer. 
Secondly, in April 1611, he confirmed his for- 
mer fpeeches in the King his maftet's name, ac- 
knowledging to be newly inftriidted from Spain, that 
in eafe the alliance fo,r the Prince's Highnefs were

In the ]begii>ning; of February n^xt following, t 
haying pccaupn, for niany: bufme^s of th^ jner7 
chants, to.. repair tinto. the ; Duke, after Jong dif- 
courfe therein,, he exprefling ,ai\ extraordinary de- 
fire, that things might be carried with fuch love 

and 
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and kindnefs betwixt their Majefties, that a great 
nearnefs might bewrought betwixt them, if it were 
poffible, Hiked me, whether I had ^ no directions 
>concemiDg his King's laft proffer. I told him, no. 
Then falling into many difcourfes of having Eng- 
land and Spain united, he telling me, there were 
very few Kings daughters now left in Chriftendom 
and that in the matches of great Princes, there 
were commonly greater inconveniencies, than the 
di(proportion of fome few yean?: and urging me to 
(peak wharl conceived - thereof^ 1 told • him, that 
out of the confidence ' I had in hitn, • and for the ex- 
preiiing of my own good inclination of doing all 
good offices betwixt their Majefties, who, I conceived, 
were both' well inclined to unite thenifeWes more 
nearly, I would tell him both what I thought in this 
pai'ticular, and what would be the moft' profitable 
means of working fuch an efie£t. 

I -then faid, that the King my mafter having 
only two (bns, I fuppo^ h6 would regard no one 
thing (b much in the rnatch of the Prince as the 
hope of a ptenti(ul and ipeedy ifllie:- and the Prince 
being akeady at man's eftate, and this King's 
younger daughter hot puffing fix years of age, he 
flib\ild be forced to flay the attendance of many 
yearS^ and the prinieof his youth be fpent, before 
there would be any hope of ifliic by him. Which 
confidefation, I apprehended, was the caufe, which 
made his Majefty take fb nnich delitH-ation in giv- 
ing an(wer unto the proffer. But that if he fhould , 
give me leave, merely as a private man, as having 
no ' other commiffion but the warrant dormant, 
\iSiich ' all Leiger Ambal&dors have, to propound 
and difcourfe of all things, which they may think 
may tend to the increafmg of amity and good cor- 
refpondency betwixt the Princes, where they arc 
employed, I (hould be glad to exprefe my ^ood in- 
tentions and defires in this thing, by declaring unto 
him all the moil likely and profitable ways, which 

I could 
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1 tdttld !for^fee, foir the producing of fuch an eflfedl : 
atid fo, amofigft other things, told him, I ftippofed, 
that a KJaaighter of Savoy being fo fuitaHe in years, 
aftd fo near in blood to his King, might by . being 
taken iiito his cat>i, ^nd being as it Mrere adopted a 
daughter of his, arKi made fit for him in regard of 
h^ fortoi^, as fhe was in aJl things dfe, to be a 
wife unto the Prittce, (he niight Tery well prove a 
fittingilibjea to fct the inumal dcfires, which I 
66nceivfed^ were in bbth their Majefties, of uniting 
themfelviesj on wdr"^. * 

• The^ Dufce thanked me very much, both for the 
fitee proceeding w*ith him, and for the good inclina- 
tibtt, that I lexpreffed, "of msfking a greater nearnefs 
feietwtxt .thfeif ^ Majefties ; telling me, he would pf 
whiat I liad fatd corifider ,. feeming much to approve, 
k, and fliortly again would fend for me, that we 
might confer farther thereof. 

I eameftly intreated him, becaufe that this was a 
iheer^c^edt ihd pro{)6fition of rhy o^, without any 
Miidx)^ authority bt; dife^on, that it might pm 
with mttch ffcilinfeft and fecrecy; and that if it 
ihoutd %^pear, upon better* confiderarion^ not con- 
venient to bfe farther proceeded in, that it might die 
betwixt us two; fcift:' oiiherwifc my good intentions 
might perhaps turn to ray pi:ejudice : the which he 
was pleafed not only to ^roimfe, but very folemnly 
to iwcar tmto me 

• Withki fome few days thie Duke fent to call nie 
unto hin^^ and then^fignified unto me, hotv well my 
good intents and ddOr^s of doing all good offices 
were accepted ; and particularly my laft difcourfe, 
that I had withhinri; and that he would requite 
my kind proceedings with i real freenefs : for that 
thdugh the bufincfs of Savoy^ whereof I had fpoken^ 
itf hii opinic)n:tttight have much probability of taking 
cff^, yeiy a$ the- cafe now ftood, he thought the 
prtfcnt no fit time to deal in it > for in regard that 

. E e his 
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Ills King had made an offer of his own datigbt^^to 

which his Majefty had yet given no anfwer, he held 
it convenient, that this or any, other propofition of 
this na(ture might be refpited and fufpended, until 
the bufinefs of his King's own daughter were fully 
cleared, in which he conceived his Majefty had np^ 
taken muchJeifure; and therefore required me hero^ 
in to require.his Majefty'5 refolution. 

Thereupon I wrote unto his Majefty, th?t in a 
little conference betwixt the Duke and myfelf, ia 
which many difcourfes paffed betwixt us, apd I m-; 
tering my private thoughts of fuch things,'«as I 
held probable to produce a greater amity and near-t 
nefs betwixt their Majefties, the Duke declareci un- 
to me, th^t the King his mafter was in expedtation. 
to receive from his Majefty a diredl and certain an7 
/wer, concerning the overture for a match bctwee:^ 
the Prince of Wales, and this King's fecond (dauglvt 
ter. 

i Write unto you this paffage, though it were a 
thing merely of my own, withojiU any Hi^d <>f in- 
ftruftion of his Majefty, for tbefc two reafons : 

Firft, that I am fb defirous herein to fet down; 
the truth, that I would not conceal fo eflcntial a 
circumftance, though I were certain to incur great 
blame for it. 

Secondly, for that this occafion drew from his 
Majefty his anfwer to the King's offer of his younger 
daughter; whereby the bujSnrfs being ^in 
renewed, hath been brought to that final i(Ric, 
where I conceive it is likejy to ftand 

His Majefty, upon this inftance of mine for his 
anfwer, firft direfted me to alledge the reafons, which . 
had hitherto detained him from making any reply ; 
and then to anfwer in this manner : That in the of-; 
fer madeby this King of his younger daughter, both 
as it was defivered unto myfelf, and likewife as it 
¥f^ confirmed by this King's Ambaflador there, his 

Majefty 
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Majefty ftill found this ckule and condition in(ertcd, 
that this King would be moft willing to entertain a 
motion for a match betwixt the Prince of Wales, 
and any of his younger daughters, if matters of 
religion might be accommodated : and therefore to 
the end, that all proceedings betwixt them might 
be with much clearnefs, he commanded me to move 
this^ King, that he would be pleafed to declare the 
intent of this claufe, and what was meant and ex- 
pected in the matter of religion j and why that dif- 
ficulty was fo often reprefented. 

Thufi much I delivered unto the King and the 
Duke of Lerma, irom whom, after the deliberation 
of two months, I received this reply; that the 
King his matter, out of the defire he had to make 
alliance with bis Majefty, had confulted with the 
Pope and other grave perfons, requifite for fo weighty 
a bufmefe:; and i£for the accommodating of matter 
of religion, the Prince would become a Roman ca- 
tholic, rhe would willingly embrace and efteem him 
as his dear fen. 

I told him, that Sn fuch treaties and negociations 
betwixt Princes, there was a great difference be- 
twixt what might be wilhed, and what was refo- 
iutely demanded : and that I conceived the King 
rather exprefled herein what he would be glad 
might be, than what he expofted fhould be: but 
that; my direiliions were to intreat this King, that 
he would be- pleafed to declare, not what he could 
wifh, but wliat he would demand. 

The Duke then anfwered, that without the 
Prince's being a Roman catholic, it was not poC- 
iible, but that the perverfioa of the King's daughter 
muft needs be hazarded: which for the world he 
would neither be the dired nor indireft caufe of. 

Hereupon I fignified to the T>uke, that the King 
my matter had given me direftions and inftruftions, 
bow to behave rayfelf, according to the anfwcr I 
ibould receive: and therefore I intreated him for 
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one day or two to give rac kavei tocpialcrtbisaiv- 
iwer with iny direi^ions; a©d tltet he woufiJ give 
me accefs unto him, and procure mc audiesnceMrhifc 
the King, for the farther pr.oce^diog iatht bofinefi^ 
as i\\t King my mafter bad coounandcd ine. 

Within wo or three days jtft^r, I was apJ)oiiitedb 
to return again to the Duke, to whom at firft I 
made this repetition of the anlwer, wbich the laft 
day I had received fronfi him : The which Jikewtfe 
he then again confirmed, I then defired him to 
confider fome few grounds^ which I (hauJd lay be^ 
fore him; the which being pre-rfuppbfed^ I conceiv- 
ed he could not think, that the reply, which the 
King my mafter.had direded me .to make,, was not 
grounded upon much equity and hppour. 

The firft thing I defired this King ftiouW confi- 
der, was^ that w&n h^s Majefty dealt with him aad 
his minifters, he prefumed (o much of the equity 
of this King's judgment, and promifed hinafelf fb 
much of his afFedtions and refpcft unto him, as he 
(hould never have from him any demand unworthy 
of him, or which this Kingfhould not think fitting 
to be propounded unto himfelf, were the King's my 
mafter's cafe his own. 

The feccnd thing, which I defired this King 
might know, and. believe, was,, that there was ik> 
Prince whatfocver more confident and certain in? 
the truth of his religion, than the King my mafter 
was in his; in which he was not only refolved to. 
live and die, but of the proteftion and defence 
thereof had by feveral means declared himfelf as 
far, and would ever be ready to adventure as much 
for the maintenance thereof, a% any Prince living 
fiioulddo. 

Thirdly, J defired it might be remembered,, that 
though it be true, that the King my mafter caufed 
the propofition for the Prince with the Infanta Major 
to be made ; yet he was firft moved and invited 

. thereunto-. 
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thereunto by the afinrance,. whkrh this King*s Anv 
1b90ador g^veiumo him, how welcome this niotioa 
woidd bexinto hismafter; andfor that, which liow 
hath p^Hkd in this of the iecoiid daughter, it hath 
been likewiie Itkred and moved from herlce by the 
offer of her made by this King^ And to thiiB dflfedt, 
b^ing thus: accompanied with thefe dtmand^ and 
cobditiohSy^ I was out of thefe groimdsy by diredti^ 
an of the King my mafter, to make this anfwer: 
. That whereas it is demanded, to match with this 
King's fecond daughter, that the Prince (hould be- 
come a Rcxman catholic, the King my mafter defires 
to refer it to this King's own Judgment, what cenfure 
that Kiidg fhoukl d^tve, both frdm the hands of 
God and the world, that havilig fo many ways 
^prefled his conftancy and love to the faith and re- 
ligion he profisiieth, ihould (hew himfelf fb full of 
impiety and diflionour,. to perfiiade his (on to makd 
a. change of: bis fbul for a wife, or any earthly for- 
tune whatfoever. And if this King would hot for at 
world (as he profefied) be either the diredl or in- 
dircd caufe of the ha^rd of his daughters perver- ' 
lion ; the King may be pleafed to confider, that, if 
he be therein exaft, as befitteth a King in point of 
religion and honour, the King my mafter is Kke- 
wifc fo iu no lefs degree , ana therefore hath com- 
manded me plainly to declare, that though he 
would not but make a kind of princely conflruftiori 
of the dflfer, which this King made of his daughter, 
as judging her moft worthy of any Prince whatfo-* 
erer^ yet for this demand of the Prince's becom^ 
ing a Roman catholic, the King ray mafter holdcth 
it'UnwQirtfay of him •, atid would abfolutely refufe tq 
beftow the Prince his fan upon thofe cCMiditions, were 
the perfon offered the fole heir of the Monarchy of 
the whoJeworld. 

Hereunto the Duke made little anfwer, not ex- 
•p€£tingy I conceived, fo dired and conclufive a 

proceeding: 
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pfQQ^cf^g: Odly he' iaid, that his Kmg did (up- 
ppiW .^^^ G^ might have been pleafed to have 
loade this the iiieansfor the reducing df the Prince 
:^drf ngland to the catholic religion. And fo from 
the Duke I went unto the King, vfiih whom I was 
af^ihted at that time to have audience : unto 
whom' I made full and ample rebtion of the whole 
courfe of the bufinefs, and particularly fignified un- 
to him theanfwer, which in his name; I had received 
firom the Duke of Lerma^ and iikewife . his -Majcf- 
ty's ueplies. . ' 

. He told me> the dukeofLerma had in all things 
proceeded, as he directed him ; and therefore he 
wpl:^d only confirm thofe anfwers, which J had al- 
ready received from *him. 

.Thus having made unto you a true and exad 
relation how this bufmefs.hath hitherto been carried, 
I will refer the judgment hereof t« your own wif- 
dom : only thefe pai^es I would have recommend* 
fd unto you as nK)it remarkable: 

Firft, that his Majefty's propofitbn for the 
King of Spain's eldeft daughter was out of the 
fcveral invitations of the Spanifh Ambaflador. Nei- 
ther can the difhbnour of thefe indireft proceedings 
be removed, but that another will neceflarily fall 
upon them. For if Princes (hall not give credit and 
belief to the Ambafladors and public Minifters one 
of another, all means of negotiating betwixt them 
will be taken away. Herein they pretended the 
giving of his Majefty fatisfaiftioh ; they have re- 
voked their AmbafTador, and likewife fent Don Pe- 
dro de Zuniga in the interim, until the coming of 
Don Diego Sarmiento, whom they have nominated 
£ot that employment. 

Secondly, in the bufinels concerning the fecond 
daughter^ it never was in any kind any motion of 
fais Majefty's ; but merely on an oflfer of the King 
^f Spain's: Which God, I conceive, appointed ag. 

a fitting 
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a fitting and worthy means for his Majefty to make 
declaration, both to them here, and to the world, of 
his conftancy and refolution in the profeffing aiid 
proteftingof his religion. 

So that I >yill conclude, that if any thing have 
pafled herein lefs honourable or lefe fmcere, than be- 
fitted the greatnefs of two fuch mighty Princes, 
therd cannot fb much as any refledtion of it light 
upon his Majefty, whofe proceedings clean through 
have been with all dire£\nefs: Whereafs they, if 
they may not juftly incur cenfure of fbme falfe- 
hood, yet it cannot be but a great unluckinefe there- 
in unto them in a matter of fo great confequence, to 
be forced to remove their Ambaflador. Neither 
have thgy any advantage in point of honour, that a 
daughter, whofe fex giveth ever the privilege to be. 
fought, being offered, hath not been accepted.
